In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  required  to 
notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote 
in  town  election  to  meet  at  their  respective  polling  places  on 

MONDAY,  MARCH  4,  1946 

at  six  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  there  and  then  to  bring  in  their 
ballots  for  a Moderator,  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector, 
Tree  Warden  and  seven  Constables,  all  for  one  year; 

One  Park  Commissioner  for  two  years ; 

One  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one  member  of  the  School 
Committee,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  VvTlfare,  one 
Water  Commissioner,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  Road 
Commissioner,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one  member 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Park  Commissioner,  and  one  Com- 
missioner of  Trust  Funds,  all  for  three  years; 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The 
polls  will  be  open  at  6 :00  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will 
remain  open  continuously  until  7 :00  in  the  afternoon,  when  they 
shall  be  closed. 

And  you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall  on 

WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  6,  1946 

at  7 :45  P.  M.,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles. 

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 
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Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 
See  Finance  Committee’s  Report. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  apjiroval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1946,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes 
therefor,  payable  within  one  year  and  to  renew  any  note  or 
notes  as  may  l)e  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a year  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  funds  for: 

( 1 ) “Water  Main  Extension  Notes  maturing  in  1946” — pay- 

ment of  principal — $2,000; 

(2)  “Water  Main  Extension  Notes  maturing  in  1946” — pay- 

ment of  interest  due  in  1946 — $40; 

(3)  “Water  Department  Maintenance” — $9,500; 

(4)  Purchase  of  a new  truck — $1,200; 

(5)  Purchase  of  a compressor  unit  and  accessories — $3,000 ; 
and  will  authorize  the  Water  Board  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  the  truck  now  in  their  possession,  the  entire  appropriation  to 
be  taken  from  “Water  Available  Surplus,”  or  do  or  act. 

The  appropriations  here  requested  are  for  the 
normal  operation  of  the  Water  Department  and,  in 
addition,  for  the  purchase  of  a new  truck  and  com- 
pressor. The  present  truck  was  purchased  in  1936.  It 
has  outlived  its  effective  usefulness  for  its  present 
work  and  should  be  replaced.  The  cost  of  a new  truck 
will  be  abut  $1,200  and  the  old  truck  will  be  traded  in 
toward  the  price  of  the  new  equipment.  The  Water 
Department  is  badly  in  need  of  a compressor  unit  to 
facilitate  openings  in  streets.  Wdth  proper  co-opera- 
tion, the  equipment  could  be  used  by  other  depart- 
ments, such  as  the  Highway  Department,  whenever  a 
need  for  this  type  of  equipment  exists. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
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assess  a sum  of  money  for  tlie  reconstruction  and  im])rovement 
of  01(1  Connecticut  Path,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County, 
or  both,  for  this  ])urpose,  the  work  to  he  done  l)y  the  Road 
Commissioners,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

No  roads  have  been  reconstructed  in  the  Town 
under  Chapter  90  since  1941.  With  the  war  over,  the 
State  and  County  are  resuming  their  allocation  of 
funds  for  road  building  to  those  towns  which  will  ap- 
propriate matching  funds.  Provided  the  Town  will 
appropriate  $8,000,  the  County  will  appro])riate  $8,000 
and  the  State  $16,000,  making  a total  of  $32,000  avail- 
able for  reconstruction  of  an  additional  stretch  of  Old 
Connecticut  Path.  Your  Selectmen,  Road  Commis- 
sioners and  Finance  Committee  have  steadily  felt  that 
the  rebuilding  of  our  main-travelled  roads,  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  90,  l)y  which  the  Town  receives 
so  much  for  what  it  spends,  is  thoroughly  good  busi- 
ness. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  this  article,  the  work  to  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Road  Commissioners. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  for 
“Road  Machinery  Account”  the  sum  of  $1,500,  the  money  to  be 
taken  from  “Road  Machinery  Fund,”  or  do  or  act. 

Mdien  work  is  being  done  on  Chapter  90  roads, 
either  maintenance  or  construction,  the  funds  received 
by  the  Town  for  the  rental  of  its  equipment  are  accum- 
ulated in  the  “Road  Machinery  Fund.”  Certain  types 
of  expenses  incurred  by  the  Highway  Department  in 
connection  with  Chapter  90  maintenance  or  construc- 
tion are  charged  to  the  “Road  Machinery  Account.” 

In  recent  years,  with  no  new  construction  in  process, 
we  have  needed  but  small  amounts  for  the  “Road 
Machinery  Account.”  This  year,  however,  with  a new 
construction  project  scheduled,  the  “Road  Machinery 
Account”  will  have  to  be  considerably  larger. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  and  the  transfer  and  appropriation  of 
$1,500. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
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a sum  of  money  for  the  re[)air  of  the  roof  of  the  Public  Library 
building  in  Wayland  and  act  u])on  the  (juestion  of  authorizing 
the  making  of  contracts  therefor  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Way- 
land  Public  Library  and  the  payment  of  bills  therefor  on  ap- 
proval of  said  Trustees,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Public  Library  was  built  about  1900,  at  which 
time  the  present  roof  was  installed.  Repairs  to  the 
roof  have  been  required  a number  of  times  in  recent 
years  and  it  has  been  found  that  the  pajDer  underlying 
the  tile  has  disintegrated.  In  the  roofing  trade,  it  is 
generally  agreed  that  a tile  roof  of  this  type  is  no  bet- 
ter than  the  underlying  paper.  The  Finance  Committee 
has  consulted  several  experts  in  the  field  and  is  satis- 
fied that  the  Library  will  need  a new  roof  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.  It  has  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
building  itself  will  be  good  for  an  indefinite  period  and, 
because  of  the  high  quality  of  the  construction  of  the 
building,  it  seems  desirable  to  replace  the  present  tile 
roof  with  copper  or  slate  at  a cost  of  about  $3,500, 
materials  for  which  are  now  available. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $3,500. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  completion  of  plans  and  specifications 
for  a Civic  Center  Building  to  be  located  in  the  Village  of 
Cochituate,  the  money  to  be  spent  under  the  supervision  of  the 
committee  designated  by  the  vote  of  the  Town  ^Meeting  under 
Article  7 at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  March  8,  1944,  or  do  or 
act. 

In  the  last  two  years,  the  Town  has  appropriated 
and  set  aside  a total  of  $1,500  toward  the  preparation 
of  plans  for  the  proposed  Civic  Center  Building  in 
Cochituate.  The  Building  Committee  feels  that,  al- 
though it  would  be  unwise  to  proceed  with  the  imme- 
diate construction  of  the  building  during  the  coming 
year,  it  would  like  to  have  sufficient  funds  for  the  com- 
pletion of  its  plans  during  1946  so  that  the  Town  may 
be  in  a-  position  to  take  definite  action  at  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  procedure 
here  outlined  is  entirely  proper  and  recommends  the 
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approval  of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $2,000 
for  the  purpose. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  regrading,  resurfacing  and  re- 
seeding of  lands  in  the  rear  of  the  Wayland  High  School  which 
are  now  under  the  supervision  of  the  Park  Board  and/or  School 
Committee  and  for  the  laying  out  and  equipping  of  a baseball 
diamond,  football  field  and  play  areas  for  general  recreational 
purposes,  or  do  or  act. 

The  High  School  football  and  baseball  fields  have 
never  been  adequately  graded  or  surfaced  for  the  use 
to  which  they  are  now  being  put.  The  terrain  is  un- 
even and  there  are  variations  in  elevations  within  the 
football  field  of  as  much  as  three  to  four  feet.  Contour 
maps  of  the  fields  have  recently  been  made  and,  based 
on  these,  rough  estimates  have  been  made  which  would 
indicate  that  the  cost  of  doing  the  suggested  work 
would  be  about  $8,000.  The  development  of  an  ade- 
quate sports  program  requires  improvement  in  these 
facilities. 

The  baseball  field  in  the  center  of  Cochituate  is 
likewise  in  run  down  condition  as  a result  of  a mini- 
mum amount  of  care  given  it  during  the  war.  At  the 
request  of  the  Park  Board,  funds  have  been  included 
in  its  budget  for  the  work  which  it  would  like  to  do  on 
that  field  this  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  regrading, 
resurfacing  and  reseeding  asked  for  at  the  High  School 
field  is  justified  and  that,  because  of  overlapping  juris- 
dictions with  respect  to  the  land  in  the  rear  of  the 
school,  the  work  should  be  done  by  a joint  committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $8,000  for  the  job. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
existing  zoning  hy-laws,  section  IX,  paragraphs  E and  F as 
follows  : in  every  instance  where  the  wording  “Residence  Zone 
15,000  sq.  ft.  100  ft.  Front”  appears,  it  shall  be  amended  to 
read:  “Residence  Zone  20,000  sq.  ft.  125  ft.  Front,”  and,  in 
every  instance  where  the  wording  “Residence  Zone  20,000  sq.  ft. 
110  ft.  Front”  appears,  it  shall  be  amended  to  read : “Residence 
Zone  40,000  sq.  ft.  150  ft.  Front,”  or  to  amend  said  by-laws  by 
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increasing  the  area  and/or  frontage  required  by  said  paragraphs 
E and  F,  or  either  of  them,  or  do  or  act. 

The  amendments  here  suggested  contemplate  no 
change  in  any  commercial  or  industrial  zone  in  either 
Precinct  1 or  2 and  no  change  in  the  present  10,000  sq. 
ft.  residence  zone  in  Precinct  2.  in  Cochituate.  The 
Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  moderate  increases 
in  the  required  area  in  the  undeveloped  sections  of  the 
rest  of  the  Town  will  tend  to  keep  in  check  the  ex- 
penses of  operating  the  Town  and  in  that  respect,  will 
he  of  assistance  to  present  resident  owners  of  property. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  that 
part  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  known  as  the  “Building  Code” 
adopted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  IMarch,  1941,  in  any 
one  or  more  of  the  following  respects : 

(1)  To  amend  Chapter  2 to  increase  the  fees  for  building  per- 
mits from  $2  to  $5  for  work  costing  less  than  $5,000  and  to  in- 
crease the  fee  from  $1  to  $5  for  each  additional  $5,000  of  cost 
or  fraction  thereof  by  striking  out  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
paragraphs  of  said  Chapter  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  paragraphs : 

The  fees  for  building  permits  shall  be  paid  by  the  appli- 
cant and  shall  be  as  follows  : 

If  the  cost  of  the  proposed  work  is  $5,000  or  less — $5. 

If  the  cost  of  the  proposed  work  exceeds  $5,000,  the 
further  sum  of  $5  for  each  additional  $5,000  or  fraction 
thereof. 

(2)  To  amend  that  part  of  said  by-laws  entitled,  “Wayland 
Plumbing  Code”  to  increase  the  fees  for  plumbing  permits  for 
new  work  from  $2  to  $5,  for  alterations  costing  less  than  $50, 
from  nothing  to  $2  and  for  alterations  costing  over  $50,  from 
$1  to  $3,  by  striking  out  the  third  paragraph  of  said  by-laws, 
entitled  “Wayland  Plumbing  Code”  and  inserting  in  place  there- 
of, the  following  paragraph : 

The  permit  fee  shall  be : 

(a)  For  new  work — $5. 

(b)  For  alterations  or  addition  to  existing  work: 

( 1 ) Costing  less  than  $50 — $2. 

( 2)  Costing  $50  or  more — $3. 
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(3)  To  amend  that  part  of  said  by-laws  entitled,  “Electrical 
Rules  for  the  Town  of  Wayland”  to  change  the  amount  of  fees 
to  be  charged  for  permits  by  striking  out  Section  3,  which  pro- 
vides for  such  ]:)ermits  for  new  work — $2  and  alterations — $1, 
so  that  said  Section  3,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 
Section  3.  The  permit  fee  shall  be : 

New  Work,  two  wire  service — $2. 

New  Work,  three  wire  service — $3. 

Alterations — $2. 

or  to  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  said  by-laws  by  changing  the 
fees  to  be  paid  for  permits  in  any  other  manner  or  extent,  or  do 
or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  been  advised  that  the 
fees  for  building,  plumbing  and  electrical  permits  in 
Wayland  are  considerably  lower  than  in  surrounding 
towns.  Our  cost  of  performing  the  inspection  service 
has  been  on  an  experimental  basis  since  the  adoption 
of  the  Building  Code,  and  the  changes  suggested  in  this 
article  appear  to  be  reasonable  and,  at  the  same  time, 
will  assist  the  Town  in  covering  the  costs  involved. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  regard  to,  Chapter  723  of  the  Acts  and  Re- 
solves of  1945,  which  provides,  in  case  of  acceptance,  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a department  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  information,  advice  and  assistance  to  veterans  of 
World  War  II,  or  other  veterans  as  therein  specified,  or  do  or 
act. 

This  is  a matter  which,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Legislature,  is  being  acted  upon  by  all  cities  and  towns. 

Our  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  having  looked  into  the 
matter,  concluded  that  there  was  no  necessity  and  little 
to  be  gained  by  our  becoming  a part  of  a district  with 
other  towns  for  the  purposes  outlined  in  the  article. 

An  unpaid,  voluntary  advisory  board,  consisting  of 
twelve  outstanding  citizens,  has  already  been  appointed 
for  the  Town  and  is  at  work  on  all  matters  which 
would  be  covered  by  such  a department.  The  Finance 
Committee  feels  that  the  veterans  can  best  be  served 
through  a board  of  the  type  which  is  now  operating, 
rather  than  through  a department  supported  by  Town 
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approj)riation.  The  Selectmen  have  had  no  difficulty 
in  obtaining  volunteers  who  can  he  of  real  help  to  the 
veterans  in  this  very  important  work.  The  Finance 
Committee,  in  connection  with  its  recommendation, 
feels  that  there  is  every  assurance  that  all  the  various 
services  for  veterans  will  be  adequately  provided  for 
through  our  existing  arrangements. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  acceptance  of  the  statute. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
minimum  salary  for  full-time  employees  who  are  being  paid  an 
annual  salary  and  who  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Town  for 
twenty  consecutive  years  or  more,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
regard  to  salaried  employees  with  long  service  records. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  setting  of 
salaries  as  between  various  employees  within  a depart- 
ment is  a function  which  should  properly  remain  with 
the  department  heads  and  is  not  a matter  on  which  the 
Town  should  attempt  to  override  the  judgment  of  its 
appointed  or  elected  officials.  The  Committee  has  made 
an  investigation  and. finds  that  there  are  no  towns  in 
the  Commonwealth  which  handle  the  matter  of  salaries 
as  suggested  in  this  article. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  approval  of  this  article. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  urge  favorable  action  by  the  Legislature 
on  a bill  by  which  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  of  the  Town  of 
Wayland  would  be  removed  from  the  operation  of  the  civil  ser- 
vice laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  do  or  act. 

In  a town  of  our  size,  there  is  little  necessity  to 
protect  the  holder  of  this  office  through  Civil  Service 
and  there  are  good  reasons  why  the  occupant  of  the 
position  should  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of,  and  be 
responsible  to,  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  If  the  job  re- 
mains in  the  Civil  Service,  there  is  little  likelihood  that 
a resident  of  Wayland  could  be  a successful  contestant 
for  the  job,  for  the  Selectmen  would  be  bound  to 
choose  from  a list  of  applicants  from  all  over  the  State 
and,  further,  if  the  job  remains  on  the  Civil  Service 
list,  the  position  could  become  considerably  more  ex- 
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pensive  to  the  Town  than  at  present,  primarily  through 
the  possibilities  of  early  and  frequent  retirements. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  strongly  that  the 
position  should  be  removed  from  the  Civil  Service  and 
therefore  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a committee: 
( 1 ) to  make  a complete  study  and  survey  of  the  necessity  and 
desirability  of  extendng  water  mains  in  those  streets  and  roads 
of  the  Town  not  now  served  by  the  Town’s  water  system;  (2) 
to  arrive  at  a conclusion  as  to  the  order  in  which  the  project 
should  be  done;  (3)  to  advise  the  Town  as  to  the  overall  re- 
quirements of  the  water  system — the  committee  to  include  in  its 
considerations : the  water  supply  available,  pumping  equipment, 
storage  capacity,  adequacy  of  existing  mains,  the  areas  of  prob- 
able development  and  the  cost,  and  return  to  the  Town  of  any 
recommendations  it  may  care  to  make,  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  is  requested  by  the  Water  Department. 

The  system  has  come  to  a point  where  a thorough 
study  is  required.  For  a number  of  years,  the  Depart- 
ment has  not  been  able  to  pump  a sufficient  amount  of 
water  to  fill  the  requirements  of  existing  takers  and, 
last  year,  it  was  necessary  to  tem]:)orarily  purchase 
water  from  the  Town  of  Natick.  The  shortage  has 
been  such  that  it  has  been  necessary  at  certain  times  of 
the  year  to  request  existing  users  to  curtail  their  water 
consumption.  The  pumps  are  old,  subject  to  break 
down  at  any  time,  and  need  replacing  as  soon  as  new 
equipment  is  available.  A basis  should  he  worked  out 
by  which  it  would  be  possible  to  not  only  supply  new 
takers  on  the  existing  line,  hut  also  to  extend  the  water 
mains  to  those  portions  of  the  Town  not  now  served. 
There  appears  to  your  Finance  Committee  to  be  no 
alternative  but  to  carry  through  the  study  requested  by 
the  Water  Department  and  defer  all  extensions  until 
the  study  has  been  completed  and  the  capacity  of  the 
system  increased. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  necessary  for  the  extension  of  a water 
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main  along  Stonebridge  Road  and  the  Riverview  Terrace  sec- 
tion of  Wayland,  or  do  or  act. 

Tlie  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  request  for 
the  extension  of  the  water  system  should  he  deferred 
until  a study,  as  requested  in  the  previous  article,  has 
been  completed.  It  feels  that  no  extension  should  he 
made  until  the  present  water  supply  and  equipment  is 
increased. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  approval  of  this  article. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
or  otherwise  provide  a sum  of  money  to  install  water  in  Rice 
Road,  a public  way  in  the  Town  of  Wayland,  or  across  private 
land,  and  that  the  Water  Board  he  requested  to  make  a study  of 
said  project  so  that  a plan,  and  cost,  can  be  presented  to  the 
Town  at  its  Annual  Meeting  in  March,  1946. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels,  as  in  the  previous 
article,  that  the  extension  here  requested  should  be  de- 
ferred until  the  study  of  the  water  system  is  completed. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  approval  of  this  article. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  necessary  for  the  extension  of  a water 
main  along  Oxbow  Road,  a distance  of  approximately  2,640  feet, 
or  do  or  act. 

As  in  the  previous  two  articles,  and  for  the  same 
reasons,  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  exten- 
sion here  requested  should  be  deferred. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  approval  of  this  article. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  necessary  for  the  extension  of  a water 
main  from  Sherman  Brdge  Road  along  Alpine  Road,  a distance 
of  approximately  1,500  feet,  or  do  or  act. 

As  in  the  previous  three  articles,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee feels  that  the  extension  of  the  water  system  here 
requested  should  be  deferred  until  the  study  requested 
in  Article  16  has  been  completed. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  approval  of  this  article. 
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Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  necessary  to  extend,  install  and  main- 
tain a fire  alarm  system  in  the  Stonebridge-Riverview  Terrace 
section  of  W^ayland,  or  do  or  act. 

The  present  fire  alarm  system  operates  only  in  the 
Village  of  Cochitnate.  The  entire  remainder  of  the 
Town  relies  solely  on  telephone  communications  for 
the  calling  of  the  Fire  Department,  but  since  a large 
proportion  of  all  calls,  even  within  Cochitnate  itself, 
originate  through  the  telephone  system,  the  fire  alarm 
system  is  only  supplementary.  When  extensions  to  the 
system  are  to  be  made,  it  would  seem  logical  that  they 
. should  first  be  made  to  the  densely  populated  sections 
where  the  largest  number  of  houses  can  be  served. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  approval  of  this  article. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
$3,000  yearly  for  the  collection  of  garbage  in  the  Town  of  Way- 
land,  or  do  or  act. 

This  same  matter  came  before  the  Town  Meeting 
in  1943,  at  which  time  $2,500  was  recommended  by  the 
Finance  Committee  and  voted  by  the  Town  for  the 
purpose.  There  were  no  contractors  at  the  time  who 
were  prepared  and  qualified  to  enter  into  a contract 
with  the  Town.  The  Finance  Committee  realizes  the 
problem  involved  and  is  sympathetic  with  the  purpose 
of  the  article.  It  has  had  no  assurance  up  to  the  time 
of  preparing  this  report  that  there  is  any  contractor 
who  both  wants  the  business  and  who  can  qualify.  But 
if  by  the  time  of  the  Town  Meeting,  it  develops  that 
there  would  be  one  who  would  undertake  the  job  at  the 
price  mentioned  and  who  can  furnish  a bond  for  the 
performance  of  the  job  for  a period  of  one  year  with 
an  option  for  a further  period,  the  Finance  Committee 
is  prepared  to  recommend  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
pubic  Town  way,  under  the  Betterment  Act,  the  way  known  as 
“Lake  Drive”  in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  Cochitnate,  as 
laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  shown  on  a plan  or  plans 
on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; to  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  purchase 
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or  otherwise  and  to  ap])ro]:)riate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  to 
cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the  construction  of  said 
public  Town  way,  or  do  or  act. 

d'here  is  no  better  method  for  the  improvement  of 
our  unacce])ted  streets  than  that  provided  for  under  the 
Betterment  Act.  The  Finance  Committee  has  always 
felt  that,  when  the  residents  of  any  street  are  prepared 
to  pay  their  share  of  the  cost  of  improvement,  as  pro- 
vided under  the  Betterment  Act,  the  Town  should  join 
them  by  matching  their  contributions.  In  the  request 
outlined  in  this  article,  however,  the  petitioners  have 
not  carried  out  all  the  necessary  steps  precedent  to 
acceptance  by  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  applicants 
should  make  a fresh  start  in  the  matter  with  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  with  a view  to  bringing  it  before  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  does  not  rec- 
ommend the  approval  of  the  article  at  this  time. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
public  Town  way  under  the  Betterment  Act,  the  way  known  as 
“Alpine  Road”  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
shown  on  a plan  or  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; to  author- 
ize the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by 
eminent  domain,  purchase  or  otherwise  and  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  to  cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and 
the  construction  of  said  public  Town  way,  or  do  or  act. 

As  in  the  previous  article,  the  petitioners  have  not 
carried  out  the  necessary  steps  in  connection  with 
acceptance  under  the  Betterment  Act.  The  Finance 
Committee  feels  that  the  applicants  should  take  the 
matter  up  with  the  Planning  Board  promptly  so  that 
the  matter  may  be  considered  at  the  next  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not,  therefore,  rec- 
ommend the  approval  of  the  article  at  this  time. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  designate  names  for 
certain  public  ways  not  hitherto  officially  named  or  for  which 
more  than  one  name  may  be  in  use,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Assessors,  in  the  course 
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of  the  preparation  of  Assessors’  maps,  and  in  their 
further  work  on  a Town  map,  find  that  there  are  cer- 
tain public  ways  which  have  not  been  officially  named, 
or  that  there  is  some  confusion  in  the  names  now  being 
used. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  Planning  Board  be  followed. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  and  accept  an 
official  Town  map,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Planning  Board  has,  in  the  current  year,  con- 
cluded the  preparation  of  a Town  map  which,  to  be- 
come official,  requires  a vote  of  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  acquire  the 
following  parcels  of  open  land,  or  any  rights  or  easements 
therein,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor:  (1)  at  the  inter- 
section of  Training  Field  Road  and  Glezen  Lane;  (2)  at  the 
intersection  of  Glezen  Lane  and  Concord  Road;  (3)  at  the 
intersection  of  Commonwealth  Road,  West  Plain  Street  and 
School  Street,  or  do  or  act. 

These  parcels  of  vacant  land  are  heater  pieces  at 
the  junction  of  Town  roads.  The  ownership  of  parcels 
one  and  two  is  unknown,  although  there  is  some  pre- 
sumption that  the  titles  already  lie  with  the  Town.  The 
third  parcel  is  owned  by  an  individual.  The  Planning 
Board  feels  that  these  three  pieces,  because  of  their 
peculiar  location,  should  be  kept  open  for  a number  of 
reasons  including  principally  the  safety  of  traffic.  It 
feels  that  the  Town  should  acquire  all  three. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Town  authorize  the  Selectmen,  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Planning  Board,  to  acquire  by  gift,  purchase  or 
any  legal  manner  the  above-mentioned  parcels  and  ap- 
propriate and  assess  therefor  the  sum  of  $300. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  Lot 
111  in  that  part  of  tlie  Town  known  as  “Castle  Gate  South”  and 
shown  on  a plan  recorded  in  IMiddlesex  South  District  Deeds, 
Plan  Book  271,  Plan  3,  from  Tax  Titles  Account  or  Tax  Title 
Possessions  Account,  where  it  is  now  held,  to  the  Park  Depart- 
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ment  to  be  held  with  the  property  in  the  vicinity  acquired  by  the 
Town  for  recreational  purposes  and  used  as  part  of  the  bathing 
beach  on  the  shore  of  Dudley  Pond,  and  under  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  or  will  take 
any  other  action  in  regard  to  the  transfer  or  disposal  of  the  said 
lot  and  the  interest  of  the  Town  therein,  or  do  or  act. 

The  plot  of  land  described  in  this  article  has  been 
acquired  by  the  Town  for  non-payment  of  taxes.  It 
lies  adjacent  to  other  property  owned  by  the  Town  at 
the  Dudley  Pond  bathing  beach  and,  because  of  its 
location,  the  Park  Board  would  like  to  have  it  included 
with  the  bathing  beach  property  rather  than  resold  by 
the  Town.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  it  is  in 
the  interest  of  the  public  to  retain  permanently  the 
ownership  of  the  land. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  this  article. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  cer- 
tain property  acquired  by  the  Town  by  foreclosure  of  tax  titles 
and  now  held  either  in  the  Tax  Title  Account  or  Tax  Title 
Possessions  Account  from  such  accounts  to  the  Park  Depart- 
ment to  be  held,  together  with  property  in  the  vicinity  acquired 
by  the  Town  for  recreational  purposes,  said  property  being  situ- 
ated in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  Riverview  Circle,  and 
being  shown  on  plan  entitled  “Wayland,  Mass.  Plan  of  River- 
view  Terrace”  May  1924,  Edward  H.  Howard,  C.  E.,  recorded 
with  Middlesex  South  District  Deeds,  Book  339,  Page  41,  as 
lots  numbered  on  said  plan  as  follows:  49-60,  64-71,  107,  213- 
215,  226-228,  231-233,  243-250,  253-256,  262-266,  268-276,  279, 
280,  282-287,  298,  299,  or  will  take  any  other  action  in  regard 
to  said  lots,  or  any  of  them,  or  do  or  act. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  transfer  from  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer  certain  properties 
which  have  come  into  the  ownership  of  the  Town 
through  failure  on  the  part  of  the  owners  to  pay  taxes. 

The  transfer  would  be  made  to  the  Park  Department 
so  that  these  lots  could  be  held,  together  with  other 
property  in  Riverview  Terrace  which  the  Town  has 
been  purchasing  over  a period  of  years.  The  action 
here  requested  is  part  of  a plan  voted  by  the  Town 
several  years  ago  by  which  land  generally  unsuitable

for  residential  purposes  is  being  turned  over  to  the 
Park  Department. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  as  a committee  on  behalf  of  the  Town 
to  sell  the  land  and  buildings  on  Sunset  Road,  Cochituate,  deeded 
to  the  Town  by  Emma  M.  Jones  and  Ida  G.  Jones,  being  Lots 
110  and  111,  Wayland  Manor,  and  all  as  described  in  Certificate 
of  Title  No.  50585  recorded  in  Middlesex  South  Registry  Dis- 
trict in  Book  338,  Page  241,  to  Maurice  A.  Elliott  or  his  nom- 
inee, in  accordance  with  a written  agreement  (which  agreement 
is  in  possession  of  the  Welfare  Board  and  will  he  presented  to 
the  Town  Meeting  for  consideration)  between  the  Welfare 
Board  and  Maurice  A.  Elliott,  which  agreement  provides  for 
such  sale  at  a price  set  forth  therein,  subject  to  authorization  by 
the  Town,  and  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare as  a committee  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  or  some  one  else, 
to  execute  and  deliver  a deed  in  the  name  of  the  Town  convey- 
ing said  property  to  the  purchaser,  or  will  otherwise  authorize 
the  sale  or  disposal  of  the  interest  of  the  Town  in  said  property, 
the  net  proceeds  to  be  used  in  reimbursement  of  expenditures 
made,  or  to  be  made,  by  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  as  pro- 
vided by  statute,  or  do  or  act. 

In  the  course  of  its  work,  and  pursuant  to  the 
statutes  under  which  it  operates,  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  from  time  to  time  acquires  title  to,  or  an  inter- 
est in,  various  properties.  This  article  and  the  follow- 
ing one  provide  for  a sale  by  the  Town  of  its  interest 
in  two  such  parcels.  The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has 
negotiated  a sale  of  the  piece  named  in  this  article  for 
$2,000  subject  to  the  present  mortgage.  It  would  like 
to  be  in  a position  to  sell  the  property  mentioned  in  the 
following  article  if  circumstances  seemed  to  warrant 
and  without  having  to  return  to  the  Town  for  further 
authority. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that,  under  all  the 
circumstances,  the  price  for  the  first  piece  is  satisfac- 
tory and  that  the  request  for  authority  to  sell  the  prop- 
erty mentioned  in  the  following  article  is  reasonable. 

It  therefore  recommends  the  approval  of  both  articles. 
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Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  or  the  Town  Treasurer,  to  sell  the 
interest  of  the  Town  in  the  property  on  State  Road  East  deeded 
to  the  Town  for  Jennie  E.  P.  Sanderson,  et  al,  subject  to  cer- 
tain life  estates,  at  public  or  private  sale  at  such  time  and  place 
as  seems  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  or  to  the  Town  Treas- 
urer best  and  pro])er,  and  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  or  the  Town  Treasurer,  as  a committee  on  be- 
half of  the  Town,  to  execute  and  deliver  a deed  in  the  name  of 
the  Town  conveying  said  p\*operty  to  the  purchaser,  the  net  pro- 
ceeds to  he  used  in  reimbursement  of  expenditures  made  or  to 
be  made  by  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  as  provided  by  statute, 
or  will  vote  to  take  any  other  action  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of 
the  interest  of  the  Town  in  said  property,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee,  in  line  with  its  reasons 
given  under  the  previous  article,  recommends  the  ap- 
proval of  this  article. 

Article  32.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  such  action  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town  Treas- 
urer. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
copies  thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post 
Office  in  Town,  and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant  with 
vour  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or  before  March  6, 
1946.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Way  land  should  be  interested 
in  the  fact  that  their  Selectmen  and  department  heads  conduct 
their  respective  departments  with  the  same  economy  and  close 
supervision  that  they  would  if  operating  their  own  businesses. 
Balances  which  might  well  have  been  expended  by  less  careful 
administration  to  the  amount  of  $16,700  were  turned  back  into 
the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  an  obligation  to  the  Town  to 
set  forth  annually  in  its  report  an  accounting  of  its  custodian- 


ship of  the  Reserve  Fund.  The  major  transfers  during  the  past 
year  were  roughly  as  follows :

Police  Dept. : Retirement  Pension — Chief  330.00 
Police  Dept. : Expense  300.00 

Snow  Rmoval  3,850.00 

Insurance  100.00

Miscellaneous  (small  amounts  together 

aggregating  about  300.00 


Last  year,  the  Finance  Committee  pointed  out  to  the  Town 
that  the  \\’ater  Department  had  completed  a water-use  survey, 
had  improved  its  water  collection  methods,  had  reduced  accounts 
receivable  to  a minimum  figure  and  had  constructed  a new  well, 
but  that  the  Department  was  facing  the  necessity  for  new  pump- 
ing equipment  at  the  close  of  the  war.  The  consumption  of 
water  has  continued  to  increase  and,  during  the  last  year,  the 
Department  was  unable,  at  peak  periods,  to  pump  sufficient 
amounts  to  take  care  of  existing  users.  The  present  pumping 
equipment  will  have  to  be  replaced  as  soon  as  new  equipment  is 
available.  The  Department  will  need  to  have  a firm  of  com- 
petent engineers  make  recommendations  with  respect  to  the 
requirements  of  ])umps,  water  lines  and  storage  capacity.  In 
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addition,  a basis  for  further  extensions  should  be  worked  out 
and  agreed  upon,  particularly  in  view  of  the  residential  growth 
which  appears  to  lie  ahead.  Obviously,  the  water  supply  will 
have  to  be  increased  before  additional  takers  are  added  to  the 
present  lines. 

The  appropriations  suggested  in  the  budget  j)rovide  further 
increases  in  wages  and  salaries  for  a substantial  portion  of  those 
who  are  employed  full-time  by  the  Town  and  there  is  again 
recommended  the  continuation  of  the  temporary  bonus  which 
was  initiated  a few  years  ago.  The  Committee  feels  that  a more 
thorough  revision  of  salaries  and  wages  should  he  deferred  until 
the  existing  uncertain  economic  conditions  straighten  out,  at 
which  time  the  whole  matter  of  compensation  should  be  re- 
viewed, both  for  those  who  fill  appointive  and  elective  positions. 

The  steady  increase  of  expenditures  and  the  accompanying 
increase  in  the  tax  rate  have  brought  forcibly  to  the  attention 
of  your  Finance  Committee  the  necessity  for  a thorough  study 
of  the  assessment  procedure  within  the  Town.  Over  a period 
of  years,  changes  in  the  value  of  real  estate  have  been  only  par- 
tially reflected  in  the  assessment  base.  When  the  Assessors’ 
maps  are  completed,  as  it  now  appears  they  will  be  during  the 
coming  year,  the  Town  might  well  consider  the  desirability  of  a 
complete  revaluation.  This  should  result  in  a correction  of 
some  of  the  distortions  which  now  exist  and  should  make  for  a 
more  equitable  distribution  of  the  cost  of  local  government. 

For  1946,  the  budget,  as  recommended,  of  about  $249,000 
provides  for  increases  of  about  $14,000  over  last  year  and 
$34,000  over  the  year  1944.  The  principal  items  of  the  increase 
are  as  follows :

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as  against  which,  the  only  substantial  saving  is  in  the  reduced 
budget  of  the  Highway  Department — $3,000,  due  to  the  fact 
that  a heavy  appropriation  for  Chapter  90  is  scheduled  for  this 
year. 

For  1946,  the  articles  as  recommended  total  about  $21,800. 
Of  this,  the  entire  amount  may  he  considered  as  being  of  a post 
war  nature : $8,000  for  Cha])ter  90  construction,  to  be  matched 
by  $24,000  from  the  State  and  County  for  work  on  Old  Con- 
necticut Path;  $3,500  for  a new  roof  for  the  public  library; 
$2,000  for  plans  for  the  civic  center  building  in  Cochituate ; 
$8,000  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  football  field  and  baseball 
diamond  in  the  rear  of  the  high  school  and  $300  for  the  pur- 
chase of  certain  small  pieces  of  land; 

This  is  the  second  year  in  which  the  Town  has  been  ear- 
marking and  setting  by  funds  for  a post  war  program,  which 
was  originally  contemplated  would  extend  over  a period  of  three 
or  four  years.  In  another  year  it  is  expected  that  the  Town  will 
be  asked  to  appropriate  further  for  the  remaining  projects  which 
appear  necessary  for  the  continued  development  of  the  Town, 
but  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  entire  program,  which 
includes  a civic  center  building  at  Cochituate,  additional  Chapter 
90  highway  construction,  Town  road  reconstruction,  addition  to 
the  Highway  Department  garage,  purchase  of  additional  land 
for  Lakeview  Cemetery,  new  pumps  and  additions  to  the  water 
system  and  further  improvement  in  the  school  buildings,  is 
entirely  dependent  upon  the  orderly  fashion  in  which  the  Town’s 
finances  are  handled  each  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  recognizes  that  its  recommenda- 
tions, if  approved  by  the  Town,  will  result  in  an  increase  in  the 
tax  rate  to  a level  of  about  $33.

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $6,100  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a new 
furnace,  heating  equipment  and  insulation  for  the  Public  Libra- 
ry in  Wayland  and  that  the  work  be  let  out  at  contract  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  after  receipt  of  at  least  three 
bids. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  general  repair  of  the  Public  Library  Build- 
ing in  Wayland,  such  work  to  include  interior  painting,  renova- 
tion and  repair  of  the  plumbing  and  electrical  systems,  and  act 
upon  the  question  of  authorizing  the  making  of  contracts  there- 
for by  the  Trustees  of  the  Wayland  Public  Library  and  the 
payment  of  bills  therefor  upon  approval  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $1,800  to  be  expended  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  for  painting  and  redecorating  of  the  interior  of  the 
Public  Library,  for  modernization  of  plumbing  and  replacement 
of  plumbing  and  electrical  fixtures  and  their  connections,  the 
work  to  be  done  following  the  installation  of  the  new  furnace  as 
provided  in  the  previous  article  at  such  time  in  the  course  of  the 
next  few  years  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  deem  advisable. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  miscellaneous  repairs  and 
improvement  of  the  Town’s  school  buildings  and  adjoining 
grounds,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
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the  sum  of  $15,500  to  be  expended  by  the  School  Committee  for 
repairs  and  improvements  to  the  Town’s  school  buildings,  the 
work  to  include  complete  painting  and  redecorating  of  the  in- 
terior of  the  grade  school  buildings  in  Cochituate  and  Wayland  . 
Center,  exterior  painting  and  new  floor  covering  of  the  grade 
school  in  Wayland  Center  and  new  stairs  for  the  grade  school 
in  Cochituate,  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  course  of  the  next  few 
years  as  the  School  Committee  deems  advisable. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  special,  scientific  or  duplicate 
copies  of  books,  magazines,  etc.  Said  money  to  be  expended 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Wayland  Free 
Public  Library,  or  do  or  act 

\^oted  unanimously  to  pass  over  the  article. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  to  purchase  for  recreational  pur- 
poses all  or  any  part  of  the  lots  of  land  in  that  part  of  the  Town 
known  as  “Riverview  Circle”  and  shown  on  a plan  entitled, 
“Wayland,  Mass.  Plan  of  Riverview  Terrace,  Edward  Howard, 
C.  E.”  dated  IMay,  1924,  and  recorded  with  Middlesex  South 
District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan  Book  339,  Plan  No.  41  and 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  upon  recommendation  by  the 
Planning  Board,  to  accept  a deed  or  deeds,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Town  Counsel,  and  pay  the  purchase  price,  or 
do  or  act. 

\Mted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $500,  in  addition  to  the  sum  heretofor  appropriated, 
to  purchase  for  recreational  purposes  all  or  any  part  of  the  lots 
of  land  in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  “Riverview  Circle” 
and  shown  on  a plan  entitled,  “Wayland,  Mass.  Plan  of  River- 
view Terrace,  Edward  Howard,  C.  E.”  dated  ]\Iay  1924,  and 
recorded  with  ^Middlesex  South  District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan 
Book  339,  Plan  No.  41  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
upon  recommendation  by  the  Planning  Board,  to  acquire  such 
land  by  gift  or  purchase,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Town 
Counsel. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
regard  to  the  permanent  care  of  the  Charles  Kirby  Whittier 
Memorial,  including  any  land  belonging  to  the  Town  at  the 
junction  of  Waltham  and  Concord  Roads. 
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Voted  unanimously  that  the  Park  Board  be  charged  with 
the  permanent  care  of  the  Charles  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial  site. 

Article  14.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Assessors  be  authorized  to  use 
a sum  not  exceeding  $35,000  from  available  funds  in  the  Treas- 
ury toward  the  reduction  of  the  1945  tax  rate. 

Voted  to  dissolve  the  meeting  at  9 :20  P.  M.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


In  behalf  of  the  citizens,  we  welcome  home  all  those  who 
served  in  the  Armed  Services.  To  the  families  of  those  who 
gave  their  lives  in  the  defense  of  their  Country,  we  extend  the 
sympathy  of  a grateful  Nation. 

All  regular  appointments  have  been  made  as  required  by 
law.  They  appear  in  the  list  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees. 

Mr.  Ernest  W.  Schleicher  was  appointed  by  our  Board  and 
the  remaining  members  of  the  Cemetery  Commission,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  James  Ferguson.  Mr.  Frank 
S.  Tarr  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Lawrence  C. 
VVarnock.  These  appointments  were  made  for  the  period  up  to 
the  next  annual  Town  election,  in  accordance  with  the  General 
Laws. 

Other  appointments  during  the  year  are  as  follows;  Mr. 
Phlip  S.  Burbank,  as  member  of  the  Committee  on  the  Rehabil- 
itation of  the  Members  of  the  Armed  Services,  to  replace  Mr. 
F.  G.  MacKenna  who  resigned.  Dr.  J.  P.  Bill  and  Mr.  Alexan- 
der G.  Hardy  were  also  appointed  to  the  Committee,  which  is 
now  comprised  of  twelve  members  who  are  actively  engaged  in 
assisting  Veterans  in  the  immediate  “Postwar  Period.”  Mr. 
Richard  A.  Howard,  Mr.  Harvey  C.  Newton,  and  Mr.  Alexan- 
der G.  Hardy  were  appointed  as  additional  members  to  “Office 
of  Price  Administration”  Board. 

Police  Department 

The  late  Chief  of  Police,  Harry  W.  Craig,  who  served  the 
Town  for  many  years,  was  retired,  effective  September  1,  1945 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  56,  Chapter  32  of  the  General 
Laws,  applicable  to  Veterans  only.  We  petitioned  the  Legis- 
lature for  permission  to  discontinue  this  position  under  Civil 
Service,  as  there  is  no  provision  in  the  Statutes,  whereby  there 
is  a guarantee  that  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  would  be  filled 
after  examination  by  a resident  of  Wayland. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Townspeople  vote  in  the  affirma- 
tive, in  order  that  this  matter  may  be  voted  on  by  ballot  at  an 
early  date.  Mr.  Ernest  H.  Damon  has  been  appointed  Tempor- 
ary Chief  of  Police. 

Highway  Department 

A hearing  was  held  by  the  County  Commissioners,  on  the 
relocation  and  reconstruction  of  the  second  section  of  Old  Con- 
necticut Path,  running  from  the  section  now  completed  to  the 
junction  of  Cochituate  Road,  known  as  Five  Paths.  An  article 
in  this  year's  warrant,  covering  this  work,  is  being  submitted 
for  consideration. 

We  have  requested  the  County  Commissioners  to  complete 
their  survey  and  plans  for  the  relocation  and  reconstruction  of 
Old  Sudbury  Road. 

General 

The  bounds  between  the  Towns  of  Weston,  Natick  and 
Wayland  were  perambulated  and  the  bounds  marked  in  accord- 
ance with  the  General  Laws. 

The  State  Census  was  made  and  the  population  as  of  Janu- 
ary 1,  1945  was  v3901,  of  which  Precinct  I totals  1558  and  Pre- 
cinct II,  2343. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the 
Genera  Laws,  the  books  and  the  accounts  of  the  Town  were 
audited  for  the  period  from  September  19,  1943  through  August 
9,  1945,  and  a balance  sheet  was  prepared.  This  balance  sheet 
indicates  that  the  Town  is  in  good  financial  condition.  Else- 
where, this  appears  with  a letter  from  the  Director  of  the  State 
Division  of  Accounts,  Mr.  Theodore  N.  Waddell,  outlining  this 
audit. 

The  Wayland  12th  Co.-21st  Infantry  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Guard,  orignally  known  as  the  67th  Co.  M.S.G.  was  dis- 
banded in  June.  We  wish  to  join  with  his  Excellency  the 
Governor,  in  commending  all  former  members  for  the  splendid 
record  they  made  in  preparing  to  defend  the  Commonwealth 
during  the  period  when  an  attack  by  our  foes  was  not  considered 
impossible. 

Again  we  wish  to  commend  those  who  served  on  the  Ration- 
ing Board  and  all  those  who  participated  in  the  various  Civilian 
Defense  Agencies  during  the  War. 
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Our  Board  recommended  last  year,  that  a survey  of  Real 
Estate  Assessments  be  made.  The  Town  Maps  should  be  com- 
pleted this  year,  and  we  will  then  recommend  that  steps  be  taken 
to  revalue  all  property.  If  proper  assessments  are  not  made, 
the  cost  of  government  is  not  evenly  distributed  and  our  tax 
rate  is  not  a true  rate. 

We  recommend  that  in  contrast  to  the  Town  meetings  of 
recent  years,  everyone  possible  attend  future  meetings.  The 
warrant  to  be  acted  on,  on  March  6th  next,  should  receive  your 
careful  attention,  as  many  articles  are  of  vital  importance. 

We  are  glad  to  report  again  that  the  Town  has  kept  within 
its  budget,  without  the  necessity  of  extra  Town  meetings. 

The  Selectmen  again  wish  to  thank  all  elected  and  appointed 
officials  for  their  continued  cooperation.

Sir : 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Wayland  for  the 
period  from  September  19,  1943,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit, 
to  August  9,  1945,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and 
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verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  town 
accountant  and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer’s  books  and  with  records  of  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  books  of  the 
treasurer. 

The  appropriations  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk’s  records 
of  town  meetings,  as  well  as  the  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund 
authorized  by  the  finance  committee,  were  checked  to  the  town 
accountant’s  ledger. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  a trial  balance  was 
taken  off,  and  a balance  sheet  as  of  August  9,  1945,  was  pre- 
pared. This  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the  town  is  in  good 
financial  condition. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked 
with  the  warrants  of  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  disbursement 
of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on  August  9,  1945,  was  proved 
by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished 
by  the  bank  of  deposit  and  by  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  proved 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities 
on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
compared  with  the  collector’s  records,  the  tax  titles  redeemed 
were  checked  with  the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book,  the  foreclosures  and  disclaimers  were  verified,  and 
the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed  and  compared  with  the  records 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  trust 
fund  investments  in  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and 
listed.  The  transfers  to  the  town  were  verified,  the  income  was 
proved,  and  the  other  reported  transactions  were  found  to  be 
correct. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  poll,  personal  property,  real  estate,  and  motor 
vehicle  excise  taxes,  as  well  as  the  special  assessments  outstand- 
ing’ according  to  the  previous  examination,  were  audited,  and  all 
subsequent  commitments  were  checked  to  the  warrants  for  their 
collection.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the 
treasurer's  cash  book,  the  recorded  abatements  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  control- 
ling accounts  in  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  commitments  of  water  charges  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  veri- 
fied, and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

Verification  notices  were  sent  to  a number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town  for 
taxes,  assessments,  and  water  accounts,  and  from  the  replies 
received  thereto  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  cor- 
rect. 

The  town  clerk’s  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were 
examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  State  being  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  receipts  on  file  and  the  payments  to  the 
town  treasurer  being  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  accounts  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accountant’s  books,  the 
abatements  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  departmental 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  to  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  selectmen’s  licenses,  of  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  the  school  and  library  depart- 
ments, and  of  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  col- 
lected for  the  town  were  examined,  checked,  and  reconciled 
with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  town  officials  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are  ap- 
pended to  this  report  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the 
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treasurer’s  and  the  collector’s  cash,  together  with  summaries  of 
the  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and  tax  title  accounts,  as  well 
as  tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  various  town  officials 
while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

COMMISSIONERS  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 


The  low  interest  rates  existing  during  the  year  have  again 
made  the  investment  of  Town  Funds  in  anything  except  savings 
banks  and  Government  Bonds  rarely  attractive.  The  Commis- 
sioners have  availed  themselves  of  the  Reserve  Fund  heretofore 
set  up  to  make  a few  purchases  at  premiums,  which  otherwise 
would  have  been  inadvisable,  if  not  impossible,  and  have  further 
weeded  out  certain  railroad  bonds  which  could,  because  of  the 
Reserve  Fund,  be  sold  below  par  without  loss  of  annual  income 
of  the  amount  of  such  discount.  The  Commissioners  believe 
that  the  funds  are  now  so  invested  that  there  is  very  little  risk 
of  further  loss,  and  have  consequently  lowered  the  rate  of 
reserve  from  10%  to  5%.  The  Commissioners  think  that  there 
are  now  sufficient  funds  so  that  the  lower  rate  of  reserve  will 
take  care  of  any  emergency  likely  to  arise.  xA.ll  transactions 
made  during  the  year  are  reflected  in  that  part  of  the  Report 
of  the  Treasurer  relating  to  investments.

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JOINT  REPORT  OF  ASSESSORS  and  PLANNING 
HOARD  ON  ASSESSORS’  MAPS 


Nineteen  forty-five  has  brought  within  sight  of  completion 
the  map  of  the  town  which  has  been  for  several  years  in  prepar- 
ation under  the  direction  of  the  Assessors  and  the  Planning 
Board.  All  the  areas  in  the  central  and  west  part  of  the  town 
not  previously  mapped,  have  been  surveyed. 

The  only  area  still  remaining  unfinished  is  the  thickly 
settled  portion  in  Cochituate.  This  has  been  purposely  left  to 
the  last  because  of  the  detailed  and  difficult  work  connected  with 
plotting  the  many  individual  lots  and  buildings  in  this  vicinity. 
It  has  already  been  found  that  there  are  numerous  cases  where 
the  supposed  existing  lines  are  not  correct  and  it  is  clear  that 
completion  of  the  work  here  is  going  to  take  the  most  careful 
attention.  Our  engineer  is  confident,  however,  that  it  can  be 
completed  during  the  year  1946,  though  the  expense  here  will  be 
very  much  greater  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  territory  than 
has  been  the  case  in  the  more  thinly  settled  portions  of  the  town. 

Our  Boards  believe  that  the  town  should  make  sufficient 
money  available  to  complete  the  job  this  year,  before  building 
gets  into  full  swing  and  also  before  the  town’s  income  is  needed 
for  such  projects  as  the  new  municipal  building  in  Cochituate, 
for  school  enlargements,  and  for  other  capital  expenditures  that 
may  be  just  ahead.  This  map  is  an  investment  that  will  be  of 
continuing  value  for  half  a century  at  least. 

The  work  has  now  been  carried  far  enough  so  that  the  first 
map  of  the  town  ever  prepared,  showing  accurately  all  bounda- 
ries, roads,  and  natural  features,  will  be  offered  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  for  acceptance  by  the  citizens  as  the  official  map  of  the 
town.  Certain  changes  in  road  names  are  proposed.  Most  of 
them  are  intended  to  do  away  with  the  duplication  of  identical 
or  similar  names  on  more  than  one  road.  For  instance,  several 
roads  contain  the  word  “lake”,  and  this  fact  might  be  very  con- 
fusing in  case  of  reporting  a fire  by  telephone. 
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The  two  boards  wish  to  express  their  continued  apprecia- 
tion of  the  work  of  Mr.  Brooks,  our  engineer,  and  his  helpers. 
Their  job  has  been  so  well  done  as  to  attract  the  attention  of 
Weston  and  several  other  towns,  which  are  copying  Wayland’s 
methods  in  preparing  similar  maps  for  themselves.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 
For  the  Year  1945 


Unprecedented  Developments  Ahead 

With  the  end  of  the  war  and  the  release  of  materials  for 
construction,  the  Planning  Board  believes  that  the  Town  of 
Wayland  is  facing  an  era  of  unprecedented  development.  Our 
people  have  been  accustomed  to  think  of  Wayland  as  a country 
town,  with  the  pleasing  features  of  small  numbers,  neighborli- 
ness, natural  beauty,  and  plenty  of  space.  Yet  as  a result  of 
the  westward  march  of  po])ulation  in  the  Boston  area,  these  very 
features  that  we  enjoy  have  caused  many  people,  looking  for 
just  such  an  environment,  to  cast  longing  eyes  at  Wayland. 
Hence,  continuing  growth  of  the  town  is  inevitable.  What  the 
townspeople  can  do  is  to  try  to  guide  this  growth  so  as  to  retain 
the  village  atmosphere  and  the  charm  of  the  ponds,  river,  woods, 
farms,  and  natural  features,  while  fitting  into  the  environment 
the  new  neighbors  who  hope  to  join  us. 

Preparation  Through  the  War  Years 

All  through  the  years  of  the  WYr,  your  Planning  Board  has 
been  looking  ahead  and  actively  preparing  for  the  period  that 
the  town  is  now  entering.  One  important  advance  has  been  the 
preparation  of  the  Assessors’  Maps  under  the  joint  care  of  the 
Assessors  and  of  this  Board.  The  adoption  by  the  town  of  the 
new  sections  of  the  Planning  Law  has  helped. 

Another  step  has  been  careful  study  by  the  Board  of  regu- 
lations to  govern  the  subdivision  of  property.  After  several 
years’  consideration,  a body  of  rules  bas  recently  been  adopted 
under  which  a develo])er  can  know  precisely  what  stipulation  he 
must  conform  to  in  preparing  his  plans.  These  rules  are  de- 
signed to  protect  the  town  and  also  people  who  may  buy  lots 
against  poorly  designed  layouts  and  streets  lacking  proper  width, 
or  not  adapted  to  the  ground  level.  At  the  same  time  they  are 
intended  to  give  encouragement  to  a developer  who  has  the  real 
interest  of  prospective  buyers  at  heart. 
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Joint  Meetings  with  Other  Boards 

One  more  advance  made  this  year  has  been  the  holding  of 
joint  meetings  with  several  of  the  other  town  boards  to  outline 
our  common  pro1)lems,  and  to  plan  together  for  the  new  things 
that  lie  ahead.  If  our  various  hoards  work  closely  together,  it 
will  l)e  ])ossil)le  for  the  town  to  avoid  some  of  the  costly  mis- 
takes that  were  made  in  the  careless  cutting  up  of  property  here 
vSO  or  40  years  ago.  Proper  development  makes  for : less 
expense  to  the  town ; greater  satisfaction  to  the  people  who  buy 
dwelling  sites ; and  o{)portunity  for  town  officials  to  give  their 
attention  to  matters  imj)ortant  for  the  future  rather  than  having 
to  spend  time  and  energy  correcting  mistakes  of  the  past  made 
through  lack  of  forethought. 

Examples  of  Cooperation 

We  discussed  with  the  Water  Commissioners  the  service 
problems  that  will  arise  with  the  development  of  the  Shaw 
Estate  and  other  properties. 

Through  cooperation  with  the  Highway  Commissioners  and 
the  Highway  Surveyor,  the  Board  has  prepared  surveys  of  roads 
in  the  order  of  which  the  Highway  Department  has  in  mind  to 
build  them.  We  also  considered  with  them  the  proper  grades 
and  drainage  of  prospective  new  roads.  We  were  able  to  work 
with  the  Park  Commission  on  the  weed  problem  at  Dudley  Pond, 
and  to  secure  the  assistance  of  the  State  Department  of  Con- 
servation in  handling  it. 

Dudley  Pond  Survey 

For  many  years  we  have  been  carrying  out  a gradual  pro- 
gram of  elminating  dangerous  traffic  hazards.  One  road  char- 
acterized by  extreme  danger  is  Lake  Shore  Drive  around  the 
westerly  and  northerly  ends  of  Dudley  Pond.  The  road  has 
nver  been  accepted  by  the  town  hut  is  heavily  used  by  residents 
and  visitors  in  that  area.  It  is  extremely  narrow  with  blind  cor- 
ners. The  hrst  thing  necessary  in  considering  improvement  was 
a survey  of  the  territory.  Beginning  at  the  Bathing  Beach,  we 
have  carried  this  survey  along  the  west  shore  as  far  as  funds 
would  permit.  It  is  our  intention  to  continue  the  work,  having 
in  mind  not  merely  grades  and  safety  but  eventual  provision  for 
a suitable  highway  entirely  around  the  pond,  connecting  up  roads 
previously  in  use  where  possible.  Such  a circuit  road  would 
make  all  this  area  more  accessible  to  the  fire  department  and  to 
water  supply,  and  would  unquestionably  have  a helpful  effect 
on  property  values  in  this  whole  development.  It  was  a pleasure 
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to  have  the  interest  of  representatives  of  the  Dudley  Pond 
Improvement  Association  in  this  problem.  Our  plan  is  to  make 
a careful  study  in  the  coming  year  of  the  entire  section  on  the 
northerly  and  westerly  side,  out  to  Old  Connecticut  Path. 

We  also  intend  to  consider  what  can  be  done  at  the  inter- 
section of  Commonwealth  Road  with  Main  Street  in  Cochituate 
Village,  where  serious  accidents  are  too  frequent. 

Proposed  Zone  Amendment 

A group  of  citizens  appeared  before  the  lx)ard,  suggesting 
a change  in  the  zoning  l)y-law  to  increase  lot  sizes  for  new 
buildings  lots  from  15,000  to  20,000  feet  in  the  medium  size 
area,  and  from  20,000  to  40,000  feet  in  the  rest  of  the  town, 
with  increases  in  lot  frontage  requirements  also.  The  proposal 
leaves  the  10,000  foot  area  untouched.  An  article  in  the  town 
warrant  has  been  presented  by  this  group  and  the  board  will 
make  a recommendation  to  the  annual  meeting  after  a hearing. 
Zoning  By-Laws 

It  is  now  twelve  years  since  the  town  adopted  its  zoning 
b}'-law,  and  nearly  seven  years  since  the  last  revision  which  set 
up  minimum  lot  sizes.  Meantime  the  town  has  grown,  condi- 
tions have  changed  and  experience  has  shown  the  desirability  of 
certain  amendments. 

Your  Planning  Board  intends  actively  to  review  the  pro- 
visions of  the  by-law  during  the  next  year  in  detail.  It  will 
welcome  the  suggestions  and  advice  of  all  citizens  and  organ- 
izations in  the  town  in  the  task  of  fitting  our  zoning  regulations 
to  present  day  conditions. 

State  Road  Bypass 

Few  things  are  of  more  importance  to  the  town  than  the 
building  of  the  proposed  State  Road  bypass  of  WYyland  Center. 
This  matter  has  been  continuously  in  our  thoughts  during  the 
year.  Joining  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  this  board  has 
pressed  upon  the  Highway  Commission  a proposal  to  have  the 
bypass  built  so  that  the  crossing  of  Cochituate  Road  will  be  just 
south  of  the  South  Cemetery,  instead  of  going  north  of  the 
Cemetery  where  residential  property  would  be  destroyed,  as  was 
the  State’s  original  proposal.  We  have  also  insisted  that  pro- 
vision be  made  for  entrance  from  each  road  to  the  other  with 
divided  grades  where  the  highways  are  to  cross.  We  believe 
that  the  final  plan  will  follow  our  views  in  both  these  respects, 
and  that  this  action  will  benefit  the  whole  town. 
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Riverview  Terrace  Progress 

The  Board’s  program  in  cooi)eration  with  the  Selectmen 
and  other  officials  for  acquiring  recreational  land  of  low  value 
in  the  Riverview  Terrace  area  has  j)roceeded  successfully. 
Additional  lots  have  come  into  jrossession  of  the  town  through 
gifts  or  tax  title.  A sub-committee  is  continuously  working  on 
this  j)roject,  with  excellent  pros])ects  for  public  heneht  to  this 
whole  neighborhood  at  small  expense.  No  additional  appropria- 
tion is  asked  for  this  pur])ose  for  next  year.  We  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  gift  of  several  lots  by  W illiam  J.  Smith. 

Charles  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial 

The  Whittier  Memorial  project  was  completed  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  s])ecial  committee  set  up  for  that  purpose.  A shaft 
of  Chelmsford  granite  standing  seven  feet  above  the  ground  and 
suitable  inscribed  commemorates  the  services  of  Charles  Kirby 
Whittier,  the  first  citizen  of  Wayland  to  die  in  his  country’s 
service  in  World  War  II.  It  also  serves  as  a useful  road 
marker.  Not  only  is  this  young  man’s  sacrifice  thus  fittingly 
remembered,  but  in  the  process  a traffic  hazard  has  been  removed 
at  this  point,  the  junction  of  Waltham  Road  with  Concord  Road, 
and  a small  public  area  has  been  provided  which  we  hope  as 
time  goes  on  the  Park  Department  will  develop  into  a pleasant 
spot. 

Possibilities  at  Other  Intersections 

In  this  connection  may  we  point  out  that  there  are  other 
intersections  where  similar  bits  of  land  should  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  town.  One  is  at  the  meeting  of  Commonwealth 
Road  with  East  Plain  Street.  Another  is  at  the  intersection  of 
Training  Field  Road  and  Moore  Road,  and  another  at  Glezen 
Lane  and  Concofd  Road.  These  strips  of  land  should  always 
be  kept  open  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  and  to  avoid  traffic 
accidents.  They  might  also  be  used  to  commemorate  the  ser- 
vices of  W'ayland  citizens  in  the  war,  if  the  committee  on  war 
memorials  thinks  it  desirable. 

Sub-division  Approval 

One  sub-division  was  presented  to  the  Board  for  approval 
during  the  year.  This  was  an  extension  of  Rich  Valley  Road 
running  north  from  State  Road  East  near  the  end  of  Pinebrook 
Road.  The  plans  prepared  by  the  developer  have  been  adapted 
in  such  a way  that  all  abuttors  are  satisfied,  and  we  understand 
that  lots  have  already  been  sold  and  construction  of  houses 
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started.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  approving  Rich  Valley 
Road  on  its  present  lines,  the  Board  has  been  able  to  arrange 
some  complicated  transfers  of  land  between  abutting  owners, 
with  interests  of  mortgagees  also  involved,  in  such  a way  as  to 
be  helpful  to  all  concerned. 

To  Sum  Up 

d'o  sum  u]:>  this  report,  and  the  many  other  matters  con- 
sidered by  the  Board,  but  not  detailed  here,  this  board  has  a 
fundamental  purpose.  Wayland  has  been  often  described  as  a 
lovely  country  town.  Changes  are  bound  to  come,  however,  and 
with  the  end  of  the  war  some  are  immediately  before  us.  Yet 
if  the  people  of  the  town  wish  it  strongly  enough  (and  we 
believe  they  do),  both  its  natural  beauties  and  those  desirable 
features  that  have  been  added  through  three  centuries  of  the 
town’s  life  can  be  preserved  along  with  the  growth  and  improve- 
ment that  will  take  place,  and  everyone  who  lives  or  works  here 
will  gain  in  the  process.

This  year  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  the  estimated  cost 
of  alterations  and  new  houses  as  many  of  the  jobs  that  have 
been  started  are  not  complete  at  the  making  of  this  report.  This 
delay  has  been  caused  by  peo|)le  being  compelled  to  shop  around 
because  they  are  unable  to  obtain  all  their  materials  from  one 
dealer  and  this  has  caused  big  delays  in  completing  their  work. 

During  the  summer  months,  Government  priorities  were 
lifted  from  many  items  of  building  materials,  such  as  lumber, 
electrical  and  plumbing  materials.  Plowever,  the  meager  amount 
that  was  offered  for  sale  was  soon  bought  up,  and  this  has  forced 
the  Government,  during  the  month  of  December,  to  put  priori- 
ties back  on  certain  items  of  material  to  enable  the  servicemen  to 
have  top  preferences. 

Under  the  Sections  1 to  3 inclusive  of  Chapter  139  of  the 
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General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealtli  and  Sections  6 to  11  in- 
clusive of  Chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws,  eleven  cottages 
were  condemned  due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  dangerous  to  life 
and  limb,  and  a fire  menace.  Eight  of  these  were  repaired  and 
brought  up  to  meet  the  Building  Requirements  of  the  Town. 
The  other  three  were  torn  down  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  by 
people  who  were  anxious  to  get  what  lumber  and  other  materials 
that  they  could  salvage  so  they  in  turn  could  add  a room  or  two 
to  their  own  homes,  and  the  material  again,  in  this  way,  became 
taxable  property. 

Fees  collected  from  both  wiring  and  building  permits  dur- 
ing 1945  amounted  to  $119.00  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

The  Building  Department  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank 
the  town  officials,  board  of  survey,  and  citizens  who  have  helped 
in  the  affairs  of  this  office  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


The  Board  of  Fire  Eni^ineers  organized  for  1945  as  fol- 
lows: Theodore  H.  Harrington,  Chief;  Ernest  H.  Damon, 
Deputy  Chief  and  Clerk  of  the  Board;  Homer  L.  MacDonald, 
Electrician ; Thomas  E.  Hynes,  District  Chief,  and  Frank  H. 
Carter,  Cle^'k  of  the  JVayland  Company. 

The  year  1945  established  new  records  not  equalled  for 
many  years.  Only  73  calls  were  recorded,  as  against  132  for 
the  preceding  year.  36  calls  were  answered  by  Way  land  and 
37  by  Cochitiiate.  19  alarms  were  sounded  for  fires  in  buildings 
which  included  chimney,  oil  burner  and  one  gas  broiler  fire. 
Grass  and  woods  fires  accounted  for  35  more,  while  dump  fires, 
rescue  jobs,  false  and  needless  alarms  made  up  the  remainder. 

The  amount  of  money  spent  to  maintain  the  department 
was  less  than  $2,000.00.  This  was  possible  due  to  the  very  wet 
Spring  and  Fall  seasons,  holding  down  grass  and  woods  fires. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  practically  all  of  the 
Civilian  Defense  equipment  now  in  town  which  can  be  had  by 
the  payment  of  a small  fraction  of  what  new  material  can  be 
had,  together  with  the  much  needed  flood  lighting  outfit  which 
we  have  asked  for,  for  several  years. 

We  are  very  glad  to  welcome  back  the  firemen  who  served 
so  well  in  the  armed  service.  They  have  filled  the  gap  in  the 
department  which  caused  us  many  anxious  moments.  There  is 
no  substitute  for  trained  personnel.

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REPORT  OF  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 


The  spraying  this  year  was  more  difficult  than  for  many 
years  past.  It  rained  part  of  every  day  through  the  spray- 
season  and  it  was  windy  every  day  but  two. 

Insects  harmful  to  trees  were  more  numerous  this  year  than 
they  have  been  for  years.  They  hatched  over  a much  longer 
period  of  time  than  normal.  Gypsy-moths  hatch  in  a ten-day 
period  normally  but  this  year,  due  to  the  cold  wet  weather,  they 
took  six  weeks  from  starting  to  finishing  their  hatching  period. 
The  Elm  beetles  normally  hatch  in  two  weeks ; this  year  they 
took  five  weeks  to  all  hatch  out. 

With  all  the  rains  and  wind  we  had  plus  this  long  spread 
of  hatching,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  it  was  difficult  to  keep  spray 
on  the  leaves  as  the  insects  hatched  out. 

This  year  a tent-caterpillar  spray  was  put  on  early  in  the 
sprng,  on  all  the  streets  in  town.  You  will  notice  that  this  pest 
was  controlled  very  well  in  our  town. 

The  spraying  to  control  the  gypsy-moth  and  elm-beetles 
takes  over  two  weeks  of  good  weather.  This  year  we  sprayed 
all  the  town  streets  and  property  once.  ]\Iany  places  where  the 
insects  were  bad  we  sprayed  twice.  The  gypsy-moth  control 
was  very  good  for  as  bad  as  they  were  this  year.  Our  elm 
beetle  control  was  very  good  in  both  the  south  and  north  ends 
of  town  but  in  the  center  of  town  some  trees  were  not  so  good. 
The  parking  of  cars  on  the  streets  there  and  leaving  them  all  day 
makes  it  difficult  to  spray  and  is  the  reason  they  did  not  get  a 
second  spray. 

The  spray  materials  and  sticker  used  were  of  the  best  qual- 
ity and  the  equipment  was  the  latest  out  to  spray  with. 

You  fellow  townspeople,  who  may  have  had  a chance  to 
observe  the  condition  of  the  trees  in  our  neighboring  towns, 
know  that  the  condition  of  our  trees  were  far  above  the  average.

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REPORT  OF  MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTENSION 
SERVICE-1945 


During  1945,  the  same  as  previous  war  years,  the  work  of 
the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  was  devoted  to  those 
projects  which  would  help  in  the  winning  of  the  war. 

The  fact  that  Middlesex  County  farmers  increased  their 
production  about  one  third  over  pre-war  years  is  proof  that 
everyone  did  his  part  in  the  food  production  program.  Labor 
on  farms  was  the  critical  factor  in  food  production  and  a great 
deal  of  the  time  was  spent  on  finding  labor  and  making  it  avail- 
able. In  addition  to  local  help  foreign  labor  was  imported  from 
Jamaica  and  Newfoundland  and  prisoners  of  war  were  used  on 
market  gardening  and  fruit  farms. 

Selective  Service  Boards  cooperated  fully  in  the  whole  pro- 
gram by  trying  to  allow  men  to  remain  on  farms  who  were 
absolutely  essential.  The  Extension  Service  checked  these 
farms  and  made  reports  to  the  local  Selective  Service  Boards. 

The  usual  assistance  was  given,  such  as  assistance  to  Vic- 
tory gardeners,  sending  out  information  on  spray  schedules  for 
fruit  growers  and  market  gardeners  and  keeping  farmers  in- 
formed as  to  the  regulations  on  farm  equipment,  price  schedules, 
especially  for  eggs  and  poultry,  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  help 
with  any  emergency  cases  upon  personal  request. 

With  the  homemakers  of  the  county,  food  preservation  and 
conservation  in  the  home  were  the  main  projects.  Information 
was  given  regarding  successful  methods  of  canning  and  freez- 
ing of  fruits  and  vegetables  as  well  as  meats.  Due  to  the  severe 
shortage  of  clothing  materials  demonstrations  were  continued 
on  clothing  renovation,  shortcuts  in  clothing  construction  and 
the  maintenance  of  sewing  machines.  To  help  with  general 
nutrition  demonstrations  were  given  in  the  best  use  of  vege- 
tables, cooking  with  a minimum  amount  of  sugar  and  prepara- 
tion of  community  meals. 

Boys  and  girls  w^ere  encouraged  as  usual  to  carry  on  4-H 
Club  work  and  developed  such  projects  as  food  production,  food 
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preservation,  clothing  construction  and  meal  preparation.  This 
work  was  made  possible  only  by  volunteer  local  leaders  and  the 
active  interest  of  local  committee  members  and  parents. 

The  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  shares  with 
other  organizations,  farmers,  homemakers,  young  people,  as 
well  as  those  organizations  interested  in  agriculture,  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  during  war  years  for  the  most  part 
agricultural  products  of  the  area  were  available  in  sufficient 
amounts  so  that  there  was  actually  no  food  shortage  in  any  town 
within  the  county.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Way  land  : 

The  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  was  organized  with 
Joseph  H.  Decatur  as  Chairman. 

Albert  E.  Potvin  was  unanimously  appointed  Superintend- 
ent of  Highways. 

Stone  Bridge  has  been  repaired  and  resurfaced  and  granite 
wheel  guards  installed.  These  improvements  have  been  accom- 
plished without  detracting  from  its  original  appearance. 

Shawmut  Avenue  has  been  reconstructed  and  a sidewalk 
constructed. 

The  Commissioners  have  made  several  inspections,  with  the 
Superintendent,  of  the  highways  and  equipment.  The  highways 
have  been  well  maintained  and  the  equipment  has  been  kept  in 
excellent  condition. 

The  extra  heavy  snowfall  in  December  caused  a real  test  of 
the  department’s  men  and  equipment;  and  from  the  many  ex- 
pressions of  “well  done”  received,  we  believe  most  townspeople 
were  well  satisfied.  • 

We  are  most  certain  that  new  Road  Construction  will  be 
resumed  this  year  under  Chapter  90,  wherein  the  Town  pays 
approximately  one-fourth  of  its  cost. 

We  hope  that  a fund,  as  in  the  past,  will  be  allocated  for 
the  purchase  of  new  machinery  or  equipment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  past  year,  our  work  consisted  mainly  of  general 
maintenance,  which  includes  gravelling,  brush  cutting,  roadside 
trimming  and  cleaning  drainage  systems. 

Approximately  31,000  gallons  of  Bituminous  Materials 
were  used  for  surface  treatments  on  various  roads  throughout 
the  town. 

The  condition  of  Shawmut  Avenue  made  it  necessary  to 
excavate  and  reconstruct  the  entire  street.  The  sidewalk  was 
rebuilt  while  the  street  was  under  construction. 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  old  Stone  Bridge  on 
Stone  Bridge  Road.  As  the  cost  of  upkeep  of  this  bridge  is 
shared  by  Framingham  and  Wayland,  it  was  agreed  that  mate- 
rials be  furnished  by  Framingham  and  that  the  work  be  done 
by  our  department. 

The  Chapter  90  Maintenance  appropriation  was  used  for 
surface  treatments  to  W'ayland  Center,  sections  of  Sudbury 
Road  and  E.  Commonwealth  Road  as  well  as  general  mainten- 
ance work.  Old  Sudbury  Road  was  widened  between  the  bridges 
and  the  old  wooden  guard  rail  replaced  with  cement  posts. 

With  the  appropriation  allotted  for  new  equipment,  the  fol- 
lowing were  purchased  : — a 2-ton  Ford  Dump  Truck  from  Way- 
land  Motors,  a 9-foot  reversible  snow  plow  and  a Buckeye  stone 
and  sand  spreader.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  figures  included  in  this  report  show  the  extent  to  which 
the  general  relief  has  been  carried  on  at  what  we  believe  to  be 
nearly  an  irreducible  minimum.  At  the  same  time  the  total 
amount  expended  for  the  other  two  forms  of  relief — Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children — continues  to  in- 
crease, even  when,  as  in  the  former  case,  the  number  of  persons 
aided  has  remained  almost  at  a standstill.  We  feel  that  the 
whole  trend  of  recent  legislation  makes  it  certain  that  the  amount 
expended  for  that  branch  of  assistance  will  be  certain  to  expand 
steadily,  even  if  the  more  drastic  changes  suggested  in  the  laws 
are  not  adopted.  Last  year  we  commented  on  the  expected  loss 
of  a substantial  amount  of  reimbursement  from  the  Federal 
authorities  because  of  certain  methods  this  Board  has  used  for 
certain  expenditures.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  through  the 
persistence  and  persuasiveness  of  our  efficient  agent  the  Towm 
has  received  the  reimbursement. 

Once  again  we  are  asking  for  enough  funds  so  that  in  our 
opinion  we  should  not  be  obliged  to  ask  for  any  transfer  to  make 
up  deficiencies  and  with  the  belief  that  such  action  is  wise  in 
view  of  the  great  uncertainties  of  the  coming  year. 

Comparative  figures  as  to  gross  and  net  expenditures  and 
the  detailed  report  of  case  loads  follow.  Other  figures  will  be 
found  in  the  Reports  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Town 
Accountant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee, 

Wayland,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

T transmit  to  you  and  the  citizens  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
vSu])erintendent  of  the  Wayland  Puldic  vSchools.  This  report 
reflects  the  impacts  of  war  and  ]:)eace  on  our  schools  and  on  the 
educational  ])rog’ram  in  general.  From  the  beginning  of  the  war 
to  its  successful  conclusion  this  year,  the  schools  have  continu- 
ously adjusted  to  meet  war-imposed  problems  and  to  serve  war- 
created  needs.  The  full  story  of  what  the  schools  have  done, 
how  the  schools  have  served,  and  what  the  schools  have  con- 
tributed, cannot  be  told.  Time  and  space  forbid.  When  future 
generations  evaluate  this  program  in  the  light  of  a perspective 
that  time  alone  can  give,  they  may  well  be  impressed  by  the 
efifectivness  with  which  our  democracy  has  used  education  to 
defeat  the  force  and  regimentation  of  the  dictatorships.

Teaching  Staff 

Today  a critical  situation  confronts  the  schools  of  the  nation 
at  this  most  crucial  point — the  teaching  personnel.  An  attrac- 
tive building,  modern  equipment,  and  the  right  type  of  textual 
and  supplementary  materials  all  help  to  make  a good  school.  But 
a community  can  have  everything  else  that  money  can  buy  for 
a school,  and  it  will  not  have  a good  school  unless  it  has  good 
teachers.  No  school  is  any  better  than  its  teachers. 

In  limited  sections  of  the  United  States  the  salaries  paid  to 
teachers  are  sufficient  to  attract  and  hold  capable  people.  In 
most  sections,  however,  salaries  are  too  low  to  obtain  the  kind 
of  teaching  that  we  need  or  to  provide  economic  justice  to  the 
teachers.  As  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  the  more  attractive 
salaries  oflfered  in  other  fields  have  caused  a war  exodus  of 
200,000  teachers  from  school  systems  nationally.  This  factor 
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coupled  with  the  60  ])ercent  decrease  in  teacher  college  enrol- 
ments carries  a ])rophecy  of  unfortunate  consecjnences  unless 
])resent  trends  are  checked.  This  ])ast  year  within  the  jorofes- 
sion,  one  teacher  ont  of  every  three  changed  ]30sitions.  Way- 
land  ran  close  to  the  national  average  with  ten  changes  in  staff. 
Of  these,  one  teacher  represents  a newly  inaugurated  post  and 
one  ])osition  remains  unfdled.  As  is  the  case  in  Wayland,  the 
marked  shortage  in  the  field  of  physical  education  has  forced 
many  Massachusetts  communities  to  do  without  the  services  of  a 
girls'  supervisor.  Our  su])ervisor  resigned  in  June  to  accept  a 
similar  ])osition  in  a nearby  community  at  a 63  percent  increase 
in  salary.

These  resignations  were  accepted  with  regret,  for  in  each 
case  the  teacher  had  served  the  community  well,  and  it  was  with 
a sense  of  loss  that  we  recorded  the  termination  of  his  services 
in  the  Wayland  School  Department.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  four  teachers  left  to  become  associated  with  other  school 
systems,  two  to  establish  homes,  and  three  to  enter  or  devote 
more  time  to  business  activities.  Of  the  foregoing  teachers  it 
would  seem  that  the  resignations  of  Miss  Mildred  Henderson 
and  Mr.  Ernest  Schleicher  created  the  greatest  interest  and 
regret.  Miss  Henderson,  after  twenty  years’  service  in  the  High 
School,  left  to  accept  a teaching  assignment  in  her  home  com- 
munity. ]\Ir.  Schleicher,  becau.se  of  business  j^ressures,  resigned 
to  devote  all  of  his  time  to  those  activities.

Mr.  Margarita  is  a graduate  of  Brown  University.  Following 
an  honorable  discharge  from  the  United  States  Army  Air 
Corps,  his  experience  has  been  mostly  in  the  physical  educa- 
tion held,  having  completed  two  successful  years  in  the  pro- 
fessional leagues. 

Supervisors 

Mr.  Carl  E.  Grabau  Music 

Mr.  Grabau  is  a graduate  of  the  New  England  Conservatory 
of  Music  and  has  done  graduate  work  at  Boston  University 
and  the  University  of  Michigan.  His  previous  teaching  ex- 
perience was  at  the  Fessenden  School  in  Newton. 

The  School  Department  personnel  objective  is  to  hnd  and 
retain  good  teachers.  Good  teachers  who  are  well  prepared  and 
constantly  learning  more  about  teaching — who  are  supplied  with 
excellent  books  and  supplementary  teaching  materials — whose 
classes  are  small  enough  so  that  each  pupil  can  be  treated  as  an 
individual  and  receive  maximum  educational  benehts — teachers 
who  are  paid  salaries  which  make  it  possible  to  live  comfortably, 
to  continue  to  study,  to  travel,  and  to  do  other  things  which 
result  in  enriched  teaching  personalities. 

Custodial  Staff 

On  December  31  the  School  Department  accepted  with 
deepest  regret  the  resignation  of  Thomas  M.  Metcalf.  This 
marked  the  completion  of  twenty-seven  years  of  meritorious  ser- 
vice. On  evaluating  a custodial  assignment  one  is  made  aware 
of  the  heavy  responsibilities  which  are  his.  The  health,  safety, 
and  frequently,  morale  of  a building  are  reflected  through  his 
untiring  efforts.  He  is  one  of  the  most  important  members  of 
the  school  staff.  Through  the  years  Mr.  Metcalf  has  met  each 
of  his  responsibilities  happily  and  efficiently,  and  the  citizens 
may  take  justifiable  pride  in  commending  him  for  a job  well 
done. 

Mr.  Arthur  Bittle  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
created  by  Mr.  Metcalf’s  retirement.  Mr.  Bittle  was  educated 
in  the  St.  Louis  Public  Schools  and  is  a veteran  of  six  years’ 
ser’s’ice  in  the  United  States  Navy. 
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Program 


Professional 

There  are  thirty  teachers  on  the  staff  of  the  Waylancl  School 
Department,  including  principals  and  sujjervisors.  Of  these, 
seventeen  enrolled  in  graduate  courses  this  past  year  at  Boston 
University,  Harvard  University,  or  through  the  Massachusetts 
University  Extension.  The  professional  spirit  which  prevails  is 
also  reflected  through  the  afflliations  of  the  Teachers’  Associa- 
tion. At  present  the  teachers  hold  membership  in  both  the 
Massachusetts  Teachers  Federation  and  the  National  Education 
Association,  being  one  of  six  Massachusetts  communities  main- 
taining such  club  membership. 

Principals’  meetings  for  guidance  and  instruction  are  held 
regularly,  and  similarly,  each  principal  is  responsible  for  build- 
ing meetings  organized  for  the  purpose  of  professional  discus- 
sion. Through  this  ])lan  the  administration  functions  demo- 
cratically, with  teachers  participating  in  such  vital  phases  of  the 
educational  program  as  selection  of  basic  texts,  revision  of 
report  cards,  formulation  of  salary  schedules,  and  over-all  policy 
development. 

Curricuhim 

W'ayland  presently  retains  an  8-4  structure  for  its  schools. 
This  involves  elementary  buildings  housing  grades  1 through 
8 and  a high  school  comprised  of  grades  9 through  12.  Leaders 
in  our  educational  thought  and  practice  today  consider  the  ele- 
mentary school  more  and  more  as  a six-year  part  of  a twelve  or 
fourteen  year  system  of  public  schools.  The  responsibility  of 
the  elementary  school  is  to  impart  those  foundational  skills,  atti- 
tudes, a])preciations,  and  understandings  necessary  for  later 
learning.  Similarly  it  must  recognize  individual  differences  to 
the  extent  that  all  children  on  any  grade  level  are  helped  to  ob- 
tain a maximum  development  commensurate  with  their  ca])aci- 
ties,  aptitudes,  and  interests.  In  order  to  adequately  care  for 
the  needs  of  the  slow  learner,  a remedial  clinic  was  started  this 
year  in  the  Cochituate  School.  Retarded  pupils  in  the  lower 
grades  with  correctable  reading  defects  are  given  special  in- 
struction in  this  clinic.  An  analysis  of  our  retardation  causes, 
shows  the  lack  of  readiness  and  poor  study  habits  to  he  i)rinci- 
])al  harriers.  The  former  may  be  corrected  partially  by  raising 
age  requirements  for  school  entrance  and  the  latter  through  daily 
or  frequent  visitation  to  the  clinic. 
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A reading  library  has  also  been  set  up  in  conjunction  with 
the  clinic  room  and  to  date  is  proving  most  efifective. 

In  the  Center  Building,  Principal  Mabel  Draper,  whose 
time  is  fractionally  divided  for  teaching,  supervising,  and  caring 
for  remedial  needs,  heads  the  clinical  program.  Handica])ped  by 
the  lack  of  a clinic  room,  this  weakness  will  be  corrected  when 
the  building  addition,  approved  by  the  voters  in  1943,  is  com- 
pleted. 

Continuing  our  testing  program,  the  Kuhlmann-Anderson 
Tests  of  Mental  Ability  were  administered  this  year  to  the  ele- 
mentary grades.  The  results  are  being  used  for  interpreting 
individual  pupil  needs  and  developing  a program  to  meet  these 
needs. 

An  additional  supervisor  of  nature  and  conservation  has 
been  introduced  in  the  fifth  grade  curriculum  this  year.  Under 
the  sponsorship  of  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society,  an 
instructor,  fdms,  live  exhibits,  and  all  teaching  materials  are  pro- 
vided. The  held  of  study  includes  bird  life  and  natural  history 
— seeds,  plants,  soil,  water,  insects,  mammals  and  stars.  The 
course  has  proved  to  be  of  great  interest  to  the  boys  and  girls 
with  the  lessons  closely  linked  with  their  every  day  experiences 
in  the  living  world  around  them. 

Today  much  attention  is  being  focused  on  the  secondary 
school.  All  of  our  teachers  and  many  of  our  citizens  have  been 
concerned  with  a recent  publication  of  the  Educational  Policies 
Commission.  Entitled,  Education  for  All  American  Youth,  it 
presents  a real  challenge  to  secondary  education.  It  foresees  a 
fourteen  year  system  of  public  schools,  probably  on  a 6-6-2 
basis,  which  will  emphasize  general  education.  Changes  in  col- 
lege entrance  requirements  have  already  been  effected  by  out- 
standing institutions  to  meet  this  proposal.  The  high  school 
curriculum  must  adquately  meet  the  needs  of  all  secondary  youth 
in  (1)  growing  up,  (2)  profiting  from  guidance,  (3)  achieving 
health  and  physical  fitness,  (4)  making  the  most  of  the  natural, 
scientific,  and  technological  environment,  (5)  learning  to  recog- 
nize and  appreciate  beauty,  (6)  using  leisure  time  well,  (7)  pre- 
paring for  earning  a living,  for  further  education,  or  for  both, 
and  (8)  becoming  self-educating. 

Our  high  school  offers  four  curricula  to  its  students  at  the 
present  time — college,  commercial,  household  arts,  and  general. 
As  is  the  case  in  a majority  of  other  communities,  each  cur- 
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riculum  must  he  revised  and  exjjanded,  with  others  added,  in 
order  to  care  for  these  needs  and  meet  the  monumental  challenge 
of  lidiication  for  All  American  Youth. 

Tlie  Iowa  Tests  of  Educational  Develo])ment  were  admin- 
istered this  fall  in  grades  9 through  12,  and  although  presented 
more  comprehensively  in  the  Headmaster’s  report,  it  hears 
repetition  here,  that  the  results  can  he  wisely  used  in  refining 
and  re-adapting  our  curriculum  offerings. 

Health 

This  year  in  addition  to  the  routine  health  program  admin- 
istered hy  the  school  doctor  and  school  nurse,  the  following 
services  were  added.  Under  the  sponsor.ship  of  the  State 
De]xirtment  of  Public  Health,  an  oral  prophylaxis  program  was 
hegun  in  grades  three  and  four.  This  will  he  a three  to  five 
year  ])roject  in  which  a complete  cleaning,  using  a sodium 
fluoride  solution,  will  be  given  these  children.  The  officials  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  anticipate  that  this  service  will 
retard  the  development  of  dental  decay. 

The  dental  clinic  recommendation  presented  in  the  1944 
report  became  a reality  in  1945.  Dr.  Rawding,  the  school  den- 
tist, now  operates  a clinic  in  both  elementary  buildings.  This  is, 
however,  an  alternate  week  program,  and  although  we  anticipate 
a weekly  clinic  in  each  building,  the  present  arrangement  con- 
stitutes a real  step  forward.  A dental  chair  donated  by  the 
Tufts  Dental  School  assisted  materially  in  getting  the  second 
clinic  underway. 

An  improvement  in  the  method  of  testing  vision  and  hear- 
ing has  been  made  through  the  introduction  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Vision  and  Audiometer  Tests.  This  equipment  is  now 
available  through  the  North  Metropolitan  District  Health  Office 
and  is  being  used  in  the  Wayland  Schools. 

The  Middlesex  Health  Association  worked  with  the  School 
Department  in  organizing  a chest  x-ray  clinic  for  the  students 
in  high  school  and  all  school  personnel.  It  was  pleasing  to  note 
that  not  one  case  of  adult  type  tuberculosis  was  recorded. 

Physical  Education 

Since  the  loss  of  our  girls’  physical  education  supervisor  in 
June,  each  elementary  teacher  has  handled  her  own  physical 
education  program.  Although  a substitute  plan  at  best,  it  has 
worked  exceedingly  well.  The  loss  was  felt  most  sharply  on 
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the  high  school  level  where  no  member  of  our  staff  has  had  that 
type  training.  In  order  to  care  for  the  girls’  athletic  program, 
Aliss  Crowley  of  the  Center  School  has  been  assigned  that  extra 
responsibility.  Her  previous  experience  ably  qualifies  her,  and 
until  such  time  as  a supervisor  can  be  found,  the  girls’  athletic 
j)rogram  will  operate  as  outlined. 

Mr.  Margarita  has  been  assigned  boys’  physical  education 
and  an  expanded  and  more  jiurposeful  jmogram  is  planned.  As 
a vital  ])hase  of  this  expension,  the  school  authorities  look  for- 
ward to  improved  facilities  on  the  high  school  athletic  field. 

School  Lunch 

This  September  a much  needed  cafeteria  opened  in  the  Cen- 
ter School.  By  means  of  an  arrangement  with  the  Community 
School  Lunch  Program,  a federal  subsidy  helps  underwrite  this 
project.  Through  this  assistance  a “Type  A”  hot  lunch  is 
served  consisting  of  milk,  a vegetable-meat  dish,  bread,  butter, 
and  dessert.  xA.  nominal  charge  of  fifteen  cents  is  made  for  this 
full  meal. 

The  Cochituate  Building  has  little  space  to  accommodate 
such  a project  although  the  need  is  as  great.  A “Type  C”  pro- 
gram, however,  was  started  this  fall  and  students  there  may 
purchase  one  half  pint  of  milk  for  three  cents.  This  is  also 
j)Ossible  through  a federal  subsidy  and  the  resulting  increased 
milk  consumption  has  been  gratifying. 

Plant 

Maintenance  and  Repair 

This  past  year  considerable  improvement  in  our  physical 
plants  has  been  made.  In  a report  of  this  type,  however,  it  is 
possible  to  outline  only  the  major  improvements. 

Our  elementary  schools  received  the  greatest  amount  of 
renovation  with  both  buildings  being  completely  repainted.  The 
approved  bidders  were  Livingston  and  Company  of  IMedford 
for  the  Center  School,  and  the  ^^dlson  Company  of  Wellesley 
for  the  Cochituate  School.  Before  these  major  painting  pro- 
jects were  undertaken,  an  extensive  survey  was  conducted  by 
the  School  Department  in  order  to  establish  the  visual  needs  of 
the  various  classrooms  on  a scientific  basis.  Definite  color 
schemes  were  adopted  for  all  classrooms  with  differing  two-tone 
effects.  Light  pastels  were  used  on  the  upper  walls  and  darker 
semi -gloss  jtaints  were  applied  to  dados  and  lower  walls  for 
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maintenance  reasons.  W'inclow  shades  were  also  replaced  in  the 
huildin«s,  styled  so  as  to  harmonize  with  the  colors  em|)loyed. 
The  results  of  this  work  are  observed  in  better  lighting  condi- 
tions, the  elimination  of  color  monotony,  and  higher  morale 
among  ])ii])ils  and  teachers. 

Additional  major  imi)rovements  in  the  Center  Building 
were  ( 1 ) the  remodelling  of  the  first  floor  and  basement  to  pro- 
vide a teachers’  room,  an  enlarged  kitchen,  and  a cafeteria- 
assembly  room  seating  one  hundred  students,  (2)  the  installing 
of  insulation  on  the  third  floor  to  improve  heating  facilities  and 
lower  fuel  costs,  f3)  re]dacing  worn  stair  treads  with  carbor- 
undum safety  treads,  and  (4)  installing  asphalt  tile  flooring  in 
the  corridors  and  offices. 

In  the  High  School  it  was  necessary  to  replace  an  electric 
sub-main  under  the  building.  This  condition  was  caused  by 
sweating  due  to  improper  ventilation.  After  consultation  with 
the  Sch.ool  Department’s  engineers,  it  was  recommended  that 
basement  vents  be  installed.  This  ])roject  is  already  underway. 

The  future  considerations  in  this  program  of  plant  im- 
provements are  as  follows:  (1).  replacing  obsolete  elementary 
school  desks  with  modern,  movable  classroom  furniture,  (2) 
continuing  the  asphalt  tile  flooring  project  into  the  classrooms, 
(3) replacing  the  worn  stairways  in  the  Cochituate  School  with 
modern  fireproof  stairways,  (4)  macadamizing  the  areas  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  both  elementary  schools  to  make  available 
adecjuate  play  space  and  reduce  custodial  problems  resulting 
from  the  daily  tracking  of  mud  and  gravel  into  the  buildings. 

Proposed  Building  Program 

On  every  hand  people  are  planning  for  the  future.  Labor, 
industry,  business,  and  government  are  all  looking  ahead.  With 
the  termination  of  the  war  and  the  possibility  of  actual  con- 
struction in  the  immediate  future,  many  communities  have  al- 
ready completed  the  initial  planning  stage.  These  long-range 
plans  when  translated  into  a specific  priority  program  are  guar- 
antees of  orderly  community  growth.  It  might  be  well  to  state 
here  again  the  general  proposal  presented  in  last  year’s  School 
Department  report. 

“Any  consideration  of  plant  facilities  should  in- 
clude planning  for  future  growth.  Present  and  post- 
war trends  indicate  a continuing  growth  of  communi- 
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ties  such  as  ours  on  tlie  outer  suburban  rim  of  Boston. 

This  year  eighty-three  children  ap])lied  for  admission 
to  (irade  One.  This  growth  condition  is  taxing  our 
facilities  and  if  continued  will  undoubtedly  overtax 
them.  One  solution  to  the  problem  would  he  a revision 
of  our  present  8-4  organization  plan  to  a 6-6  plan. 

This  would  establish  the  Cochituate  and  Center  Build- 
ings as  six-year  elementary  schools  and  the  High 
School  as  a six-year  secondary  school  housing  grades 
seven  through  twelve.  This,  of  course,  would  call  for 
plant  expansion  of  the  ty])e  that  would  adecpiately 
house  and  care  for  the  educational,  vocational,  and 
recreational  needs  of  our  youth.” 

A census  survey  conducted  by  town  officials  and  the  School 
Department  in  January  of  this  year  revealed  421  children  from 
one  through  five  years  of  age.  Of  these  177  were  residents  of 
Precinct  1 and  244  of  Precinct  II.  On  the  evidence  of  this 
growth  it  would  seem  that  preliminary  plans  should  be  prepared. 
Of  first  importance  would  he  the  revision  of  structure  to  a 6-6 
basis  as  recommended  above.  This  would  immediately  relieve 
the  elementary  school  enrolnieiit  and  offer  our  secondary  school 
youth  an  expanded  junior-senior  high  school  program.  Second- 
ly, when  an  elementary  addition  is  contemplated  it  would  be 
made  to  the  Cochituate  Building.  Also,  the  School  Department 
has  recommended  to  the  Building  and  Finance  Committees  that 
consideration  for  a municipal  auditorium-gymnasium  in  Cochit- 
uate, he  viewed  in  the  light  of  a Cochituate  School  addition. 
This  would  give  to  the  community  at  large  and  to  the  students 
of  that  huilding  much  needed  facilities.  A combination  audi- 
torium-gymnasium with  cafeteria  facilities  included,  plus  what- 
ever additional  classrooms  are  needed,  as  our  present  growth 
continues,  would  adequately  care  for  these  future  needs. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  two  years  ago,  the  voters  approved 
a $6500  addition  to  the  Center  Building.  This  is  principally  for 
a clinic  room,  and  construction  will  be  started  as  soon  as  mate- 
rials are  available. 

Below  is  a summary  of  the  School  Department’s  proposed 
building  program. 
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Present  Status  of  Schools 

1.  Center  School  (construct- 
ed 1896)  Housings  8 class- 
rooms, cafeteria-assembly 
room,  teachers’  room,  ad- 
ministrative offices,  and  a 
dental  clinic. 

2.  Cochituate  School  (con- 
structed 1910  — 3 room 
addition  in  1925  ) Hous- 
ing 8 classrooms,  remedial 
room,  dental  clinic  and  ad- 
ministrative office. 


3.  High  School  (constructed 
1935  ) Housing  9 class- 
rooms of  all  types,  com- 
bination study  hall  and 
library,  combination  audi- 
torium-gymnasium, auxili- 
ary offices  for  headmaster, 
dean,  teachers,  and  nurse. 


Proposed  Building  Program 

1.  A $6500  remedial  room  addi- 
tion to  be  built  when  materials 
are  available.  Transfer  grades 
7 and  8 to  junior-senior  high 
school  thus  providing  8 regu- 
lar classrooms  for  grades  1-6 
elementary  school  expansion. 

2.  Transfer  grades  7 and  8 to 
junior-senior  high  school  thus 
providing  8 regular  classrooms 
for  grades  1-6  elementary 
school  expansion.  Recommend 
municipal  auditorium-gymnas- 
ium combination  as  annex. 
Cafeteria  facilities  to  be  in- 
cluded, and  extra  classrooms 
as  growth  increases. 

3.  Addition  to  and  an  enlarge- 
ment of,  the  present  High 
School  to  contain  all  modern 
facilities  necessary  for  separ- 
ate junior-senior  high  school 
organizations  (grades  7-12). 
Additional  classrooms,  cafe- 
teria, vocational  shop,  and 
expanded  physical  education 
facilities. 


In  closing  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Wayland  School  Committee  for  their  counsel,  cooperation, 
and  support.  Progress  in  a department  of  this  size  can  only  be 
realized  when  principals,  teachers,  students,  health  officers,  cus- 
todians, bus  drivers,  and  all  other  school  personnel  cooperate 
and  constantly  work  toward  the  improvement  of  the  over-all 
program.  To  them,  and  to  all  the  citizens,  I express  my  deepest 
appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  following  constitutes  my  second  report  as  Headmaster 
of  Wayland  High  School. 

The  concluding  months  of  last  winter  and  spring  l)rought 
an  almost  complete  fruition  of  our  goals  for  the  year.  The 
dramatic  club  |)resented  a three-act  ]day ; the  Junior  Class  Prom 
set  a model  pace  in  elegance,  enjoyment,  and  at  the  same  time 
mor  than  covered  the  costs.  Several  other  evenings  during  the 
year  were  devoted  to  dancing  or  a ])lay  followed  by  dancing 
The  hasel^all  team  swept  through  a brilliant  season  in  which  it 
defeated  all  opponents  and  included  two  tasty  victories  over 
W eston.  To  make  direct  contact  with  our  .state  government, 
and  to  see  industry  at  first  hand,  the  senior  class  made  a trip  to 
the  State  blouse  and  several  other  classes  visited  business  e.stab- 
lishments. 

After  an  excellent  demonstration  given  by  dancers  from 
Bouve  School  of  Physical  Education,  our  own  girls  made  rapid 
progress  in  the  newer  techniques  of  modern  dance. 

Pupils’  interest  in  securing  a place  on  the  scholarship  honor 
roll  showed  a steady  gain  and  was  climaxed  by  establishing  the 
Francis  Wayland  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society,  an 
honorary  organization  existing  in  leading  high  schools  through- 
out the  United  States.  Pupils  are  elected  annually  on  the  basis 
of  outstanding  scholarship,  character,  service,  and  leadership. 

As  far  as  it  was  possible,  our  final  examinations  in  subjects 
consisted  of  standardized  tests.  Results  of  such  tests  gave  us  a 
more  satisfactory  means  of  measuring  our  pupil  achievement  and 
teaching  skills. 

Departing  from  previous  custom,  our  concluding  exercises 
for  the  seniors  were  separated  into  two  portions.  Dressed  in 
caps  and  gowns,  the  entertaining  frolicksome  exercises  of  class 
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day  afternoon  found  the  school  assembled  on  the  lawn  of  the 
school  c{uadrangle.  A formal  evening  graduation  ceremony  was 
conducted  in  the  school  auditorium  and  the  setting  and  program 
was  inspiring.  The  flowers  and  palm  decorations,  the  singing 
of  the  school  chorus,  presence  of  the  Tieutenant-Governor  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  the  radio  broadcast  of  his  address,  made 
the  ceremony  thoroughly  impressive. 

Of  the  many  awards  presented  at  graduation  one  deserves 
special  mention.  The  \\^ayland  Woman’s  Club  gave  a sum  of 
money  for  a scholarship  to  l)e  awarded  to  a worthy  student  wish- 
ing to  continue  his  or  her  education.  One  senior  brought  our 
school  and  herself  the  distinguished  honor  of  winning  the  Fay 
vSchool  scholarship  in  competition  with  students  from  all  Greater 
Boston,  another  won  a scholarship  to  the  New  England  Conserv- 
atory of  Music,  and  one  boy  earned  a scholarship  to  Harvard 
University. 

Throughout  the  year,  it  was  the  guidance  policy  of  our 
school  to  place  pupils  in  close  contact  with  the  attractive  features 
of  continuing  their  education  into  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing. Talks  with  representatives  of  several  such  schools  and  the 
effective  interest  of  parents  and  teachers  resulted  in  a large 
registration  from  the  twenty-five  graduates  in  colleges  or  other 
post-secondary  schools.  In  October  the  disposition  of  the  1945 
graduating  class  was  as  follows  : 

Two  pu])ils  at  Fay  School  of  Business,  two  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity ; one  pupil  at  each  of  these : Harvard  University,  Boston 
College,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Vesper  George 
School  of  Art,  ^Massachusetts  State  College,  Forsyth  Dental 
School,  Peter  Bent  Brigham  School  of  Nursing,  Cambridge 
School  of  Nursing,  New  Hampshire  State,  New  England  Con- 
servatory of  Music.  Three  were  in  Armed  Services. 

Wdien  school  reopened  in  the  fall,  we  again  stressed  the 
need  for  pupils  to  be  faithful  in  attendance.  This  appeal  and 
the  attempt  to  make  both  the  school  work  and  activities  more 
vital  to  'Students,  has  certainly  brought  positive  results.  As  the 
figures  below  show,  our  pupil  attendance  at  school  for  the  first 
four  months  shows  a remarkable  improvement.  Here  is  the 
W'ayland  High  School  percent  of  attendance  for

And  the  last  figure  was  made  during  the  stormiest  December  on 
record  ! Both  ])arents  and  pupils  have  earned  high  praise  for 
such  an  improvement. 

Many  of  our  student  activities  are  financed  from  funds 
made  through  the  sale  of  magazine  subscriptions.  Here  again, 
our  record  of  1944  was  greater  than  for  any  previous  year,  and 
in  1945  the  record  was  again  sclipsed,  thanks  to  the  active  work 
of  ])u]fils  and  the  fine  support  of  the  community.  The  student 
council  recently  voted  to  purchase  new  boys’  athletic  jackets 
from  these  funds. 

The  football  team  was  slow  in  starting  but  concluded  the 
season  with  a record  of  more  victories  than  defeats.  The  bas- 
ketball teams  are  now  playing  a full  schedule  of  games. 

Pro];er  curriculum  planning  and  class  instruction  today 
demand  that  new  up-to-date  materials  be  used.  We  have  there- 
fore introduced  new  text  hooks  in  several  courses,  particularly 
in  English  and  mathematics.  To  stimulate  good  reading  on  a 
level  which  interests  the  pupils,  we  have  not  only  been  revising 
the  content  of  the  English  courses,  but  have  added  editions  from 
Book-of-the-month  Club,  Junior  Literary  Guild,  and  other  qual- 
ity books  and  magazines.  Pupils  are  now  publishing  CHAT- 
TERBOX, a regularly  printed  school  paper  and  have  been 
developing  plans  for  a modest  school  year  book.  Twice  during 
1945,  Wayland  High  School  pupils  appeared  on  Boston  radio 
programs.  Our  excellent  facilities  for  showing  appropriate  up- 
to-date  educational  sound  moving  pictures  are  extensively  used 
by  teachers  in  assemblies  and  in  many  class  rooms.  Similarly 
the  radio  record  playing,  and  voice  speaking  system  is  trans- 
mitted into  appropriate  class  lessons. 

Close  coordination  between  the  High  School  and  the  Cen- 
ter and  Cochituate  Grammar  Schools  brought  all  local  grammar 
school  graduates  into  the  Wayland  High  School  this  year. 
According  to  the  number  on  recent  honor  rolls  and  the  scores  on 
fall  achievement  tests,  the  present  freshman  class  has  been  well 
guided. 

Continuing  our  testing  program,  the  Iowa  Achievement 
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tests  were  given  to  all  pu])ils  in  late  Se])teinber.  In  measuring 
our  results  with  hundreds  of  other  schools  which  have  likewise 
heen  tested,  we  find  we  have  a nuniher  of  pupils  who  are  out- 
standing and  some  classes  did  well.  As  a whole,  we  did  not 
measure  up  to  the  total  average  of  all  other  schools  which  have 
taken  this  test.  'Phe  test  showed  our  definite  areas  of  weakness 
which  we  are  now  attempting  to  remedy.  For  instance,  the 
scores  in  science  should  improve  under  the  present  plan  which 
requires  that  all  jmpils  must  study  at  least  one  science  subject, 
and  our  sources  of  information  knowledge  will  grow  as  the 
supplementary  library  materials  are  more  extensively  developed 
and  used.  In  vocabulary  work  we  made  our  best  score,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  observe  that  this  was  the  area  which  we  stressed 
all  last  year.  Pupils’  reading  in  literature  and  social  studies  also 
scored  above  average. 

To  help  pupils  and  teachers  understand  their  own  strengths 
and  weaknesses,  we  have  done  many  things  such  as 

(1)  teach  some  elementary  facts  of  psychology  and 
])ersonality  growth. 

(2)  interpret  results  of  tests  to  both  individual  pupils 
and  teachers. 

(3)  keep  a complete  student  folder  on  the  pupil  with 
records  of  interests,  activities,  outstanding  work, 
etc. 

(4)  encourage  pupils  to  improve  their  scholastic  work 
as  well  as  participate  in  some  of  the  activities. 

(5)  mark  subject  progress  on  a new  graph-type  report 
card. 

The  student  council  has  made  substantial  contributions  to 
the  school  by  sponsoring  new  ideas,  dances,  assembly  programs, 
and  by  supporting  standards  of  thought  and  attitude  which 
develop  fine  school  morale.  Both  student  council  and  faculty 
meetings  have  loeen  conducted  in  a democratic  procedure  so  that 
everyone  has  been  able  to  contribute  ideas. 

It  is  a happy  omen  to  find  so  many  veterans  of  WTrld  War 
II  seeking  to  continue  their  education.  Many  have  written  or 
have  come  personally  to  the  high  school.  In  a number  of  cases 
we  have  made  it  possible  for  these  individuals  to  continue  study 
with  credit  through  courses  offered  by  United  States  Armed 
Forces  Institute.  Now  many  returned  veterans  are  continuing 
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their  education  under  the  (h  1.  Bill  of  Rights  and  Waylaud  men 
are  urged  to  attend  classes  at  Framingham  Teachers  College 
where  a special  program  of  evening  courses  has  been  arranged. 

I conclude  this  ])eriod  of  service  at  Waylaud  with  sincere 
regrets  that  it  could  not  have  been  longer.  Whatever  has  been 
accom])lished  has  been  done  because  many  jnipils,  teachers, 
parents,  and  townspeople  have  worked  as  a team  to  achieve  a 
goal,  and  1 hope  that  the  future  will  bring  even  greater  growth 
and  achievement  to  Waylaud  High  School. 

I am  most  grateful  to  all  who  have  supported  my  humble 
efforts  during  the  past  year  and  a half.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

T herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Supervisor  of  Music 
for  the  Wayland  Schools. 

Successful  jiarticipation  in  a music  activity  is,  I feel,  the 
way  to  develop  a vital  and  ‘‘going”  interest  in  music  among  the 
children  and  young  people  of  our  community.  This  activity  may 
consist  of  listening  to  music,  listening  with  understanding  which 
is  enriched  by  a background  of  knowledge  and  associations,  or 
it  may  consist  of  participation  in  an  instrumental  group  as  hum- 
ble as  a rhythm  or  tonet  band,  or  even  a group  playing  on  a few 
crude  home  made  instruments.  Although  the  limitations  of  time 
and  facilities  have  made  both  listening  to  music  and  instrumental 
work  impractical  in  our  schools,  we  have  directed  our  efforts  in 
the  Cochituate  and  Center  Schools  toward  giving  these  children 
the  kind  of  a background  which  will  assure  them  of  successful 
participation  singing  and  which  should  direct  the  interest  of 
many  toward  the  choral  work  of  the  High  School,  its  Glee  Club, 
and  Special  Choral  groups.  In  the  elementary  grades  our  inter- 
est has  been  primarily  on  good  tone,  accurate  pitch,  and  joy  of 
singing  in  the  group,  while  in  the  intermediate  grades  we  have 
emphasized  the  development  of  reading  music,  not  just  passably, 
hut  well  enough  so  that  it  may  be  used  to  accomplish  real  results 
just  as  a keen  edged  tool  may  be  used.  In  the  upper  grades 
there  are  very  definite  indications  of  interest  in  listening  to  music 
and  it  is  higlily  desirable  that  serious  thought  be  given  to  pro- 
viding facilities  for  carrying  on  a real  program  of  music  appre- 
ciation. 

In  the  High  School,  Glee  Club  remains  the  only  form  of 
music  offered  to  our  young  people.  We  find  that  a very  good 
number  of  students  would  be  interested  in  a general  music 
course  which  would  be  a combination  of  historical  backgrounds, 
development  of  musical  instruments,  and  applied  music  appre- 
ciation. Such  a course  would  be  a fine  addition  to  the  cultural 
side  of  the  curriculum. 
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W'ith  a single  rehearsal  weekly,  the  Glee  Club  prepared  and 
sang  a group  of  songs  for  an  assembly  in  December.  Their 
good  work  brought  to  mind  the  possibility  of  doing  an  operetta 
in  the  spring,  and  with  the  expansion  of  the  music  program  to 
give  us  two  rehearsals  a week,  we  were  able  to  go  ahead  with 
this  plan.  Although  the  values  of  such  an  undertaking  for  the 
student  body  are  many,  its  greatest  timely  function  is  that  it  pro- 
vides the  Glee  Club  with  an  activity  which  is  vital,  and  in  which 
each  member  may  successfully  participate  and  share  in  a com- 
mon interest  and  effort. 

At  Christmas  time,  the  Center  School  children  put  on  a play 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Bates,  at  which  both  the  production 
and  the  singing  were  highly  commendable. 

I wish  to  thank  you  for  your  fine  interest  and  counsel  in 
this  first  year  of  my  work  in  Wayland,  and  to  express  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  to  the  principals  and  teachers  with  whom  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  for  their  interest  and  coopera- 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  reviewing  the  work  accomplished  the  past  year  and  pre- 
senting a report,  which  is  not  a stereoty]:)ed  copy  of  previous 
contril)utions,  a natural  growth  of  the  department  and  results  in 
the  performance  and  a])])lication  should  be  brought  out. 

T shall  not  dwell  on  any  one  phase  of  the  work,  but  rather 
attempt  to  give  a few  of  the  basic  ])rinci]des  for  which  we  strive, 
and  note  some  of  the  projects  relating  to  subjects  in  the  curricu- 
lum and  outside  interests. 

We  work  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  child’s  environment. 
To  strive  for  a better  community,  school,  and  home  through 
enlarging  the  pupil’s  viewpoint  so  he  can  take  a vital  part  in 
enriching  his  own  life  and  the  lives  of  those  with  whom  he  comes 
in  contact  is  a primary  objective. 

Art  is  for  all  whether  in  the  cultural,  commercial,  or  indus- 
trial field.  Our  aim  is  to  show  the  importance  of  this,  but  not 
to  thrust  it  upon  the  student.  Everyday  living  is  the  highest 
exponent  of  this  fact.  When  children  have  become  alert  to  the 
interesting  pattern  and  the  design  in  life  around  them,  the  art 
program  will  have  achieved  a major  goal. 

Projects  in  various  grades  pertaining  to  this  subject  as; 
plans  for  beautifying  places  in  the  community,  redecorating  the 
exterior  and  interior  of  their  own  homes,  and  observing  the 
architecture  of  the  buildings  of  the  town  were  a part  of  the  pro- 
gram connected  with  Art  and  Education  \\Aek.  We  also  made 
illustrated  maps  showing  the  locality  from  the  school  to  the 
pupil’s  home.  Later,  using  school  activities  as  the  theme,  we 
achieved  some  interesting  results. 

Composition  using  both  the  conservative  and  the  modern 
approach,  color,  perspective,  art  appreciation,  mediums,  and  the 
basic  laws  and  principles  were  taught.  In  order  to  make  figure 
construction  more  interesting,  people  necessary  to  the  life  of  a

community  and  the  occu])ations  of  their  own  ]jarents  were  used 
as  subjects.  Incidental  to  tliis  the  pupils  gained  a knowledge  of 
town  affairs  and  the  growth  and  progress  of  his  town.  Maps, 
panels,  murals,  booklets,  ])osters,  and  sandtahles  have  l)een  used 
to  de])ict  such  subjects  as  current  events,  history,  ])ost-war  ]dans, 
S])orts,  health,  transportation,  geogra])hy,  and  other  subjects  in 
the  curriculum.  Tdolidays  ancl  the  many  days  and  weeks  set 
aside  for  observance  were  given  due  consideration. 

Christmas  work  done  in  all  the  grades  gave  rise  to  problems 
in  direction,  neatness,  accuracy,  and  the  spirit  of  giving.  The 
windows  in  the  Center  School  were  again  decorated  by  the  stu- 
dents with  excellent  results. 

With  the  decorating  of  the  schools  this  year,  T feel  the  chil- 
dren have  gained  a new  idea  of  the  importance  of  color  and  the 
value  of  attractive  surroundings. 

We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  teachers  who  have  a great 
interest  in  art  and  stimulate  the  children’s  interest.  Children 
enjoy  seeing  the  work  of  adults  and  that  of  the  old  and  new 
painters.  However,  their  own  products  and  those  of  their  com- 
rades are  more  within  their  comprehension.  The  picture,  no 
matter  how  crude  or  difficult  for  the  adult  to  understand,  has  a 
meaning  clear  to  the  child.  He  is  expressing  his  ideas  and  en- 
joys having  such  work  displayed.  We  should  realize  that  art 
ability,  as  all  other  abilities,  varies  with  the  child  and  not  expect 
professional  work  even  from  the  high  school  student. 

I am  grateful  for  sincere  cooperation  of  the  school  officials 
and  the  school  personnel.

I wish  to  state  that  in  my  examinations  during  the  past  year 
I have  found  a great  many  less  cases  of  defective  tonsils  and 
adenoids  and  wish  to  thank  the  family  physicians  and  the  par- 
ents of  the  children  for  their  cooperation  as  I believe  this 
improved  condition  is  due  to  their  excellent  cooperation. 

During  this  past  year  there  have  been  a few  sporadic  cases 
of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever.  I believe  with 
tlie  modern  treatments  which  are  available  to  all  that  there  is  no 
reason  for  the  prevalancy  of  these  diseases. 

1 sincerely  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  dentist,  the 
district  nurse,  and  all  those  connected  with  this  work.

I herewith  submit  mv  report  as  School  Dentist  for  the  vear 
1945. 

The  educating  of  young  people  in  the  care  of  the  mouth 
and  teeth  is  not  an  easy  task.  We  are  constantly  striving  to 
better  our  dental  program  by  stressing  cleanliness  to  the  chil- 
dren and  trying  to  gain  their  confidence  in  order  to  instill  into 
their  minds  the  necessity  for  this  care. 

During  tlie  first  six  months  of  the  year  the  program  started 
the  previous  fall  at  the  Center  School  in  Wayland  was  carried 
on.  This  was  just  a beginning  at  this  school.  At  the  start  of 
the  fall  term,  it  was  decided,  in  order  that  the  children  of  the 
Cochituate  school  and  the  Center  school  both  might  obtain  dental 
care,  to  divide  the  dental  sessions  between  the  two  schools.  As 
no  dental  care  had  be'en  given  to  the  children  of  Cochituate 
between  June  1944  and  September  1945  all  children  at  this 
school  were  examined  as  to  dental  caries  and  defects.  A report 
of  this  examination  was  sent  home  to  each  parent.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

1 herel)y  sul)niit  tny  annual  school  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing Decem1)er  31,  1945. 

The  school  ])hysician  was  assisted  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
physical  examinations.  Notices  describing  the  defects  were  later 
sent  to  the  parents.  'Fhe  school  doctor  was  assisted  in  giving 
the  toxoid  treatments.  \A4ien  defects  were  found,  a home  visit 
was  made  whenever  it  w^as  necessary. 

Every  three  months  each  child  was  weighed  and  measured. 

The  school  dentist,  Dr.  Rawding,  was  assisted  one  day  each 
week  throughout  the  school  year. 

The  local  Committee  of  the  Middlesex  Health  Association, 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Scotland,  carried  on  the 
usual  sale  of  Christmas  seals.  That  part  of  the  proceeds  re- 
turned to  the  town  was  used  to  buy  films  for  the  state  X-ray 
project  in  the  High  School  as  recommended  by  ]\Irs.  Helen  Hen- 
derson, Field  Director  of  the  County  Association.  Miss  Flora 
Knight,  Nursing  Consultant,  was  in  charge  of  the  X-ray  project. 

Consent  slips  were  sent  to  the  homes  of  the  pupils,  and  in 
several  cases  home  visits  were  made  in  order  to  make  the  clinic 
100%  successful. 

Heretofore  the  local  fund  has  been  used  to  send  one  child 
each  year  to  a summer  camp  or  for  Tonsilectomies.  Next  year 
the  same  committee  plans  to  provide  the  mobile  X-ray  unit  to 
care  for  an  adult  group. 

Last  June  pre-school  clinics  were  conducted  in  Cochituate 
and  in  Wayland.  The  children  entering  school  in  September 
were  examined  by  the  school  doctor.  In  Cochituate  two  of  the 
teachers,  Airs.  Campbell  and  Aliss  Morrill,  assisted.  In  Way- 
land  Mrs.  Draper  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Hynes  assisted.  The  chil- 
dren unable  to  attend  the  clinics  were  examined  by  their  family 
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physicians.  Parents  were  urged  to  have  their  children’s  physical 
defects  corrected  before  the  opening-  of  school. 

A visit  was  made  every  day  to  the  g-rade  schools  when  pos- 
sil)le.  Home  visits  were  made  after  an  absence  of  three  days. 
1 f there  was  a question  of  infection,  a home  visit  was  made 
immediately. 

The  Salvation  Army  local  fund  made  it  possible  for  six 
children  to  attend  Camp  Wonderland  in  Sharon  for  two  weeks 
in  August.  Trans])ortation  was  furnished  by  the  Welfare  De- 
j)artmcnt. 

Several  children  were  sent  to  a Framingham  eye  specialist 
for  examination  and  glasses  were  provided.  For  this,  too,  we 


are  indebted  to  the  Salvation  f\rmy.

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WAYLAND  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Again  the  Wayland  Library  Iras  had  a change  in  Librarian, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  progressive  policies  and  helpful  activi- 
ties inaugurated  by  the  trustees  and  jrrevious  Librarians  may  be 
continued.  So  far,  the  cooperation  of  the  Trustees,  Library 
borrowers  and  the  schools  has  been  most  gratifying. 

The  schools  have  been  making  considerable  use  of  the 
Library,  and  it  is  intended  that  means  will  Ire  found  to  attract 
more  of  the  school  children,  including  the  acquisition  of  books 
recomnrended  by  the  teachers  for  supplementary  reading.  The 
“World  Book,“  a fine  encyclopedia  for  young  people,  has  al- 
ready been  purchased  and  the  Trustees  suggest  that  the  Library 
regularly  acquire  more  books  of  standard  value. 

During  Book  Week,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  J.  Cronan  of  Bos- 
ton came  to  Wayland  and  greeted  old  friends.  As  usual,  they 
made  many  new  ones  by  their  fascinating  rendering  of  stories 
for  the  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades  who  attended  with  their 
teachers. 

Also  in  celebration  of  Book  Week  a goodly  number  of  new 
juvenile  books  were  on  display,  and  the  Librarian  gave  an  in- 
vitation in  person  to  each  grade  to  visit  the  Library. 

Grades  one,  five  and  seven  have  come  in  a body  to  borrow 
books  and  receive  instructions  in  the  use  of  the  Library. 

The  most  outstanding  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  exten- 
sive improvements  made  in  the  Library  building.  A thorough 
insulation  job  has  been  done,  and  an  automatic  oil  heating  plant 
has  been  installed.  A generous  special  appropriation  from  the 
town  made  this  possible,  and  it  is  much  appreciated  by  all  wdio 
enter  the  building. 

The  Lilirarian  has  attended  the  following  library  confer- 
ences : first,  the  Massachusetts.  Lilmary  Association  on  May  25th 
in  Boston  and  November  7th  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  the 
Charles  River  Library  Club  at  the  Medford  Public  Library  on 
December  4th. 
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The  “Friends  of  tlie  Library,”  an  organization  most  valu- 
able to  this  institution,  gives  its  report  following  this  one. 

The  entire  registration  of  borrowers  is  1372  persons.  Of 
this  number,  145  have  been  added  this  year.  For  Wayland, 
there  were  36  adults  and  34  juveniles,  and  for  Cochituate  there 
were  55  adults  and  23  juveniles. 

In  Cocliituate  eighty-one  juvenile  books  have  been  placed 
in  the  schools,  and  from  the  j)roceeds  of  the  sale  of  magazines 
donated  by  towns])eople  60  books  have  l)een  purchased  and  sent 
to  the  Cushing  Hospital.  Much  credit  is  due  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Bishop,  Librarian  of  the  Branch,  for  her  faithful  work  and 
public  s])irit.  ' 

This  Library  has  arranged  for  inter-library  loan  privileges 
with  the  Boston  Public  Library,  and  has  borrowed  from  it,  the 
Division  of  Public  Libraries,  and  other  sources  eighteen  books 
and  twelve  magazines.

In  July  1944  the  “Friends  of  the  Wayland  Library”  organ- 
ized informally  to  promote  interest  in  our  libraries  in  Wayland 
and  Cochituate.

In  May  of  1945  the  “Friends”  were  fortunate  in  persuad- 
ing Miss  Helen  Howe,  the  distinguished  monologuist  and 
novelist  to  present  a series  of  her  sparkling  monologues  at  the 
Yokes  Theatre.  In  October,  Mr.  Henry  Wise  iMiller,  author  of 
a best  selling  biography  of  his  wife,  Alice  Drier  Miller,  enter- 
tained the  “Friends”  and  their  guests  in  a memorable  evening 
at  the  Library. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  organization  remains  to  further 
interest  in  and  use  of  the  Library;  and  to  this  end  the  Friends 
continue  to  work.  They  have  organized  a series  of  Monday 
afternoon  teas  during  the  winter  season.  An  historical  corner 
is  being  contemplated.  The  needs  of  our  Libraries  are  being 
investigated  with  the  thought  of  supplementing  the  services  now 
rendered  and  generally  of  making  them  more  vital  in  our  com- 
munity life.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAIND  BOARD  OF  PARK 
COMMISSIONERS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1945 


Although  procurement  of  labor  and  materials  was  still  a 
major  problem,  the  Park  Commissioners  were  able  to  maintain 
the  grass  plots  and  playing  facilities. 

Among  the  new  improvements  was  a 45-foot  flag  pole 
erected  at  the  Cochituate  hall  j)ark.  The  Cochituate  Girl  Scouts 
had  an  impressive  flag-raising  ceremony  at  the  dedication. 

Both  bathing  beaches  were  under  excellent  supervision 
again  this  year  under  competent  life  guards.  A new  float  was 
erected  at  the  Dudley  Pond  bathing  beach  and  the  Board  pur- 
chased a new  row  boat  for  the  life  guard. 

The  maintenance  of  the  grass  plot  at  the  Kirby  Whittier 
Memorial  Park  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners. 

A study  was  made  of  the  weed-condition  at  the  Dudley 
Pond  bathing  beach  and  some  experimental  work  with  a new 
chemical  will  be  made  next  spring. 

As  a result  of  personal  obligations,  several  of  which  had 
been  necessary  to  assume  since  election,  L.  C.  WMrnock,  the 
clerk  of  the  Board,  resigned  December  22,  1945.  Air.  War- 
nock  found  that  it  was  physically  impossible  to  effectively  carry 
out  the  required  duties.  The  Board  appreciates  the  devoted 
time  and  service  rendered  by  him. 

At  a joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Park 
Commissioners,  Frank  S.  Tarr,  a former  member  of  the  Board, 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Board  is  looking  forward  to  making  several  improve- 
ments in  Park  property. 

The  Park  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  town  officials  and 
other  local  residents  for  their  cooperation  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


Ivate  in  the  year  your  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 
suffered  the  loss  by  death  of  its  Chairman,  Mr.  James  Ferguson, 
who  passed  away  after  a long  period  of  failing  health.  Mr. 
Ferguson  had  given  to  the  work  of  the  Commission  mature 
judgment  and  faithful  service,  smilingly  rendered  in  spite  of 
his  ever-increasing  infirmity.  We  sincerely  regret  the  loss  that 
the  board  and  the  town  have  sustained  in  his  death. 

At  a joint  meeting  of  the  two  remaining  members  and  the 
Selectmen,  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Schleicher  was  appointed  to  fill  out 
the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Two  perj)etual  care  gifts  have  been  received  this  year; 
$125.00  from  Mrs.  Charles  C.  Clark  to  establish  the  “Charles 
C.  and  George  M.  Clark  Fund”  for  perpetual  care  of  Lot  199, 
North  Cemetery ; and  $100.00  from  Mrs.  Grace  Parmenter,  to 
establish  the  “Grace  Parmenter  Fund”  for  perpetual  care  of  Lot 
65,  Section  G in  Lakeview. 

Fifty-three  lot  owners  this  year  have  paid  sums  amounting 
to  $205.00  for  care  of  their  lots.  These  two  items  provide  for 
the  care  of  about  one-fourth  of  the  lots  in  our  cemeteries. 

Eleven  lots  have  been  sold ; eight  in  Lakeview,  and  three  in 
the  North  Cemetery.  One  in  Lakeview  has  been  transferred, 
the  amount  received  being  paid  to  the  former  owner.  Receipts 
from  lot  sales  total  $385.00. 

Forty  burials  have  been  made  during  the  year,  compared 
with  twenty-seven  last  year  and  thirty-nine  the  previous  year. 
Thirty-four  of  these  were  in  Lakeview  Cemetery,  and  six  in  the 
North  Cemetery. 

Payments  for  burials  amounted  to  $646.00. 

Fourteen  foundations  have  been  prepared  for  the  placing 
of  grave  stones,  at  a cost  of  ninety-six  dollars  for  labor  and 
materials. 

From  all  these  sources  a total  of  $1,557.50  has  been  col- 
lected and  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer.

Committee,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one 
Water  Commissioner,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  Road 
Commissioner,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Park  Commissioner,  one  Com- 
missioner of  Trust  Funds  and  one  member  of  the  Planning 
Board,  all  for  three  years. 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The 
polls  will  be  open  at  6 :0  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will  remain 
open  continuously  until  6 :00  in  the  afternoon,  when  they  shall 
be  closed. 

And  you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall  on 

WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  5,  1947 

at  7 :45  P.  ]\L,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles. 

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 
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Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 

See  Finance  Committee’s  Report. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1947,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes 
therefor,  payable  within  one  year  and  to  renew  any  note  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a year,  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
transfer  from  “Overlay  Reserve”  a sum  of  money  to  be  used 
as  a “Reserve  Fund,”  or  do  or  act. 

The  “Overlay  Reserve”  is  the  accumulated 
amount  of  the  overlay  for  various  years  not  used  or 
required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  overlay  account  for 
a given  year  and  it  arises  largely  out  of  the  collection 
of  old,  overdue  taxes  on  which  it  was  contemplated  by 
the  Assessors  that  there  would  be  some  loss  in  collec- 
tion. The  account  now  shows  a balance  of  $8,332.40. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels,  and  the  experience  of 
the  past  year  has  fully  borne  out  its  position,  that  to 
operate  the  Town’s  business,  there  is  need  for  setting 
aside  in  any  given  year  a “Reserve  Fund”  of  about 
$8,000.  Although  in  some  years  the  full  amount  is  not 
used,  any  balance  remaining  reverts  to  the  Town. 

The  Division  of  Accounts  hold  that  appropria- 
tions for  “Reserve  Fund”  may  be  voted  from  the 
overlay  surplus  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  but  for 
no  other  purpose  at  such  meeting  and  no  part  of  such 
balance  ever  passes  into  “Excess  and  Deficiency.” 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  for  “Water  Department  Maintenance,”  the  sum  so  ap- 
propriated to  be  taken  from  “Water  Available  Surplus,”  or  do 
or  act. 

The  final  Water  Main  Extension  Notes  matured 
and  were  paid  in  1946  and  there  is,  therefore,  no 
necessity  this  year  to  appropriate  funds  for  water  debt 
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or  interest.  The  Department  will  need,  however, 
about  $12,000  for  its  normal  ex])enses  and,  in  addition, 
plans  to  sandblast  and  paint  the  exterior  of  the  stand- 
])ipe  at  a cost  of  about  $3,200,  and  shingle  the  pump- 
ing station  at  a cost  of  about  $400.  There  is  at  pres- 
ent about  $12,200  in  “Water  Available  Surplus”  which, 
together  with  the  normal  ])ayment  by  the  Town  for 
hydrant  rental,  should  ])roduce  sufficient  funds  to  take 
care  of  the  Department’s  requirements  for  the  coming 
year. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  and  transfer  from 
“Water  Available  Surplus”  of  the  sum  of  $12,200. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement 
of  Old  Connecticut  Path,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  any  money  which  may  he  allotted  by  the  State  or  County, 
or  both,  for  this  purpose,  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Road 
Commissioners,  or  to  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Last  year,  the  Town  continued  its  program  of  re- 
construction of  Chapter  90  roads  by  doing  the  basic 
work  on  Old  Connecticut  Path  from  Pine  Ridge  Road 
Extension  to  a point  just  east  of  Nolan’s  residence. 
There  remains  about  $8,000  out  of  last  year’s  com- 
bined State-County-Town  appropriation  of  $32,000, 
which  will  be  used  toward  surfacing  the  section  already 
started.  In  addition,  the  Road  Commissioners  would 
like  to  carry  forward  the  work  on  another  section 
toward  the  junction  of  Cochituate  Road  and  Old 
Connecticut  Path.  Provided  the  Town  will  appropri- 
ate $8,000,  the  county  will  appropriate  $8,000  and  the 
State,  $16,000,  making  a total  of  $32,000  additional 
available  for  this  year’s  work. 

The  Finance  Committee  continues  to  feel  that  the 
rebuilding  of  our  main  travelled  roads  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  90,  returns  to  the  Town  a great 
deal  for  its  money.  A new  bus  service  has  recently 
started  operating  over  this  road  between  Wayland 
Center  and  Framingham,  making  the  improvement  all 
the  more  necessary. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
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the  approval  of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of 
$7,000  for  the  purpose  and  an  additional  $1,000  for 
other  Chapter  90  work  as  outlined  under  the  next 
article,  and  that  the  work  he  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Road  Commissioners. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appro])riate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  of  Sherman 
Bridge,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money 
which  may  he  allotted  hy  the  State  or  County  or  both,  for  this 
purpose,  the  work  to  he  done  by  the  Road  Commissioners. 

The  Selectmen  and  Highway  Surveyor  of  the 
Town  of  Sudbury  have  advised  our  Selectmen  that  the 
piling  of  the  Sherman  Bridge,  connecting  North  Way- 
land  and  Sudbury,  has  been  undercut  and  weakened 
and  that  the  bridge  has  been  condemned.  After  going 
into  the  matter  fully  with  the  County  highway  engi- 
neers, it  has  been  suggested  that  the  Towns  of  Way- 
land  and  Sudbury  make  separate  appro])riations  to  be 
matched  by  money  put  forward  by  the  State  and  Coun- 
ty for  the  necessary  repairs.  The  Selectmen  are  ad- 
vised that  Way  land’s  share  of  the  total  expenditure 
will  be  $1,000.  Although  the  road  is  used  more  gen- 
erally by  the  inhabitants  of  Sudbury  than  of  Wayland, 
the  bridge  is  the  sole  connecting  link  between  the  north 
end  of  Town  and  Sudbury  and  the  Finance  Committee 
feels  that,  for  the  amount  involved,  it  would  be  desir- 
able to  have  the  repairs  made.  The  Department  of 
Public  Works  has  agreed  to  the  work  on  the  condition 
that  the  funds  be  drawn  from  those  already  allocated 
to  the  Town  for  Chapter  90  work. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  the 
purpose. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  for 
“Road  Machinery  Account”  a sum  of  money,  the  funds  to  be 
taken  from  “Road  Machinery  Fund,”  or  do  or  act. 

\\  hen  maintenance  or  construction  work  is  being 
done  on  Chapter  90  roads,  and  town  equipment  is  be- 
ing rented  to  do  the  job,  the  State  requires  that  cer- 
tain expenses  of  maintaining  the  equipment  shall  be 
charged  to  the  “Road  Machinery  Account.” 
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The  Town  has  but  two  alternatives  in  setting  up 
the  account.  It  may  either  make  a direct  appropria- 
tion or  it  may  transfer  from  the  “Road  Machinery 
Fund,”  if  sufficient  monies  from  rental  have  been 
accumulated  in  that  fund.  The  balance  in  the  fund 
now  stands  at  about  $2,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  and  transfer  of 
$1,500. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $1,500  for  the  purchase  of  a car  for  the 
Police  Department,  or  do  or  act. 

The  car  used  by  the  Police  Department  has  always 
been  owned  by  the  Chief  and  he  has  been  allowed  by 
the  Town  a fixed  annual  amount  for  its  operation.  All 
expert  opinion  on  the  subject  and  the  statistics  them- 
selves indicate  an  increase  in  law  breaking  and  crime 
as  an  aftermath  of  the  war.  For  the  proper  perform- 
ance of  his  duty,  particularly  where  the  department  is 
operated  as  a one-man  affair,  there  is  real  need  that 
the  car  operated  by  the  Chief  be  equipped  with  a two- 
way  radio  tied  in  with  the  radio  system  of  one  of  our 
neighboring  towns.  It  is  only  through  the  use  of  the 
two-way  radio  that  the  Chief  is  able  to  give  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  coverage  and  protection.  It  appears 
to  your  Finance  Committee  that,  if  expensive  radio 
equipment  is  to  be  installed,  it  should  be  installed  in  a 
car  owned  by  the  Town,  rather  than  in  a privately 
owned  car. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of 
$1,500  for  the  purpose. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $500  for  the  purchase  of  a two-way  radio 
to  be  installed  in  the  Police  Car,  or  do  or  act. 

By  no  means,  other  than  a two-way  radio  here 
requested,  can  messages  be  forwarded  to  the  officer 
while  he  is  patrolling  the  Town.  Through  a suggested 
tie-in  with  the  Natick  Police  Station,  it  would  be  pos- 
sible for  any  one  in  the  Town  to  get  word  to  the  Chief 
promptly,  thus  increasing  his  effectiveness  in  the  per- 
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formance  of  his  job.  If  the  Town  sees  fit  to  appro- 
priate the  money  for  the  cruiser  as  outlined  in  the 
previous  article,  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the 
two-way  radio  here  requested  should  also  be  purchased. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $500  for  the 
purpose. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  land  from  Mrs.  Bessie 
Trimble  for  an  addition  to  the  Lakeview  Cemetery,  or  do  or  act. 

The  matter  of  an  addition  to  the  Lakeview  Ceme- 
tery has  come  before  the  Town  on  several  previous 
occasions  in  the  past  ten  years  and  for  one  reason  or 
another,  the  Town  has  delayed  taking  the  necessary 
steps  to  increase  the  area  of  the  cemetery.  The  situa- 
tion is  now  acute,  and  the  Cemetery  Commissioners 
are  urging  that  the  Town  take  steps,  without  further 
delay,  to  purchase  two  much-needed  additional  pieces 
of  land.  This 'past  year,  eight  lots  were  sold,  leaving 
but  ten  lots  available. 

The  property  here  referred  to  consists  of 
acres  of  land  contiguous  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
cemetery.  The  Commissioners  have  had  some  talk 
with  the  owners  and,  while  no  definite  trade  has  been 
made  because  of  previous  offers  which  they  have  had 
in  connection  with  this  piece,  they  feel  it  would  be 
reasonable  for  the  Town  to  pay  $1,000  for  the  prop- 
erty. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  made  an  inspection 
of  the  land  and  feels  that,  although  the  price  is  high, 
it  is  not  unduly  so  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  will  be 
used  and  that  the  Town  would  be  entirely  justified  in 
going  ahead  at  this  time.  The  purchase  of  this  piece 
of  land  can  be  financed  from  funds  available  for  the 
purpose,  as  explained  in  the  following  article. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  the 
purpose. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a sum 
of  money  from  “Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  and  Graves”  for  the 
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purchase  of  land  for  an  addition  to  the  Lakeview  Cemetery,  or 
do  or  act. 

In  1945,  the  Town  revised  its  previous  policy  of 
using  funds  from  the  sale  of  cemetery  lots  for  what 
might  be  considered  normal  cemetery  improvements 
and  started  accumulating  the  receipts  for  use  toward 
the  purchase  of  additional  land  for  the  cemeteries. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  transfer  from  “Sale  of  Cemetery 
Lots  and  Graves,”  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  purpose 
outlined  in  the  previous  article. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  land  from  Henry  J.  Lupien 
for  an  addition  to  the  Lakeview  Cemetery,  or  do  or  act. 

The  needs  of  the  cemetery  are  as  outlined  in  a 
previous  article.  This  particular  property  is  contigu- 
ous to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  cemetery.  It  con- 
sists of  iy2  acres  of  land,  a portion  of  which  is  a 
natural  gully  which  is  now  being  used,  through  the 
permission  of  the  owner,  for  the  disposal  of  the  norm- 
al debris  and  refuse  from  the  cemetery.  \Mien  filled, 
this  area,  together  with  the  remainder  of  the  piece, 
would  provide  land  for  additional  burial  lots.  The 
Finance  Committee  likewise  feels  that  this  piece  should 
be  added  to  the  cemetery. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of 
v$800  for  the  purpose. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  acquire  for 
park  and  other  municipal  purposes,  the  property  located  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Millbrook  Road  now  or  formerly  in  the  name 
of  Estelle  F.  Atwood  and  hounded  on  three  sides  by  land  of 
the  Town  of  Wayland,  containing  approximately  40,317  sq,  ft., 
or  any  portion  of  said  land  and  the  buildings  thereon,  make  an 
appropriation  therefor,  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised,  or  do  or  act. 

This  property  consists  of  a residence,  a barn  and 
about  one  acre  of  land.  The  property  faces  on  Mill- 
hrook  Road  and  is  completely  surrounded  on  three 
sides  by  land  owned  by  the  Town  at  "ay land  Center. 
Individuals  and  organizations  have,  from  time  to  time. 
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raised  money  for  the  purchase  and  gift  to  the  Town  of 
land  in  this  general  location.  The  Planning  Board  has 
for  years  felt  that  at  the  appropriate  time,  the  prop- 
erty should  be  acquired  by  the  Town.  Due  to  the 
change  of  residence  during  the  past  year  by  the  owner, 
the  property  has  come  onto  the  market  and  has  been 
purchased  by  an  individual  who  has  agreed  to  hold  up 
the  sale  of  the  property  until  after  the  Town  Meeting 
to  see  if  the  Town  desires  to  acquire  the  site.  The 
present  owner  would  agree  to  remove  the  barn  and  sell 
the  property  to  the  Town  for  $15,000,  a price  which, 
not  low,  is  in  line  with  prices  which  have  been  obtained 
in  the  past  year  or  two  for  comparable  properties  in 
the  immediate  vicinity. 

There  has  been  a real  shortage  of  rental  housing 
for  school  superintendent,  principal  and  teachers  in  the 
Wayland  Center  area  for  a number  of  years.  The 
house  could  be  readily  rented  at  $70  to  $75  a month, 
thereby  producing  in  the  neighborhood  of  $900  a year 
to  the  Town  until  such  time  as  the  house  is  removed. 
There  are  a number  of  possible  house  sites  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  to  which  the  house  could  be  moved, 
thereby  ultimately  providing  a maximum  recovery 
from  the  building  itself  Through  the  ownership  of 
this  property,  it  will  ultimately  be  possible  for  the 
Town  to  grade  the  entire  park  area  between  the  State 
Road  and  Millbrook  Road  and  substantially  improve 
the  general  appearance  of  the  center  of  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  purchase 
should  be  made  and  that  a substantial  portion  of  the 
amount  paid  would  be  returned  to  the  Town  through 
rental  and  the  ultimate  disposal  of  the  building  itself. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  acquire  the 
following  parcel  of  land,  or  any  rights  or  easements  therein  and 
make  an  appropriation  therefor : the  small  triangular  plot  of 
land  formed  by  the  intersection  of  Plain  Road  and  Claypit  Hill 
Road  in  the  Tower  Hill  section  so-called,  or  take  any  action 
thereon. 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  gradually  attempt- 
ing to  acquire  for  the  Town  the  various  “heater 
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pieces”  at  the  junction  of  town  roads  and  at  the  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  last  year,  the  Town  approved  the 
acquisition  of  three  such  pieces.  This  article  suggests 
the  acquisition  of  a fourth  piece.  The  ownership  of 
this  parcel  is  unknown  and  there  is  some  presumption 
that  the  title  already  lies  with  the  Town.  The  Plan- 
ning Board  feels  that  this  type  of  piece  should  be  kept 
open  for  a number  of  reasons,  principally,  the  safety 
of  traffic. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Town  authorize  the  Selectmen,  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Planning  Board,  to  acquire  by  gift,  purchase  or 
any  legal  manner,  the  above-mentioned  parcel  and  use 
therefor  any  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  the  general 
purpose  under  last  year’s  article. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library  to  dispose  of  articles  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  are  no  longer  needed  by  the  Library,  or  do  or 
act. 

The  Trustees  have  advised  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee that  there  is  a miscellaneous  lot  of  used  articles 
now  stored  in  the  basement  of  the  Library  for  which 
the  Library  has  no  further  use  and  which  they  feel  are 
questionable  as  to  value  which,  in  any  case,  does  not 
exceed  $100.  They  would  like  permission  of  the  Town 
to  dispose  of  these  in  the  ordinary  course. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  request  is 
a reasonable  and  normal  one  and  therefore  recom- 
mends the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
appointment  of  a special  committee  to  prepare  revaluations  of 
all  assessed  property  in  the  Town  and  to  make  its  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Assessors,  and  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
and  will  appropriate  and  assess  for  the  expenses  of  such  a com- 
mittee a sum  of  money,  or  do  or  act. 

Over  a period  of  years,  there  have  gradually  crept 
into  the  assessment  rolls  numerous  inequities.  Al- 
though this  is  a condition  which,  from  time  to  time, 
develops  in  any  community,  the  problem  has  become 
increasingly  critical  in  Wayland  in  recent  years  and 
has  resulted  in  an  unfair  distribution  in  the  cost  of 
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government.  A few  minutes’  study  of  the  valuation 
book,  as  printed  in  1945,  should  be  sufficient  to  fully 
illustrate  the  point.  The  whole  matter  has  been  under 
discussion  for  a number  of  years,  but  was  held  in 
abeyance  pending  the  preparation  of  assessor’s  maps. 
These  have  just  been  completed  and  the  time  appears 
appropriate  for  a revaluation  which  might  be  expected 
to  result  in  revisions  both  upward  and  downward.  It 
is  neither  realistic  nor  reasonable  to  expect  that  Asses- 
sors who  have  to  face  election  every  three  years  to  per- 
form this  task  without  some  sort  of  a mandate  from 
the  Town.  And  to  make  the  matter  impersonal,  the 
Finance  Committee  feels  that  an  unpaid  committee  of 
seven  sufficiently  qualified  local  citizens  should  be  ap- 
pointed solely  for  the  purpose,  with  the  aid,  if  neces- 
sary, of  some  independent  advice,  to  produce  a 
schedule  of  revaluations  and  a set  of  recommendations 
which  the  Town  can  request  the  Assessors  to  put  into 
effect. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of 
$1,000  to  be  used  by  the  committee  in  obtaining  such 
advice  and  assistance  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
appointment  of  a committee  to  complete  plans  and  specifications, 
already  started,  for  additions  to  the  Wayland  High  School  and 
the  Cochituate  Grade  School  and  will  authorize  such  committee 
to  file  application  with  the  Federal  Works  Agency  for  a loan 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  detailed  plans,  or  do  or  act. 

Prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Finance 
Committee  will  have  held  an  informal  public  hearing 
on  the  expansion  program  of  the  School  Committee, 
following  which,  it  will  be  prepared  to  make  a full  re- 
port and  its  recommendations  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  rental  of  quarters  for  Way- 
land  Post,  No.  6260  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  the  United 
States. 

This  article  was  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by  the 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Post  in  what  unquestion- 
ably seemed  to  them  to  be  a fair  request  to  the  Town. 

The  Post  has  recently  leased,  at  one  dollar  a year,  from 
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the  Metropolitan  Water  Commission,  a building 
located  within  the  aqueduct  right  of  way,  just  ofif  Pine 
Ridge  Road  Extension.  By  statute,  the  State  enum- 
erates those  purposes  for  which  a town  may  appropri- 
ate money  and,  included  therein,  cities  and  towns  are 
given  the  right  to  appropriate  funds  for  leasing,  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  five  years,  headquarters  for  a 
post,  subject  to  certain  limitations.  Under  such  power, 
the  Town  in  this  case  could  appropriate  no  more  than 
the  dollar  involved  in  the  present  lease.  The  matter 
has  been  fully  explained  by  the  Finance  Committee  to 
the  Commander  of  the  Post. 

Solely  for  the  reason  that  the  law  does  not  permit, 
under  these  circumstances,  the  appropriation  of  the 
funds,  the  Finance  Committee  does  not  approve  the 
article. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  to  be  used  from  time  to  time  for  the 
Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  preparing  plans  for  acceptance  of 
streets  under  the  Betterment  Act,  the  funds  to  be  expended 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  on  those  projects 
for  which  the  abutters  have  raised  their  share  of  funds  for  the 
planning  of  the  work,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a 
larger  number  of  streets  would  be  improved  under  the 
Betterment  Act,  if  funds  for  the  preparation  of  the 
necessary  plans  and  blueprints  were  available.  In  the 
past  fifteen  years,  all  betterment  work  has  been  paid 
for  as  follows : 50%  by  the  Town  and  50%  by  the 
abutters,  but  in  all  cases,  the  abutters  have  had  to  raise 
the  full  amount  for  the  preliminary  engineering  and 
have  had  to  gamble  the  expense  for  the  plans  on 
whether  or  not  the  Town  would  be  willing  to  vote  for 
the  project.  It  seems  fair  to  your  Finance  Committee 
that  the  abutters  ought  not  to  have  to  take  this  risk 
alone  and  that  the  Town  should  share  with  them  the 
risk  in  the  expense  for  the  preliminary  plans  by  having 
funds  available  for  the  purpose. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $500  for  the 
purpose. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  that 
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part  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  known  as  the  “Building  Code’* 
adopted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1941,  in  any 
one  or  more  of  the  following  respects : 

( 1 ) To  amend  Chapter  2 to  increase  the  fees  for  building 
permits  from  $2  to  $5  for  work  costing  less  than  $5,000  and  to 
increase  the  fee  from  $1  to  $5  for  each  additional  $5,000  of 
cost  or  fraction  thereof  by  striking  out  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  paragraphs  of  said  Chapter  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  paragraphs : 

The  fees  for  building  permits  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant 
and  shall  be  as  follows : 

If  the  cost  of  the  proposed  work  is  $5,000  or  less — $5. 

If  the  cost  of  the  proposed  work  exceeds  $5,000,  the  fur- 
ther sum  of  $5  for  each  additional  $5,000  or  fraction  thereof. 

(2)  To  amend  that  part  of  said  of  said  by-laws  entitled, 
“Wayland  Plumbing  Code”  to  increase  the  fees  for  plumbing 
permits  for  new  work  from  $2  to  $5  ; for  alterations  costing  less 
than  $50,  from  nothing  to  $2  and  for  alterations  costing  over 
$50,  from  $1  to  $3,  by  striking  out  the  third  paragraph  of  said 
by-laws,  entitled  “Wayland  Plumbing  Code”  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof,  the  following  paragraph : 

The  permit  fee  shall  be : 

(a)  For  new  work — $5. 

(b)  For  alterations  or  additions  to  existing  work: 

( 1 ) Costing  less  than  $50 — $2. 

(2)  Costing  $50  or  more — $3. 

(3)  To  amend  that  part  of  said  by-laws  entitled,  “Electri- 
cal Rules  for  the  Town  of  Wayland”  to  change  the  amount  of 
fees  to  be  charged  for  permits  by  striking  out  Section  3,  which 
provides  for  such  permits  for  new  work — $2  and  alterations — 
$1,  so  that  said  Section  3,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  3.  The  permit  fee  shall  be  : 

New  work,  two  wire  service — $2. 

New  work,  three  wire  service — $3. 

Alterations — $2. 

or  to  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  said  by-laws  by  changing  the 
fees  to  be  paid  for  permits  in  any  other  manner  or  extent,  or  do 
or  act. 

This  article  came  before  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing in  iMarch,  1946,  at  which  time  it  was  passed  over. 

At  that  time,  the  Finance  Committee  pointed  out  that 
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the  fees  for  building,  plumbing  and  electrical  permits 
in  Wayland  were  considerably  lower  than  in  surround- 
ing towns,  that  the  cost  of  performing  our  inspection 
service  bad  been  on  an  experimental  basis  since  the 
adoption  of  the  Building  Code  and  that  the  upward 
revision  of  the  fees  suggested  appeared  reasonable 
and,  at  the  same  time,  would  assist  the  Town  in  cover- 
ing the  costs  involved.  During  the  year  1946,  the 
Town  paid  out  for  inspection  service : Salaries  $300, 
expenses  $197.75,  against  which  it  collected  through 
fees,  $506.  This  involved  the  issuance  of  91  building 
permits,  117  wiring  permits  and  45  plumbing  permits, 
requiring  on  his  part  some  925  hours  of  time,  accord- 
ing to  the  Building  Inspector.  The  pay  for  the  work 
is  scarcely  adequate  and  the  Finance  Committee  still 
feels  that  the  fees  should  be  increased,  as  requested  in 
the  article,  in  order  that  the  department  may  be  self- 
supporting,  thereby  eliminating  any  additional  cost  to 
the  Town  or  increase  in  the  tax  rate,  as  it  is  generally 
being  made  in  most  cities  and  towns. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  substantially  in  the  following  respects  or  any 
of  them : 

(1)  To  amend  Section  IX,  Paragraph  (e)  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following  sentence  : 

“No  division  of  land  shall  be  made  whereby  the  remaining 
land  if  any  excluding  the  lot  or  lots  to  be  sold  shall  be  smaller 
than  the  minimum  size  provided  for  the  zone  in  which  such 
remaining  land  is  located,  or  have  less  frontage  than  the  mini- 
mum provided.” 

(2)  To  amend  Section  IX,  Paragraph  (g)  by  adding  the 
following  words : 

“or  which  shall  have  less  than  the  minimum  area  and  front- 
age on  a right  of  way  required  for  the  zone  in  which  it  is 
located,  unless  such  dwelling  is  accessory  only  to  some  existing 
building  or  dwelling ; and  no  dwelling  shall  hereafter  be  erected 
on  a parcel  or  lot  of  land  fronting  on  a street  which  parcel  or 
lot  of  land  shall  contain  less  area  and  have  less  frontage  on  a 
street  than  the  minimum  of  area  and  frontage  required  for  the 
zone  in  which  said  parcel  or  lot  of  land  is  located,  as  set  forth 
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in  paragraph  (e)  hereof,  except  that  where  such  parcel  or  lot  of 
land  was  shown  on  a plan  recorded  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  at 
the  time  this  by-law  was  adopted,  the  provisions  of  section  X 
relating  to  narrow  and  irregular  lots  shall  apply,”  so  that  said 
paragraph  (g)  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(g)  No  dwelling  shall  hereafter  be  erected  on  a parcel  or 
lot  of  land  not  fronting  on  a street  which  parcel  or  lot  of  land 
shall  contain  less  than  ten  thousand  square  feet;  or  which  shall 
have  less  than  the  minimum  area  and  frontage  on  a right  of 
way  required  for  the  zone  in  which  it  is  located,  unless  such 
dwelling  is  accessory  only  to  some  existing  building  or  dwelling ; 
and  no  dwelling  shall  hereafter  be  erected  on  a parcel  or  lot  of 
land  fronting  on  a street  which  parcel  or  lot  of  land  shall  con- 
tain less  area  and  less  frontage  on  a street  than  the  minimum  of 
area  and  frontage  required  for  the  zone  in  which  said  parcel  or 
lot  of  land  is  located,  as  set  forth  in  paragraph  (e)  hereof,  ex- 
cept that  where  a parcel  or  lot  was  recorded  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  at  the  time  this  by-law  was  adopted,  the  provisions  of 
section  X,  applying  to  narrow  and  irregular  lots,  shall  apply. 

(3)  To  amend  Section  IX  by  adding  a new  paragraph  to 
be  designated  (L),  as  follows: 

(L)  “No  lot  for  which  application  for  a permit  to  build 
has  been  made  or  upon  which  a building  has  been  erected  shall 
be  reduced  or  changed  in  area  or  shape  so  that  the  lot  as  so 
reduced  or  changed  or  any  land  of  the  owners  remaining  after 
such  reduction  or  change  shall  fail  to  have  the  minimum  area 
and  frontage  required  for  the  zone  in  which  such  land  is  located, 
unless  such  land  as  so  changed  shall  be  added  to  and  become  a 
part  of  another  lot  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  the  zone 
in  which  such  lot  is  located.” 

(4)  To  amend  Section  IX  by  adding  a new  paragraph  to 
be  designated  (m),  as  follows: 

(m)  “The  area  of  any  lot  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  minimum  required  shall  not  include  any  part  of  the  street  or 
way  upon  which  it  abuts,  but  this  provision  shall  not  be  held  to 
apply  to  any  area  beyond  the  street  line  set  aside  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board  as  a temporary  turn-around  area  on  a dead  end 
street  intended  for  extension.” 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

The  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Laws  here  re- 
quested are  largely  for  clarification  of  the  existing 
laws,  rather  than  for  the  creation  of  additional  restric- 
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tions.  The  Planning  Board  will  have  held  a public 
hearing  on  the  suggestions  and  will  have  a report  for 
the  Town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town 
might  well  consider  favorably  such  recommendations 
as  the  Planning  Board  may  make  after,  and  as  a result 
of,  the  hearing  and  study. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
zoning  ordinance  as  follows  : 

(1)  To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  zone  that 
portion  of  the  land  on  the  northerly  side  of  State  Road  East 
owned  by  Thomas  F.  McManus,  bounded  and  described  as 
follows : 

“Easterly  by  Rich  Valley  Road,  westerly  by  property  now 
or  formerly  of  Charles  B.  and  Ellen  A.  Enstrom’^  to  have  a 
depth  of  300  feet  from  said  State  Road. 

(2)  To  change  from  residential  to  a business  zone  that 
portion  of  the  land  on  the  northerly  side  of  State  Road  East 
owned  by  James  H.  Lee,  bounded  and  described  as  follows : 

“Easterly  by  roadway  of  Peter  Bianchi,  westerly  along 
State  Road  to  land  of  Charles  Wheelock  and  northerly  a dis- 
tance of  300  feet.” 

(3)  To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  zone  that 
portion  of  the  land  on  the  southerly  side  of  State  Road  East 
owned  by  Frederick  A Mix,  F.  Edwin  Davis  and  James  H.  Lee, 
bounded  and  described  as  follows : 

“Easterly  by  property  now  or  formerly  of  Arthur  E. 
French,  westerly  by  Pine  Brook  Road”  and  to  have  a depth  of 
300  feet  from  said  State  Road. 

(4)  To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  zone  that 
portion  of  the  land  on  the  southerly  side  Df  State  Road  East 
owned  by  Lililan  E.  Benson  and  by  John  J.  Cassidy,  bounded 
and  described  as  follows  : 

“Easterly  by  Pine  Brook  Road,  westerly  by  land  now  or 
formerly  of  Eugene  and  Annie  L.  White  and  of  Mary  Frances 
White”  and  to  have  a depth  of  300  feet  from  said  State  Road, 
or  do  or  act. 

This  article  requests  a change  from  a residential 
to  a business  zone  of  the  property  on  both  sides  of 
State  Road  East  just  east  of  the  so-called  “dead  man’s 
curve.”  The  change  w^as  petitioned  for  by  the  owners 
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of  the  property  affected.  Prior  to  the  Town  Meeting, 
the  Planning  Board  will  hold  a public  hearing  on  the 
matter  and  will  make  a report  to  the  Town  at  the 
Town  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  prepared  to  endorse 
such  action  as  the  Planning  Board  may  recommend  to 
the  Town  as  a result  of  the  hearing  and  its  study  of 
the  matter. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
zoning  ordinance  as  follows  : 

(1)  To  extend  the  present  business  zone  on  the  north  side 
of  State  Road  East,  at  its  junction  with  Plain  Road,  in  a wester- 
ly direction  along  said  State  Road  to  the  easterly  boundary  line 
of  land  now  or  formerly  owned  by  Charles  P.  and  Julia  F. 
Stuart,  and  by  Frank  and  Georgiana  L.  Eldred,  said  extension 
to  have  a depth  of  300  feet  from  said  State  Road. 

(2)  To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  zone  that 
portion  of  the  land  on  the  southerly  side  of  State  Road  East 
and  Old  Connecticut  Path  owned  by  Helen  L.  Clifford,  bounded 
and  described  as  follows : 

“Easterly  by  the  Wayland-Weston  town  line,  westerly  by 
land  of  Mainstone  Farm  Trust”  and  to  have  a depth  of  300 
feet  from  said  highways,  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  requests  a change  from  a residential 
to  a business  section  of  land  located  on  both  sides  of 
State  Road  East  just  west  of  the  Wayland-Weston 
line.  The  property  covered  under  ( 1 ) is  already 
zoned  for  business  in  accordance  with  a vote  of  the 
Town  at  the  time  of  the  original  adoption  of  the  by- 
laws. Prior  to  the  Town  Meeting,  the  Planning  Board 
will  hold  a public  hearing  on  the  matter  and  will  make 
a report  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  prepared  to  endorse 
such  recommendations  as  the  Planning  Board  may 
recommend  to  the  Town  as  a result  of  the  hearing. 

• Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as 
Town  or  private  ways  any  and  all  of  the  following  ways,  or 
portions  thereof,  all  of  which  are  shown  on  plan  entitled, 
“Woodland  Park,  Wayland,  Mass.”  dated  September  3,  1914, 
E.  Worthington,  C.  E.,  which  plan  is  recorded  in  Middlesex 
South  District  Registry  of  Deeds  as  filed  Plan  543  : 
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( 1 ) The  way  designated  on  said  plan  as  Algonquin  Path, 
from  the  way  designated  as  Maiden  Lane  to  the  boundary  of 
the  Metropolitan  Aqueduct,  being  adjacent  to  lot  No.  87  on  said 
plan. 

(2)  The  way  designated  on  said  plan  as  Hiawatha  Path, 
from  the  way  designated  as  Algonquin  Path  to  the  Metropolitan 
Aqueduct,  being  adjacent  to  lots  Nos.  233  to  242  inclusive  on 
said  plan,  and  lots  Nos.  201  to  205  inclusive  on  said  plan. 

(3)  The  way  designated  on  said  plan  as  Indian  Road,  from 
the  way  designated  as  Robin  Hood  Road  to  the  Metropolitan 
Aqueduct  adjacent  to  lots  478  on  said  plan  and  lots  459  to  463 
inclusive  on  said  plan. 

(4)  That  part  of  the  way  designated  on  said  plan  as  Indian 
Road  leading  from  the  Metropolitan  Aqueduct  to  the  Metro- 
politan Aqueduct,  and  being  adjacent  to  lots  Nos.  529  to  534 
inclusive  and  lot  No.  800  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

(5)  The  way  designated  on  said  plan  as  Robin  Hood  Road, 
from  the  Metropolitan  Aqueduct  near  the  intersection  of  said 
Robin  Hood  Road  with  Indian  Road  to  land  of  Millie  Palmer, 
and  being  adjacent  to  lots  Nos.  429  to  459  inclusive  and  lots 
478  to  480  inclusive  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

(6)  The  way  designated  on  said  plan  as  Samoset  Path, 
from  Cedar  Crest  Road  to  Robin  Hood  Road,  being  adjacent 
to  lots  Nos.  818  and  819  and  lots  453  and  454  as  shown  on  said 
plan. 

(7)  The  way  designated  as  Puritan  Path  on  said  plan  from 
Woodland  Road  adjacent  to  lots  621  to  626  inclusive  and  lots 
536  to  538  inclusive  as  shown  on  said  plan, 

or  take  any  action  in  regard  to  said  Town  or  private  ways,  or 
do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  advised  that  at  the 
time  the  Metropolitan  Aqueduct  was  put  through,  the 
MTodland  Park  section  a few  years  ago,  a number  of 
of  streets  were  cut  off  and  dead-ended  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  aqueduct  itself  and  a still  larger  num- 
ber of  streets  which  had  never  been  laid  out,  but  which 
appeared  only  on  development  plans,  were  affected 
similarly.  At  that  time,  the  IMetropolitan  Water  Com- 
mission, the  Town  and  various  individuals  affected 
passed  papers  by  which  the  rights  in  a number  of  the 
ways  were  returned  to  the  abutters. 
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The  Finance  Committee  has  gone  over  the  plans 
of  Woodland  Park  and  is  satisfied  that  the  request 
here  made  is  merely  confirming  arrangements  which 
have  been  made  previously  and  which,  in  every  case, 
would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  abutters  and  without 
injury  to  the  Town  or  any  others  who  might  have  any 
interest  in  the  ways  terminated. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  27.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any  the  Town  will  vote  to 
transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropriations 
made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  such  action  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
copies  thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post 
Office  in  Town,  and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant  with 
your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or  before  March  3, 
1947.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1946,  the  Town  appro- 
priated for  the  Reserve  Fund  the  sum  of  $2,000.  During  the 
past  year,  the  major  transfers  were  roughly  as  follows:  Fire 

Dept.  $452.26,  Highway  Dept.  $942.61,  Military  Aid  $220, 
Police  Dept.  $150  and  miscellaneous  small  amounts  $234.92.  In 
addition  to  these  sums,  the  Town  found  it  necessary  to  appro- 
priate at  the  special  meeting,  October  9,  the  following  amounts : 
Fire  Dept.  $900,  Snow  Removal  $1,000,  Insurance  $500,  Care 
of  Town  Clocks  $850,  Elections  $100,  Notices  of  Meetings 
$100.  The  Finance  Committee  continues  to  feel  that,  in  order 
to  properly  operate  the  Town’s  business,  involving  expenditures 
of  about  $300,000,  there  is  need  for  a Reserve  Fund  of  from 
$7,000  to  $8,000  a year.  Its  recommendations  in  this  connec- 
tion appear  under  one  of  the  articles. 

The  Special  Water  Committee  has  had  a complete  survey 
made  by  a competent  firm  of  water  engineers  and  have  been 
following  their  recommendations  with  respect  to  locating  an 
additional  source  of  water  at  a point  where  the  supply  can  be 
fed  into  the  present  system.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
they  have  not  been  successful  in  their  efforts,  and  until  they  are 
so,  they  will  not  be  ready  to  make  a complete  report  to  the 
Town  on  all  the  matters  referred  to  them  under  the  special 
article  under  which  they  were  appointed. 

The  School  Committee  in  its  proposed  budget  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Finance  Committee,  schedules  increases  in  teach- 
ers’ salaries  which  will  work  out  at  $400  minimum  per  teacher 
and  will  provide  for  higher  maximums.  The  Finance  Commit- 
tee, in  making  its  recommendations  with  respect  to  appropria- 
tions for  other  departments  has  provided  for  increases  in  wages 
and  salaries  for  most  full  time  employees  of  the  Town  and  for 
some  of  the  elective  offices.  It  has  been  guided  in  making  its 
recommendations  by  the  w^ork  performed,  increases  granted  in 
recent  years,  the  amount  paid  in  other  towns  for  similar  work, 
and  by  its  conclusion  that  the  temporary  bonus  arrangements  in 
force  in  previous  years  should  be  dropped  this  year. 
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The  mounting  costs  of  our  local  government  will  have  in- 
creased the  tax  rate  this  year  to  a figure  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee,  makes  it  abso- 
lutely imperative  that  the  assessments  of  the  Town  be  complete- 
ly reviewed  in  order  that  many  of  the  inequalities  in  the  amount 
of  assessment  be  corrected.  With  the  increased  burden  of  local 
government,  it  is  all  the  more  important  that  each  piece  of  prop- 
erty pay  its  fair  share  of  the  tax  burden.  An  article  looking  to 
the  correction  of  this  situation  is  included  in  the  Warrant. 

In  1947,  the  budget  recommended  of  $270,000  exceeds  that 


of  1946  by  $20,000.  The  principal  items  of  increase  being  as 
follows : 

Police  Dept.  $ 500 

Fire  Dept,  (including  equipment)  1,2(X) 

Health  Dept.  500 

Highway  Dept.  5,500 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  2,500 

Old  Age  Assistance  1,000 

Schools — Salaries  15,200 

Schools — Other  expenses  4,100 

Vocational  Tuition  800 

Park  Dept,  (including  equipment  2,700 

Insurance  1,400 

Cemetery  Dept.  800 

As  against  these  increases,  the  only  items  which  are  off  appre- 
ciatively from  last  year  are : 

Assessors’  Maps  $5,000 

Welfare — Temporary  Aid  2,000 

Temporary  Bonus  3,500 


For  1947,  the  articles  as  recommended  total  $27,300  with 
the  principal  items : Chapter  90  work  $8,000 ; Police  car  and 
radio  $2,(XX);  Park  land  $15,000  and  Cemetery  land  $800,  as 
contrasted  with  an  amount  recommended  last  year  of  $22,800. 
The  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  be  able  to  report  to  the 
Town  that  increases  in  the  expenditures  are  temporary,  but  the 
real  situation  is  exactly  the  reverse.  The  budget  figures  do  not, 
to  any  extent,  provide  for  major  capital  expenditures  which  are 
still  facing  the  Town  and  for  which  provision  will  have  to  be 
made  in  the  next  few  ears.  In  its  report  to  the  Town  last  year, 
the  Finance  Committee  pointed  out  that  post  war  needs  includ- 
ed a Civic  Center  building  in  Cochituate,  additional  Chapter  90 
highway  construction.  Town  road  reconstruction.  Highway  De- 
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partment  garage,  additional  land  for  Lakeview  Cemetery,  new 
pumps  and  additions  to  the  water  system,  and  improvements  in 
the  school  buildings.  Chapter  90  work  was  resumed  last  year 
and  will  have  to  be  continued  over  a period  of  years  before  we 
can  expect  that  the  balance  of  the  Chapter  90  roads  will  be 
rebuilt.  Recommended  in  the  articles  is  an  appropriation  for 
the  Cemetery  Department  for  this  year,  but  all  the  rest  of  the 
work  remains  to  be  done  in  the  years  ahead,  with  preliminary 
figures  for  the  Water  Department  indicating  expenditures  of 
$100,000  to  $300,000  and  for  the  School  Department  of  $500,- 
000  to  $600,000. 

Growth  in  population  alone  will  not  provide  the  additional 
revenue  which  will  be  needed  to  carry  through  any  such  pro- 
gram, and,  therefore,  it  seems  inevitable  that  the  State  will  have 
to  broaden  the  tax  base  to  provide  additional  funds  which  can 
be  distributed  to  the  Towns,  if  the  local  tax  rates,  including 
that  of  Wayland,  are  not  to  become  prohibitive  and  damaging 
to  property  ownership.

Front”  appears,  it  shall  be  amended  to 
read:  “Residence  Zone  20,000  sq.  ft.  125  ft.  Front,”  and,  in 
every  instance  where  the  wording  “Residence  Zone  20,000  sq.  ft. 

Front”  appears,  it  shall  be  amended  to  read : “Residence 
Zone  40,000  sq.  ft.  150  ft.  Front,”  or  to  amend  said  by-laws  by 
increasing  the  area  and/or  frontage  required  by  said  paragraphs 
E and  F,  or  either  of  them,  or  do  or  act. 

Mr.  Howard  S.  Russell  read  a report  with  respect  to  Arti- 
cle 11  proposing  certain  amendments  in  Zoning  Laws.

Mr.  Edmund  Sears  acted  as  Moderator  during  the  discus- 
sion under  Article  11. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  that 
part  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  known  as  the  “Building  Code” 
adopted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1941,  in  any 
one  or  more  of  the  following  respects : 

( 1 ) To  amend  Chapter  2 to  increase  the  fees  for  building  per- 
mits from  $2  to  $5  for  work  costing  less  than  $5,000  and  to  in- 
crease the  fee  from  $1  to  $5  for  each  additional  $5,000  of  cost 
or  fraction  thereof  by  striking  out  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
paragraphs  of  said  Chapter  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  paragraphs : 
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The  fees  for  building  permits  shall  be  paid  by  the  appli- 
cant and  shall  be  as  follows  : 

If  the  cost  of  the  proposed  work  is  $5,000  or  less — $5. 

If  the  cost  of  the  proposed  work  exceeds  $5,000,  the 
further  sum  of  $5  for  each  additional  $5,000  or  fraction 
thereof. 

(2)  To  amend  that  part  of  said  by-laws  entitled,  “Wayland 
Plumbing  Code”  to  increase  the  fees  for  plumbing  permits  for 
new  work  from  $2  to  $5,  for  alterations  costing  less  than  $50, 
from  nothing  to  $2  and  for  alterations  costing  over  $50,  from 
$1  to  $3,  by  striking  out  the  third  paragraph  of  said  by-laws, 
entitled  “Wayland  Plumbing  Code”  and  inserting  in  place  there- 
of, the  following  paragraph :

(3)  To  amend  that  part  of  said  by-laws  entitled,  “Electrical 
Rules  for  the  Town  of  Wayland”  to  change  the  amount  of  fees 
to  be  charged  for  permits  by  striking  out  Section  3,  which  pro- 
vides for  such  permits  for  new  work — $2  and  alterations — $1, 
so  that  said  Section  3,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  3.  The  permit  fee  shall  be : 

New  Work,  two  wire  service — $2. 

New  Work,  three  wire  service — $3. 

Alterations — $2. 

or  to  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  said  by-laws  by  changing  the 
fees  to  be  paid  for  permits  in  any  other  manner  or  extent,  or  do 
or  act. 

Voted  to  pass  over  this  Article. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  regard  to,  Chapter  723  of  the  Acts  and  Re- 
solves of  1945,  which  provides,  in  case  of  acceptance,  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a department  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  information,  advice  and  assistance  to  veterans  of 
World  War  II,  or  other  veterans  as  therein  specified,  or  do  or 
act. 

\Vted  to  ])ass  over  this  Article. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
minimum  salary  for  full-time  employees  who  are  being  paid  an 
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annual  salary  and  who  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Town  for 
twenty  consecutive  years  or  more,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
regard  to  salaried  employees  with  long  service  records. 

Voted  to  j)ass  over  this  Article. 

Voted  not  to  reconsider  the  vote. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  urge  favorable  action  by  the  Legislature 
on  a bill  by  which  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  of  the  Town  of 
Wayland  would  be  removed  from  the  operation  of  the  civil  ser- 
vice laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  instruct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
urge  favorable  action  by  the  Legislature  on  a bill  by  which  the 
office  of  Chief  of  Police  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  would  be  re- 
moved from  the  civil  service  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a committee : 

(1)  to  make  a complete  study  and  survey  of  the  necessity  and 
desirability  of  extendng  water  mains  in  those  streets  and  roads 
of  the  Town  not  now  served  by  the  Town’s  water  system;  (2)

(1)  to  make  a complete  study  and  survey  of  the  necessity  and 

desirability  of  extending  water  mains  in  those  streets 
and  roads  of  the  Town  not  now  served  by  the  Town’s 
water  system ; 

(2)  to  arrive  at  a conclusion  as  to  the  order  in  which  the  pro- 

jects should  be  done  and  how  they  shall  be  financed ; 

(3)  to  advise  the  Town  as  to  the  over-all  requirements  of  the 

water  system ; 

the  Committee  to  include  in  its  considerations : the  water  supply 
available,  pumping  equipment,  storage  capacity,  adequacy  of 
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existing  mains,  the  areas  of  probale  development  and  the  cost 
and  return  to  the  Town  of  any  recommendations  it  may  care  to 
make;  and  that  there  l)e  appropriated  the  sum  of  $1,500  for  the 
purposes  outlined  in  the  article,  said  sum  to  be  taken  from 
“Water  Available  Surplus.” 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  necessary  for  the  extension  of  a water 
main  along  Stonebridge  Road  and  the  Riverview  Terrace  sec- 
tion of  Wayland,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  not  to  extend  a water  main  along  Stonebridge  Road 
and  the  Riverview  Section. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
or  otherwise  provide  a sum  of  money  to  install  water  in  Rice 
Road,  a public  way  in  the  Town  of  Wayland,  or  across  private 
land,  and  that  the  Water  Board  be  requested  to  make  a study  of 
said  project  so  that  a plan,  and  cost,  can  be  presented  to  the 
Town  at  its  Annual  Meeting  in  March,  1946. 

Voted  to  pass  over  this  Article. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  necessary  for  the  extension  of  a water 
main  along  Oxbow  Road,  a distance  of  approximately  2,640  feet, 
or  do  or  act. 

Voted  to  pass  over  this  Article. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  necessary  for  the  extension  of  a water 
main  from  Sherman  Bridge  Road  along  Alpine  Road,  a distance 
of  approximately  1,500  feet,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  not  to  extend  a water  main  on  Alpine  Road. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  necessary  to  extend,  install  and  main- 
tain a fire  alarm  system  in  the  Stonebridge-Riverview  Terrace 
section  of  Wayland,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  to  pass  over  this  Article. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
$3,000  yearly  for  the  collection  of  garbage  in  the  Town  of  Way- 
land,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
acting  with  the  Board  of  Health,  to  arrange  for  a system  of 
garbage  collection  through  a one-year  contract,  with  an  option 
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for  a further  period  of  two  years,  the  contractor  to  have  the 
right  to  collect  garbage  throughout  the  Town  under  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Selectmen 
to  require  that  an  Adequate  Performance  Bond  be  deposited 
and  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of  $3,000 
the  whole  or  any  portion  of  this  amount  to  be  expended  toward 
the  payment  of  a year’s  service  under  the  contract.

men to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  purchase 
or  otherwise  and  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  to 
cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the  construction  of  said 
public  Town  way,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  to  pass  over  this  Article. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
public  Town  way  under  the  Betterment  Act,  the  way  known  as 
“Alpine  Road”  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
shown  on  a plan  or  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; to  author- 
ize the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by 
eminent  domain,  purchase  or  otherwise  and  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  to  cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and 
the  construction  of  said  public  Town  way,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  to  pass  over  the  Article. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  designate  names  for 
certain  public  ways  not  hitherto  officially  named  or  for  which 
more  than  one  name  may  be  in  use,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  way  now  or  formerly  known  as  Shore  Drive 
situated  at  the  end  of  Lake  Road  in  Cochituate  be  hereafter 
known  as  Edgewood  Road  Extension. 

Voted  that  the  way  now  or  formerly  known  as  Lake  Drive 
leading  from  Main  Street  in  Cochituate  be  hereafter  designated 
as  Pond  Drive. 

Voted  that  the  way  now  or  formerly  known  as  Lake  Path 
situated  on  Dudley  Pond  be  hereafter  included  in  the  way  called 
Lake  Shore  Drive  and  be  so  designated. 

\'"oted  that  the  way  now  or  formerly  known  as  Ice  House 
Road  be  designated  as  Matthews  Drive. 
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Voted  that  the  way  leading  from  Main  Street,  Cochituate 
to  Cross  Street  being  the  way  next  South  of  Curtis  Road  be 
known  as  Doran  Road. 

Voted  that  the  way  variously  known  as  Water  Row,  Water 
Road,  Old  Lancaster  Turnpike  and  by  other  designations  lead- 
ing from  opposite  the  Wlieeler  property  near  the  Sudbury  Line 
to  Old  Sudbury  Road  be  hereafter  designated  as  V^ater  Row. 

Voted  that  the  way  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  as  a town 
road  in  1835  leading  from  Pelham  Island  Road  toward  the 
house  of  John  Erwin  be  known  as  Erwin  Road. 

Wted  that  the  following  ways  formerly  known  as  Glen 
Street,  IMorse  Street  and  East  Street  at  Wayland  Center  be 
hereafter  known  respectively  as  Glen  Road,  Alorse  Road  and 
East  Road. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  and  accept  an 
official  Town  map,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Wted  unanimously  that  the  Town  approve  as  a standard 
map  for  the  official  use  of  its  officers  and  departments  the  out- 
line map  of  the  Town  prepared  in  the  year  1945  by  Everett 
Brooks,  C.  E.,  in  connection  with  surveys  made  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Planning  Board,  and 
showing  accurately  the  boundaries,  roads,  waters  and  water 
courses  of  the  town ; and  further  that  the  Town  approve  the 
names  of  the  town  ways  thereon  designated  (including  any 
actions  taken  under  Article  25)  ; the  original  of  said  map  to  be 
kept  in  the  custody  of  the  Planning  Board.  Be  it  further  pro- 
vided, however,  that  this  action  is  not  to  be  held  to  constitute 
the  adoption  of  an  “official  map”  as  set  forth  in  section  81 C, 
Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws.

intersection  of  Commonwealth  Road,  West  Plain  Street  and 
School  Street,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are 
authorized  to  acquire  title  by  gift,  purchase,  by  right  of  eminent 
domain,  or  by  any  other  lawful  means  to  the  following  parcels 
of  land;  the  irregular  lot  lying  within  the  intersection  of  Train- 
ing Field  Road,  Glezen  Lane  and  IMoore  Road  in  front  of  the 
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Patterson  Estate : the  triangular  lot  lying  within  the  two  arms 
of  Glezen  Lane  at  the  westerly  intersection  of  said  lane  with 
Concord  Road : the  triangular  lot  lying  within  the  intersection 
of  Commonwealth  Road,  East  Plain  Street  and  School  Street 
formerly  the  Schoolhouse  lot,  all  for  highway,  park  and  other 
municipal  purposes. 

Said  parcels  shall  thereafter  be  placed  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Park  Department. 

The  sum  of  $300  is  hereby  appropriated  and  assessed  for 
this  purpose.

ment to  be  held  with  the  property  in  the  vicinity  acquired  by  the 
Town  for  recreational  purposes  and  used  as  part  of  the  bathing 
beach  on  the  shore  of  Dudley  Pond,  and  under  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  or  will  take 
any  other  action  in  regard  to  the  transfer  or  disposal  of  the  said 
lot  and  the  interest  of  the  Town  therein,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  Lot  111  in  that  part  of  the 
Town  known  as  “Castle  Gate  South”  and  shown  on  a plan 
recorded  in  Middlesex  South  District  Deeds,  Plan  Book  271, 
Plan  3,  from  Tax  Titles  Account  or  Tax  Title  Possessions 
Account,  or  any  other  account  in  which  it  is  now  held,  to  the 
Park  Department  Account,  to  be  held  with  the  property  in  the 
vicinity  acquired  by  the  Town  for  recreational  purposes  and 
used  as  part  of  the  Bathing  Beach  on  the  shore  of  Dudley  Pond, 
and  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners,  and  that  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Town 
Accountant  be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to  take  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  vote  and 
the  purposes  thereof. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  cer-

Possessions  Account  from  such  accounts  to  the  Park  Depart- 
ment to  be  held,  together  with  property  in  the  vicinity  acquired 
by  the  Town  for  recreational  purposes,  said  property  being  situ- 
ated in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  Riverview  Circle,  and 
being  shown  on  plan  entitled  “Way land.  Mass.  Plan  of  River- 
view  Terrace”  May  1924,  Edward  H.  Howard,  C.  E.,  recorded 
with  Middlesex  South  District  Deeds,  Book  339,  Page  41,  as 
lots  numbered  on  said  plan  as  follows:  49-60,  64-71,  107,  213- 
215,  226-228,  231-233,  243-250,  253-256,  262-266,  268-276,  279, 
280,  282-287,  298,  299,  or  will  take  any  other  action  in  regard 
to  said  lots,  or  any  of  them,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  property  situated  in  that 
part  of  the  Town  known  as  Riverview  Circle  and  being  shown 
on  plan  entitled  “Wayland,  Mass.

May,  1924,  Edward  H.  Howard,  C.  E.,  recorded  with  Middle- 
sex South  District  Deeds,  Book  339,  Page  41,  as  lots  numbered 
on  said  plan  as  follows:  49-60,  64-71,  107,  213-215,  226-228, 
231-233,  243-250,  253-256,  262-266,  268-276,  279,  280,  282-287, 
298,  299,  from  Tax  Titles  & Account  or  Tax  Title  Possessions

half of  the  Town,  to  execute  and  deliver  a deed  in  the  name  of 
the  Town  conveying  said  property  to  the  purchaser,  the  net  pro- 
ceeds to  be  used  in  reimbursement  of  expenditures  made  or  to 
be  made  by  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  as  provided  by  statute, 
or  will  vote  to  take  any  other  action  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of 
the  interest  of  the  Town  in  said  property,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  Treasurer  be  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  the  interest  of  the  Town  in  the  prop- 
erty on  State  Road  East  deeded  to  E.  Sanderson  and  Jennie  E. 
P.  Sanderson,  as  joint  tenants  for  and  during  the  term  of  their 
joint  lives  and  the  life  of  the  survivor  and  at  and  after  the 
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death  of  such  survivor  to  the  Town  of  Wayland,  by  Katherine 
D.  Bennett,  Executrix,  by  deed  dated  June  17,  1939,  recorded 
in  Book  6316,  Page  6,  subject  to  any  life  estate  existing  therein, 
at  public  sale,  at  such  time  and  place  as  seems  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  best  and  proper,  public  notice  to  be  given  of  any  pub- 
lic sale  in  the  same  manner  as  is  given  in  the  case  of  sales  of 
property  acquired  by  tax  title,  and  that  when,  as,  and  if  such  a 
sale  is  made  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  be  and  it 
hereby  is  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Town  a deed  conveying  said  property  to  the 
purchaser,  and  that  the  net  proceeds  of  such  sale  be  used  in 
reimbursement  of  expenditures  heretofore  made  or  hereafter 
made  by  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  Sandersons,,  all  as  provided  by  the  statutes  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  as  provided  by  the  laws  relating 
to  reimbursement  of  public  welfare  expenditures. 

Article  32.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  sum  of  $35,000  be  transferred 
from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropriations  made 
under  the  foregoing  articles.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


All  the  regular  appointments,  as  required  by  statute,  have 
been  made.  They  appear  in  the  list  of  Town  Officers  and  Com- 
mittees. 

Mr.  Gerald  Henderson  resigned  from  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee on  his  election  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  vacan- 
cy thus  created  was  filled  by  Mr.  John  R.  McEnroy.  Mr. 
Philip  Burbank  resigned  from  the  Committee  on  Veterans’  Ser- 
vices and  Mrs.  Emily  Blair  was  appointed  chairman,  and  also, 
Mr.  Richard  Francis  was  appointed  to  this  same  committee  to 
take  the  place  left  vacant  by  Mr.  Alexander  G.  Hardy  who 
resigned  to  enter  the  service  of  the  Government. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  special  town  meeting  on 
October  the  ninth,  two  associate  members  were  added  to  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  These  were  Mr.  Roger  E.  Ela  and 
Mr.  George  G.  Bogren.  Mr.  William  F.  Hynes  resigned  from 
the  War  Memorial  Committee  and  Mr.  William  A.  Loker  was 
appointed  to  take  his  place  on  that  committee. 

Air.  J.  Sidney  Stone,  Town  Counsel,  has  presented  to  the 
Selectmen  an  article  to  go  before  the  1947  State  Legislature,  in 
which  article  petition  is  made  for  the  taking  from  Civil  Service 
the  office  of  the  Chief  of  Police  in  the  Town  of  M^ayland.  This 
was  by  desire  of  the  townspeople  as  shown  by  vote  at  the  last 
annual  Town  Meeting.  In  the  interim.  Air.  Ernest  H.  Damon 
has  discharged  the  duties  of  this  office  on  a temporary  appoint- 
ment under  Civil  Service. 

Highways 

For  the  first  time  in  five  years.  Chapter  90  road  construc- 
tion has  been  undertaken.  A portion  of  Old  Connecticut  Path 
was  laid  out,  from  Stonebridge  Road,  the  end  of  the  last  recon- 
struction job,' proceeding  in  a northeasterly  direction  toward  the 
so-called  Five  Paths,  the  junction  with  Cochituate  Road.  The 
State  allotted  $16,000  for  the  work  and  the  County  and  Town, 
each  $8,000.  The  work  is  now  temporarily  suspended  under 
approval  of  Air.  F.  D.  Sabin,  District  Engineer  of  the  State 
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Highway  Department,  for  the  winter  months — to  be  resumed 
in  the  spring.  We  recommend  that  additional  Chapter  90 
reconstruction  be  continued. 

Health  Department 

For  the  first  time,  Wayland  has  a garbage  collection  sys- 
tem, which  seems  to  have  proved  very  satisfactory  in  solving  a 
troublesome  situation,  particularly  in  the  congested  districts  of 
the  town. 


General 

The  bounds  between  Lincoln  and  Wayland  were  perambu- 
lated by  the  Selectmen  of  the  two  towns  in  November  and  the 
bounds  marked  as  required  by  law. 

The  Board  signed  the  Town  Clerk’s  report  of  the  vote  on 
the  referendum  on  the  acceptance  of  the  contributory  pension 
system  for  the  town,  as  voted  at  the  November  state  elections. 
This  was  forwarded  to  the  State  Division  of  Insurance,  Depart- 
ment of  Banking.  This  system  becomes  operative  in  Wayland 
as  of  July  1,  1947,  as  a unit  under  the  County  Treasurer. 

It  being  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  public 
transportation  in  the  Town  of  Wayland  should  be  improved, 
it  was  voted  to  approach  both  the  Middlesex  & Boston  and  the 
Boston  & Worcester  Bus  Line  officials  on  the  subject.  After 
numerous  conferences  and  hearings,  we  are  pleased  to  report 
that  the  Middlesex  & Boston  is  now  operating  its  extension  on 
Old  Connecticut  Path  from  Mansion  Inn  to  Stonebridge  Road, 
and  also  that  the  Boston  & Worcester  is  operating  between 
Framingham  and  Wayland  Center.  This  service  of  the  latter 
provides  a public  conveyance  operating  to  the  southwest  of  the 
town — need  of  which  has  been  felt  for  a long  time. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Daniel  Brackett  from  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  after  many,  many  years  of  faithful  and  valuable  ser- 
vice, was  received  by  the  Selectmen  with  much  regret.  Mr. 
Brackett  is  a recognized  authority  on  assessing,  not  only  in  this 
town  but  by  state  officials  as  well.  He  first  took  office  as 
Assessor  in  March  1888.  He  will  be  greatly  missed.  His 
resignation  was  necessitated  by  ill  health. 

We  wish  to  congratulate  the  members  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee for  their  earnest,  honest  and  untiring  work  in  preparing 
the  annual  budget.  We  feel  the  townspeople  should  support 
them.  We  urge  that  all  boards  and  committees  in  future  recom-

mendations  consider  the  effect  on  the  homeowner  if  appropria- 
tions are  continually  increased. 

The  Selectmen  take  this  occasion  to  urge  all  voters  to 
attend  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  which,  this  year  will 
be  of  unusual  importance,  as  the  post-war  problems  effect  the 
small  towns  as  well  as  the  cities.  Each  citizen  should  feel 
obligated  to  do  his  share  for  the  welfare  of  his  community. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  officials,  both  elected  and  appointed, 
for  their  cooperation  during  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  TRUST  FUNDS 


Conditions  relating  to  the  investment  situation  continued 
during  the  past  year  about  the  same  as  in  recent  years.  The 
higher  coupon  bonds  continue  to  be  called  from  time  to  time, 
including  even  the  Government  bonds  yielding  more  than  2^%. 
Reinvestment,  other  than  in  Government  bonds  has  become 
increasingly  difficult.  The  Comissioners  have  authorized  the 
Treasurer  to  invest  certain  funds  in  cooperative  bank  shares 
during  the  past  year  for  the  purpose  of  endeavoring  to  increase 
a little  the  availability  of  the  funds,  if  not  the  amount  of  inter- 
est. Some  funds  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  savings  banks 
and  reinvested.  All  investments  made,  and  changes  in  invest- 
ments, as  well  as  the  list  of  the  present  investments  of  the 
funds,  will  be  found  in  the  Treasurer’s  Report,  and  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  duplicate  in  this  report. 

There  have  been  no  new  funds,  except  the  usual  regular 
increase  in  the  Cemetery  Perpetual  Care  Fund  by  gifts  from 
time  to  time  for  that  purpose.

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ASSESSORS’  REPORT 


Due  to  a serious  illness,  Mr,  Brackett  submitted  his  resig- 
nation effective  December  31,  1946.  This  Board  deeply  regrets 
the  loss  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Brackett,  who  has  served  it,  and 
the  townspeople  of  Wayland,  so  efficiently  for  over  forty- four 
years. 

Daniel  Brackett  was  born  in  Limerick,  Maine  on  Novem- 
ber 25,  1851  and  was  first  elected  as  Assessor  of  this  Town  in 
1888,  and  served  for  three  years.  He  was  next  elected  Asses- 
sor in  1903  and  served  until  1915.  He  was  next  elected  Asses- 
sor in  1918  and  served  continuously  until  he  resigned  in  1946, 
leaving  two  years  of  an  unexpired  term. 

In  addition  to  being  Assessor,  Mr.  Brackett  served  as 
Town  Clerk  for  fourteen  years  (1900  to  1914).  He  also  was 
Town  Auditor,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Registrar  of 
Voters,  and  served  in  minor  offices  during  his  years  of  public 
service. 

The  vast  knowledge  of  assessing,  and  of  town  affairs, 
which  Mr.  Brackett  has  accumulated  during  his  terms  of  office 
has  made  him  outstanding.  We  miss  his  advice  and  judgment 
that  we  could  always  depend  upon,  and  which  he  gave  so  will- 
ingly. Wayland  may  well  be  proud  to  say  that  it  has  had  an 
Assessor  who  has  served  for  forty-four  years,  and  at  his  95th 
birthday  still  took  an  active  part  in  his  work. 

We  disliked  very  much  to  accept  Mr.  Brackett’s  resignation 
but  he  deserves  to  be  free  from  the  problems  of  town  affairs 
after  serving  so  faithfully  for  so  many  years. 

Although  the  joint  report,  made  by  the  Assessors  and  the 
Planning  Board,  on  the  Assessors’  Maps  appears  elsewhere  in 
this  Town  Report,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
fine  work  Mr.  Everett  M.  Brooks  and  his  staff  have  done  in  the 
preparation  of  these  plans.  The  maps  have  been,  and  will  be 
for  years  to  come,  an  immense  value  to  this  office.  We  wish, 
also,  to  thank  the  Planning  Board  for  the  assistance  they  have 
given  to  this  worthwhile  project.

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REPORT  ON  ASSESSOR’S  MAPS 
By  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Planning  Board 


February  1947. 

December  31  saw  the  completion  of  the  Assessor’s  maps 
for  which  the  Town  has  been  appropriating  money  for  several 
years.  All  blocks  on  the  map  previously  incomplete  have  been 
finished  including  the  heavily  built  Cochituate  areas. 

This  required  a large  amount  of  work  and  time  because  of 
the  great  number  of  individual  parcels  involved.  Mr.  Everett 
Brooks,  the  engineer,  brought  the  maps  for  all  parts  of  the  town 
up  to  date  for  all  transactions  recorded  at  the  Registry  previous 
to  the  close  of  the  year.  As  soon  as  they  are  duplicated,  official 
copies  of  the  map  will  be  made  available  to  the  town  Boards  and 
officials  which  use  them. 

The  work  has  been  so  well  done  by  Mr.  Brooks  and  his 
staff  that  several  other  towns  have  either  begun  or  are  consider- 
ing similar  maps.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Brooks  and  his  workers  and  to  Mrs.  Dorothy  Harrington, 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  upon  whom  has  fallen 
much  of  the  searching  for  titles  at  the  Registry  and  the  clerical 
details. 

A moderate  appropriation  should  be  made  each  year  to 
keep  the  maps  up  to  date.  With  proper  attention,  the  maps  will 
be  a continually  valuable  tool  not  only  to  the  town  officers  but 
to  all  the  citizens  and  property  holders.  •

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 

FOR  1946 


This  has  been  a year  of  hard  work  and  accomplishment  for 
the  W'ayland  Planning  Board  : twenty-two  evening  meetings 

and  three  daytime  meetings  of  the  full  board  have  been  held 
together  with  numerous  sub-committee  sessions. 

Town  Maps  Completed 

First  in  importance  was  the  completion,  at  the  end  of 
December,  of  the  Assessors’  maps  started  five  years  ago  and 
carried  out  as  a joint  responsibility  by  the  Board  of  Assessors 
and  the  Planning  Board.  This  achievement  is  more  fully 
recorded  in  the  joint  report  of  the  boards,  but  from  a planning 
point  of  view,  nothing  accomplished  in  this  Board’s  twenty  year 
history  has  been  more  useful  and  valuable.  The  originals  of  the 
maps  along  with  the  scores  of  other  plans  accumulated  by  the 
Board  through  the  years  are  being  catalogued  and  will  be  stored 
in  a map  cabinet  placed  in  the  town  vault.  There  they  will  be 
safe,  yet  available  whenever  needed.  Accurate  as  far  as  pos- 
sible to  December  31,  1946,  these  maps  should  be  revised  and 
kept  up-to-date  as  changes  in  property  and  roads  occur. 

Sub-Division  Regulation 

The  end  of  the  war  brought  requests  for  approval  of  sev- 
eral sub-divisions.  Anticipating  heavy  real  estate  activity,  the 
Board,  with  the  able  assistance  of  the  Town  Counsel,  made  a 
careful  revision  of  its  regulations  regarding  the  submission  of 
plans  for  real  estate  development.  An  important  feature  of  the 
amended  regulations  requires  the  developer,  before  the  transfer 
of  lots  can  be  recorded,  to  construct  streets  to  grade  with  a 
twelve  inch  gravel  top  and  to  install  water  mains.  These  regu- 
lations have  already  proved  of  great  value  in  safeguarding  the 
interests  of  the  town,  and  should,  in  the  future,  make  impossible 
the  sale  of  lots  on  undeveloped  paper  streets  without  water  to 
the  disappointment  of  the  buyer  and  to  the  detriment  of  the 
town. 

Approved  by  the  Board  during  the  year  were;  a sub- 
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division  on  the  former  Linnehan  Farm  on  State  Road  East  re- 
quested by  Charles  \Mieelock,  one  ofif  Oak  Street  near  Com- 
monwealth Road  requested  by  John  Simone,  and  a small  division 
off  Training  Field  Road  requested  by  Gregory  Cooper. 

In  connection  with  each  sub-division  approved,  the  Board 
prepared  a study  of  the  adjoining  areas  so  as  to  make  sure  that 
any  roads  and  water  mains  approved  will  tie  in  with  the  devel- 
opment of  the  whole  neighborhood. 

One  small  sub-division  requested  in  Cochituate  was  disap- 
proved because  it  did  not  comply  with  zoning  regulations. 


Aeronautical  Development 

During  the  year  it  developed  that  a large  area  of  land  a 
mile  north  of  the  center  had  been  purchased  with  the  idea  of 
turning  it  into  a flying  field  and  headquarters  for  an  aeronauti- 
cal club.  The  Board  invited  the  state  director  of  aeronautics  to 
a meeting  for  consultation  and  at  others  later  the  purchaser  of 
the  property  and  other  citizens  were  heard.  Many  aspects  of 
aviation,  as  related  to  this  town,  and  of  the  regulations  of  the 
Commonwealth  regarding  flying  were  considered.  It  was  decid- 
ed that  if  an  airport  were  to  be  established,  public  rather  than 
private  operation  appeared  most  satisfactory  because  of  hea\w 
contributions  available  from  Federal,  State  and  municipal 
sources,  and  for  other  important  reasons.  A state  survey  of 
Way  land  and  adjoining  towns  had  already  been  made.  As  a 
result  of  widespread  discussion  by  townspeople,  an  article  was 
entered  by  a group  of  citizens  for  the  fall  town  meeting  making 
landing  fields  illegal  in  residence  districts.  After  a hearing,  on 
recommendation  of  the  Board,  this  by-law  was  adopted  by  the 
town  and  approved  by  the  Attorney-General.  When  aviation 
has  developed  further  and  the  situation  is  clearer  changes  can 
be  made  to  suit  altered  conditions. 

A sub-committee  of  the  Board  has  been  considering  the 
need  for  other  amendments  to  the  zoning  by-law  to  make  it 
clear  that  lot  sizes  established  in  the  by-law  may  not  be  de- 
creased through  sale  of  part  of  a property.  Clarifying  amend- 
ments are  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting. 

Because  of  the  demand  from  citizens  for  copies  of  the  zon- 
ing by-laws,  the  Board  had  them  reprinted  and  copies  of  these 
and  of  the  sub-division  regulations  are  available  at  the  Town 
Hall  for  any  citizen  who  needs  them. 
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Planning  Contest 

To  stimulate  public  interest  in  and  discussion  of  the  future 
of  the  town  and  of  planning  and  zoning  matters,  a contest  for 
school  children  was  held.  Prizes  amounting  to  $100.  gathered 
hy  private  subscription  from  interested  groups  and  individuals 
were  offered  to  members  of  the  high  school  and  of  the  two 
upper  classes  in  each  grade  school.  This  contest  closed  on 
December  31  with  a large  participation.  The  results  will  he 
made  known  later. 

Lake  Cochituate 

An  important  problem  faced  during  the  year  is  the  future 
of  Lake  Cochituate  with  a mile  of  shore  line  in  \\ffyland.  Now 
in  the  hands  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  hut  no 
longer  needed  for  water  supply,  several  proposals  have  been 
made  for  its  future  use.  The  most  satisfactory  appears  to  he 
to  turn  it  over  to  the  State  Department  of  Conservation  for 
recreational  purposes.  A meeting  of  all  the  Planning  Boards 
concerned  with  the  future  of  this  and  other  ^Metropolitan  waters, 
including  Framingham,  Natick,  Ashland  and  Hopkinton,  was 
called  at  our  Town  Hall  and  a joint  program  was  drawn  up  for 
presentation  to  the  Legislative  Commission  studying  the  sub- 
ject. A substantial  part  of  our  program  was  later  adopted  by 
the  commission  calling  for  co-operation  between  the  state  and 
the  towns  in  the  development  of  the  area.  This  bill  is  now  be- 
fore the  General  Court.  Our  Board  together  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  is  endeavoring  to  see  that  the  level  of  the  lakes  is 
maintained  and  that  recreational  activities,  if  undertaken,  are 
properly  established  and  supervised. 

Study  for  Basic  Information 

The  lack  of  basic  information  regarding  the  probable 
growth  and  development  of  the  town  caused  the  Board  to  feel 
that  investigation  was  needed  so  that  the  town  might  know  what 
to  prepare  for  in  the  way  of  business  development,  off  street 
parking  and  highway  improvements.  We  were  fortunate 
enough  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Row,  Jr.,  a 
veteran  training  in  the  Harvard  School  of  Planning  under  the 
G.I.  Bill  of  Rights,  by  payment  of  a modest  weekly  addition  to 
his  allotment.  His  report  recently  received  gives  an  illuminat- 
ing blueprint  of  the  future  growth  of  the  town,  which  he  ex- 
pects to  reach  a population  of  six  thousand  between  1960  and 
1965,  of  the  probable  increase  in  school  population,  and  of  the 
facilities  both  business  and  municipal  likely  to  be  needed.  We 
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wish  to  compliment  Mr.  Row  on  his  work  and  to  thank  him. 
This  report  will  be  available  for  use  later  not  only  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  but  by  all  Town  Boards  which  may  need  to  fore- 
cast the  future. 

Street  and  Water  Developments 

In  connection  with  water  and  street  development,  the  Board 
has  held  meetings  with  representatives  of  the  Dudley  Pond 
Improvement  Association  and  with  the  Riverview  Terrace  and 
Alpine  Road  property  owners,  giving  what  help  we  could  with 
regard  to  proposals  for  accepting  streets  and  laying  water  mains. 

On  the  Board’s  agenda  for  1947  is  the  request  of  the  Dud- 
ley Pond  Improvement  Association  and  others  in  Cochituate  for 
a study  of  a possible  road  from  Stone  Bridge  Road  to  School 
Street,  a project  which  has  had  considerable  attention  from  this 
Board  in  past  years  and  in  which  local  interest  is  now  increas- 
ingly manifest. 

Riverview  Terrace 

At  Riverview  Terrace  an  additional  piece  of  land  has  been 
bought  by  the  town  at  a modest  cost  on  recommendation  of  our 
sub-committee  on  this  project.  The  Board  recommends  that  the 
work  of  improving  this  area  by  the  acquisition  of  park  land, 
mostly  unsuitable  for  building,  be  continued  under  the  appro- 
priation previously  made. 

“Heater”  Pieces 

The  last  town  meeting  at  the  Board’s  suggestion  authorized 
the  acquisition  of  all  rights  in  three  “heater”  pieces  at  road 
intersections.  The  Board  has  requested  the  Selectmen  to  take 
the  necessary  legal  steps  so  that  these  bits  of  land  may  become 
public  proprty.  An  article  has  been  placed  in  the  warrant  to 
make  certain  of  the  town’s  ownership  of  one  more  at  the  corner 
of  Plain  and  Claypit  Hill  Roads. 

Danger  Points 

The  approaches  to  the  Sudbury  River  on  Old  Sudbury 
Road  were  improved  some  years  ago  as  a result  of  a petition 
to  the  county  in  which  this  Board  cooperated.  A recent  fatal 
accident  there  caused  the  Board  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Selectmen  and  Road  Commissioners  to  the  need  for  additional 
warning  signs.  A petition  is  in  the  files  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners, not  yet  acted  on,  for  relocation  of  Old  Sudbury  Road. 
The  need  for  better  warning  at  Dead  Plan’s  Curve  has  been 
presented  to  the  State’s  Chief  Highway  Engineer  by  the  Board. 

Study  of  the  improvement  of  Lake  Shore  Drive  around

Dudley  Pond  was  temporarily  laid  aside  but  it  is  hoped  to 
resume  it  in  1947. 

Other  Matters 

No  development  of  importance  has  taken  place  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  proposed  by-pass  on  Route  20,  the 
State  Road,  but  the  Board  has  kept  regularly  in  touch  with  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  and  action  is  anticipated 
before  another  year  has  passed. 

Frank  Tarr,  representing  the  Board,  has  served  on  the 
special  committee  on  water  extension.  The  Board  joined  other 
town  officers  in  the  petition  for  a bus  line  to  Framingham  via 
Old  Connecticut  Path. 

Other  problems  confronting  the  town  too  numerous  for 
specific  mention  have  been  considered  and  we  appreciate  the 
many  suggestions  of  interested  citizens. 

Need  for  Manual  of  Practice 

One  need  which  is  constantly  evident  is  for  a manual, 
available  to  all  who  can  use  it,  to  contain  all  the  by-laws  and 
regulations  of  the  town  and  its  governing  bodies.  Regulations 
might  well  be  prepared  by  all  boards  now  lacking  them  which 
would  make  it  possible  for  a citizen  or  business  man  dealing 
with  the  town  to  know  precisely  what  he  has  to  do  to  conform 
to  the  town’s  practice  and  what  costs  he  must  meet. 

Thanks 

Our  thanks  is  especially  due  to  the  Town  Counsel  for  his 
very  helpful  assistance  in  the  legal  aspect  of  our  work  on  by- 
laws and  regulations.  We  particularly  value  the  assistance  year 
after  year  of  our  engineer,  Mr.  Everett  Brooks,  whose  help 
often  goes  so  far  beyond  what  we  can  properly  compensate  him 
for. 

We  appreciate  the  co-operation  of  the  Selectmen,  Asses- 
sors, the  Highway  Department,  Water  Board,  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  other  officers  who  have  from  time  to  time  met  and 
consulted  with  us.  It  is  such  working  together,  with  the  sup- 
port of  interested  citizens  that  will  make  the  Wayland  of  the 
future  a beautiful,  desirable  and  economically  operated  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


The  Fire  Engineers  organized  as  follows  for  1946: 
Theodore  H.  Harrington,  Chief 
Ernest  H.  Damon,  Deputy  Chief,  and  Clerk  of  the

caused  hy  the  resignation  of  Thomas  E.  Hynes 
Frank  H,  Carter,  Clerk  of  the  Wayland  Company 

The  Wayland  Fire  Department  had  the  busiest  year  on 
record.  The  two  companies  answered  a total  of  157  calls,  as 
compared  to  73  in  1945. 

This  goes  to  show  how  unpredictable  is  the  setting  up  of  a 
budget  to  care  for  the  needs  of  a volunteer  department. 

There  was  a large  increase  in  fires  where  buildings  were 
involved.  This  included  chimney  fires  and  oil  burner  fires, 
making  a total  of  32  calls  compared  to  19  in  1945. 

In  June,  there  was  a disastrous  fire  in  the  River  View  sec- 
tion which  destroyed  three  cottages,  due  to  lack  of  available 
water  supply.  This  situation  has  been  partly  remedied  by  the 
installation  of  a water  hole,  and  by  building  a road  to  the  Sud- 
bury River.  These  improvements  have  partly  remedied  the 
situation  but  still  necessitate  the  laying  of  long  lines  of  hose. 
The  final  and  real  solution  will  be  the  installation  of  fire  hy- 
drants. 

There  were  18  calls  to  dump  fires.  This  has  caused  too 
large  an  item  of  expense,  and  it  would  seem  that  more  constant 
supervision  of  these  sites  would  prevent  the  existing  hazard  by 
proper  burning  in  the  day  time,  and  stop  the  heavy  mantle  of 
smoke  which  overhangs  the  Cochituate  section  during  the  night. 

Woods  and  grass  fires  accounted  for  60  alarms,  most  of 
which  occurred  in  the  Spring.  There  was  a large  number  of 
calls  for  various  causes,  principally  of  an  emergency  nature; 
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such  as,  drownings,  gas  leak,  lost  child,  out-of-town  calls,  fallen 
wires,  cars  in  the  Sudbury  River,  and  auto  fires  due  to  collisions. 

The  Cochituate  station  is  in  a very  bad  state  of  repair  and 
unless  other  quarters  are  available  before  long,  extensive  repairs 
will  have  to  be  made.  The  building  does  not  warrant  the  expen- 
diture of  any  large  amount  of  money,  due  to  the  age  of  the 
building  and  the  type  of  construction.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  DEPARTMENT 


The  insects  doing  damage  to  trees  were  very  numerous 
again  this  year.  The  tent  caterpillar  was  not  too  bad.  The 
spraying  done  last  year  helped  a lot.  The  Gypsy  moth  was 
very  bad  in  some  parts  of  the  north  end  of  town.  The  Elm 
beetle  was  very  bad  this  year  but  the  roadsides  were  controlled 
with  but  little  damage. 

Most  of  the  large  elms  of  the  town  were  sprayed  twice. 
Spraying  early  in  the  morning  before  traffic  was  heavy  was  tried 
on  the  main  streets  this  year.  The  results  were  better  and  time 
saved.  This  saving  gave  us  time  to  do  more  of  the  trees  twice, 
for  better  control. 

It  was  rainy  through  the  spray-season,  but  not  so  bad  as 
it  was  last  year. 

You  might  be  interested  to  know  that  it  took  44,800  gallons 
of  spray  to  do  the  job  this  year.

The  Building  Inspection  Department  submits  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1946.

The  total  estimated  cost  of  new  buildings  and  alterations 
was  $221,075.00  which  was  $130,000.00  more  than  the  best  pre- 
vious year  which  was  1941 — the  year  which  this  department  was 
inaugurated. 

On  March  26,  1946,  the  Civilian  Production  Administra- 
tion called  a halt  to  all  civilians  wanting  to  build  new  homes. 
However,  where  an  extreme  hardship  existed,  civilians  were 
granted  permission  and  all  the  other  building  in  the  town  was 
for  veterans.  Civilians  who  owned  land  and  had  a cellar  ex- 
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cavated  before  March  26  were  also  given  permission  to  con- 
tinue the  building  without  priority-assistance.  The  order 
against  a civilian  huilding  program  was  rescinded  during  the 
month  of  December  1946. 

Under  the  Sections  1 to  ?>  inclusive  of  Chapter  139  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  Sections  6 to  11  in- 
clusive of  Chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws,  two  dwellings  were 
condemned  due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  dangerous  to  life  and 
limh,  and  a fire  menace.  One  dwelling  was  ruined  by  fire  and 
was  beyond  repair.  The  other  dwelling  was  torn  down  and 
rebuilt  on  the  lot  it  had  occu])ied,  and  it  now  conforms  to  the 
Zoning  and  Building  Codes. 

With  material  and  labor  scarcer  perhaps  in  most  cases  than 
during  the  war  years,  the  citizens  of  all  communities  of  the 
town  are  to  he  commended  for  the  time  and  effort  spent  in 
building  their  new  homes,  or  in  the  alterations  for  improvement. 

Fees  collected  from  both  wiring  and  building  permits  dur- 
ing 1946  amounted  to  $364.00  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

The  Building  Department  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank 
the  town  officials,  and  citizens  who  have  helped  in  the  affairs  of 
this  office  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Road  Commissioners  have  held  several  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year.  Two  were  held  with  the  Finance  Committee  and 
one  with  the  Planning  Board.  Mr.  Albert  E.  Potvin  was  ap- 
pointed Superintendent  of  Highways  and. from  our  observation 
and  comments  of  the  townspeople  we  believe  the  appointment 
has  been  very  well  received. 

The  fall  of  snow  during  the  winter  of  1945-1946  was  very 
heavy  which  resulted  in  a great  many  repairs  to  trucks  and  road 
machinery. 

The  road  construction  under  Chapter  90,  on  Connecticut 
Path  is  nearly  complete.  The  oiling  and  resurfacing  will  be 
done  in  the  spring. 

Real  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  drainage  on  Pelham 
Island  Road  and  quite  a bit  of  money  was  spent  on  that  project. 
The  road  was  in  terrible  condition  every  spring  and  we  believe 
the  money  was  well  spent. 

All  the  road  employees  including  the  Superintendent  re- 
ceived an  increase  in  wages.  This  seems  to  be  in  line  with  what 
every  other  town  and  municipality  is  doing. 

With  the  increase  in  wages,  higher  cost  of  material,  equip- 
ment, and  repair  bills,  the  efficiency  of  our  appropriation  for 
1946  was  greatly  reduced.  At  the  special  town  meeting  October 
9,  $2500.00  was  voted  for  additional  highway  use  but  this  vote 
was  later  declared  invalid  by  Commissioner  Long,  and  as  a 
result  of  this  declaration  many  projects  had  to  be  abandoned.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


I wish  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Highway  De- 
partment for  the  year  1946. 

Work  clone  under  the  General  Highway  appropriation  con- 
sisted of  the  necessary  gravelling,  roadside  cleaning,  brush  cut- 
ting, guard  rail  repairs,  cleaning  of  drainage  systems  and  bitu- 
minous surface  treatments,  for  which  18,000  gallons  of  Bitu- 
minous materials  were  used. 

The  severity  of  the  past  winter  caused  considerable  break- 
up to  road  surfaces  in  the  early  spring,  resulting  in  a large 
increase  in  the  cost  of  repairs.  One  of  the  major  break-ups  was 
on  Pelham  Island  Road,  bringing  to  a climax  a condition  which 
has  been  growing  worse  for  years.  This  condition  was  due  to 
numerous  springs,  making  it  necessary,  in  the  past,  to  block  off 
one  ide  of  the  road  at  this  time  of  year.  In  attempting  to  cor- 
rect this  situation,  1800  ft.  of  side  drain,  consisting  of  trap  rock 
and  6 inch  concrete  pipe,  has  been  constructed.  In  addition, 
2800  ft.  of  road  has  been  widened,  gravelled  and  surfaced.  Due 
to  the  wet  condition  of  this  area,  it  may  prove  necessary,  at 
some  time  in  the  future,  to  construct  a similar  drain  on  the  other 
side  of  the  road. 

A decrease  in  the  General  Highway  appropriation,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  unforeseen  expense  of  Pelham  Island  Road  and  in- 
creased costs  of  labor  and  materials,  limited  our  resurfacing 
program.  At  this  time,  I would  like  to  recommend  a substan- 
tial increase  in  the  Highway  appropriation  so  that  the  town 
roads  and  sidewalks  may  be  properly  maintained  and  improved. 
Many  of  our  surfaced  roads  are  in  need  of  treatment  and  we 
also  have  approximately  12  miles  of  unsurfaced  roads,  several 
of  which  are  in  poor  condition.  These  unsurfaced  roads  should 
be  made  of  uniform  width,  gravelled  and  treated  with  bitumin- 
ous materials. 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  two  sections  of  Sudbury 
Road  were  gravelled,  reshaped  and  surfaced.  On  Common- 
wealth Road,  West,  800  ft.  of  cable  guard  rail  has  been  erected 
to  replace  the  old  wooden  guard  rail. 
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Most  of  the  work  on  section  2 of  Old  Connecticut  Path, 
under  Chapter  90  Construction,  has  been  completed.  Due  to  the 
late  starting  date,  work  under  this  contract  had  to  be  ])OStponed, 
to  be  resumed  as  soon  as  weather  permits. 

A new  2-ton  Truck  has  been  on  order  for  several  months, 
but  due  to  prevailing  conditions,  has  not  as  yet  been  delivered. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the 
co-operation  of  the  Road  Commissioners,  and  especially  for  the 
loyalty  of  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department  who  are  willing 
to  give  their  best  at  any  and  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


Somewhat  unexpectedly,  this  year  has  continued  to  be  a 
year  with  almost  as  little  general  relief  as  was  necessary  in  war 
time.  High  employment  has  continued,  and  it  has  been  unneces- 
sary to  expend  all  the  funds  appropriated. 

On  the  other  hand,  as  expected,  old  age  assistance  and  aid 
to  dependent  children  continues  to  increase  substantially  in  the 
amount  of  aid  given;  and  in  the  former  case  it  was  only  just 
possible  to  keep  the  necessary  amount  expended  within  the  ap- 
propriation. There  is  now  comparatively  little  flexibility  or 
little  opportunity  for  the  local  board  to  control  these  cases,  since 
almost  all  items  in  these  two  categories  are  based  upon  the 
State  Budget,  to  which  it  is  necessary  to  conform  to  maintain 
our  right  to  reimbursement  from  the  State.  If  legislation  does 
not  further  liberalize  the  law,  the  amount  per  case  will  not 
change  much,  unless  the  cost  of  living  causes  the  State  to  in- 
crease the  budget.  It  is,  however,  our  belief  that  the  tendency 
of  the  load  to  increase  will  be  more  apparent  in  the  near  future 
than  it  has  in  the  last  few  years.  We  believe  that  we  shall  be 
fortunate  if  we  can  keep  the  load  in  old  age  assistance  much 
below  one  hundred  cases.

REPORT  OF  THE  MIDDLESEX  COUNTY 
EXTENSION  SERVICE  -1946 


Food  Production  was  of  the  utmost  importance  during 
1946  and  the  main  effort  of  the  Extension  Service  was  along 
this  line.  Through  meetings,  radio,  farm  and  home  visits, 
county  bulletin,  news  releases  and  calls  in  person  and  by  tele- 
phone at  the  office,  assistance  was  given  to  as  many  people  as 
possible. 

Fruit  growers  this  year  were  interested  especially  in  know- 
ing more  about  frost  damage  and  its  prevention  and  the  latest 
materials  to  use  in  spraying  to  overcome  insects  and  diseases. 
Because  of  the  wet  season,  there  was  a severe  infestation  of 
scab  and  growers  required  all  the  assistance  possible  to  produce 
a good  quality  crop.  Twilight  meetings  of  interest  to  local 
growers  were  held  in  various  parts  of  the  county.  Information 
was  sent  out  to  local  papers  and  through  town  libraries  as  well 
as  over  the  radio  to  help  all  those  interested  in  home  gardens. 

Three  projects  were  emphasized  to  assist  those  interested 
in  poultry — namly,  Better  Use  of  Ranges ; Brooding  and  Rear- 
ing; Disease  Control  and  Sanitation. 

Of  interest  to  dairymen,  the  Selective  Breeding  Associa- 
tion and  the  Herd  Improvement  Association  were  developed 
and  expanded  during  the  year. 

Because  of  the  many  food  shortages  experienced  during 
the  year,  homemakers  were  given  assistance  to  help  them  in 
problems  in  feeding  their  families  the  right  foods  essential  to 
health  despite  the  shortages.  Demonstrations  and  illustrated 
talks  were  given  on : When  Meat  Is  Scarce ; Sugar-Saving 

Desserts;  Use  of  Available  Foods;  Oil-Sparing  Salad  Dress- 
ings. Homemakers  were  interested  in  clothing  renovation  and 
Short  Cuts  and  Speed  Tricks  in  clothing  construction.  Food 
preservation  was  the  main  project  followed  during  the  summer 
to  assist  homemakers  in  the  best  procedure  to  insure  satisfac- 
tion in  home  canning  and  preparation  of  foods  for  freezing. 
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4-H  Club  work  was  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  two 
4-H  Committees,  of  which  Mrs.  Albert  Sanderson  was  chair- 
man in  Wayland  Center  and  Elmer  Bigwood,  chairman  in 
Cochituate.  Clothing  clubs  were  led  by  Mrs.  Mary  Petronio, 
Mrs.  Charles  Buswell  and  Mrs.  Fred  Gelinas ; knitting  clubs  by 
Mrs.  Leonice  Beatson  and  Miss  Frances  Shufelt;  foods  and 
craft  clubs  by  Miss  Eleanor  Curley;  clothing  and  canning  by 
Mrs.  Leslie  Reid  ; and  agricultural  clubs  for  boys  and  girls  in- 
terested in  gardening,  poultry  and  livestock  by  Fern  Taylor  and 
Mrs.  Albert  Sanderson.  Mary  Reid  was  a blue  ribbon  winner 
in  the  County  Dress  Revue.  Joseph  Vacaro  was  awarded  $5. 
by  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  Promoting  Agricutlure  on  his 
excellent  work  in  poultry.

Certificates 
of  birth  and  vaccination  shall  be  required  at  the  time  of  entrance.

WBZ,  WNAC  and  WEEI  will  broadcast  the  no-school 
announcement  between  7 .<X)  and  8:00  A.  M.  In  addition  two 
blasts  will  be  sounded  on  the  fire  alarm  in  Way  land  and  five 
blasts  in  Cochituate  at  7 :30  A.  M.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the 
School  Department,  however,  to  order  the  no-school  signal  only 
in  the  most  severe  weather  conditions  or  when  the  transporta- 
tion system  is  disrupted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee, 

Wayland,  Massachusetts.  ^ 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  to  you  and  the  citizens  of 
Wayland  my  third  annual  report. 

Today  there  is  a mounting  tide  of  sentiment  in  behalf  of 
better  schools.  It  swells  from  the  ranks  of  citizens  in  every 
American  community  who  recognize  more  clearly  than  ever 
that  a high  level  of  universal  education  is  indispensable  to  the 
solution  of  the  basic  problems  of  national  and  world  citizenship. 
In  underwriting  adequate  school  programs,  cost  factors  must  be 
faced  squarely  now,  or  our  post-war  youth  may  be  unduly 
penalized  in  a society  demanding  this  education  on  an  ever  in- 
creasing scale.  This  report,  therefore,  centers  on  an  analysis  of 
our  budget  in  attempting  to  provide  support  in  the  two  areas  of 
greatest  cost — salaries  and  buildings. 

SALARIES 

In  1946  instructional  salaries  'constituted  approximately 
65%  of  the  budget.  Salaries  of  all  School  Department  per- 
sonnel totaled  75%.  Our  proposed  1947  budget  retains  these 
percentages  which  are  in  line  with  state  and  national  averages. 
The  major  problem,  however,  is  not  the  salary  proportion  of  the 
over-all  budget,  but  rather  the  salary  of  the  individual  teacher. 
Nationally  we  are  faced  with  an  acute  shortage  of  qualified  in- 
structors. Sixty  thousand  teaching  positions  were  unfilled  this 
year,  and  one  teacher  in  ten  held  his  position  on  an  emergency 
certificate.  This  grave  situation  is  the  result  of  a chain  of  eco- 
nomic circumstances.  For  many  years  teaching  has  been  a poor- 
ly paid  public  service,  and  a large  majority  of  our  teachers  have 
lived  on  the  border-line  of  economic  respectability.  War-time 
inflation  followed  by  post-war  inflation  and  the  consequent 
shrinkage  of  the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  has  accelerated 
the  migration  of  teachers  into  more  lucrative  fields. 
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As  an  example  of  the  wage  clififerential  existing  in  a com- 
parable field,  the  minimum  professional  salary  in  the  federal 
service  is  $2,645.  The  average  for  all  professional  workers  in 
the  federal  government  is  $4,150  as  compared  with  $2,000  for 
teachers.  A profession,  one-half  of  whose  number  receives  less 
than  $2,000,  no  longer  can  attract  or  hold  capable  people.  The 
result  has  been  a large  annual  turnover — more  than  we  would 
tolerate  in  business.  This  year  nine  staff  changes  occurred  in 
Wayland.  A breakdown  shows  one  retirement,  one  marriage, 
and  seven  resignations  to  accept  higher  paying  positions.  The 
average  salary  increase  offered  to  the  seven  teachers  who  left 
the  Wayland  Public  Schools  was  $750. 


In  an  citort  to  correct  the  above  conditions,  the  School 
Department  has  continued  its  policy  of  promoting  more  equit- 
able salaries  for  all  employees.  At  joint  meetings  of  the 
Teachers’  Salary  Committee  and  the  School  Committee,  the  fol- 
lowing preparational-type  single  salary  schedule  was  agreed 
upon  and  adopted.

At  this  time  such  a schedule  places  Wayland  approximately 
at  the  median  salary  level  in  comparably  sized  communities.  The 
present  national  trend  strongly  indicates  the  need  of  continually 
upgrading  schedules  such  as  ours.  In  November,  California 
took  the  national  lead  when  its  voters  overwhelmingly  approved 
a minimum  salary  of  $2,400  for  all  teachers. 


In  supporting  our  program  of  education,  the  Town  under- 
writes approximately  93%  of  the  cost  and  the  State  contributes 
the  fractional  7%.  If  the  quality  of  our  schools  is  to  be  im- 
proved, as  suggested,  there  must  be  increased  State  support 
and  an  extension  of  federal  participation  in  the  financing  of 
public  education.  That  these  outside  sources  of  revenue  will 
increase  seems  almost  a certainty  in  the  immediate  future. 


BUILDINGS 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Department  for  1944 
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and  1945,  mention  was  made  of  the  proposed  building  program. 
The  summary  of  that  program  is  presented  below :

Proposed  Building  Program

In  September,  738  students  enrolled  in  the  W'ayland  Public 
Schools  as  follows:  Center  School  261,  Cochituate  School  289, 
High  School  188.  This  enrollment  represents  capacity  opera- 
tion on  some  grade  levels  and  overcrowding  on  others.  Our 
first  grades  opened  with  45  students  in  each  room.  The  ideal 
pupil-teacher  load  is  20  students  and,  although  the  present  state 
average  approximates  33,  it  is  particularly  important  to  have 
small  classes  on  the  beginning  grade  levels.  An  enrollment 
breakdown  of  our  elementary  schools  shows  three  classrooms 
in  the  25-29  bracket  (smallest  class — 27),  five  in  the  30-34 
bracket,  six  in  the  35-39  bracket,  and  two  in  the  40-45  bracket 
(largest  class — 45).  The  mode  of  this  distribution  falls  in  the 
35-39  grouping  with  the  average  class  size  at  35  pupils. 
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A temporary  adjustment  is  planned  for  September,  1947 
when  the  Remedial  Clinic  in  the  Cochituate  School  will  he  con- 
verted into  a first  grade  classroom.  Distributing  35  students 
to  each  teacher,  a caj)acity  of  105  students  may  he  cared  for 
next  year.  The  Clinic  Teacher  will  divide  her  time  equally 
between  the  Cochituate  and  Center  Schools  using  offices  and 
special  rooms  for  temporary  quarters. 

At  best  this  housing  arrangement  does  not  lend  itself  to 
efficient  operation  and  with  the  greatly  increased  number  of 
births  during  the  war  and  the  post-war  building  boom  already 
underway,  the  prospects  of  increasing  enrollments  are  more 
than  probable.  Faced  with  similarly  critical  needs  many  com- 
munities have  established  priorities  for  each  de])artment  in  the 
planned  capital  outlay  program.  This  year  a neighboring  town 
of  equal  size  appropriated  $500,000  for  its  future  school  build- 
ing program. 

As  outlined  in  the  above  summary,  step  one  seems  to  he  the 
addition  to  the  Fligh  School  to  meet  very  apparent  needs  on  the 
secondary  level  and  to  make  immediately  possible  our  transfer 
in  structure  to  a 6-6  system.  This  would  establish  the  Cochit- 
uate and  Center  Buildings  as  six-year  elementary  schools  and 
the  High  School  as  a six-year  secondary  school  housing  grades 
seven  through  twelve. 

Material  shortages  and  general  labor  conditions  make  it 
exceptionally  difficult  to  estimate  the  cost  of  such  a project.  If 
construction  could  be  planned  now  and  completed  for  the  Fall 
opening  in  1948  or  1949,  the  approximate  cost  in  1947  dollars 
would  be  $335,000. 

Step  two  in  the  long-range  planning  ]>rogram  would  care 
for  the  building  needs  in  Cochituate.  Again  in  terms  of  ap- 
approximate  cost,  this  project  would  total  $220,000.  Both  of 
these  estimates  are  based  on  second-class  construction  arranged 
under  two  coefficients — 88  cents  per  cubic  foot  for  classroom 
space  and  the  like,  and  82  cents  per  cubic  foot  for  the  enlarged 
gymnasium-auditorium  space.  Without  doubt,  building  aid  will 
be  forthcoming  from  state  and  federal  sources  At  the  present 
time,  the  Federal  Works  Agency  allows  a town  to  borrow  mon- 
ies without  interest  for  such  building  plans. 

A comprehensive  and  exhaustive  consideration  of  the  prob- 
lems of  the  School  Department’s  organization  is  not  possible  in 
the  limited  space  of  this  report.  In  giving  an  account  of  our 
stewardship  in  1946,  it  is  necessary  therefore,  to  differentiate 
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and  select  the  content,  giving  only  brief  treatment  to  some  of 
our  activities. 

Plant 

The  planned  program  of  building  improvements  and  the 
installation  of  suitable  equipment  in  our  schools  has  been  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year.  At  the  High  School,  the  following 
projects  were  completed:  (1)  Basement  vents  were  installed. 
(2)  An  athletic  storage  cage  was  constructed  in  the  locker  room 
for  physical  education  equipment.  (3)  In  order  to  improve  the 
hot  water  system  for  showers,  an  automatic  gas  hot  water 
heater  was  installed  and  is  proving  effective.  (4)  Double  seat- 
ing has  been  eliminated  and  desks  have  now'  been  placed  in 
single  aisle  fashion  where  necessary  throughout  the  building. 
(5)  Under  needed  equipment  an  Ediphone  was  purchased  for 
the  Commercial  Department,  which  will  aid  in  teaching  modern 
office  techniques  of  transcription.  A Rex-o-graph  machine  was 
purchased  for  duplication  purposes.  The  schools  now  have 
facilities  for  spirit  process  duplication,  gelatin  process  duplica- 
tion and  mimeographing.  The  intallation  of  a safe  in  the  office 
completed  the  equipment  purchases  for  the  High  School. 

At  the  Cochituate  and  Center  Schools,  the  macadamizing 
of  the  areas  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  these  buildings  was 
completed.  This  now  means  that  hard-surface  play  areas  are 
available,  and  custodial  problems  which  resulted  from  the  daily 
tracking  of  mud  and  gravel  into  the  buildings  have  been  reduced 
to  a minimum.  At  the  Cochituate  School  the  grass  plots  on  the 
north  and  south  sides  of  the  building  have  been  landscaped.  The 
School  Department  is  deeply  appreciative  of  the  civic  efforts  on 
the  part  of  the  Cochituate  Garden  Club  in  assisting  in  this 
landscaping  program. 

At  the  Center  School  the  installation  of  electric  clocks  com- 
pletes the  School  Department’s  modernization  program  in  this 
field. 

Physical  Education 

This  year  men  teachers  were  introduced  on  the  junior  high 
school  level,  two  being  assigned  to  the  Cochituate  School  and 
two  to  the  Center  School.  This  assignment  has  proved  advan- 
tageous in  general  building  supervision,  assisting  the  principals 
in  each  of  the  buildings,  and  also  in  carrying  out  our  expanded 
physical  education  curriculum.  At  the  High  School,  an  assistant 
coach  has  been  added  to  the  varsity  coaching  staff,  and  the  suc- 
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cess  of  the  program  is  already  seen  and  is  treated  more  com- 
prehensively in  the  Headmaster’s  report. 

The  gap  caused  by  the  lack  of  a girls’  physical  education 
supervisor  in  grades  one  through  twelve  has  been  filled  with  the 
appointment  of  an  instructor  in  Se])tember.  A more  purpose- 
ful program  is  now  planned  for  all  girls  in  physical  education. 

The  athletic  field  grading  project  presently  under  the  joint 
supervision  of  the  School  and  Park  Departments  is  progressing 
and  when  completed  will  aid  immeasurably  in  the  planned  ex- 
pansion of  the  sports  and  recreation  program. 

Health 

A clinical  program  caring  for  both  elementary  schools  by 
means  of  weekly  dental  clinics  was  established  in  September. 
Already  the  advantages  over  the  alternate  week  system  of  clin- 
ics are  clearly  demonstrated  in  improved  teeth  and  general 
health. 

The  chest  x-ray  clinic  underwritten  by  the  Middlesex 
Health  Association  operated  successfully  again  this  year.  Fresh- 
men and  seniors  in  high  school  and  all  new  students  to  the 
school  this  year  were  x-rayed  in  addition  to  all  members  of  the 
school  stafif.  Once  again  the  records  showed  that  not  a single 
case  of  adult  type  tuberculosis  existed. 

Following  the  recommendations  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Health,  an  additional  toxoid  clinic  was  held  this  year  in  order 
to  give  an  immunization  booster  to  all  students.  This  was  done 
because  of  the  spread  of  diphtheria  throughout  the  state.  At 
the  present  time,  300  cases  have  been  reported. 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Testing  Program  has  been  made 
more  efifective  through  the  purchase  of  suitable  equipment.  The 
School  Department  is  grateful  to  the  local  Committees  of  the 
Salvation  Army  who  were  responsible  for  this  purchase. 

School  Lunch 

At  the  beginning  of  this  school  year,  a federal  subsidy 
school  lunch  program  was  introduced  in  the  High  School. 
Through  this  assistance,  a “Type  A”  hot  lunch  is  served  similar 
to  the  type  offered  students  in  the  Wayland  Center  Building. 
The  Cochituate  School  continues  to  operate  under  the  “Type 
C”  program,  and  although  this  is  proving  worthwhile,  the 
School  Department  looks  forward  to  the  day  when  a building 
addition  will  allow  for  cafeteria  facilities. 
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Penmanship 

In  order  to  improve  penmanship,  a supervisor  has  been 
assigned  to  the  elementary  schools.  The  Rinehart  Functional 
Handwriting  vSystem  will  be  taught.  This  system  has  proved 
most  satisfactory  in  many  Massachusetts  and  New  England 
communities  and  considerable  improvement  should  be  realized 
by  the  end  of  the  present  school  year.  IMany  business  men  have 
justifiably  complained  over  the  rather  poor  handwriting  demon- 
strated by  the  average  American  student.  It  is  our  hope  that 
this  condition  will  he  corrected  by  means  of  this  added  super- 
vision. 

As  stated  above,  in  a report  of  this  type  omissions  must  he 
made  because  of  the  many  phases  in  the  field  of  school  admin- 
istration and  the  need  for  space  conservation.  Only  citizen 
visitation  to  our  many  departments  will  give  a complete  picture. 
This  visitation  we  wholeheartedly  encourage. 

In  closing  may  I first  express  my  appreciation  to  our 
teachers  who,  although  beckoned  by  more  remunerative  oppor- 
tunities, have  held  to  their  positions.  Teaching  is  indeed  an 
essential  occupation.  It  is  in  a real  sense  a war  and  post-war 
service  to  one-fifth  of  the  population,  and,  as  such,  is  a profes- 
sion of  primary  importance.  In  a year  replete  with  the  dis- 
ruptions of  a world  returning  to  peace,  our  obligations  have 
increased  multi-fold.  To  the  end  that  these  obligations  be  suc- 
cessfully fulfilled,  our  staff  dedicates  itself  to  the  year  ahead. 

To  the  School  Committee,  the  entire  school  staff,  and  the 
citizens  of  M'ayland,  I am  deeply  indebted  and  express  humble 
appreciation  for  unfailing  consideration.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I am  happy  to  present  to  you  the  report  on  activities  at 
Wayland  High  School  for  the  year  1946.  Entering  a different 
system  in  the  midst  of  the  school  year  is  often  a trying  and 
difficult  adjustment.  However,  the  friendliness  and  cooperation 
of  W'^ayland  High  School  pupils  and  teachers  have  been  such 
that  the  transition  has  been  both  easy  and  pleasant.  I am  deeply 
impressed  by  the  high  morale  and  spirit  of  cooperation  which  is 
evidenced  in  all  school  activities.  I wish  to  thank  the  citizens 
of  the  community  for  their  helpful  interest  and  whole-hearted 
support. 

The  Program  of  Studies 

Since  the  war,  the  eyes  of  all  thoughtful  citizens  have  been 
focused  upon  the  problems,  needs,  and  changing  concepts  in 
public  education.  The  high  school,  as  it  existed  twenty- five 
years  ago,  can  no  longer  be  considered  adequate  for  preparing 
modern  youth  for  successful  and  satisfying  participation  in  a 
rapidly  changing  society.  The  high  school  of  today  must  pro- 
vide a broad  educational  background  for  responsible  citizenship. 
It  must  offer  opportunities  for  youth  to  participate  in  solving 
his  personal,  social,  and  academic  problems.  It  must  promote 
an  atmosphere  wherein  students  are  constantly  required  to  exer- 
cise discriminating  thought  and  purposeful  activity. 

In  1914  only  fifty  percent  of  American  youth  went  beyond 
the  sixth  grade.  Today,  because  of  improved  educational  facil- 
ities and  stricter  laws  pertaining  to  child  labor  and  school 
attendance,  the  majority  of  boys  and  girls  remain  in  school  until 
at  least  the  tenth  grade.  Hence,  the  high  school  of  today  is  in 
fact  a school  for  all  the  children  of  all  the  people.  Its  popula- 
tion consists  of  pupils  who  vary  widely  in  their  abilities,  needs, 
interests,  and  vocational  education,  some  for  specialized  busi- 
ness activity,  some  .for  trade  or  agriculture,  and  some  do  not 
attain  clearly  defined  objectives  until  late  in  their  high  school 
career.

While  preparation  for  college  or  for  a vocation  is  still  an 
important  factor  in  high-school  education,  the  primary  function 
of  the  high  school  today  is  to  develop  a background  of  skill, 
awareness,  understanding,  and  interest  which  will  enable  young 
people  to  do  better  those  things  which  they  will  be  required  to 
do  anyway.  These  include  the  study  and  understanding  of  the 
problems  involved  in  establishing  a home,  assuming  parental 
responsibilities,  becoming  wise  and  discriminating  consumers, 
good  neighbors,  and  alert,  thoughtful,  useful  citizens.  These 
are  responsibilities  which  every  American  youth  must  assume, 
no  matter  what  profession  or  vocation  he  may  choose  to  follow. 
The  modern  high  school  must  offer  more  and  more  opportunities 
for  the  student  to  participate  in  activities  which  will  develop 
sound  personality  and  character,  a respect  for  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  others,  and  a broad  understanding  of  social  respon- 
sibility. To  attain  these  objectives,  the  high  school  program 
must  shift  its  center  of  gravity  from  subject  matter  to  the 
learner,  from  the  imposition  of  factual  teaching  to  participation 
in  the  learning  experience,  from  limited,  prescribed  courses  to 
a flexible  and  functional  program  of  activity  and  experience. 

The  evolution  of  an  improved  curriculum  is  a slow  and 
continuous  process.  In  the  spring  and  fall  of  this  year  a num- 
ber of  faculty  meetings  were  held  to  study  the  needs  for  cur- 
riculum revision  at  Way  land  High  School.  One  outcome  of 
this  study  was  the  publication  of  a mimeographed  bulletin 
entitled  “A  Program  of  Studies  at  Wayland  High  School.” 
These  were  distributed  to  all  upper  classmen  and  eighth  graders 
about  to  enter  the  Freshmen  Class.  In  this  bulletin  various 
subject  offerings  were  described.  Restrictive  courses,  such  as 
college  and  commercial,  were  dropped  in  favor  of  a general 
course  which  permits  a wide  choice  of  educational  activity  for 
all  students.  It  should  not  be  inferred  from  this  statement  that 
subjects  which  prepare  for  college  and  business  have  been 
dropped  from  the  curriculum,  but  rather  that  set  combinations 
of  such  subjects  are  no  longer  required.  In  this  plan  each 
individual,  under  careful  guidance,  is  able  to  plan  a course  of 
study  which  will  fulfill  his  own  needs  and  objectives. 

Several  courses  of  a general  nature  have  been  introduced. 
Home  IMechanics  surveys  the  basic  elements  of  woodworking, 
metalworking,  painting,  plumbing,  and  electricity  in  such  a way 
as  to  provide  not  only  an  informational  background,  but  also  to 
achieve  skills  which  can  be  put  to  immediate  use  in  making 
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simple  household  repairs  and  adjustments.  In  school  this  group 
has  built  yard  markers  for  our  football  field,  built  and  painted 
scenery  for  school  plays,  and  assisted  in  making  repairs  about 
the  school.  During  the  Community  Chest  drive  they  assisted 
the  local  committee  by  building  and  erecting  display  posters. 
One  serious  handicap  to  the  work  of  this  course  is  the  lack  of 
proper  shop  facilities.  We  are  hoping  that  in  the  near  future 
such  facilities  will  be  made  available. 

A course  in  Consumer  Economics  deals  primarily  with  the 
problems  of  the  consumer.  It  includes  units  on  managing  one’s 
own  finances,  on  buying  and  using  goods  and  services,  on  social 
security,  group  insurance,  budgeting,  etc.  In  October  the  Con- 
sumer Economics  Class  instituted  a cooperative  store  known  as 
“\\^ay-Co.”  The  financing  and  management  of  this  enterprise 
has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  students  under  the  guidance  of 
their  teacher.  The  stock  consists  largely  of  school  supplies  and 
novelties.  To  date  the  venture  has  proved  most  successful  both 
in  terms  of  financial  profit  and  service  to  the  school. 

A class  in  Reading  Improvement  has  been  introduced  to 
assist  pupils  who  are  retarded  in  reading  speed,  vocabulary,  or 
comprehension.  Standardized  tests  have  been  given  to  deter- 
mine specific  weaknesses,  and  remedial  teaching  is  given 
wherever  necessary.  Already  some  members  of  the  class  have 
shown  marked  improvement  in  other  studies  which  require  con- 
siderable reading. 

Refresher  Arithmetic  is  offered  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who 
are  taking  no  formal  course  in  mathematics,  but  who  exhibit  a 
need  or  desire  to  improve  their  speed  and  accuracy  in  the  funda- 
mentals or  arithmetic. 

Typing  for  personal  use  is  offered  to  pupils  who,  having  no 
intention  of  making  secretarial  work  a career,  nevertheless 
desire  to  learn  to  operate  a typewriter  with  reasonable  speed  and 
facility  for  thir  own  personal  use.  These  classes  are  very  popu- 
lar with  the  student  body  and  now  have  an  enrollment  of  over 
forty  pupils. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

The  high-school  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in 
September  was  one  hundred  eighty-eight  pupils,  thirty-two 
more  than  last  spring.  A senior  class  of  thirty-three  members 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  largest  graduating  classes  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  school.  It  also  indicates  a decrease  in  the  rate  of 
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withdrawal  from  school  prior  to  graduation.  Included  in  the 
enrollment  this  year  are  five  veterans  of  World  War  II.  These 
young  men  have  foregone  many  o])portunities  to  earn  lucrative 
wages  in  order  to  finish  their  high-school  education.  They  are 
maintaining  a high  grade  of  scholarship  and  have  proved  a 
definite  asset  to  the  school  morale,  as  their  seriousness  of  pur- 
pose and  appreciation  of  the  values  of  education  have  proved  an 
inspiration  to  many  of  our  younger  and  less  mature  students. 

Attendance  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  at  about 
95%.  The  record  of  94%  for  the  month  of  December  was 
particularly  gratifying,  being  the  highest  on  record  for  this 
month.  \\A  are  striving  to  reduce  the  number  of  cases  of  tardi- 
ness which  are  still  too  numerous. 

The  Testing  Program 

In  the  fail  of  1945  the  Iowa  Educational  Development  Test 
was  given  to  all  high-school  pupils.  This  test  was  primarily  an 
achievement  test,  the  results  of  which  have  been  most  helpful 
in  determining  the  immediate  needs  of  our  pupils  and  indicating 
to  what  degree  certain  curriculum  revisions  and  teaching  tech- 
niques should  be  modified. 

This  fall  the  Otis  Test  of  Mental  Ability  was  given  to  all 
students.  The  purpose  of  this  test  was  to  aid  in  determining 
the  potential  ability  of  Wayland  High  School  pupils  and  to 
compare  this  potential  with  actual  accomplishment.  The  results 
of  the  Otis  Test  showed  that  our  pupils  possess  intelligence 
equal  to  that  found  in  the  average  American  community.  The 
range  of  mental  abilities  within  the  school  was  typical  with 
I.  O.’s  running  from  74  to  130.  This  test  has  been  most  helpful 
in  aiding  teachers  to  provide  for  individual  dififerences  within 
each  classroom.  It  has  also  been  one  more  factor  in  aiding  the 
stafif  to  provide  more  effective  guidance. 

At  the  present  time  a committee  of  teachers  is  preparing  a 
cumulative  test  record  card  and  cumulative  guidance  card. 
\\"hen  completed,  these  cards  will  be  most  helpful  in  informing 
teachers  of  the  educational  progress  and  personal  development 
of  each  student  in  the  school.  Colleges,  schools,  and  prospective 
employers  are  requiring  more  and  more  information  about  indi- 
vidual students.  School  marks  are  important  but  do  not  give 
sufficient  information  to  analyze  the  individual  as  a whole. 
Furthermore,  teaching  and  administrative  personnel  changes 
from  time  to  time,  and  unless  complete  records  are  kept,  it  is 
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impossible  to  give  adequate  reports  to  schools  of  higher  learn- 
ing or  pros])ective  employers  often  requesting  this  data  several 
years  after  the  student  has  left  the  high  school. 

Standardized  objective  tests  are  given  in  specific  fields  of 
subject  matter  in  order  to  determine  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
work  being  accomplished  by  our  students  in  their  various 
classes.  Through  this  technique  strengths  are  maintained  and 
weaknesses  are  quickly  observed  and  either  compensated  for  or 
corrected. 

The  Graduating  Class  of  1946 

In  June,  nineteen  pupils  were  graduated  from  the  high 
school.  This  was  one  of  the  smallest  classes  in  recent  years, 
due  in  large  measure  to  the  number  of  boys  who  left  to  enter 
one  of  the  branches  of  the  military  service.  Only  three  mem- 
bers of  this  class  were  candidates  for  college.  One  is  now  in 
Tufts  Engineering  School;  another  in  Boston  University;  and  a 
third  member  is  expected  to  enter  Boston  College  this  spring. 
Five  boys  are  in  the  armed  service ; three  of  the  girls  are  mar- 
ried ; and  the  rest  of  the  class  has  been  placed  in  desirably  busi- 
ness positions.  The  school  is  again  indebted  to  the  Wayland 
WTmen’s  Club  for  its  generous  scholarships  which  were 
awarded  to  the  students  now  attending  college. 

Athletics 

Our  athletic  teams  have  been  most  successful  during  the 
past  year.  In  baseball  nine  victories  were  scored  in  twelve 
games.  The  football  team  enjoyed  one  of  the  most  successful 
seasons  in  recent  years  by  winning  eight  of  its  nine  games.  In 
basketball  our  varsity  team  has  won  two  of  its  first  three  games 
against  strong  rivals.  The  cheerleaders  have  contributed  much 
to  the  inspiration  and  morale  of  our  teams  and  student  body. 

Winning  games  is  a most  satisfying  experience  for  members 
of  the  team  and  for  sports’  lovers  in  the  community.  It  must 
not  be  forgotten,  however,  that  the  primary  purpose  of  high- 
school  athletics  is  to  develop  physical  and  mental  coordination, 
to  stress  a high  standard  of  sportsmanship  and  team  play.  Our 
policy  has  been  to  encourage  all  boys  and  girls  to  participate  in 
the  athletic  program.  We  devote  considerable  time  to  boys  and 
girls  with  less  athletic  ability,  since  they  are  often  the  ones  who 
most  need  the  advantages  which  the  physical  education  program 
ofifers.  As  a result  of  this  policy,  more  than  forty  boys  were 
fully  equipped  members  of  the  football  squad.  Over  sixty-five 
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boys  and  girls  are  now  participating  in  the  basketball  program. 

All  students  who  take  part  in  inter-school  competition  are 
required  to  fulfill  the  scholastic  requirements  as  set  by  the 
Massachusetts  High  School  Principals’  Association.

In  addition  to  the  sports  program,  all  students  who  are 
physically  able  are  required  to  take  physical  education  twice  a 
week  with  the  exception  of  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  are  partici- 
pating in  athletics.  The  success  of  the  entire  program  in  health 
and  physical  education  can  be  largely  attributed  to  the  untiring 
efforts  of  the  efficient  and  well-trained  instructors : Coach 

Joseph  Nathanson,  Assistant  Coach  Samuel  Strickland,  and 
Miss  Marjorie  Sisson,  Supervisor  of  Girls’  Physical  Education. 


The  school  is  also  indebted  to  the  Boosters’  Club  for  its 
substantial  contribution  toward  equipping  the  football  team  and 
to  many  town  organizations  which  made  possible  the  testimonial 
banquet  and  generous  awards  to  the-  football  players.

The  Activity  Program 

In  the  spring  a most  successful  operetta,  “Stephen  Foster,” 
was  ])resentecl  by  the  Glee  Club  and  the  Dramatic  Club.  An 
appreciative  audience  rewarded  the  efforts  of  the  cast  by  repeat- 
ed encores.  The  Junior  Prom  and  Senior  Class  night  were  also 
well  received.  The  careful  preparations  and  mature  execution 
of  their  plans  was  a credit  to  the  members  of  these  classes.  In 
June,  the  Seniors  issued  the  first  Wayland  High  School  Year- 
book. The  attractive  pictures,  appropriate  caricatures,  and 
interesting  essays  have  undoubtedly  established  this  venture  as 
an  annual  tradition. 

In  April,  a school  orchestra  was  formed  and  practiced 
diligently  each  week.  It  made  its  first  public  appearance  at 
graduation  when  it  played  the  processional  and  recessional 
marches.  In  the  fall,  the  orchestra,  augmented  by  several  addi- 
tional pieces,  cooperated  with  the  Glee  Club  and  Dramatic  Club 
in  the  presentation  of  a Christmas  program  to  which  all  mem- 
bers of  the  community  were  invited. 

Under  Mr.  Allen’s  able  direction,  a Projectors’  Club  has 
been  organized.  The  purpose  of  this  club  is  to  train  students  to 
operate  the  school’s  sound  projector  and  to  supply  operators  for 
the  educational  films,  which  are  frequently  shown  at  assemblies 
and  in  the  various  classrooms.  In  addition  to  these  duties,  the 
members  of  the  club  catalogue  educational  films,  inform  the 
staff  of  various  new  films  which  might  be  suitable  supplements 
to  class  work,  and  are  available  to  serve  organizations  in  the 
town  that  may  wish  these  services. 

Among  the  frequent  assembly  programs  held  during  the 
past  year  was  a Memorial  Day  Service  in  which  former  high- 
school  students  represented  in  uniform  the  various  branches  of 
the  armed  services.  A stirring  address  was  given  by  Mr.  Philip 
Burbank,  one  of  Wayland ’s  gold  star  fathers.  At  another 
assembly,  several  honor  students  were  duly  installed  as  members 
of  the  Francis  Wayland  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society. 
Several  films  which  unfold  the  recent  discoveries  of  scientific 
research  and  social  development  have  been  presented.  Mr. 
Haydn  S.  Pearson,  editorial  writer  for  the  New  York  Times 
and  author  of  “Country  Flavor,”  “Success  on  the  Small  Farm,” 
and  other  books,  addressed  the  student  body  on  the  subject 
“Some  Problems  in  a Writer’s  Career.” 

At  the  present  time  a large  number  of  high-school  students 
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are  participating  in  a contest  sponsored  by  the  Wayland  Plan- 
ning Committee.  The  purpose  of  this  contest  is  to  interest  our 
young  people  in  the  problems  involved  in  planning  the  future  of 
the  Town  of  Wayland.  A variety  of  topics  including  zoning, 
water  supply,  a Wayland  airport,  roads,  and  public  buildings 
has  been  proposed.  Winning  essays  will  be  announced  and 
published  early  in  1947. 

Realizing  full  well  that  many  problems  remain  unsolved, 
the  faculty  and  I,  nevertheless,  are  encouraged  by  the  progress 
of  the  past  year.  We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  whole-hearted 
support  which  the  superintendent,  school  committee,  parents 
and  townspeople  have  given  us  in  all  of  our  activities,  and  we 
look  forward  to  the  continuous  growth  and  development  of 
Wayland  High  School  in  the  days  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Physical 
Education  program  in  the  W^ayland  Schools. 

In  the  Wayland  and  Cochituate  Grammar  Schools,  the  Fall 
program  consisted  of  the  following  activities : Grades  1 and  2, 
outdoor  games  of  low  organization,  story  plays,  locomotor  activ- 
ities, and  object-handling  activities.  Grades  3 and  4,  games  of 
higher  organization  involving  team  cooperation  and  pupil  lead- 
ership. Grades  5 and  6,  girls’  lead-up  games,  stressing  the 
importance  of  good  sportsmanship  and  team  cooperation.  The 
boys  were  instructed  in  soccer,  football,  and  speedball,  and  gen- 
eral conditioning  activities.  Inter-class  competition  supple- 
mented activities  in  both  of  these  groups. 

For  the  indoor  winter  program,  the  first  and  second  grades 
participated  in  singing  games,  stunts,  classroom  games,  and 
rhythms  involving  fundamental  locomotions.  The  third  and 
fourth  grades  learned  simple  folk  dances,  stunts,  and  self-test- 
ing activities,  rhythms,  marching  and  simple  movement  exer- 
cises. Due  to  the  lack  of  space,  highly  organized  games  were 
unable  to  be  carried  on  but  relays,  folk  and  country  dancing,, 
conditioning  activities  and  classroom  games  were  taught.  In 
the  Cochituate  School,  the  boys  received  some  instruction  in  the 
fundamentals  of  ice  hockey. 

The  girls  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  participated  m 
square  dancing,  folk  dancing,  ballroom  dancing,  and  skills  of 
basketball. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  classroom  teachers,  the  boys 
in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  both  schools  have  been 
receiving  excellent  instruction  in  sports  as  soccer,  football, 
basketball,  and  ice  hockey.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  having 
teachers  who  are  able  to  do  the  fine  work  that  these  men  are 
doing. 
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The  girls’  program  in  the  High  School  includes  two  re- 
quired periods  of  Physical  Education  each  week  as  does  the 
lx)ys’  program.  In  these  periods,  instruction  includes  funda- 
mentals in  individual  sports  which  will  he  of  value  outside  of 
school,  leadership  and  participation  in  team  games,  basic  dance 
forms  and  patterns,  and  general  conditioning  activities. 

After-school  activities  give  opportunities  to  further  skills 
and  interests  in  basketball,  volleyball,  badminton,  square  danc- 
ing, modern  dancing,  and  tumbling. 

A new  activity  was  introduced  into  the  program  this  Fall. 
This  was  field  hockey.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  this 
sport  will  take  a prominent  place  in  the  interscholastic  athletic 
program. 

Emphasis  is  also  placed  on  posture  throughout  all  of  the 
schools. 

I wish  to  thank  you  and  your  staff  for  your  splendid 
cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out  this  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Sui>erintendent  of  Schools : 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Art  Supervisor  of 
the  Wayland  Schools. 

That  art  has  become  a vital  part  of  the  school  program  can 
be  seen  any  day  a visit  is  made  to  the  schoolroom.  In  most  of 
the  grades,  the  classroom  teacher  uses  a form  of  art  to  carry 
out  some  part  of  the  daily  program.  This  may  be  in  black- 
board drawing,  sand  table  projects,  arts  and  crafts  brought  from 
home  to  illustrate  a given  subject,  materials  from  libraries,  or 
other  sources.  It  shows  that  the  teachers  are  awake  to  the 
many  functional  possibilities  that  are  has  in  daily  living. 

This  growth  tends  to  make  a richer  background  for  the 
child.  As  in  home  training,  the  need  is  for  guidance  to  show 
the  way  toward  more  creative  and  individual  expression  with  an 
interest  in  the  development  of  a higher  type  of  citizen  through 
the  knowledge  he  gains. 

We  have  had  several  opportunities  to  serve  others.  These 
were  mainly  through  the  Junior  Red  Cross.  Projects  of  this 
type  are  constructive  and  are  necessary  in  developing  a sense 
of  the  need  of  giving  service  to  others. 

The  high  school  classes  are  larger  and  have  done  much  to 
help  the  community  in  the  way  of  jx)sters.  The  spirit  of  cooper- 
ation has  been  excellent  in  these  outside  problems,  in  making 
the  background  for  the  Stephen  Foster  operetta,  and  other 
school  activities.  Working  with,  and  for  others,  is  an  art  in 
itself.  I am  most  grateful  to  the  students  and  teachers  for  their 
loyal  support  and  cooperation. 

Under  Mr.  Clark’s  guidance,  a group  of  pictures  were  pur- 
chased from  the  High  School  Student  Fund.  These  are  prints 
by  well  known  artists.  The  School  Department  had  them  suit- 
ably framed  and  hung  in  various  classrooms.  They  are  a great 
addition,  and  I am  sure  are  enjoyed  by  the  students. 

May  I express  my  appreciation  to  you  as  Superintendent, 
for  your  helpful  suggestions  and  interest  in  the  advancement  of 
art  in  the  schools,  and  to  the  School  Committee  for  continuous 
support  in  making  the  art  program  function.

Defective  teeth : In  as  much  as  the 
school  has  a fine  dental  clinic, 
teeth  are  cared  for  in  that  depart- 
ment. 

At  this  time  I wish  to  state  that  in  my  examinations  during 
this  past  year,  I have  found  many  less  cases  of  defective  tonsils 
and  adenoids  and  believe  sincerely  that  this  is  due  to  the  fine 
cooperation  between  parents  and  their  family  physicians.  This 
condition  definitely  improves  each  year. 

There  have  been  a few  sporadic  cases  of  Measles,  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  and  Scarlet  Fever.  I believe  that  the  modern  treat- 
ments which  are  available  to  all  contribute  greatly  to  the  fact 
that  there  are  so  few,  and  that  with  these  available  treatments 
there  is  no  reason  for  prevalancy  of  these  diseases. 

I sincerely  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  dentist,  the 
school  nurse,  and  all  those  connected  with  this  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  CLINIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  significant  position  that  dentistry  has  assumed  in  our 
present  day  life  proves  that  dental  care  has  reached  a stage  of 
major  importance.  Progress  at  the  dental  clinic  has  been  slow 
but  progress  we  have  made.  Each  visit  by  a student  has  been 
just  that  much  nearer  to  a start  on  the  road  toward  real  mouth 
care  and  health. 

During  the  summer  vacation  period,  ways  were  considered 
as  a means  of  increasing  the  availability  of  dental  services  for 
the  children  at  the  Center  School  at  Wayland  and  those  at 
Cochituate.  At  the  start  of  the  fall  term  one  morning  each 
week  was  devoted  to  dental  care  at  Wayland  Center  and  one 
morning  at  Cochituate.  This  has  closed  a considerable  gap  in 
the  carrying  out  of  a successful  dental  program  for  the  two 
schools. 

In  my  examinations  during  the  past  year  I have  found  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  teeth  of  those  children  who  have 
had  continuous  dental  treatment.  Unfortunately,  we  have  not 
been  able  to  treat  all  those  students  desiring  dental  care.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herel)y  submit  my  annual  school  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1946. 

The  school  physician  was  assisted  at  the  yearly  physical 
examinations.  Notices  of  defects  were  sent  to  the  parents. 
When  defects  were  found,  a home  visit  was  made  whenever  it 
was  necessary.  The  school  doctor  was  assisted  in  giving  the 
toxoid  treatments. 

Every  three  months  each  child  was  weighed  and  measured. 

The  school  dentist  from  January  through  June  was  assisted 
one  day  each  week.  Since  September,  instead  of  working  alter- 
nately in  the  Center  and  Cochituate  buildings  a half  day  each 
week  was  given  to  each  elementary  school. 

On  May  27  a pre-school  clinic  was  conducted  in  Cochituate 
and  on  the  following  day  in  Wayland.  The  children  entering 
school  in  September  were  examined  by  the  school  physician. 
Miss  Morrill  assisted  in  Cochituate  and  Miss  Salmon  in  Way- 
land.  As  heretofore,  pupils  unable  to  attend  the  clinics  were 
examined  by  their  family  physicians.  Parents  were  advised  to 
have  their  children’s  physical  defects  corrected  before  the  open- 
ing of  school. 

Audiometer  hearing  tests  were  given  last  May.  The  equip- 
ment was  loaned  by  the  State  Department.  Parents  were  noti- 
fied when  pupils  were  found  to  have  defective  hearing.  I wish 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  teachers  who  so  ably 
assisted. 

In  the  early  fall,  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Testing  Equip- 
ment was  borrowed  from  the  State  Department.  Unfortunate- 
ly, we  could  keep  the  equipment  only  long  enough  to  complete 
the  testing  in  one  building.  I am  grateful  to  the  teachers  who 
assisted  in  this  program.  Again  we  are  deeply  indebted  to  the 
Salvation  Army  Committees  in  Wayland  and  Cochituate  for 
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making  it  possible  for  the  Wayland  Schools  to  have  their  own 
eye  testing  device  for  use  in  the  future. 

A visit  was  made  every  day  to  the  grade  schools  when  pos- 
sible. Home  visits  were  made  after  an  absence  of  three  succes- 
sive days.  If  a question  of  infection  or  contagion  arose,  a visit 


was  made  immediately.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


With  January  1947,  the  time  has  again  come  for  an  ap- 
praisal of  the  progress  made  or  work  done  by  the  Wayland 
Public  Library  for  the  year,  1946. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  considerable  improvement  in  the 
library  building  can  be  reported.  The  roof  and  chimneys  have 
been  successfully  repaired  so  that  there  are  no  longer  any  leaks. 
The  room  in  the  basement,  formerly  used  for  Civilian  Defense 
in  war  time,  has  been  cleaned  and  attractively  redecorated ; the 
walls  and  woodwork  are  painted  a pleasant  shade  of  green,  the 
ceiling  tinted,  and  the  floor  has  been  thoroughly  sanded  and  re- 
finished. It  is  planned  that  the  room  may  be  a center  for  sev- 
eral activities  connected  with  the  Library.  The  Friends  of  the 
Library,  whose  report  follows  this,  have  some  projects  under 
advisement. 

As  to  the  increase  in  library  service,  the  circulation  figures 
speak  for  themselves,  which  are  as  follows :

The  Library  has  been  able  to  do  considerable  work  with 
the  schols,  thanks  to  the  cordial  cooperation  of  IMrs.  Mabel 
Draper,  principal  of  the  Center  School,  and  her  corps  of  teach- 
ers. 

Grade  five  came  to  the  Library  in  three  separate  groups  to 
receive  instruction  in  the  use  of  reference  books.  The  sixth  and 
seventh  grades  have  each  made  a similar  visit  with  their  respec- 
tive teachers  for  the  same  purpose,  and  grade  eight  has  visited 
the  library  four  times.  Also,  a group  from  the  High  School 
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Commercial  Department  came  to  the  library  for  a demonstra- 
tion of  the  Dewey  Decimal  system,  and  filing  of  catalog  cards. 

The  children  have  been  entertained  as  well  as  instructed  at 
the  Library  this  year.  One  day  of  Book  Week,  as  has  been  the 
custom  for  several  years,  was  given  over  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Cronan  of  Boston,  nationally  known  story  tellers,  who  came  to 
the  Way  land  Library,  and  gave  programs  in  the  forenoon  and 
afternoon  for  the  grades  five,  six  and  seven  of  Wayland  and 
Cochituate  who  came  in  two  grou])S.  The  children  regard  it  as 
a high  point  in  each  year. 

On  December  20,  as  a library  celebration  of  Christmas,  the 
first  four  grades  of  the  Center  School,  a total  of  one  hundred 
twenty  children,  accompanied  by  their  teachers,  came  to  the 
Library,  and  listened  with  close  attention  and  great  pleasure  to 
the  story  telling  by  Miss  Stromdahl,  the  Weston  librarian.  The 
children  did  their  part  by  singing  Christmas  carols. 

The  year  1947  starts  with  1,523  registered  borrowers:  of 
these  151  have  been  added  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of 
new  names  added  in  Wayland  and  Cochituate  were  51  adults  in 
each  case,  with  25  juveniles  for  Wayland,  and  24  for  Cochitu- 
ate. 

The  Cochituate  Reading  Room,  over  which  Mrs.  Gertrude 
D.  Bishop  presides  continues  to  give  very  satisfactory  service 
to  its  patrons.  The  juvenile  circulation  shows  a gratifying  in- 
crease of  285 ; and  readers  there  have  had  access  to  a wider 
variety  of  books  than  usual,  from  the  fact  that  books  have  been 
transported  there  from  the  main  library  each  week  in  Mrs. 
Ethel  G.  Damon's  car.  The  Reading  Room  has  also  served  as 
a deposit  station  for  books  and  magazines,  donated  by  the 
townspeople,  which  are  then  forw^arded  to  the  Cushing  Veter- 
ans' Hospital,  Framingham. 

Some  libraries  report  a falling  off  in  the  circulation  of 
books  during  the  past  year,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  a 
blight  will  not  fall  on  Wayland ; because  present  day  conditions 
call  for  a better  informed  public  than  ever  before,  and  the  use 
of  books  in  a community  serves  as  a measure  of  its  cultural 
standing,  and  its  adequacy  to  meet  local  and  world  problems.

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FRIENDS  OF  THE  WAYLAND  LIBRARY 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  J.  O.  Post,  the  Friends  of  the 
Wayland  Library,  organized  in  July  1944,  has  continued  to  pro- 
mote interest  in  our  libraries  of  Wayland  and  Cochituate.  A 
series  of  weekly  informal  teas  was  inaugurated  at  the  Wayland 
Library  on  January  21  and  continued  through  March.  Two 
book-report  meetings  were  a feature  of  these  teas.  On  Nov- 
ember 22  John  Gould,  distinguished  editor,  speaker,  and  author 
of  “The  Farmer  Takes  a Wife,”  entertained  the  Friends  with 
personal  reminiscences. 

At  this  same  meeting  the  following  officers  were  elected : 
Chairman,  Newbury  LeB.  Morse;  Vice-chairman,  Mrs.  Fred- 
erick Whiteside;  Secretary,  Miss  Helen  Hodge;  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  Kimball  C.  Powning.  Elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
were  Miss  Marjorie  Lareau  and  retiring  chairman  J.  O.  Post 
who  will  serve  with  the  two  librarians. 

Plans  for  1947  will  continue  the  primary  purpose  of  the 
organization  : To  further  interest  in  the  library  services  and 

to  help  the  library  meet  more  effectively  the  needs  of  the  com- 
munity. To  this  end  a Survey  Committee  has  been  appointed 
under  the  co-chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Powning  and  Mrs.  White- 
side  to  investigate  the  needs  of  both  the  community  and  the 
libraries.  It  is  hoped  that  this  survey  will  aid  the  Friends  in 
working  towards  closer  integration  of  the  library  with  the  com- 
munity needs.  An  exhibit  of  Wayland  historical  materials  is 
being  organized  under  the  chairmanship  of  William  Tolman ; 
other  exhibits  may  be  arranged  from  time  to  time  if  there  is 
sufficient  request  for  them.  The  Program  Committee,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Miss  Sarah  Stites,  hopes  to  bring  speakers 
who  will  appeal  to  the  varied  interests  of  our  Wayland  com- 
munity. 

The  excellent  reception  which  the  Friends  have  enjoyed  in 
the  past  two  years  is  a challenge.  We  hope  to  continue  our 
growth  and  to  be  of  service  both  to  the  communities  of  Way- 
land  and  Cochituate  and  to  our  excellent  Libraries.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


The  year  1946  has  been  perhaps  the  busiest  in  the  history 
of  the  Park  Board.  Stimulated  interest  in  the  use  of  Park 
facilities  has  been  the  chief  reason  for  such  an  active  year. 

The  1946  Park  program  started  by  the  Town  of  Way  land 
appropriating,  through  the  medium  of  an  article  in  the  Town 
warrant,  a sum  of  money  to  be  expended  in  regrading  and  re- 
seeding a major  portion  of  the  High  School  athletic  field. 
Although  the  contractor  had  considerable  trouble  in  developing 
a substantial  turf,  a very  satisfactory  grass  surface  was  obtained 
in  the  fall. 

The  baseball  field  will  be  independent,  as  will  the  football 
field,  and  a substantial  portion  of  the  field  has  been  reserved 
for  football  practice.  A small  set  of  steel  stands  has  been 
ordered  and  delivery  is  expected  in  the  spring. 

Baldwin  Pond’s  life  guard  chores  were  adequately  super- 
vised, and  may  we  at  this  time  take  the  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Wayland  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  for  their 
splendid  selection  of  qualified  life  guards.  At  the  Dudley  Pond 
beach  a qualified  life  guard  was  appointed,  the  float  repaired, 
repainted,  and  put  in  place.  Police  protection  on  Sundays 
helped  keep  the  large  crowds  in  hand. 

The  weed  problem  at  the  beach  was  given  a great  deal  of 
thought  and  time,  and  after  working  with  the  Department  of 
Conservation,  the  following  recommendation  was  submitted  to 
us  by  the  Department.  The  use  of  chemicals  in  weed  control 
was  found  to  be  both  inadequate  and  dangerous  and  so  it  was 
suggested  that  weeds  be  removed  manually  with  improvised 
mechanical  equipment.  The  board  contemplates  such  a program 
for  1947. 

The  grass  plots  in  the  center  of  the  town,  at  the  Kirby 
W'diittier  Memorial,  at  the  two  Honor  Rolls,  and  at  the  Dudley 
Pond  Bathing  Beach  were  kept  presentable  throughout  the  sum- 
mer. 

The  tennis  courts  at  both  ends  of  the  town  were  resurfaced 
and  were  subjected  to  a great  deal  of  competitive  playing.  The 
wire  fence  at  the  Cochituate  court  was  in  dire  need  of  repair, 
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but  prohibitive  prices  of  labor  and  materials  necessitated  our 
postponing  repairs  to  a later  date. 

The  bus  shelter  at  W'ayland  Center  was  fast  becoming  a 
nuisance  because  of  vandalism.  It  was  almost  impossible  to 
maintain  a decent-looking  building  due  to  the  continual  break- 
ing of  windows  and  the  writing  of  names  on  the  white  walls 
within.  The  windows  were  removed  and  replaced  with  steel 
louvres  painted  white,  the  interior  was  painted  dark  green,  and 
the  outside  white.  These  changes  worked  wonders,  as  the 
louvres  are  intact  and  the  wTiting  within  reduced  to  a minimum. 

Of  all  Town  Property,  the  ball  field  in  Cochituate  took  the 
greatest  beating.  This  field  was  used  in  the  spring  for  baseball 
practice  by  the  High  School.  They  played  approximately  ten 
games.  The  Junior  Legion  baseball  team  also  used  this  field 
for  practice  and  held  approximately  twenty  games  on  this  field. 
Dovetailed  into  the  High  School  and  Legion  schedules,  the 
Cochituate  Shamrock  Baseball  Club  practiced  evenings  and 
played  approximately  forty  twilight  and  Sunday  games.  As  fall 
approached,  the  High  School  took  over  the  field  for  daily  foot- 
ball practice  and  played  four  Saturday  afternoon  games.  The 
Park  Board  gave  permission  to  the  Cochituate  Shamrocks  to 
install  lights  for  night  practice  and  night  games.  At  the  expira- 
tion of  the  football  season,  permission  was  granted  to  the 
Cochituate  Hockey  Club  to  erect  their  hockey  rink  in  a remote 
corner  of  the  ball  field.  The  Hockey  Club  has  extended  the 
facilities  of  this  rink  to  the  grammar  school  children.  Junior 
Legion  team,  and  public  skating,  all  of  this  being  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Hockey  Club.  The  only  expense  incurred 
by  the  town  was  maintaining  the  playing  surfaces  for  baseball 
and  football  only. 

Skating  at  the  Mill  Pond  is  controlled  by  a civic  minded 
group,  who  has,  at  its  own  expense,  installed  lights,  built  a shel- 
ter, and  maintained  the  ice  surface.  The  financial  aid  given  by 
the  town  at  this  location  is  negligible. 

The  Park  Board  offers  its  thanks  to  the  townspeople  who 
have  helped  make  the  1946  program  scuh  a huge  success.

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REPORT  OF  \VAYLAi\D  WATER  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  tlie  Town  of  W'ayland  : 

The  Board  organized  with  Cieorge  \\h  Lewis,  Chairman  ; 
Alfred  C.  Damon,  Clerk,  and  Fern  Taylor.  Alfred  A.  Lamarine 
was  appointed  Superintendent,  John  Phylis,  Assistant  Super- 
intendent, and  Charles  Potvin,  Engineer.  iVIrs.  Carolyn  Lewis 
was  appointed  assistant  clerk. 

Owing  to  the  dry  season  and  the  lack  of  pumping  equip- 
ment it  was  necessary  to  purchase  water  from  the  Town  of 
Natick  again  this  year. 

In  the  future  the  Water  Board  would  welcome  the  cooper- 
ation of  other  departments  in  the  relocation  of  Town  streets, 
whereby  water  mains  would  be  involved.  As  the  result  of  this 
lack  of  cooperation  a serious  condition  now  exists  on  Old  Con- 
necticut Path.  A new  location  for  this  street  was  approved, 
however,  no  provision  was  made  at  the  time  for  the  relocation 
of  the  existing  water  main.  We  feel  that  if  the  Water  Board 
had  been  consulted,  this  situation  might  have  been  eliminated.

Mains 

There  were  no  main  leaks  during  the  year.  No  extensions 
were  made.  560  feet  of  2-inch  supply  pipe  on  Wallace  Road 
was  lowered  to  give  residents  all  year  service ; 3 main  tees  were 
cut  in  and  3 gate  valves  installed  on  same  job  as  follows : 6-inch 
tee  on  State  Road  East  at  Rich  Valley  Road ; 8x6  tee  State 
Road  East  at  Morse  Road;  6-inch  tee  on  Winthrop  Road.  The 
tees  were  installed  for  6-inch  main  extensions  which  were 
made  and  paid  for  at  private  expense. 

Hydrants 

All  hydrants  were  inspected.  2 hydrants  were  broken  by 
trucks ; 1 1 hydrants  repaired ; 3 reset.  Total  street  hydrants 
as  of  December  31  were  185.  New  installation  was  on  Rich 
Valley  Road. 

Pumping  Station 

The  largest  amount  of  water  since  the  station  has  been  in 
operation  was  delivered  this  year.  The  well  supply  has  been 
good  throughout  the  year.  The  amount  of  water  delivered  was 
limited  only  by  the  capacity  of  the  station.  Even  this  was  ex- 
ceeded by  the  heavy  use  in  July  and  it  was  necessary  again  to 
get  outside  assistance.  The  engines  and  pumps  were  operated 
with  no  major  repairs  or  breakdowns.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


Your  Commissioners  respectfully  present  the  following 
report  of  the  activities  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for  the 
year  1946. 

The  year  has  brought  in  Perpetual  Care  Funds,  the  largest 
total  of  recent  years ; gifts  having  been  received  in  twelve  funds, 
amounting  to  $2100.00;  providing  for  the  care  of  fourteen  lots.

There  are  now  153  Perpetual  Care  Funds,  with  a total  of 
$27,525.00,  providing,  in  all,  for  the  care  of  197  lots. 

The  care  of  54  more  lots  was  provided  for  through  1946 
by  their  owners,  through  the  payment  by  fifty-two  persons  of 
small  sums  totalling  $198.00  for  annual  care. 

We  would  like  to  think  that  these  payments  for  annual  and 
perpetual  care  indicate  an  increased  awareness  that  the  respon- 
sibility of  providing  for  the  care  of  cemetery  lots  is  not  on  the 
town,  but  definitely  on  the  owners  of  the  lots.  We  all  take 
pride  in  the  appearance  of  our  cemeteries ; and  for  the  sake  of 
this  appearance,  the  town  workmen  have  given  a certain  amount 
of  care  to  all  lots.  Manifestly,  for  this  service,  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  town,  all  must  share  in  the  cost,  whether  owners 
of  lots  or  not.  How  long  this  service  can  be  continued  we  do 
not  know. 

However,  if  there  be  those  who  wish  the  resting  place  of 
their  dead  cared  for  through  the  years,  no  matter  how  far  away 
the  surviving  members  of  the  family  may  have  travelled, — no 
matter  if  there  shall  be  no  survivors, — they  can  assure  this  care 
by  placing  their  lots  under  “Perpetual  Care.” 

Eleven  lots  and  one  single  grave  lot  have  been  sold  during 
the  year,  bringing  in  $430.00  to  the  town.  Eight  of  these  lots 
and  the  single  grave  were  in  Lakeview  and  three  in  the  North 
Cemetery. 

Thirty-seven  burials  have  been  made ; twenty-four  in  Lake- 
view,  twelve  in  the  North  Cemetery  and  one  in  the  South.  It 
is  worthy  of  comment  that  twenty-three  of  those  buried,  or 
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nearly  two-thirds,  were  over  60  years  of  age.  The  sum  of 
$615.00  was  received  for  this  service. 

Twenty-nine  foundations  have  been  prepared  for  the  plac- 
ing of  gravestones,  markers,  or  monuments ; for  which  service 
we  received  payments  amounting  to  $215.50. 

From  all  sources  an  aggregate  of  $3,558.50  has  been  re- 
ceived and  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  lots  sold  in  1946  bring  nearly  to  an  end  the  lots  pos- 
sible available  in  the  present  limits  of  Lakeview  Cemetery.  We 
invite  your  favorable  attention  to  the  articles  in  the  Warrant 
for  1947,  looking  toward  the  purchase  of  additional  land.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  required  to 
notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote 
in  town  election  to  meet  at  their  respective  polling  places  on 

MONDAY,  MARCH  1,  1948 

at  six  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  there  and  then  to  bring  in  their 
ballots  for  a Moderator,  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  of 
Taxes,  Tree  Warden  and  seven  Constables,  all  for  one  year; 
One  Assessor  for  one  year ; 

One  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one  member  of  the  School 
Committee,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  \\’elfare,  one 
Water  Commissioner,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  Road 
Commissioner,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one  member 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Park  Commissioner,  one  Commis- 
sioner of  Trust  Funds  and  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board, 
all  for  three  years. 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The 
polls  will  be  open  at  6 :00  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will 
remain  open  continuously  until  7 :00  in  the  afternoon,  when 
they  shall  be  closed. 

And  you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall  on 

WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  3,  1948 

at  7 :45  P.  iM.,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles. 

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 
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Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Oflicers,  Agents 
and  Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 

See  Finance  Committee  Report. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hx  the  salary 
and  compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town,  as  pro- 
vided by  Section  108,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  as  amneded, 
and  set  the  effective  date  of  such  salary  and  compensation. 

In  1947,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  requiring 
the  town  meeting  to  fix  annually  the  salary  or  com- 
pensation of  each  and  every  elective  officer  and  further 
requiring  that  if  the  salary  be  effective  from  January 
1,  the  town  so  state. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  sal- 
aries for  the  elective  officers  be  set  as  indicated  in  the 
budget  and  that  they  be  effective  from  January  1,  1948. 

x'\rticle  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Road  Commissioners  to  sell  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  present  police  car  and  the  1942  Chev- 
rolet two-ton  truck  in  connection  with  the  purchases  of  a new 
car  and  new  truck  respectively,  provided  for  in  the  budgets  of 
these  departments,  or  do  or  act. 

The  action  here  suggested  is  routine  in  connection 
with  the  trade-in  of  old,  and  purchase  of  new,  equip- 
ment. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  ffnancial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1948,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes 
therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a year,  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  for  “Water  Department  Maintenance,”  the  sum  so  ap- 
propriated to  be  taken  from  “Water  Available  Surplus,”  or  do 
or  act. 
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The  normal  expenses  of  the  Water  Department  are 
averaging  $12,000  to  $13,000  a year.  The  Department 
plans  to : (1)  overhaul  its  j)umps  at  an  approximate 

cost  of  $4,500;  (2)  complete  the  painting  of  the  tank 
on  Reeves  Hill  for  about  $600;  (3  ) change  a number 
of  gates  and  lift  a number  of  hydrants  at  a cost  of 
$1,500  and  it  feels  that,  because  of  the  large  amount 
of  expected  new  building,  it  should  be  prepared  to 
spend  as  much  as  $2,000  additional  on  installation  of 
new  services.  The  total  expenses  of  the  De])artment 
will  therefore  be  from  $21,000  to  $22,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  and  transfer  from 
“W^ater  Available  Surplus”  the  sum  of  $18,000,  which, 
together  with  the  $3,000  provided  in  the  budget  under 
“Hydrants,”  should  be  sufficient  for  the  ])ur])oses  of 
the  Department. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement 
of  Old  Connecticut  Path,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County, 
or  both,  for  this  purpose,  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Road  Com- 
missioners, or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Each  year,  the  Finance  Committee  has  pointed  out 
that  there  is  nothing  for  which  the  Town  gets  so  much 
as  it  does  under  Chapter  90  construction  work — our 
money  currently  being  matched  on  a three-to-one  basis. 

During  the  last  two  years,  the  Town  has  done  the 
basic  work  on  the  reconstruction  of  Old  Connecticut 
Path  from  Pine  Ridge  Road  Extension  to  the  junction 
of  that  road  with  Cochituate  Road  at  the  Five  Paths. 
There  remains  unexpended  from  last  year’s  combined 
appropriation  by  Town,  County  and  State,  14,500. 
Provided  the  Town  will  appropriate  $5,000,  the  Coun- 
ty and  State,  together,  will  add  $15,000,  making  a total 
of  $34,500  to  be  expended  this  year  in  putting  in  the 
rock  and  permanent  surface.  It  is  also  contemplated 
that  a start  may  be  made  on  the  work  of  rebuilding  the 
road  in  the  two  centers  of  the  Town  by  doing  some 
of  the  necessary  drainage  work. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  the 
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purpose,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Road  Commissioners. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess,  or  transfer  from  other  available  funds,  a sum  of  money 
for  “Road  Machinery  Account,”  or  do  or  act. 

The  Road  Machinery  Account  is  set  up  to  provide 
funds  for  maintaining  equipment  when  work  is  being 
done,  cither  maintenance  or  construction,  on  Chapter 
90  roads.  The  Town  secures  rental  income  from  its 
equi])ment  while  work  is  in  progress,  the  payments 
going  directly  to  “Road  Machinery  Fund.”  It  is  from 
this  fund  that  the  Town  normally  sets  up  the  “Road 
Machinery  Account.” 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  and  transfer  of 
$1,500. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  sites  for,  and 
the  construction  and  original  equipping  and  furnishing  of,  addi- 
tions to,  or  new  structures  supplemental  to,  the  Wayland  High 
School  Building  and  the  Grade  School  Building  in  Cochituate, 
and  will  determine  whether  the  necessary  money  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  taxes,  by  borrowing  or  by  transfer  from  available 
funds  in  the  Town  Treasury,  and  to  authorize  the  Committee 
appointed  in  accordance  with  the  vote  under  Article  19  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1947,  to  acquire  sites  for,  and 
to  construct,  equip  and  furnish  additions  to,  or  new  structures 
supplemental  to,  the  Wayland  High  School  Building  and  the 
Grade  School  Building  in  Cochituate,  and  to  authorize  said 
Committee  to  enter  into  the  necessary  contracts  and  agreements 
for  the  building,  original  equipment  and  furnishing  of  such 
buildings,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  fully  recognizes  the  prob- 
lem confronting  the  Town  concerning  the  need  of 
ex])ansion  of  the  school  facilities.  It  is  also  fully 
aware  of  the  magnitude  of  the  expense  involved.  The 
Special  School  Planning  Committee  has  held  a number 
of  hearings  with  various  groups  throughout  the  Town 
on  their  tentative  plans,  and  expects  to  render  a com- 
plete report  at  two  public  hearings  which  are  to  be 
held  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting.  The  conclusions  are 
not  available  as  this  report  goes  to  press. 
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The  Finance  Committee  will  make  its  recommenda- 
tions, therefore,  at  the  Town  Meeting  and,  because  of 
the  great  importance  of  the  matter,  it  urges  the  towns- 
peojde  to  attend  both  the  public  hearings  and  the  Town 
Meeting. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as 
town,  public  or  private  way,  that  portion  of  Bradford  Street 
from  its  junction  with  Main  Street  to  a point  a])proximately  450 
feet  from  Main  Street,  or  any  other  portion  of  said  street,  or 
do  or  act. 

Ijradford  Street  is  an  unaccepted  right  of  way 
located  ])arallel  to,  and  on  the  northerly  side  of,  the 
Cochituate  Grade  School.  The  action  here  suggested 
has  been  proposed  by  the  School  Committee  because  of 
the  limited  area  and  the  proximity  of  the  school  ])lay- 
ground. 

The  Finance  Committee  concurs  in  the  desirability 
of  removing  this  street  from  public  use  and  thereby 
eliminating  a possible  source  of  accident. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  for  the  improvement  of  the  lighting  of  the  Public 
Library  Building  in  Wayland,  and  will  provide  the  funds  there- 
for by  transferring  the  balance  remaining  unexpended  of  the 
funds  appropriated  under  Article  8 of  the  A\"arrant  of  the  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  of  March  7,  1945  for  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  a new  furnace,  heating  equipment  and  insulation 
for  the  Public  Library  Building  in  Wayland,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Tru-stees  of  the  Public  Library  would  like  to 
make  certain  improvements  in  the  lighting  system. 

They  were  able  to  complete  the  heating  and  insulation 
work  within  the  original  appropriation  and  now  have 
left,  a balance  of  $407.86  in  the  account  which  they 
would  like  to  have  made  available  for  the  electrical 
work. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
pf  the  article,  the  appropriation  of  $407.87  for  the 
purpose  and  the  transfer  therefor  of  the  balance  re- 
maining in  the  “Library — Special  Heating  and  Insula- 
tion” account. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase,  for  additions  to  the  Lakeview  Cemetery,  one,  or  both. 
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pieces  of  property  located  off  Pemberton  Road,  adjacent  to  the 
Cemetery,  one  of  which  is  owned  by  Bessie  G.  Trimble  and  the 
other,  by  Blanche  I.  Schleicher,  and  will  appropriate,  assess  or 
transfer  from  monies  appropriated  for  a like  ])ur])Ose  in  1947 
and/or  will  transfer  funds  from  “Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  and 
Graves  Fund”  for  the  ])urchases,  or  do  or  act. 

The  matter  of  additions  to  the  Lakeview  Cemetery 
has  come  before  the  Town  several  times  in  the  past  ten 
years.  I^ast  year,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  situation 
was  acute  and  that,  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  available 
lots,  the  matter  should  he  acted  on  promptly.  The 
Town  voted  $1,000  for  the  purchase  of  1^)4  acres  from 
Mrs.  Trimble  and  $800  for  lj/2  acres  from  Mr. 
Lu])ien.  Negotiations  for  the  Lupien  piece  fell 
through.  The  Trimble  piece,  enlarged  to  about  2 
acres,  the  Finance  Committee  is  advised,  can  he  bought 
for  $1,500,  and  Mrs.  vSchleicher  has  indicated  a will- 
ingness to  sell  about  1 acre  for  $750 — a total  of 
$2,250.  Both  jueces  are  contiguous  to  the  Cemetery, 
are  level,  and  are  in  line  with  the  logical  develo])ment 
of  the  area. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  ])urchase 
of  both  pieces  of  property,  through  the  use  by  transfer 
of  the  $1,800  total  appropriated  last  year  under  Arti- 
cles 12  and  14,  and  by  the  transfer  of  $450  from  the 
“Sale  of  Lots  and  Graves  Fund.” 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
appointment  of  a special  committee  to  study  and  re])ort  at  the 
next  Town  Meeting  on  the  matter  of  acquiring  for  ercreational 
and/or  any  other  municipal  purpose,  any  part  of  the  real  estate 
situated  on  the  easterly  shore  of  Lake  Cochituate,  in  the  general 
area  hounded  by  Lake  Cochituate,  Fuller  Road,  West  Plain 
Street,  Pemberton  Road  and  Commonwealth  Road  \Vest,  and 
will  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  work  of  the 
committee,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Beginning  in  1947,  the  Metropolitan  District  Water 
Commission  removed  the  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
Lake  Cochituate,  with  the  result  that  the  west  shore  of 
the  Lake,  at  the  foot  of  Shawmut  Avenue  Extension, 
has  become  a popular  bathing  beach,  hut  lacks  restric- 
tions as  to  use  and  is  without  guards. 

As  of  January  1,  1948,  the  entire  Lake  Cochituate 
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area  was  turned  over  to  the  Division  of  State  Parks  of 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Conservation,  there- 
by opening  the  area  to  any  resident  of  the  State.  Be- 
fore the  use  of  the  beach  by  non-residents  expands  to  a 
point  that  it  becomes  a nuisance  and,  before  the  sur- 
rounding land  is  developed  and  becomes  too  expensive, 
it  seems  advisable  to  acquire  sufficient  land  to  ])rovide 
the  necessary  facilities  for  a top-grade  bathing  beach 
for  W^ayland  residents  and  for  the  control  of  the  entire 
area.  It  is  only  through  ownership  of  the  adjacent 
land  that  the  Town  can  have  any  control  over  the  beach 
itself.  The  Finance  Committee  recognizes  the  neces- 
sity for  ])rom]:)t  action  and  feels  that  a complete  study 
should  be  made  at  once  by  a special  committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  the  article  and  the  appro])riation  of  $v300 
for  the  purpose,  the  funds  to  be  taken  from  those  pro- 
vided in  the  budget  for  the  work  of  the  Planning 
Board. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  pub- 
lic town  ways,  under  the  j^rovisions  of  the  Betterment  Act,  the 
following  roads  in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  the  River- 
view  Terrace  section,  so  called,  or  any  of  them  or  any  portion 
of  any  of  such  roads,  viz : the  ways  now  called  : Overlook  Road, 
Riverview  Avenue,  Riverview  Circle,  Shore  Drive  as  laid  out 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  a plan  or  ]dans  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  purchase 
or  otherwise ; and  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  to 
cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the  construction  of  said 
public  town  ways  or  any  part  thereof  and  take  any  action  in  re- 
gard thereto. 

This  article  has  been  inserted  at  the  request  of  the 
people  of  the  Riverview  Terrace  section.  Because  of 
the  background,  a rather  full  explanation  is  in  order. 
These  people  have,  on  a number  of  previous  occasions, 
petitioned  for  the  installation  of  water  lines,  but  have 
always  been  turned  down  by  the  Town.  They  have 
never  before,  by  article,  asked  for  the  acceptance  of 
their  streets  and  the  installation  of  water  under  the 
Betterment  Act,  by  which  they  would  share  in  the  cost 
of  the  improvement.  The  present  request,  and  that  of 
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the  following  article,  are  therefore  being  made  on  quite 
a different  basis. 

None  of  the  streets  in  this  section  have  been  ac- 
cepted, although  all  have  been  open  to  public  use  for 
more  than  twenty  years.  A substantial  amount  of  cut- 
ting, grading  and  drainage  work  will  be  necessary  be- 
cause of  the  small  amount  of  work  which  has  previous- 
ly been  done  on  any  of  the  streets.  The  section  has  no 
public  water  system.  The  nearest  water  in  the  Way- 
land  system  is  in  Old  Connecticut  Path  and  in  Fram- 
ingham, at  a distance  of  about  .3-10  of  a mile. 

Following  the  last  Town  Meeting,  the  residents 
took  the  proper  steps  to  place  before  the  Town  the 
matter  of  acceptance  of  a portion  of  their  streets  and 
the  installation  of  water  in  those  streets,  under  the 
Betterment  Act.  They  raised,  and  paid  over  their 
share  of  the  cost  of  preparing  plans,  and  at  this  time, 
are  asking  the  Town  to  accept  Overlook  Road  for  a 
distance  of  about  1,000  feet  from  vStonebridge  Road, 
and  Riverview  Avenue,  about  500  feet  easterly,  from 
Overlook  Road. 

The  Highway  Department  estimates  the  cost  of 
putting  the  streets  in  shape  for  acceptance  by  the  Town 
at  $7,800  and  the  M^ater  Department  estimates  the  cost 
of  doing  their  work  at  about  $5,200.  There  are  about 
thirteen  houses  on  the  sections  of  streets  involved  and, 
if  the  entire  job  is  done  under  the  Betterment  Act,  as 
requested  by  the  residents,  and  the  betterment  is  as- 
sessed at  50%  of  the  cost  to  the  abutters,  to  be  paid 
back  to  the  Town  over  a period  of  ten  years,  as  has 
been  our  custom  in  the  matter  of  betterments,  the  cost 
to  the  individuals  will  be  about  $500  a house  and  a 
similar  amount  to  the  Town. 

The  work  on  the  streets  and  the  water  line  should 
be  done  only  as  a part  of  a single  project  and  all  of  the 
work  should  naturally  be  deferred  until  after  the  Town 
has  arranged  to  bring  water  to  the  Riverview  section. 
This  latter  matter  will  be  decided  when  the  Town  acts 
on  the  reix)rt  of  the  Special  Water  Survey  Committee. 

Whenever  the  residents  of  any  street  are  ready  to 
pay  their  share  of  improvements  as  betterments,  the 
Finance  Committee  has  regularly  recommended  that 
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the  Town  do  its  share  by  making  the  necessary  a])pro- 
priation. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  solution  here 
offered  is  the  first  of  two  necessary  steps  in  solving  the 
problem  of  improvement  of  the  Riverview  Terrace 
section.  It  therefore  recommends  the  approval  of  this 
article,  the  appropriation  of  $7,800  for  thet  betterment, 
no  work  to  be  done  until  there^  is  definite  assurance  by 
subsequent  action  of  the  Town  that  water  will  be  made 
available  at  the  Stonebridge  entrance  to  the  section. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water 
pipes  and  hydrants  in  the  roads  named  in  the  foregoing  article, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of 
money  to  pay  the  expense  thereof  and  to  authorize  such  sums, 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  included  in  the  betterments  to  be 
assessed  under  the  previous  article,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

The  Finance  Committee’s  report  under  the  previous 
article  fully  covers  the  matter  here  involved. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $5,200  to  be 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  A\'ater  Depart- 
ment, the  cost  to  be  included  in  the  betterment  to  be 
assessed  under  the  previous  article,  no  work  to  be  done, 
except  in  connection  with  the  improvement  of  the 
streets  involved  and  then,  only  when  there  is  definite 
assurance  by  subsequent  action  of  the  Town  that  water 
will  be  made  available  at  the  Stonebridge  entrance  to 
the  section. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
public  town  way,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act, 
the  way  known  as  Adelaide  Avenue,  leading  off  West  Plain 
Street  in  thaPpart  of  the  town  known  as  Cochituate,  as  laid  out 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan  or  plans  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk;  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  purchase  or 
otherwise ; and  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  to 
cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the  construction  of  said 
public  town  way,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  take  any  action  in 
regard  thereto. 

This  street  is  in  a thickly  settled  section,  just  off 
\\>st  Plain  Street.  The  abutters  have  agreed  to  have 
the  work  done  under  the  Betterment  Act.  Adelaide 
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Avenue,  itself,  is  about  575  feet  long,  and  the  cost  of 
rebuilding  the  road  would  be  about  $1,650,  funds  for 
which  would  be  advanced  by  the  Town  and  would  be 
partially  reimbursed  through  betterments.  Over  a per- 
iod of  years,  the  Finance  Committee  has  always  felt 
that,  whenever  the  residents  of  any  street  were  pre- 
pared to  ])ay  their  share  of  the  cost  of  improvement, 
the  Town  should  be  ready  to  join  them  by  matching 
. their  ])ayment. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $1,650  therefor, 
the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Highway  Department. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
installation  of  a water  main  and  hydrant  in  Adelaide  Avenue 
for  a distance  of  600  feet,  running  northerly  from  West  Plain 
Street ; to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  therefor  and 
to  authorize  such  sums,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  included  in 
the  betterment  to  be  assessed  under  the  previous  article,  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 

Provided  the  previous  article  is  approved  by  the 
Town,  the  two-inch  water  line  now  in  the  street  should 
be  replaced  with  a six-inch  line  for  a more  adequate 
supply  for  fire  protection  and  to  avoid  the  necessity 
of  tearing  up  the  street  again  at  a later  date  to  replace 
the  present  two-inch  line.  The  Water  Department 
estimates  that  the  job  will  require  600  feet  of  six-inch 
pipe,  fittings,  hydrant  and  labor,  and  that  it  will  cost 
about  $1,800. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $1,800,  to  be 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, the  cost  to  be  included  in  the  betterment  to  be 
assessed  under  the  previous  article. 

Article  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
respect  to  the  improvement  and  better  maintenance  of  the  Town 
dumps  and  what  sum  of  money  it  will  appropriate  and  assess 
therfefor,  or  do  or  act. 

Both  Town  dumps  are  a constant  source  of  trouble, 
chiefly  because  they  are  unattended.  Indiscriminate 
dumping  of  garbage  and  dead  animals,  mixed  with  the 
normal  debris,  papers  and  brush  have  been  the  inevit- 
able result.  The  conditions  have  been  aggravated  by 


19 


the  use  of  the  dumps  by  individuals  from  other  towns. 
Fires  among  the  refuse  are  frequently  getting  out  of 
control,  with  the  result  that  the  Fire  Department, 
alone,  spent  something  over  $300  putting  them  out 
during  the  past  year.  The  smoke,  odor  and  unsightli- 
ness are  real  sources  of  annoyance  to  those  who  live 
anywhere  near  the  dumps  and  their  operation  is  not  a 
credit  to  the  Town. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Planning  Board,  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Police 
Department  and  the  Highway  Department,  a plan  for 
handling  the  matter  has  been  suggested,  after  a study 
of  similar  operations  in  other  towns.  It  involves  the 
erection  of  fences,  gates  and  attendant’s  shed ; sched- 
ule of  days  when  the  dump  will  be  open;  the  employ- 
ment of  an  attendant,  wtih  the  waste  collected  allowed 
as  a portion  of  the  pay;  exclusion  of  use  by  non-resi- 
dents ; the  enforcement  of  regulations  on  use  and  the 
passage  of  a by-law  to  back  up  enforcement. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  a trial  of  the 
program  at  the  dump  adjacent  to  the  Highway  Garage 
for  a year  and  that  there  be  appropriated  and  assessed 
the  sum  of  $1,300  for  fencing,  gates  and  supervision, 
the  work  to  be  done  and  the  supervision  of  mainten- 
ance to  be  by  the  Highway  Department. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  its  by-laws  by 
adding  thereto,  a new  by-law  entitled,  “Control  of  Dumps”  and 
reading  substantially  as  follows  : 

1.  No  person,  other  than  an  inhabitant  of  the  Town  shall 
use  any  public  dump  established  by  the  Town. 

2.  All  public  dumps  shall  be  used  only  at  such  times  as 
may  be  permitted  by  regulations  adopted  by  the  Select- 
men. 

3.  Whoever  violates  the  provision  of  this  by-law  shall  be 
subject  to  a penalty  of  $20  for  each  offense. 

or  will  take  any  other  action  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  to 
effect  the  control  of  public  dumps  in  the  Town,  to  confine  the 
use  thereof  to  inhabitants  of  the  Town  and  to  make  possible  the 
enforcement  of  any  such  control,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Town  cannot  expect  to  have  effective  control 
over  the  use  of  its  dumps  without  giving  proper 
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authority  to  enforcement  officers.  The  proposed  by- 
law is  suggested  with  that  in  mind. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
present  Zoning  By-laws  by  providing  for  the  establishment  of 
a new  type  of  district  permitting  a limited  type  of  business  use, 
to  be  designated  as  a roadside  business  district  and  to  provide 
the  use  or  uses  permissible  in  such  district  and  to  provide  a 
method  for  the  location  of  such  district  or  districts  upon  the 
zoning  plan,  or  take  any  action  in  regard  thereto. 

This  article,  which  was  inserted  by  the  Planning 
Board,  proposes  the  establishment  of  a new  type  of 
zoning  under  our  Zoning  By-laws,  permitting  a limited 
type  of  business  to  be  adopted  along  certain  through 
roads. 

The  Planning  Board  will  have  held  a hearing  on 
the  proposed  change  and  will  render  a report  at  the 
Town  ^Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should 
be  guided  by  the  Planning  Board’s  recommendations. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-laws  as  follows  : 

To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  zone  that  por- 
tion of  the  land  on  East  Commonwealth  Road,  owned  by 
Frank  J.  Maley,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 
westerly  by  J.  M.  Bent;  easterly  by  \\dnter  Street;  from 
Commonwealth  Road  to  Dean  property,  bordering  Bents’, 
depth  v327  feet ; from  Commonwealth  Road  to  Dean 
property,  bordering  Winter  Street,  depth  219  feet. 

This  article  and  the  following  two,  seek  to  effect  a 
change  for  a piece  of  property  from  a residential  to  a 
business  zone. 

The  matter  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Planning  Board,  whch  will  have  held  a public  hearing, 
and  will  have  made  a complete  investigation,  prior  to 
the  Town  Meeting  and,  for  that  reason,  the  Finance 
Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  be  guided  by 
the  report  of  the  Planning  Board. 
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Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning-  By-laws  as  follows : 

To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  zone  that  i>or- 
tion  of  land  on  the  southerly  side  of  State  Roafl  Hast, 
owned  hy  Lilian  E.  Benson  and  by  John  j.  Cassidy, 
l)oimded  and  described  as  follows : easterly  by  Pine 

ILook  Road  ; westerly  l)y  land  formerly  of  Eugene  and 
Annie  L.  W bite  and  of  Alary  Frances  White,  and  to  have 
a depth  of  300  feet  from  said  State  Road. 

The  Finance  Committee’s  recommendation  with 
respect  to  this  article  is  covered  by  its  rej)ort  under 
the  previous  article. 

Article  24.  4'o  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-laws  as  follows  : 

To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  zone  that  |X)r- 
tion  of  land  on  the  northerly  side  of  State  Road  East, 
owned  by  James  H.  Lee,  bounded  and  described  as  fol- 
lows : easterly  by  roadway  of  Peter  Bianchi ; westerly 

along  State  Road  to  land  of  Charles  Wlieelock  and 
northerly  to  a depth  of  300  feet. 

The  Finance  Committee’s  recommendation  with 
respect  to  this  article  is  covered  by  its  report  under 
Article  22. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  neces- 
sary number  of  copies  of  the  Town  By-laws  printed  so  that  each 
of  its  voters  may  have  a copy,  if  he  so  desires,  plus  a reason- 
able number  of  "additional  copies  to  be  kept  in  the  Town  Hall 
at  Way  land  and  at  the  Cochituate  Branch  of  the  Public  Library. 

The  Finance  Committee  has,  for  a number  of 
years,  recognized  the  necessity  for  compiling  and  print- 
ing, not  only  the  Town  By-laws,  but  also  the  Building 
Code,  the  Zoning  By-laws,  the  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  the  Police  Department,  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Water  Department  and  those  governing  the  use 
of  the  Town  Dumps,  and  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  the  article,  with  the  inclusion  of  the  above- 
mentioned  by-laws  and  regulations,  the  work  to  be 
done  by  the  Planning  Board  with  funds  provided  for 
in  their  budget,  one  copy  to  be  sent  to  each  voter  and 
a charge  to  be  set  by  the  board  for  each  section  for 
additional  copies  to  be  distributed  from  the  Town  Hall 
and  the  Cochituate  Branch  of  the  Library. 


Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  that 
part  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Town,  known  as  the  Building  Code, 
by  adding  to  Chapter  3,  Section  4,  MASONRY,  Par.  3.4.1.  the 
following  new  paragraj)h,  or  make  any  amendment  of  said  ])ara- 
gra]4i  of  a similar  nature,  or  do  or  act: 

EXTERNAL,  PARTITION  or  BEARING  walls  may, 
if  approved  by  the  BUILDING  INSPECTOR,  be  built 
in  ])art,  or  whole,  of  iron,  steel,  concrete  or  combination 
of  such  or  like  materials  and  when  so  built  may  be  of 
less  thickness  than  is  hereinbefore  required,  ])rovided  that 
all  constructional  parts  are  thoroughly  protected  from 
fire  by  brick,  terra  cotta,  cement  or  plastering  upon  metal 
furring,  and  ])rovided  the  strength  of  all  hearing  su]> 
])orts  is  equivalent  to  that  of  brick,  masonry  or  concrete 
walls  otherwise  herein  required,  including  floor  and  roof 
construction. 

This  article  calls  for  a change  in  our  Building 
Code,  allowing  for  the  use  of  modern  type  construction 
and  meets  with  the  a])proval  of  the  Building  Inspector. 
S])ecifically,  it  permits  the  use  of  non-frame  materials 
of  lesser  thickness  than  that  which  is  now  required  in 
]:>resent  frame  or  masonry  construction. 

The  Einance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  a resolution 
afifording  the  peo])le  of  WYyland  an  opportunity  to  express  to 
their  representatives  in  Congress,  in  the  Executive  Department 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  United  Nations,  their  deep  feel- 
ing regarding  war  and  ])eace  and  requesting  such  representa- 
tives to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  help  make  the 
United  Nations  into  a W'orld  Government  capable  of  enacting, 
interpreting  and  enforcing  world  law  to  prevent  war. 

This  article  was  inserted  at  the  request  of  a num- 
ber of  the  townspeople  and,  while  recognizing  the  very 
wo'rthy  ])urpose,  the  Finance  Committee  believes  that 
the  matter  lies  outside  the  province  of  town  govern- 
ment and  does  not,  therefore,  call  for  comment  by 
your  Finance  Committee. 

Article  28.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
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of  such  action  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town 

Treasurer. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
copies  thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post 
Office  in  Town,  and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  election.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  feels  it  has  an  obligation  to  report 
directly  to  the  Town  at  each  Annual  Meeting  on  its  transfers 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  during  the  year.  A fund  of  $7,000  to 
$8,000  is  about  2%  of  the  current  yearly  operating  expenses. 
It  is  practically  impossible  to  gauge  closer  than  this,  actual  re- 
quirements of  the  various  departments.  The  availability  of  a 
fund  of  this  size,  this  year,  made  it  possible  to:  (1  ) handle  the 
unforeseeable  and  unusually  large  payrolls  for  snow  removal  in 
the  month  of  December  ; (2)  provide  funds  for  the  Water  De- 
partment, occasioned  by  the  installation  of  a large  number  of 
new  services  incident  to  new  house  construction;  and  (3)  take 
care  of  increasing  costs  of  supplies  and  wages  in  the  School 
Department.  The  major  transfers  were  as  follows:  Snow  Re- 
moval $1,807.81,  Water  Department  $1,708.80,  Schools 
$1,630.85,  Fire  Department  $518.01,  Welfare  Department — Aid 
to  Dependent  Children  $500,  Police  Department  $499.42,  Cem- 
etery Department  $490.80,  Collector  $352.06  and  miscellaneous 
small  amounts  $403.36. 

The  full  effect  of  advancing  wages  and  salaries,  and  of 
increased  costs  of  materials  and  supplies,  has  hnally  caught  up 
with  the  Town.  Government  (Federal,  State  and  local)  is 
subject  to  the  same  forces  with  respect  to  costs,  as  is  private 
business.  The  Finance  Committee  recognizes  its  responsibility 
to  the  Town  to  be  particularly  diligent  with  respect  to  examin- 
ing requests  for  additions  to  the  cost  of  government  at  a time 
such  as  the  present.  It  is  not  satisfied  that  the  Town  could  not 
be  run  more  economically  in  some  respects,  but  the  savings  that 
it  envisages  are  relatively  minor  in  the  overall  basic  picture,  for 
salaries  and  materials  constitute  the  bulk  of  all  expenses,  and, 
without  consolidating  positions  or  departments,  or  reducing  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  services  to  the  public,  it  will  be  difficult 
to  materially  alter  our  total  outlay.  Since  the  voters  cannot  be 
expected  individually  to  check  into  the  matter  of  compensations 
of  those  who  earn  their  livelihood  by  working  for  the  Town,  the 
Finance  Committee  considers  it  has  a primary  obligation  to  see 
that,  in  appropriations  recommended,  schedules  of  pay  for  em- 


ployees,  particularly  those  on  full  time,  are  kept  on  a reasonable 
basis  and  are  commensurate  with  work  performed,  and  likewise, 
that  the  pay  levels  do  not  lag  behind  and  are  kept  comparable 
with  those  of  similar  lines  of  work  in  private  industry.  Accord- 
ingly, something  like  $22,000,  or  more,  of  the  total  increase 
recommended  this  year  is  for  higher  wages  and  salaries. 

•As  pointed  out  last  year,  it  seems  to  your  Finance  Com- 
mittee that  some  of  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  local  government 
in  Massachusetts  will  have  to  be  picked  up  by  the  State  through 
a broadened  tax  l)ase,  for  the  property  owner  is  hearing  the 
ex])ense  to  such  a degree  that  we  may  be  discouraging,  and  in 
effect,  prohibiting  home  ownership. 

In  1948,  the  l)udget  recommended  of  $330,000  exceeds  that 
of  1947  by  $60,000  and  comes  on  to])  of  an  increase  last  year  of 
$20,000.  The  items  in  which  there  were  increases  of  more  than 
$500  are  as  follows  :

In  addition,  the  appropriation  included  in  the  budget  for  Gar- 
bage Removal  is  up  $1,000  and  for  Reserve  Fund  $8,000  over 
last  year  because  these  amounts  were  then  taken  from  other 
available  funds.  The  only  principal  decreases  from  last  year 


are  as  follows  :

In  1948,  the  articles  recommended,  total  $23,050  as  com- 
pared with  $27,v300  recommended  and  $12,300  voted  last  year. 
The  principal  items  for  1948  are : Chapter  90  work  $5,000, 

Riverview  Terrace  roads  and  water  $13,000,  Adelaide  Avenue 
road  and  water  $3,450,  Dump,  fencing  and  maintenance,  $1300 
and  Lake  Cochituate  area,  park  study,  $300. 

The  Town  will  be  required  to  face  squarely  this  year  the 
two  largest  capital  expenditures  in  its  history — additions  to  the 
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school  plant  and  to  the  water  system.  As  f)ointed  out  a year 
a^^o,  the  first  may  run  from  $5CK3,000  to  $600,000  and  the  sec- 
ond, from  $100,000  to  $300,000.  The  expenditures  for  water 
system  improvements  and  additions  need  not  necessarily  place 
an  added  burden  on  the  Town,  if  the  matter  is  handled  intelli- 
gently by  the  Town  and  if  the  water  rates  are  revised.  Those 
for  the  school  additions  are  hound  to  affect  the  tax  rate  for  a 
number  of  years  to  come. 

The  heavy  expenses  ahead,  both  hudgetwise  and  for  im- 
provements, ])oint  up  the  necessity  that  assessments  be  complete- 
ly reviewed  and  that  inequities  in  the  relationshij)  of  assess- 
ment to  fair  cash  value  be  corrected,  for  it  is  only  when  there 
is  confidence  in  the  equality  of  taxation  that  our  resident  tax- 
payers can  be  expected  to  bear  the  burden  of  heavy  taxation.

The  Finance  Committee  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  to  the 
Town  that,  without  exception  the  elected  officials  and  the  de- 
partment heads,  have  co-operated  with  the  Committee  in  every 
way  in  the  preparation  of  the  budget,  that  the  morale  is  good, 
and  that  they  are  treating  town  funds  as  would  any  good  admin- 
istrators in  private  business.  As  the  Finance  Committee  sees 
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it,  the  townspeople  could  not  ask  for  a more  loyal  group  of 
employees,  both  paid  and  unpaid.

\ oted  unanimously  that  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  accepted  and  its  recommendations  adopted  : 

That  the  sums  of  money  recommended  in  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee’s budget  as  printed  with  the  addition  of  $5,000  for  “Snow 
Removal”  be  granted,  a])propriated  and  assessed  for  the  several 
specific  purposes  designated  making  a total  budget  appropria- 
tion of  $278,397  and  that  the  same  be  expended,  only  for  the 
purposes  shown,  under  the  direction  of  the  respective  boards, 
committees  and  officers  of  the  Town ;

The  work  cm  Assessors’  Maps  continue  to  be  done  under 
the  joint  supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of 
Assessors ;

purpose,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Road 
Commissioners. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  of  Sherman 
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Bridge,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money 
which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County  or  both,  for  this 
])urpose,  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Road  Commissioners. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  Town’s  share  in  the  reconstruction 
of  Sherman  Bridge  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
any  money  which  may  be  voted  by  the  Town  of  vSudbury  or  may 
be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County,  or  both,  for  this  purpose,  the 
work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Road  Commis- 
sioners. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ap])ropriate  for 
“Road  ^Machinery  Account”  a sum  of  money,  the  funds  to  be 
taken  from  “Road  Machinery  Fund,”  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of

Action  under  Article  12  and  13  was  taken  up  jointly. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a sum 
of  money  from  “Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  and  Graves”  for  the 
purchase  of  land  for  an  addition  to  the  Lakeview  Cemetery,  or 
rlo  r)r  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appro|)riate  by  transfer 
from  the  “Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  and  Graves”  account  the  sum 
of  One  Thousand  ($1,000)  Dollars  for  the  purchase  of  a lot  of 
land  adjacent  to  Lakeview  Cemetery,  supposed  to  belong  to 
Mrs.  Bessie  Trimble,  consisting  of  about  1^  acres  of  land,  to 
be  used  for  cemetery  purposes,  and  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectnten  to  make  such  purchase  and  to  accept  a deed  therefor, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  Town  Counsel  and  of  the  necessary 
statutory  approval  of  the  use  of  said  land  for  such  purpose.

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Road  in  the  'Fowcr  Hill  secticni  so-callcd,  or  lake  any  action 
thereon. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  acquire  the  small  triangular  plot  of  land  at  the 
intersection  of  Plain  Road  and  Cla\q)it  Hill  Road  for  park  and 
highway  ])ur])oses  by  gift  or  purchase,  and  that  the  Town  a])- 
proi)riate  by  transfer  from  the  amount  appro|)riated  for  the 
purchase  of  similar  pieces  under  Article  27  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March,  1946,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  ($100) 
Dollars,  to  be  used  as  far  as  necessary  for  such  ])urchase,  and 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  complete  said  purchase, 
make  payment  therefor,  and  accept  a deed  or  deeds  of  such 
property,  with  the  advice  of  the  Planning  Board  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  Town  Counsel. 

Article  17.  4'o  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library  to  dispose  of  articles  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  are  no  longer  needed  by  the  Library,  or  do  or 
act.  ' 

Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  to  sell  at  private  sale  any  personal  property  in  the  Town 
Library,  or  the  Branch  Library,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Trustees,  is  no  longer  needed  by  the  Library. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
appointment  of  a special  committee  to  prepare  revaluations  of 
all  assessed  property  in  the  Town  and  to  make  its  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Assessors,  and  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
and  will  a])pro]jriate  and  assess  for  the  ex])enses  of  such  a com- 
mittee a sum  of  money,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Board  of  Assessors  are  authorized  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  equalizing  all  assessed  property  in  the 
Town  and  to  prepare  and  make  a report  thereon  to  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  that  the  Town  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  ( $1,000  ) Dollars  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  xA.ssessors  for  expenses  including  clerical  assist- 
ance, expenses  of  making  such  report  and  for  the  payment  of 
professional  appraisers  in  case  of  properties  as  to  which,  in 
their  opinion,  such  appraisal  is  desirable. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
appointment  of  a committee  to  complete  plans  and  specifications, 
already  started,  for  additions  to  the  Wayland  High  School  and 
the  Cochituate  Grade  School  and  will  authorize  such  committee 
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to  file  application  with  tlie  Federal  W^orks  Agency  for  a loan 
for  the  purjjose  of  completing  detailed  plans,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appoint  a committee  of  nine  citizens, 
to  include  three  members  of  the  School  Committee,  the  School 
Superintendent,  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board  and  one 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  latter  two  to  l)e  chosen 
by  their  respective  boards,  and  three  members-at-large  to  be 
chosen  by  six  so  designated,  said  committee  be  authorized  to 
file  application  with  the  Federal  Works  Agency  for  plan  prepar- 
ation and  that  such  committee  be  authorized  to  ex])end  the  funds 
received  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  detailed  plans  and  s])eci- 
fications  for  additions  to  the  Way  land  High  School  and  Cochit- 
uate  Grade  School,  said  committee  to  be  authorized  to  employ 
architects,  engineers  or  other  appropriate  assistance  and  to  have 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Town  a program  and  detailed 
plans  for  such  additions,  the  committee  to  be  further  authorized 
to  petition  the  Legislature  for  the  introduction  and  favorable 
action  on  a bill  by  which  the  Town  be  authorized  to  borrow 
from  time  to  time  within  the  period  of  the  next  ten  years  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary,  but  not  exceeding  $500,000,  outside 
the  debt  limit  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additions  to 
existing  school  buildings  and  of  original  equipment  and  fur- 
nishings of  the  same. 

Voted  to  adjourn  the  meeting  10:50  P.  M.

V'oted  that  there  be  appropriated  and  assessed  the  sum  of 
$500  to  be  used  from  time  to  time  for  the  Town’s  share  of  the

Betterment  Act,  the  funds  to  be  expended  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Planning  Board  on  those  projects  on  which  the 
abutters  have  raised  their  share  of  the  funds  for  the  planning 
of  such  work.

( 1 ) To  amend  Chapter  2 to  increase  the  fees  for  building 
permits  from  $2  to  $5  for  work  costing  less  than  $5,000  and  to 
increase  the  fee  from  $1  to  $5  for  each  additional  $5,000  of 
cost  or  fraction  thereof  by  striking  out  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  paragraphs  of  said  Chapter  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  paragraphs : 

The  fees  for  building  permits  shall  be  paid  l)y  the  applicant 
and  shall  be  as  follows  : 

If  the  cost  of  the  {)roposed  work  is  $5,000  or  less — $5.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


February  2,  1948. 

This  board  has  met  regularly  the  first  and  third  Monday  of 
each  month  for  the  transaction  of  the  routine  business  of  the 
Town  and  to  meet  with  and  consider  the  problems  of  the  Town 
Officials,  Department  members,  and  ])rivate  citizens.  Additional 
special  meetings,  as  necessary,  have  also  been  held. 

All  regular  appointments,  as  required  by  statute,  have  been 
made,  with  the  exception  of  the  fifth  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  these  appear  in  the  lists  of  the  Town  Officers 
and  Committees.  The  citizens  of  Wayland  are,  in  our  opinion, 
very  fortunate  that  so  many  of  their  fellow  townsmen  and 
townswometn  are  willing  to  give  so  generously  of  their  time, 
energy,  and  intelligence  in  the  service  of  the  Town. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Legislature  has  removed  the  office 
of  Chief  of  Police  in  the  Town  of  Wayland  from  Civil  Service. 
The  two-way  radio  equipment  of  the  police  car  is  proving  a 
great  success.  M"e  report  that  under  supervision  of  the  Police 
Department  the  safety  buttons,  road  markings,  and  signs  em- 
phasizing the  danger  of  the  turn  at  the  bridge  on  the  old  road 
from  Sudbury  to  Wayland,  have  been  installed,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  eliminate  any  further  accidents  at  this  spot. 

We  regret  to  state  that  the  vote  of  the  Town,  under  Article 
13,  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  to  purchase  land  for  an  addi- 
tion to  Lakeview  Cemetery,  has  not  been  possible  of  fulfillment 
because  of  the  inability  to  agree  on  terms  with  one  of  the  abut- 
ters and  because  of  estate  entanglements  with  the  other. 

The  damage  to  the  windows  of  the  Town  Hall  by  vandalism 
last  June  has  been  repaired  at  an  expense  of  $158.00,  and  to  date 
restitution  has  been  eflPected  by  the  parents  of  one  of  the  parti- 
cipants to  the  extent  of  one-half  this  amount. 

The  Wayland  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  has  found  it  im- 
possible to  carry  on  further  with  the  promotion  and  direction  of 
activities  at  Baldwiids  Pond,  and  the  matter  has  therefore  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  MHter  Department. 
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The  Board  decided  unanimously  it  was  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  Town  to  make  a ruling  that  no  food  or  drink  be  served 
on  the  premises  of  any  of  the  Town’s  licensees  after  11.45  P.M. 
and  that  all  cafes  be  cleared  of  the  public  by  12  o’clock  with  the 
exception  of  the  restaurants,  which  were  ordered  cleared  by 
12.15. 

Inspection  of  all  public  buildings  has  been  made  with  a view 
to  determining  the  capacity  and  also  checking  the  exit  require- 
ments. It  was  found  that  all  buildings  were  being  operated  well 
within  the  margin  of  maximum  occupancy,  but  that  there  were  a 
number  of  physical  defects  to  be  corrected,  and  these  are  in 
process. 

Oil  burner  inspections  are  currently  in  process. 

On  October  6th,  Mr.  Mdlliam  Hardy’s  resignation  from  the 
Board  of  Assessors  was  accepted,  and  on  December  1st,  Mr.  J. 
Sidney  Stone  notified  this  Board  of  his  willingness  to  accept  the 
appointment  by  our  Board  and  the  Assessors  in  joint  session  to 
serve  the  unexpired  term  to  March  1st. 

At  the  request  of  Governor  Robert  F.  Bradford  that  w’e 
appoint  a local  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  State  Fuel 
Co-ordinator,  we  have  designated  the  following:  Thomas  F. 
Linnehan,  Chairman ; Albert  J.  Lizotte,  and  Albert  H.  Spencer. 

The  Selectmen  take  this  opportunity  to  sincerely  thank  all 
officials,  both  elected  and  appointed,  for  their  fine  cooperation 
during  this  past  year.  We  urge  every  registered  voter  to  attend 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  March  3rd.

No  new  funds  have  been  received  other  than  receipts  for 
Cemetery  Perpetual  Care.  These  small  gifts  have  been  deposit- 
ed regularly  in  approved  savings  banks. 

Conditions  in  the  market  for  investments  legally  available 
have  made  it  seem  inadvisable  to  make  changes  in  the  Town’s 
invested  funds,  except  as  has  been  necessary  because  bonds 
already  owned  have  been  called  or  have  matured.  Such  rein- 
vestment of  funds  has  been  made  as  required  and  with  the 
greatest  care.  A list  of  the  present  holdings  and  all  reinvest- 
ments during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Town 
Treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PARMENTER 
HOSPITAL  FUND 


The  surviving  members  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  con- 
sider matters  connected  with  the  Parmenter  Hospital  Bequest 
heg  to  re])ort  as  follows  : 

During  the  last  calendar  year  the  Harvard  Trust  Company 
pro])osed  a ])lan  for  carrying  out  its  obligations  under  the  will 
of  Jonathan  M.  Parmenter  and.  after  communicating  with  vari- 
ous inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  \\’ayland  and  others,  in  the  late 
fall  of  1947  the  Trust  Company  filed  in  the  Probate  Court  for 
Middlesex  County  a petition  setting  forth  a plan  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  charitable  gift  of  iMr.  Parmenter  which  the 
Harvard  Trust  Company  stated  it  believed  to  be  as  conformable 
as  may  be  under  the  circumstances  to  the  testator’s  intention 
and  asked  the  Court  to  adopt  the  plan  under  what  is  known  as 
the  “cy  ])res  doctrine”  which  permits  the  adoption  of  a plan  to 
carry  out  a charitable  bequest  diflPering  somewhat  from  the  be- 
quest as  expressed  in  the  will  if  circumstances  seemed  to  require 
it.  It  asked  the  Court  to  determine  that  it  was  impossible  or 
impracticable  to  establish  and  maintain  a hospital  as  intended 
and  directed  by  the  testator,  and  that  in  place  thereof  the  plan 
as  set  forth  be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  Court. 

Thereafter  there  was  a decree  of  the  Court  entered  in  the 
case,  dated  November  28,  1947.  that  the  bequest  be  carried  out 
cy  pres  in  or  within  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  decree  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  annexed  to  the  petition. 

The  result  is  that  the  Harvard  Trust  Company  is  now 
authorized  to  carry  out  the  plan. 

The  plan  provided  that  the  Trustee  be  authorized  to  en- 
courage hospital  service  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  \\'ay- 
land  by  the  five  hospitals  in  the  vicinity  which  have  for  years 
principally  met  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  Wayland  and  that 
the  following  payments  be  made  : 

Emerson  Hospital,  Concord,  Massachusetts  $10,000 
Framingham  Hospital,  Framingham,  Massa- 
chusetts 20.000 
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Leonard  Morse  Hospital,  Natick,  Massachusetts  30,000 
Newton  Tdos])itaI,  Newton,  Massachusetts  10,000 

Waltham  Hospital,  Waltham,  Massachusetts  20,000 

'Phe  plan  further  provided  for  the  establishment  of  a 
“Health  Unit”  so  called  to  be  erected  by  the  Harvard  Trust 
Comj^any  in  Wayland  at  a location  to  be  determined  by  the 
Trustee  and  to  render  such  services  as  shall  he  determined  by 
the  trustees  of  a charitable  corporation  to  be  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  subject 
to  certain  control  by  the  Trustee  until  such  time  a^  the  entire 
trust  fund  has  been  distributed.  It  is  contem{)lated  that  nearly 
all  the  incor])orators  of  the  charitable  corporation  and  the  first 
trustees  will  be  citizens  of  Wayland  and  that  the  Health  Unit 
when  completed  be  turned  over  to  the  corporation  for  operation. 

It  is  further  contemplated  that  after  paying-  the  five  hos- 
pitals and  erecting  the  Health  Unit  the  Trustee  use  the  income 
of  the  balance  of  the  trust  funds,  together  with  as  much  of  the 
principal  as  the  Trustee  felt  best,  for  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  the  Health  Unit. 

It  seemed  to  this  Committee  that  this  plan  was  the  best 
plan  that  had  at  any  time  heretofore  been  proposed  and  the 
Committee  is  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  now  appears 
that  the  charitable  intent  of  Jonathan  AI.  Parmenter  will  be 
carried  out  in  a way  which  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


Under  Article  18  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  March  1947, 
the  following  vote  was  ])assed  ; 

‘A^OTED  that  the  Board  of  Assessors  are  authorized 
to  consider  the  question  of  equalizing  all  assessed  prop- 
erty in  the  Town  and  to  prepare  and  make  a report  there- 
on to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  that  the  Town 
appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
($1,000)  Dollars  to  he  expended  by  the  Assessors  for 
expenses  including  clerical  assistance,  expenses  of  mak- 
ing such  report  and  for  the  payment  of  professional  ap- 
praisers in  case  of  properties  as  to  which,  in  their  opin- 
ion, such  appraisal  is  desirable.” 

This  report  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  that  vote. 

In  the  middle  of  the  year  Mr.  Hardy  resigned  as  assessor 
and  ultimately  moved  out  of  town.  This  left  the  Board  short- 
handed,  and  no  substitution  was  made  until  very  late  in  the  fall 
when  a temporary  appointment  was  made  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  assisting  in  making  this  report. 

The  two  remaining  members  of  the  Board,  after  the  resig- 
nation of  Mr.  Hardy,  made  a special  effort  to  view  the  proper- 
ties in  the  Town  during  the  fall  before  the  big  snows  came. 
Since  the  first  of  the  year  a further  examination  has  been  made 
all  over  Town,  with  special  consideration  to  the  question  of 
whether  there  was  a need  for  equalization.  In  connection  with 
this  examination  the  asses.sors  have  employed  an  outside  ap- 
praiser for  assistance  on  this  problem. 

The  result  of  these  efiforts  seems  to  indicate  that  there  has 
over  a period  of  years  grown  up  a very  substantial  amount  of 
inequalities  which  need  attention.  The  assessors  believe  that  a 
real  beginning  has  been  made  and  that  the  changes  made  since 
the  1945  valuation  list  have  resulted  in  curing  some  of  the  in- 
equalities. 

It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  only  way  that  all  the 
properties  in  the  Town  can  be  covered  so  that  the  problem  of 
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equalization  can  be  accomplished  is  by  a thorough  study  which 
will  tak'e  a great  deal  more  time  and  effort  than  has  been  given 
by  the  assessors  for  a number  of  years. 

A numl)er  of  methods  of  solving  the  problem  have  been 
suggested.  Some  towns  have  hired  outside  exj^erts  to  give  the 
entire  town  what  is  known  as  a scientihc  standard  of  valuation. 
Such  a method  of  solving  the  ])roblem  would  ]M-obably  cost  at 
least  $lvS,000.  The  assessors  believe  that  this  would  not  be 
satisfactory  in  our  town  and  should  not  be  tried  at  least  until 
some  other  method  of  solving  the  ]woblem  has  been  given  a 
thorough  trial. 

Some  towns  have  attempted  to  solve  their  ])roblems  by  the 
ap])ointment  of  one  full-time  assessor  at  a full-time  salary  and 
two  other  assessors  on  a part  time  basis  at  much  lower  salaries. 
vSome  towns  have  used  this  method  by  agreement  among  the 
assessors  as  to  the  division  of  the  a])propriation  for  salaries. 
vSome  towns  have  gone  to  the  Legislature  and  asked  for  special 
legislation  permitting  this  arrangement.  A special  act  of  this 
kind  was  sought  by  the  Town  of  Danvers  last  year  and  is 
planned  by  Billerica  this  year.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  would 
he  necessary  to  elect  the  full-time  man  under  this  method  and 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a satisfactory  man,  it  is  our  opinion 
that  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  the  use  of  this  method  in  this  town. 

'Die  remaining  method,  and  the  method  approved  by  the 
present  Board  (jf  Assessors,  is  that  the  regular  elected  Board 
of  Assessors  he  given  enough  funds  to  justify  spending  the 
necessary  time  th.emselves  and  such  additional  funds  as  are 
necessary  so  that  they  may  have  the  assistance  of  outside  ap- 
praisers for  special  problems.  It  is  also  felt  that  if  the  Board 
of  Assessors  could  have  a committee  of  interested  citizens  who 
would  be  willing  and  able  to  give  substantial  time  to  the  prob- 
lem, it  would  be  a great  assistance,  and  that  the  attempted 
equalization  would  be  more  likely  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  town, 
if  the  assessors  were  given  the  assistance  of  such  a committee. 
Such  a committee,  however,  would  be  of  little  or  no  value  unless 
the  Board  of  Assessors  were  prepared  to  work  wholeheartedlv 
with  the  committee.  In  the  present  uncertainty  as  to  the  make- 
up of  the  new  Board  of  Assessors,  it  is  impossible  to  be  certain 
whether  that  would  be  the  fact  this  coming  year  or  not.  The 
present  Board  of  Assessors  in  so  far  as  they  may  continue  to  be 
assessors  pledge  themselves  to  cooperate  with  such  committee 
to  the  best  of  their  ability. 
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It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  Town  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  in  addition  to  that  raised  in  1947  to  be 
devoted  to  the  expense  of  outside  assistance  and  that  an  addi- 
tional sum  be  approj^riated  and  assessed  for  assessors’  expenses 
to  justify  the  additional  time  and  additional  transportation  ex- 
pense of  the  assessors  themselves  in  making  a complete  examin- 
ation of  all  the  assessable  real  estate  and  buildings  after  the 
1948  tax  levy  has  been  com])leted. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a committee  of  seven  citizens  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  revaluation  of  all  taxable  real  estate  and 
buildings  and  to  confer  with  the  assessors  and  to  assist  the 
assessors  in  their  efforts  to  make  a complete  check-up  of  all  the 
valuations  in  the  Town  for  the  express  purpose  of  equalizing 
all  such  inequalities  in  assessments  as  are  found  to  exist.

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REPORT  OF  THE  W AYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1947 


The  most  striking'  feature  of  the  Planning  Board’s  rej)ort 
for  1947  is  the  swift  growth  of  the  town.  Over  fifty  new  water 
connections,  we  are  informed,  have  been  entered,  mostly  in 
connection  with  new  residences.  This  growth  seems  destined  to 
continue  with  equal  rapidity  in  1948.  “The  desirability  of 
W^ayland  as  a community  of  lovely  homes  becomes  increasingly 
evident  day  by  day,”  writes  a bank  in  a neighboring  city  in  a 
circular  letter  to  its  customers.  “Wayland  is  a good  town.  We 
like  to  loan  there.”  says  the  treasurer  of  another  bank.  Such 
growth  brings  many  problems  and  puts  a premium  on  adequate 
planning  and  foresight ; but  to  these  problems  the  town  has  been 
giving  thought  through  the  war  years  and  your  Planning  Board 
has  continued  working  at  them  without  ceasing  during-  1947. 

New  Real  Estate  Subdivisions 

Several  new  real  estate  developments  have  been  approved 
by  the  Board  during  the  year.  At  Cochituate,  a new  tract  being 
opened  up  by  John  Simone,  off  Oak  Street,  is  well  designed. 
An  extension  of  Leary  Street  was  approved.  In  the  sightly 
wooded  ground  between  Cochituate  and  \\ ’ay land,  formerly  the 
Shaw  Estate,  the  first  two  units  of  “Woodridge”  were  voted 
approval,  “^^’oodridge”  is  planned  as  a high  grade  subdivision 
with  lots  from  1^2  acres  to  2 acres  and  some  of  larger  size. 
At  W’ayland  Center  a further  extension  of  Rich  \’alley  Road 
was  approved  with  rights  for  the  town  reserved  on  the  banks  of 
Hayward  Brook.  Nearby,  Lundy  Lane  and  an  extension  of 
Hayward  Road,  both  leading  east  from  Rich  \’alley  Road  were 
likewise  approved.  These  will  eventually  intersect  \\’hite  Road. 
On  the  W’heelock  ])roperty,  approval  of  which  plan  had 
been  previously  voted,  after  laying  of  the  water  pipe  and  the 
building  of  500  ft.  of  road,  ten  lots  were  released  for  sale  and 
we  understand  that  building  on  these  will  start  early  in  the 
spring. 

What  the  Board  Requires  of  the  Developer 

The  first  step  in  any  new  development  is  approval  of  the 
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street  layout.  This  has  to  meet  specifications  laid  down  in  the 
Board^s  regulations.  Before  new  house  lots  may  be  sold,  the 
regulations  require  that  a water  pipe,  satisfactory  to  the  water 
department,  and  a 22-foot  road  for  travel  shall  be  built,  cen- 
tered in  a 50-foot  roadway.  These  requirements  safeguard 
purchasers  against  buying  lots  on  unbuilt  streets  without  water. 
At  the  same  time  they  guard  the  town  against  being  asked  to 
bear  the  expense  of  water  and  street  extensions  after  houses 
have  been  erected.  That  these  precautions  bring  good  results  is 
evident  from  the  excellent  type  of  building  going  on  in  all  the 
new  developments.  A number  of  requests  have  come  to  the 
Board  to  set  off  one  or  two  house  lots  at  the  rear  of  long  nar- 
row existing  lots  which  have  only  the  minimum  frontage  re- 
quired by  the  zoning  law.  The  Board  feels  in  general  that  the 
rear  of  such  lots  should  be  developed  only  in  connection  with 
the  general  development  of  the  whole  neighborhood.  This  ap- 
pears to  l)e  the  only  method  by  which  satisfactory  access  to  the 
street  for  present  and  future  owners  can  be  obtained,  and,  in 
any  case  the  Board  is  unable  to  approve  such  requests  under 
the  law. 

Guarding  Danger  Spots 

For^a  long  time,  the  town  has  been  troubled  at  the  severe 
accidents  which  have  taken  place  from  time  to  time  at  a few 
dangerous  locations.  The  Board  secured  the  advice  of  Mr. 
Edgar  F.  Copell,  Safety  Engineer  for  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  head  of  the  Massachusetts  Safety  Council. 
The  most  dangerous  spots  in  town,  according  to  his  report,  are 
the  River  bridge  on  Old  Sudbury  Road,  northwest  of  M'ayland 
Center ; the  intersection  of  Main  Street  and  Commonwealth 
Road  in  Cochituate ; and  the  corner  of  Old  Connecticut  Path 
and  West  Plain  Street.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  Chief  of  Police,  the  recommendations  of  Mr. 
Copell  as  to  the  Sudbury  River  crossing  have  already  been  car- 
ried out.  Highly  visible  warning  signs  and  “cats’  eyes”  have 
been  set  up,  and  townspeople  can  now  feel  that  all  reasonable 
precautions  short  of  relocating  the  highway  have  been  taken  to 
prevent  further  drownings  at  this  point.  The  recommendations 
on  the  other  two  corners  are  still  under  consideration.  The 
Board  is  happy  to  have  brought  about  the  greatly  improved  con- 
dition at  the  River  Bridge. 

Our  Business  Centers 

Another  danger  is  presented  by  the  indiscriminate  parking 
and  turning  of  automobiles  in  the  business  centers  of  both

villages,  a problem  tied  iij)  closely  with  the  growth  and  future 
business  development  of  the  town.  Recognizing  that  the  main 
road  in  each  village  was  due  for  rebuilding  shortly,  the  Board 
two  years  ago  secured  the  services  of  Arthur  T.  Row  of  the 
Harvard  School  of  Design  to.  study  the  town’s  prospects  for 
growth.  Continuing  these  studies,  Mr.  Larry  Reich,  an  archi- 
tect and  a graduate  student  at  the  same  school,  in  1947  prepared 
a specific  study  and  layout  of  possible  future  business  expansion 
for  each  village.  A special  report  of  results  of  these  studies 
has  been  mailed  to  the  citizens,  and  models  showing  the  pro- 
posed expanded  business  centers  have  been  on  display  in  the 
town  libraries.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Board  that  after  these 
studies  have  been  considered  by  the  citizens,  concrete  results  in 
the  form  of  ofif-street  parking  areas  and  proposals  for  actual 
development  of  additional  retail  shopping  facilities  may  be 
brought  about. 

The  Future  of  Lake  Cochituate 

The  future  of  that  most  beautiful  sheet  of  water,  Lake 
Cochituate,  has  been  much  in  the  mind  of  your  Board  through 
the  year.  Dujdng  1946  the  Board  invited  the  planning  boards 
of  all  the  towns  with  waterfront  on  the  Metropolitan  system  of 
lakes  to  confer  on  the  proposal  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  to  abandon  these  lakes  as  water  supplies,  and  to 
turn  them  over  to  the  Department  of  Conservation  for  recrea- 
tional use.  We  felt  that  if  the  interests  of  these  towns  were  to 
be  properly  guarded,  protective  provisions  should  be  written 
into  the  bill.  Later  your  Board,  in  cooperation  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Counsel  presented  these  views  be- 
fore a Legislative  Commission  which  was  studying  the  subject, 
and  finally  before  the  committees  of  the  General  Court.  As  a 
result,  the  law  adopted  specifically  requires  that  the  water  level 
of  Lake  Cochituate  shall  not  be  lowered,  that  the  land  owned 
by  the  Commonwealth  along  its  shores  shall  not  be  sold,  that 
the  Commissioner  of  Conservation  shall  consult  at  least  once 
a year  with  the  Boards  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Boards,  and 
Park  Commissioners  of  all  the  towns  involved  with  regard  to 
the  conduct  of  these  lakes  and  adjoining  lands.  All  rules  and 
regulations  must  be  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council. 
We  consider  that  these  safeguards  represent  a great  improve- 
ment over  the  original  proposal  to  turn  the  lakes  over  to  the 
Department  of  Conservation  without  reservation. 

Wayland’s  Interest  in  the  Lake 

On  January  1,  1948,  the  transfer  took  place.  ^Meantime 
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the  people  had  not  waited  for  the  actual  transfer.  Use  of  Lake 
Cochituate  by  bathers  and  picnickers  became  a fact  last  summer 
and  a parking  and  traffic  problem  in  the  narrow  streets  nearby 
was  an  immediate  result,  not  to  mention  a sanitary  and  police 
problem.  About  niiles  of  Lake  Cochituate’s  shore  lies  be- 
tween West  Plain  Street  and  Commonwealth  Road.  There  is 
also  quite  an  extensive  shore  line  south  of  Commonwealth  Road, 
and  a small  headland  on  the  west  shore  is  in  this  town.  Much 
of  this  shore  is  covered  with  beautiful  woods,  bordering  an  un- 
usually attractive  sandy  beach.  Adjoining  the  shore  at  the  end 
nearest  Old  Connecticut  Path  is  a considerable  area  of  dwell- 
ings, but  there  still  remains  a large  tract  further  south  which  so 
far  has  been  kept  in  farm  and  other  open  land. 

A Proposal  for  Public  Ownership 

After  considering  the  matter  carefully  from  many  points 
of  view,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Board  that  the  town  should 
take  steps  to  acquire  a substantial  tract  along  the  Wayland 
shore  for  recreational  and  other  town  purposes.  Such  acquisi- 
tion would  give  the  townspeople  a recreation  area  unexcelled  in 
IMassachusetts.  It  would  also  assure  to  the  towil  control  of  the 
type  of  recreational  development  that  might  take  place  there. 
An  article  looking  toward  acquiring  a part  of  this  area  is  con- 
tained in  the  warrant.  It  could  be  tied  in  with  the  development 
of  residential  property  in  the  neighborhood  which  the  Board 
has  previously  studied.  We  believe  that  if  properly  carried  out, 
this  action  will  enhance  the  value  of  the  whole  neighborhood, 
and  benefit  the  entire  town. 

Other  Waterfront  Neighborhoods 

Continuing  our  work  in  assisting  the  town’s  waterfront 
neighborhoods,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Board 
arranged  for  a report  on  the  weed  condition  in  Dudley  Pond  by 
a well  known  firm  of  water  supply  engineers.  The  report  states 
definitely  that  the  increased  growth  of  weeds  of  the  past  few 
years  is  due  to  sewage  seeping  into  the  water  from  the  adjoin- 
ing properties ; that  as  long  as  this  condition  continues,  no  im- 
provement is  to  be  expected ; that  the  growth  may  be  treated  by 
chemical  means,  but  at  a heavy  expense.  The  conclusion  of  the 
Board  is  that  the  only  practical  way  to  keep  the  town’s  bathing 
beach  available  is  to  clear  the  weeds  each  year  from  the  area 
where  bathing  takes  place. 

Considerable  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  residents  of 
west  shore  of  Dudley  Pond  in  a proposal  to  have  that  part  of 
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Lake  Sliore  Drive  accepted  and  built  by  the  town.  It  is  hoped 
tliat  this  ])roject  can  he  carried  further  during  the  coming  year. 

Streets  Recommended  for  Acceptance 

Much  thought  has  l^eeii  given  to  Riverview  Terrace  both 
as  to  street  develo])ment,  laying  water  mains,  and  the  area’s 
future.  The  Board  has  had  wholehearted  cooj^eration  from  resi- 
dents through  the  Riverview  Terrace  Improvement  Assn.  Plans 
have  been  drawn  for  acce])lance  of  the  road  system  in  this  area, 
the  ])roperty  owners  hearing  half  the  cost  of  the  engineering. 
Under  an  article  in  the  warrant  it  is  ho])ed  that  at  least  a ])or- 
tion  of  the  road  layout  may  he  accepted  and  built  and  water 
pipe  installed  at  the  same  time.  The  Board  believes  that  if  the 
town  takes  such  action,  this  neighborhood  has  a ]:)romising 
future.  On  Adelaide  Avenue  off  West  Plain  Street,  upon  peti- 
tion of  the  ahuttors,  the  Board  has  also  recommended  accept- 
ance to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  an  article  appears  in  the 
warrant. 

To  assist  the  i^ersons  owning  property  on  A\h'nter  Street 
the  Board  also  surveyed  and  hounded  the  road.  Through  its 
engineer,  Mr.  Brooks,  the  Board  has  conferred  with  the  County 
Commissioners  as  to  the  proposal  for  a road  to  extend  from  the 
easterly  end  of  Stonehridge  Road  to  Fiske’s  Corner.  Much  of 
the  land  for  such  a road  is  already  set  aside  hut  its  building  is 
still  in  the  future.  A study  for  the  improvement  of  Edgewood 
Road  Extension,  Amey  Road  and  vicinity  was  also  made.  The 
necessary  land  to  widen  Winter  Street  was  deeded  to  the  town 
without  expense. 

Route  20  Bypass 

ATany  townspeople  are  interested  in  the  status  of  the  ])ro- 
posal  for  a bypass  for  Route  20  to  run  south  of  Wayland  Cen- 
ter. Soundings  have  been  taken  by  the  State  Highway  Com- 
missioners along  the  proposed  route  and  it  appears  entirely 
practical.  As  ma])ped,  the  bypass  would  run  through  Pine 
Brook  ATlley  beginning  at  Dead  Alan’s  Curve  and  cross  Cochit- 
uate  Road  just  south  of  the  cemetery,  returning  to  the  present 
highway  location  west  of  the  Russell  farm  hut  east  of  the  bridge 
across  the  Sudbury  River.  Detailed  plans  have  not  yet  been 
prepared,  and  work  cannot  start  until  after  an  appropriation  by 
the  legislature. 

Those  Dumps ! 

The  condition  of  the  town  dumps  has  been  a matter  of 
heated  discussion.  The  street  department  has  done  a good  job 
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in  levelling  them  off  from  time  to  time  but  there  is  no  other 
supervision.  The  dump  off  State  Road  West  is  used  by  all  of 
western  Middlesex  County  instead  of  “by  Wayland  residents 
only/'  and  not  only  for  waste  materials  but  for  garbage  and 
offal.  Both  dumps  are  being  rapidly  fdled.  They  cause  fre- 
quent calls  on  the  fire  dej)artment  and  their  condition  results  in 
adverse  comment  on  the  town  by  travelers.  It  is  time  that  the 
town  took  firm  action  and  made  provision  to  have  the  dumps 
pro])erly  fenced  off,  and  adequately  su])ervised  and  policed. 
The  Board  has  adopted  a report  containing  recommendations 
for  improvement  and  has  prepared  an  article  for  this  purpose. 

Zoning  Matters 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  several  petitions  for  re- 
zoning residential  areas  along  State  Road  East  to  business  were 
considered;  one  received  a majority  vote,  but  not  sufficient  to 
meet  the  two-thirds  required  by  law.  In  view  of  the  majority 
sentiment  ex])ressed,  and  also  mindful  of  the  criticisms  voiced, 
the  Board  has  given  careful  study  during  the  year  to  possible 
amendment  to  the  by-laws  to  provide  for  a restricted  roadside 
business  district.  While  not  permitting  all  types  found  in  a 
retail  business  district,  such  a district  would  permit  certain  busi- 
ness serving  travellers.  Such  districts  have  been  provided  in 
Lexington  and  Concord.  This  proposal  will  be  placed  before 
the  town  meeting. 

Contest  for  School  Pupils 

The  planning  contest  for  school  children  siK>nsored  by  the 
Board  proved  a great  success.  The  pupils  took  a deep  interest 
in  the  future  of  the  town  and  presented  many  interesting  sug- 
gestions, plans,  and  sketches.  The  grand  prize  was  won  by 
Miss  Roberta  Buckingham,  a senior  in  the  High  School  and 
now  a freshman  at  Radcliffe,  with  an  excellent  paper  which  was 
reprinted  in  the  newspapers.  Other  prize  winners  were  as 
follows :

Our  a[)preciation  is  also  due  to  the 
School  Superintendent,  ])rincipals,  and  teachers  who  took  such 
an  interest  in  making  the  contest  a success. 

Triangles  at  Intersections 

In  the  past  few  years,  the  town  has  given  authority  for 
acquiring  the  small  triangles  at  the  intersections  of  various 
roads  at  the  suggestion  of  the  P>oard.  The  necessary  legal  steps 
have  been  taken,  and  in  most  cases  completed,  so  that  most  of 
them  are  now  unquestionably  the  ])ro|)erty  of  the  town. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  Cochituate  Garden  Club  that  they 
would  like  to  assist  in  the  improvement  of  the  triangle  at  the 
corner  of  School  Street  and  Commonwealth  Road,  Mr.  Arthur 
Shurclifif,  the  noted  landscape  architect  was  employed  to  advise. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  improvement  may  be  carried  out  in  194S, 

Some  Acknowledgements 

From  this  report  it  is  evident  that  the  Board  is  frequently 
concerned  with  legal  and  technical  questions.  The  legal  assist- 
ance given  by  the  Town  Counsel  in  such  matters  has  been  of 
greatest  value  and  the  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  debt. 
Of  great  worth  to  the  town  also  have  been  the  services  of  our 
engineer,  Mr.  Everett  Brooks.  Few  citizens  know  of  the  time 
and  thought  he  has  given  to  their  town’s  affairs ; the  satisfactory 
results  in  many  town  projects  are  a monument  to  his  imagina- 
tion and  his  unstinted  service.  W'e  thank  both  Mr.  Stone  and 
Mr.  Brooks. 

Assessors’  Maps 

The  town  ma])s  completed  Dec.  31,  1946,  and  since  copied 
by  other  towns,  are  in  a continuous  process  of  change  due  to  the 
many  real  estate  transactions.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors  and  the  Planning  Board,  Mr.  Brooks  has  kept 
them  up  to  date  with  the  appro])riation  made  by  the  town.  A 
similar  ap]>ropriation  should  be  made  each  year.  The  scores  of 
other  plans  assembled  in  past  years  have  l>een  indexed  and  filed 
in  the  town  vault  during  1947. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  to  have  the  interested  cooperation  of 
the  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Water  De])artment,  Street  Depart- 
ment, Park  Department,  Health  Dej>artment,  and  others.  Two 
of  our  members  have  served  on  the  school  planning  committee, 
and  one  continues  to  serve  on  the  committee  for  a municipal 
building  in  Cochituate.  The  Board  appreciates  the  many  cour- 
tesies we  have  received  from  all  the  town  boards  and  depart- 
ments and  from  the  Finance  Committee. 
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Need  for  a Long  View 

The  need  for  a long  view  in  our  town’s  affairs  is  constantly 
becoming  more  ap])arent.  School  additions  are  planned,  water 
extensions  are  in  process,  together  with  increased  size  of  ]3res- 
ent  services.  Cemeteries  need  more  land.  Private  builders  find 
Wayland  a favorable  location,  and  an  increasing  number  of 
|)eo])le  look  here  longingly  as  a place  for  their  homes.  The 
town’s  ex])enses  enlarge  and  the  tax  rate  rises.  The  growth,  in 
])Opulation,  in  public  buildings  and  services  and  in  ex])enses  can 
be  dovetailed  with  the  greater  volume  of  taxes  asses.sed  as  new 
buildings  are  erected. 

New  services  and  facilities  can  be  taken  care  of  without 
undue  strain  on  the  town  if  a jjrogram  is  properly  laid  out  to 
cover  at  least  the  next  ten  years.  We  are  fortunate  that  our 
town  is  attracting  such  a healthy,  new  growth  ; let  us  welcome  it 
for  itself,  and  also  as  a help  in  sharing  the  capital  expenses 
that  face  us. 

It  is  our  hope  during  the  coming  year  to  see  all  the  town’s 
Boards,  acting  with  the  Finance  Committee,  set  to  work  with  a 
will  to  lay  out  such  a ten-year  prograrg.  Wayland  will  grow; 
let’s  see  if  by  using  sufficient  forethought  its  citizens  can’t 
handle  its  affairs  so  that  its  growth  will  be  economical  of  the 
taxpayers’  money,  while  its  people  receive  the  services  and  sat- 
isfactions that  they  feel  warranted  in  expecting.

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The  W'ayland  bdre  Department  had  another  busy  year  with 
a total  of  149  calls  which  was  8 less  calls  than  1946 — the  busiest 
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year  on  record,  'i'liere  were  24  l)uil(ling  fires  which  included 
oil  hiirners,  chimneys,  etc.,  as  com])ared  to  32  fires  in  1946. 

4'here  were  19  calls  to  dump  fires  as  compared  to  18  calls 
in  1946.  This  has  caused  a lar^e  item  of  expense  to  this  de- 
]:>artment  and  again  we  suggest  that  supervision  of  these  dum])s 
would  ])revent  fire  hazards  to  adjacent  pro])erty  hy  day-time 
hurning.  It  would  also  eliminate  the  heavy  mantle  of  smoke 
which  over-hangs  the  Cochituate  section,  causing  much  annoy- 
ance to  citizens  in  that  neighborhood  and  traffic  hazards  on 
Main  Street. 

During  the  month  of  October  when  woods  and  grasslands 
became  so  very  dry  and  forest  fires  were  out  of  control  in  New 
England,  we  had  a member  of  each  de]:)artment  out  on  patrol 
every  day  that  their  services  were  needed.  They  had  orders  to 
sto])  ])eople  from  hurning  anything  out  in  the  open.  This  even 
included  backyard  incinerators.  We  feel  that  their  services  were 
well  worthwhile,  for  they  stopped  several  little  fires,  that  might 
have  become  large  ones,  with  the  equipment  that  they  carried 
in  their  cars. 

Two  miles  of  old  iron  wire  were  removed  from  the  fire 
alarm  system  in  Cochituate  and  were  replaced  with  insulated 
cop])er  wire.  The  old  wire  had  rusted  out  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  was  not  safe  to  expect  further  service  from  it  at  all  times. 

The  emergency  lighting  equipment  purchased  a year  ago 
jmoved  invaluable  this  past  year  at  several  fires  and  at  the  scenes 
of  accidents.  It  was  also  used  one  night  at  the  Town  Hall  so 
that  a meeting  and  two  hearings  could  go  on  when  there  was  a 
])ower  failure  of  the  utility  company. 

In  the  month  of  September,  the  State  Fire  ^Marshall’s 
( )ffice  made  it  mandatory  for  people  who  engage  in  the  installa- 
tion of  oil  burners  of  all  types  to  register  with  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  of  their  respective  towns  for  application  blanks 
showing  their  fitness  and  listing  their  equipment  to  conduct  this 
sort  of  business.  These  blanks  were  sent  to  the  ^Marshall’s 
Office  and  upon  approval,  the  applicants  were  issued  a Certifi- 
cate of  Competency  to  legally  install  oil  Inirning  equipment. 
Also,  the  Alarshall’s  office  demanded  the  enforcement  of  Chap- 
ter 148,  General  Laws,  which  calls  for  inspection  and  the  issu- 
ing of  a notice  of  approval  to  be  placed  near  every  oil  drum, 
tank,  etc.  in  the  town,  both  residential  and  public  buildings, 
before  an  oil  dealer  can  legally  fill  these  containers. 

Shortly  after  this  order,  oil  dealers  began  to  refuse  to 
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deliver  oil  to  customers  in  our  town  and  complaints  came  ])Otir- 
ing  in  from  the  citizens.  Cold  weather  was  already  here  and 
the  matter  became  serious,  so  the  Selectmen  instructed  the  Fire 
Chief  and  the  Building  rns])ector  to  get  the  necessary  permits 
printed  and  make  these  ins]:)ections.  Temj)orary  ])ermits  were 
issued  to  kee])  the  ])eople  supplied  with  oil  until  the  final  inspec- 
tion was  made.  As  this  program  got  started  so  late  in  the  year, 
final  re])orts  cannot  he  made  until  the  next  Town  Report. 

The  Cochituate  station  is  in  a very  bad  state  of  repair  and 
unless  other  quarters  are  available  before  long,  extensive  repairs 
will  have  to  be  made.  The  building  does  not  warrant  the 
expenditure  of  any  large  amount. of  money,  due  to  the  age  of 
the  building  and  the  tv])e  of  construction.

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REPORT  OF  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 


Insect  damage  to  the  trees  on  town  property  was  not  as 
damaging  this  year  as  in  the  past  few  years  although  the  Elm 
Leaf  Beetles  and  Gypsy  IMoths  were  a3  numerous  through  the 
vState  as  last  year.  The  Fall  Web  Worm  is  increasing  over  the 
country  and  is  very  luisightly  along  our  roadsides.  It  would 
hel])  if  peo])le  would  cut  off  the  nests  of  these  pests  while  the 
worms  are  still  in  them  and  burn  them.  They  can  be  controlled 
by  spraying  also. 

All  the  streets  and  public  grounds  were  sprayed  once,  the 
Elms  twice  and  some  of  the  Elms  three  times  this  year.  Arsen- 
ate of  lead  and  DDT  were  used  this  year.  DDT  was  effective 
in  control  and  does  not  leave  much  residue  to  mar  the  beauty 
of  the  trees  nor  is  it  as  poisonous  to  animals.  Most  of  the 
spraying  was  done  at  night  again  this  year  which  has  been  more 
effective  due  to  less  wind  and  traffic. 

The,  State  and  Federal  agents  are  asking  all  towns  in 
Massachusetts  to  appropriate  more  funds  this  year  for  the 
spraying  and  sanitary  work  on  the  Elms.  The  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  is  spreading  in  the  State,  about  1,000  cases  have  been 
found.  It  is  as  near  to  \\"ayland  as  Framingham.  It  has  been 
proven  in  other  towns  that  it  costs  less  to  fight  the  disease  and 
keep  it  out  than  to  pay  for  taking  down  the  trees  after  they 
contract  the  disease. 

I am  keeping  strict  watch  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  tak- 
ing sam])les  and  having  them  inspected  by  one  of  the  State 
Ix^ard.

The  total  estimated  cost  of  new  buildings  and  alterations 
was  $406,100.00  which  was  $185,025.00  higher  than  the  figure 
of  $221,075.00  in  1946. 

There  were  thirty-two  new  house  permits  issued  in  1946 
as  against  sixty-four  new  house  permits  in  1947 ; thirty-eight 
were  issued  in  Cochituate  and  twenty-six  in  Wayland. 

There  were  no  government  restrictions  to  retard  the  new 
house  program  this  year,  so  our  building  program  really  got 
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underway.  However,  nails  became  a scarce  item  in  October, 
and  it  slowed  the  building  program  to  some  extent. 

Throughout  the  nation,  November  led  in  the  number  of 
new  house  permits  issued,  and  it  worked  out  the  same  way  in 
our  towm — November  leading  with  approximately  $60,000.00  of 
new^  house  permits. 

Most  of  the  new  house  permits  issued  were  for  the  making 
of  homes  for  individuals  rather  than  for  speculation.  It  is  very 
gratifying  to  report  that  at  least  sixty  percent  of  these  dwellings 
were  made  stronger  than  the  requirements  of  our  Building 
Code.  This  action  was  all  voluntary,  either  by  the  owner  or 
builder. 

There  were  many  alterations  and  repairs  on  existing  houses 
which  all  leads  to  good  improvement  throughout  the  commun- 
ities of  the  town. 

In  the  business  areas  of  Cochituate,  four  permits  were 
issued  for  two  stores,  one  public  garage  and  one  restaurant. 

In  the  month  of  October,  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  insisted  upon  the  in- 
spection and  the  issuing  of  certificates  for  places  of  public 
assembly;  such  as  halls,  taverns,  lodge  rooms,  etc.  These  regu- 
lations come  under  the  uniform  enforcement  of  General  Laws 
(Ter.  Ed.)  Chapter  143  SS  15  to  52  as  amended.  These  regu- 
lations have  been  given  to  the  Building  Department  for  enforce- 
ment. The  necessary  certificates  have  been  printed  and  inspec- 
tions have  started.  However,  this  program  got  started  very 
late  in  the  year,  so  a complete  report  cannot  be  made  until  1948. 

Fees  collected  from  both  wiring  and  building  permits  dur- 
ing 1947  amounted  to  $798.50,  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

The  Building  Department  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank 
the  town  officials,  and  citizens  who  have  helped  in  the  afifairs  of 
this  office  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FIEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1947: 

The  number  of  cesspool  permits  issued  this  year  has  in- 
creased because  of  the  growing  building  program  in  the  town. 
The  question  of  sewage  disposal,  the  board  feels,  must  serious- 
ly be  considered  at  this  time.  Many  old  residents  hnd  the  con- 
struction of  new  cesspools  an  impossibility  due  to  clay  sub-soil 
and  lack  of  adequate  territory  for  building  cesspools. 

The  board  has  inspected  many  places  where  ])igs  are  kept 
and  found  some  of  these  pens  in  |X)or  condition.  The  owners 
of  such  have  been  notified  to  clean  up  these  nuisances. 

The  board  has  asked  the  State  Tuberculosis  Test  Unit  to 
visit  the  town  in  order  that  each  citizen  may  avail  himself  of  a 
free  chest  test.  Three  cases  of  tul)erculosis  are  reported  to  us 
which  will  cost  the  town  the  sum  of  $1,647.00  during  1948. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  use 
of  summer  cottages  as  year  round  living  quarters  for  families. 
Unless  the  owners  take  care  of  their  sewage  disposal  problems 
immediately  and  put  their  buildings  into  proper  living  condi- 
tions, legal  action  will  be  taken  to  have  the  families  vacate.

REPORT  OF  MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTENSION 
WORK  IN  WAYLAND 


January  9,  1948. 

The  year  1948  still  called  for  an  all-out  food  ])roduction  by 
fanners,  as  well  as  food  conservation  by  homemakers.  For  this 
reason,  efforts  of  the  Extension  Service  diirini^  the  year  were 
lari^ely  on  these  factors,  the  production  and  conservation  of 
food. 

The  dairymen  in  town  were  primarily  interested  in  the 
Selective  Breeding  Association,  which  has  for  its  objective  the 
improvement  of  livestock.  Eight  farmers  were  enrolled  in  this 
Association.  Dairymen  also  were  interested  in  the  production 
of  quality  roughage,  labor-saving  equipment  and  herd  health. 

Many  poultrymen  in  town  were  assisted  in  their  disease 
control  ])rohlems  as  well  as  ])rohlems  in  feeding  and  manage- 
ment. A monthly  letter  was  sent  out  to  all  interested  poultry- 
men  furnishing  them  timely  information. 

Commercial  vegetable  growers  were  assisted  largely  in  a 
sj)ray  ])rogram  for  the  control  of  insects  and  diseases. 

Mrs.  George  Shepard  and  Mrs.  Harold  King  served  as 
leaders  for  projects  of  interest  to  homemakers.  General  meet- 
ings were  held  on  home  furnishings,  home  management.  Child 
Guidance,  Christmas  Greens  and  homemade  Christmas  Gifts. 

Ten  hoys’  and  girls'  4-H  clubs  were  organized  during  the 
year  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Mildred  \Vood,  Mrs.  Elmer 
Bigwood,  Mrs.  Horace  Knack  and  Mrs.  All)ert  W.  King,  Mrs. 
Fern  Taylor,  Mrs.  Harvey  Newton  and  Mrs.  Leslie  Reid.  The 
Town  Committee  t(X)k  a very  active  part  in  ])romoting  4-H  Club 
\\  ork.  Three  girls  were  outstanding  in  the  clothing  club  and 
won  blue  ribbons  in  the  County  Dress  Revue.  These  girls  are 
Judith  Richards,  Mary  Reid  and  Priscilla  Cobh.

ROAD  COMiMISSIONERS’  REPORT  FOR  1947 


The  Road  Commissioners  are  asking  for  considerably  more 
money  for  1948.  With  the  increased  cost  of  materials,  labor, 
and  maintenance  of  trucks  and  equipment,  the  ])roposed  budget 
of  $v30,000  will  not  take  care  of  any  more  roads  than  $20,000 
would  have  three  years  ago. 

All  of  the  Road  Commissioners  are  taxpayers  and  are  ever 
mindful  of  the  increasing  tax  rate  in  our  town,  Init  many  of 
our  roads  are  in  liad  condition  and  should  be  improved. 

d'he  apjiropriation  of  money  for  Chapter  ^X)  roads  looks 
like  good  business  for  the  town,  and  we  hope  the  practice  will 
be  continued.  You  will  note  in  the  Highway  Superintendent’s 
report  that  we  spent  a lot  of  money  for  oil.  Our  board  feels 
that  this  is  a wise  use  of  money  and  hopes  to  use  more  oil  next 
year.  It  is  regretable  that  we  have  had  to  spend  so  much  money 
this  winter  on  snow  removal.  Our  roads  have  been  as  well 
cared  for  as  any  town  in  this  vicinity — well  plowed  and  well 
sanded.  We  believe  this  is  what  the  people  of  the  town  want. 

The  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  has  been  in  operation 
for  three  years;  it  is  a new  board,  a new  job  for  all  who  have 
served  on  it.  The  construction  and  repairing  of  roads,  the 
clearing  of  snow,  and  all  work  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
Highway  Superintendent.  The  Board  acts  in  an  advisory  capa- 
city on  what  roads  need  repair,  the  purchase  of  equipment,  and 
care  of  dumps,  and  regulates  the  pay  of  the  men  who  work  on 
the  roads,  and  approves  payment  of  all  bills.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


The  general  Highway  apjwopriation  was  used  for  regular 
maintenance  work,  npkee])  of  the  Department  and  oiling. 

An  additional  2,000  ft.  of  Stone  Bridge  Road  was  surfaced 
and  approximately  43,000  gallons  of  bituminous  materials  were 
used  for  surface  treating  other  town  roads. 

Under  Cha]:>ter  90  Maintenance,  7,000  gallons  of  bitumin- 
ous materials  were  used  for  road  mixes  on  a section  of  Com- 
monwealth Road  East  and  on  two  sections  of  Concord  Road. 

The  1946  contract  for  Chapter  90  Construction  was  com- 
])leted  in  the  spring  of  1947.  This  did  not  specify  a final  pav- 
ing. The  1947  contract  will  l>e  completed  in  the  spring  of  1948. 
This  contract  called  ‘for  com]4etion  of  drainage  and  grading  to 
the  intersection  of  Route  27.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation 
under  this  contract,  combined  with  the  1948  appropriation,  will 
complete  the  construction  of  Old  Connecticut  Path  from  the 
Framingham  line  to  Cochituate  Road. 

New  equipment  purchased  this  year  consisted  of  a Farmall 
Model  M 4'ractor  and  a small  two  wheel  Gravely  Tractor.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


'Pile  ])ast  year  has  seen  an  increase  in  gross  ex])enditures 
in  all  three  categories.  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children,  and  General  Relief. 

As  forecast  last  year,  the  number  of  cases  of  Old  Age 
Assistance  has  continued  to  increase,  and  the  case  load  at  the 
end  of  the  year  is  just  under  one  hundred.  The  increased  cost 
of  living  has  caused  an  increase  in  the  state  budget  figures,  and 
the  gross  ex])enditures  have  substantially  increased.  The  result 
is  that  a substantial  increase  in  the  gross  a]:>propriation  is  neces- 
sary. It  seems  inevitable  that  the 'load  as  to  case  and  total 
expenditures  will  continue  to  increase.  Aid  to  de])endent 
children  has  also  increased  and  sufficient  funds  were  available 
only  with  aid  by  the  Finance  Committee  from  the  Reserve 
Fund.  The  rase  load  in  this  category  is  unpredictable.  The 
gross  load  of  general  relief  has  also  increased,  partly  because 
of  the  increased  cost  of  living,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
employment  continues  at  high  levels  and  only  rarely  is  relief 
needed  by  any  one  who  can  be  classed  as  employable  and  then 
usually  is  due  to  ill  health  or  some  other  unusual  need. 

The  Board  has  continued  to  use  every  effort  to  insure  that 
expenditures  are  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  the  giving  of 
required  and  needed  assistance.

Certificates 
of  birth  and  vaccination  shall  be  required  at  the  time  of  entrance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  tlie  School  Committee, 

\\'ayland,  Alassachiisetts. 

Gentlemen  : 

I am  submitting  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  and  the 
fifty-first  in  the  series  of  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  This' account  of  stewardship  endeavors  to  set  forth 
only  that  information  which  is  of  special  interest  and  which  will 
serve  as  a record  for  the  school  year  ending  December  31,  1947. 
A more  comprehensive  report  may  be  secured  at  the  School 
Department  office  or  by  visiting  and  conferring  with  stafif  mem- 
bers. 

SCHOOL  BUILDING  PROGRAM 

The  history  of  new  school  buildings  in  any  community 
shows  clearly  that  actual  construction  lags  far  behind  the  real 
needs.  Mfithout  question,  the  tremendous  costs  of  such  a capital 
outlay  program,  even  when  spread  over  a twenty  year  period, 
cause  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  the  taxpayer.  Only  when  some 
critical  situation  arises  such  as  the  present  and  future  serious 
overcrowding,  does  construction  of  new  buildings  or  additions 
get  underway.  W’ayland  is  facing  the  school  building  program 
squarely  and  action  has  already  been  taken  in  the  appointment 
of  a Building  Committee.  This  Committee,  on  which  the  School 
Department  is  represented  by  three  School  Committee  members 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  has  reported  on  its  work  to 
date  in  a Progress  Report  issued  in  October.  It  is  not  the  pur- 
pose of  this  report  to  repeat  these  findings  but  to  consider  them 
as  they  effect  the  administration  of  the  public  schools  in  the 
immediate  future. 

Approximately  800  students  enrolled  in  the  Wayland 
Schools  this  September  constituting,  as  predicted,  the  town’s 
greatest  enrollment.  As  outlined  in  the  1946  Annual  Report, 
an  additional  first  grade  room  was  opened  in  September  to  help 
in  caring  for  94  first  graders.  Distributing  approximately  30 
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])U])ils  to  a grade,  the  Grade  I proldem  was  solved  tem])orarily 
for  this  school  year.  As  the  growth  of  the  community  con- 
tinues, however,  and  such  growdh  is  inevitable,  three  first  grade 
rooms  will  prove  wholly  inadequate.  The  predicted  entering 
class  for  1952  is  125  ])upils  without  considering  residential 
growth  in  the  period  1948-1952. 

An  immediate  ])roblem  for  September,  1948  is  housing  the 
])i*esent  first  grade  in  two  2nd  grade  classrooms.  Tn  addition, 
this  year’s  enrollment  shows  three  other  primary  grade  class- 
rooms with  more  than  forty  pupils  per  room. 

The  School  Department’s  building  proposal,  if  approved 
at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  assuming  labor  and 
material  shortages  can  be  overcome  in  early  Spring,  would 
eliminate  this  condition  of  overcrowding.  This  proposal  was 
com])rehensively  treated  in  the  1945  and  1946  Annual  Reports 
and  warrants  only  the  briefest  summary  below. 

High  School:  Addition  to  and  an  enlargement  of  the 

present  High  School  to  contain  all  modern  facilities 
necessary  for  separate  junior-senior  high  school  or- 
ganization (grades  7-12).  Additional  classrooms, 
cafeteria,  vocational  sho]),  and  expanded  physical 
education  faci-lities. 

Cochitiiate  School:  Transfer  grades  7 and  8 to  junior- 
senior  high  school  thus  providing  8 regular  classrooms 
for  grades  1-6  elementary  school  expansion.  Recom- 
mend municipal  auditorium-gymnasium  combination 
as  annex.  Cafeteria  facilities  to  be  included,  and 
extra  classrooms  as  growth  increases. 

Center  School:  A $6500  remedial  room  addition  (ap- 
proved in  1943  ) to  be  built  when  materials  are  avail- 
able. Transfer  grades  7 and  8 to  junior-senior  high 
school  thus  providing  8 regular  classrooms  for  grades 
1-6  elementary  school  expansion. 

The  Building  Committee  and  Dr.  Herbert  Blair,  employed 
as  technical  consultant,  concur  in  the  above  recommendations. 

If  the  High  School  addition,  which  constitutes  the  first 
step  in  the  program,  cannot  be  completed  by  September,  1948, 
the  School  Committee  has  two  probable  courses  of  action  re- 
maining. First,  it  may  organize  the  elementary  schools  with 
two  grades  in  each  classroom,  that  is,  a Grade  I and  II  com- 
bination, Grade  II  and  HI  combination.  Grade  HI  and  IV  corn- 
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])ination,  and  in  like  manner  through  all  grades.  This  afifords 
the  opportunity  of  increasing  the  enrollment  in  grades  with 
fewer  students  thus  balancing  all  grades  and  classrooms  at 
capacity,  and  in  certain  cases,  over  capacity.  This  plan  does 
not  lend  itself  to  a most  efficient  teaching-learning  situation,  and 
the  ])upils  as  a result  are  handicapped  during  such  a period. 
Neither  is  the  overcrowded  condition  on  certain  grade  levels 
improved,  for  large  classes  are  not  avoided  and  as  the  growth 
of  the  town  continues,  the  situation  becomes  ])rogressively 
worse. 

The  second  common  plan  which  communities  place  in  oper- 
ation during  periods  of  heavy  enrollment  calls  for  a double- 
session day.  This  establishes  a morning  session  for  one  stu- 
dent group  and  an  afternoon  session  for  a similarly  sized  group. 
Such  a system  would  prove  most  effective  in  handling  the  prim- 
ary grades — I.  II,  and  III.  The  strain  it  places  on  the  student 
body,  teaching  staff*,  and  parents  is  quite  obvious  and  needs  no 
further  elaboration  here.  Also,  the  costs  involved  in  re-organ- 
izing the  school  bus  system  to  meet  transportation  demands 
would  be  considerably  higher. 

Several  other  plans,  and  modifications  of  the  above  two, 
have  been  considered  hut  do  not  seem  feasible  for  \\'ayland  at 
this  time. 

As  stated  in  the  re])ort  of  the  Building  Committee,  meet- 
ings with  all  organizations  in  town  have  been  planned  for  the 
immediate  future,  at  which  full  discussion  of  the  school  build- 
ing program  will  he  presented.  Representatives  of  the  School 
De])artment  will  be  present  at  these  meetings  in  order  to  out- 
line the  needs  more  thoroughly,  and  discover  what  the  citizens 
believe  necessary  to  insure  the  finest  schools  possible  for  our 
children  and  our  community. 

BUDGET  * 

Increase 

The  1948  budget  j)rovides  for  an  increase  of  $16,500  over 
the  1947  budget  constituting  an  approximate  16%  rise.  Of 
this  amount.  $13,000  is  for  imj)roved  instructional  salaries  and 
the  employment  of  an  additional  elemental*}'  teacher.  The  bal- 
ance has  been  allocated  to  care  for  sharply  increasing  opera- 
tional costs.  These  increases  do  not  improve  our  purchasing 
pow'er  but  merely  maintain  our  present  ability,  for  in  the  past 
twelve  months  many  necessary  items  have  been  included  in  the 
marked  inflationary  trend.  Arithmetic  paper  increasing  another 
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25%,  composition  papcM*  37%,  drawing  paper  40%,  and  blot- 
ters 35%  are  but  a few  examples  of  regularly  recurring  in- 
creases in  the  instructional-supplies  market. 

As  another  example  of  price  trends,  coal  has  increased 
ai)i)roximately  $4.00  per  ton  in  the  past  three  years.  Here 
again,  additional  funds  must  be  appropriated  if  an  efficient 
operational  level  is  to  be  maintained. 

In  general,  the  16%  over-all  budget  increase  places  W ay- 
land  at  the  median  as  coni])ared  with  the  other  towns  and  cities 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

Salary  Schedule 

Policies  governing  the  salaries  of  teachers  have  far-reach- 
ing influence  in  any  school  system.  They  influence  the  quality 
of  education  because  salary  policies  determine  to  a large  extent 
the  quality  of  personnel  entering  and  remaining  in  the  teaching 
profession.  They  represent  a major  factor  in  school  finance 
because  two-thirds  of  W'ayland’s  budget  is  appro])riated  for  in- 
structional salaries.  Also,  salary  policies  are  important  in  per- 
sonnel administration  because  salaries  j)lay  a dominant  role  in 
the  morale  and  working  relationshi])s  of  the  entire  school  staff. 

Again  this  year  joint  meetings  of  the  Teachers’  Salary 
Committee  and  the  School  Committee  were  held,  and  after  care- 
ful ap])raisal  in  light  of  ])i*esent  needs  and  trends,  the  salary 
schedule  was  revised  upward  to  more  reasonable  professional 
levels.  The  fact  that  many  states  have  established  $2400  as  a 
minimum  salary,  and  that  such  legislation  is  proposed  this  year 
for  Massachusetts  indicates  that  our  minimum  salaries  may  need 
readjustment  in  the  near  future.  Competitively,  the  new  salary 
schedule  as  printed  below  places  W ayland  in  a favorable  posi- 
tion as  compared  with  the  other  103  towns  in  our  group.

The  above  schedule  is  of  the  single  salary  type,  the  dis- 
tinguishing characteristic  of  which  is  that  the  salary  class  to 
which  a classroom  teacher  is  assigned  depends  on  the  profes-

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ional  training  and  qnalidcations  of  the  teacher  rather  tlian  the 
school  level  or  grade  assignment.  Thus,  the  first  grade  teacher 
with  equal  j)rofessional  prej)aration  attains  the  same  maximum 
as  any  high  school  teacher.  Also,  discrimination  because  of  sex 
is  eliminated  as  men  and  women  teachers  may  realize  the  same 
maximum  salary  on  any  given  professional  level. 

To  guarantee  the  continuous  professional  advancement  of 
the  staff,  all  teachers  are  required  to  complete  satisfactorily,  six 
units  in  graduate  study  once  in  every  five  year  pcriofl. 

Comparison 

Wherever  budgets  are  discussed  in  all  likelihood  questions 
such  as  these  are  asked.  “Must  budgets  inevitably  increase?” 
“As  compared  with  a certain  year,  isn’t  this  year’s  budget 
double,  or  triple,  or  perhaps  five  times  larger?”  “Why?”  “Do 
the  schools  have  as  much  money  as  they  need  to  do  a good  job?” 

In  a recent  nation-wide  survey  more  than  half  the  public 
thought  that  American  schools  needed  more  money  to  do  a good 
job.  The  answer  to  the  “why”  question  is  twofold — expanded 
and  ingmoved  educational  services  for  a larger  student  body, 
and  general  ]>rice  increases  as  discussed  above. 

A citizen  should  look  beyond  the  actual  increase,  however, 
and  ask  the  following  question.  “Where  does  Wayland  stand 
with  reference  to  school  budgets  in  comparably  sized  commun- 
ities throughout  Alassachusetts  ?”  The  towns  and  cities  of  the 
Commonwealth  are  divided  into  four  groups  according  to  popu- 
lation. WAyland  is  in  Group  III,  which  includes  104  towns  of 
less  than  5,000  population  and  maintaining  high  schools.  x\l- 
though  the  State  has  not  released  its  composite  figures  for  the 
school  year  ending  this  past  June,  we  have  continued  our  rela- 
tive position  for  the  year  previous.  These  statistics  showed  the 
following : 

Valuation 

Wayland’s  value  per  capita  was  approximately  $1500. 
Of  the  towns  in  Group  III,  33  had  a greater  valuation  and 
70  were  less  able  financially. 

Tax  Rate 

Of  the  towns  in  our  class,  45  had  a lower  tax  rate  and  58 
had  a higher  rate.  The  tax  for  schools  shows  a clearer 
support  picture,  however,  and  we  note  that  only  28  towns 
had  a lower  rate  and  75  towns  had  a higher  tax  for  schools. 


It  is  also  interesting-  to  apj)raise  the  amount  of  the  total 
lax  used  for  schools.  In  \V'ayland  a])})roximately  38%  of 
the  total  tax  was  used.  Comparably,  we  find  71  towns 
i^-ave  a higher  per  cent  to  the  schools  and  32  ^ave  a smaller 
per  cent. 

Cost  per  pupil 

d'he  cost  ])er  ])ii])il  in  average  memhershi])  found  72 
towns  spending  more  than  W'ayland  on  the  education  of 
each  pui)il,  and  only  31  towns  S]iending  less. 

d'hese  hgures  demonstrate  clearly  that  the  School  Depart- 
ment increases  are  not  out  of  line  and  that  the  town  has  the 
financial  ability  to  do  an  even  better  job  in  more  adequately 
underwriting  education.  That  this  fact  is  appreciated  is  reflect- 
ed in  the  unquestioned  and  continuing  support  of  our  schools 
by  the  taxpayers  of  W^ayland. 

State  Aid 

As  in  the  past,  the  State  assisted  to  a limited  degree  in  sup- 
porting the  ])ublic  schools.  W'ayland  received  $5,350.00  from 
the  Commonwealth,  an  amount  distributed  under  General  School 
Fund,  Part  I.  This  reimbursement  is  based  on  the  number  of 
teachers  and  their  quality  of  training.  As  an  example,  $200  is 
earmarked  for  each  teacher  who  is  a graduate  of  a standard 
collegiate  institution  and  who  has  had  at  least  two  years’  exper- 
ience. An  additional  $1,298.17  was  paid  to  the  town  as  tuition 
for  state  wards  enrolled  in  the  \\'ayland  Schools. 

Under  Chapter  679  of  the  General  Laws,  ado|)ted  by  the 
Tvegislature  this  past  summer,  a new  reimbursement  will  be 
made  for  the  transportation  of  pupils.  This  is  based  on  the 
number  of  pupils  living  I3/2  miles  or  more  from  school.  At  the 
jU'esent  time,  W'ayland  has  357  such  pupils  and  will  receive 
$3,270.00  as  trans])ortation  aid.  P)ecause  of  an  emergency  pre- 
amble, the  town  will  benefit  from  this  reimbursement  from  the 
Commonwealth  this  year,  1947. 

in  aggregate,  slightly  less  than  $10,000  was  returned  to 
W'ayland  in  the  form  of  school  grants.  The  Legislature  is  now 
considering  the  feasibility  of  increasing  this  general  state  aid 
for  schools  to  a figure  more  in  line  with  the  other  states  in  the 
nation.  The  principles  of  equalization  of  educational  oppor- 
tunity and  tax  relief  will  undoubtedly  receive  careful  considera- 
tion, and  some  measure  of  increased  aid  seems  a certainty  by 
1949  at  the  latest.

Federal  particij^alion  in  underwriting  education  locally  also 
seems  a likelihood  in  the  future,  particularly  in  the  field  of 
school  building  construction. 

GENERAL 

I believe  the  following  general  informatitai  warrants  inclu- 
sion in  presenting  changes,  improvements  and  extensions  of 
our  program,  and  significant  forward  steps  taken  during  the 
])ast  year.  Some  of  these  jjoints  will  he  treated  more  fully  in 
the  reports  of  principals  and  sujjervisors. 

(1)  vStaff  changks — W'ayland  was  exce])tionally  fortunate 
in  having  to  re])lace  only  four  members  of  the  instruc- 
tonal  staff  during  1947,  in  s])ite  of  a continuing  serious 
teacher  shortage.  Each  re])lacement,  in  addition  to  a new 
])rimary  teacher,  has  had  degree  training  and  successful 
classroom  ex])erience. 

(2)  PuBUCATioNS — A bulletin  describing  the  curriculum  and 
varied  activities  in  the  High  vSchool  has  recently  been  add- 
ed to  the  list  of  School  Department  publications.  This 
handbook,  together  with  a ])reviously  published  elemen- 
tary school  booklet,  contains  information  relating  to  edu- 
cational ])olicy  and  items  of  general  interest  and  is  avail- 
able to  any  citizen  upon  request. 

(3)  Physical  education — The  advantages  of  our  broadened 
])rogram  of  physical  education  in  the  past  year  have  been 
reflected  most  commendahly  in  varsity  athletics.  4'he 
basketball  team  after  a most  successful  season  went  on  to 
win  the  Tech  Tourney  Class  C Championshi]).  In  base- 
ball, after  an  undefeated  season,  the  team  was  invited  to 
jiarticipate  in  the  Eastern  State  Tourney  and  jierformed 
creditably  against  city  competition.  That  the  citizens  of 
\\  ayland  a])]ireciated  the  efforts  of  the  coaching  staff  and 
squad  members  in  bringing  honor  to  the  school  and  town, 
was  demonstrated  by  means  of  a lianquet  and  suitable 
awards  under  the  sjionsorshi])  of  a citizens’  committee. 

I'he  athletic  field  ])roject  had  progressed  sufficiently  by 
September  to  warrant  scheduling  varsity  football  games 
on  it,  in  addition  to  carrying  on  regular  physical  education 
classes  and  girls’  field  hockey.  The  level  playing  surface 
aided  immeasurably  in  conducting  the  jihysical  education 
program.  When  materials  become  available,  the  Park  and 
School  Dejiartments  look  forward  to  the  installation  of 
stands  with  an  adequate  seating  capacity.  Also,  future 


consideration  should  be  given  the  terracing  and  grading 
of  the  lower  held  for  elementary  school  use. 

(4)  Hkalth — The  health  program  under  the  guidance  of  the 
doctor,  nurse,  and  dentist  included  coni])lete  ])hysical  and 
dental  examinations,  clinics,  vision  tests,  chest  x-rays, 
toxoid  clinics,  special  examinations  for  ])articipants  in 
athletics,  and  routine  health  service  and  follow-up.  Ex- 
ceptionally comprehensive  liearing  tests  were  conducted 
this  year  by  doctors  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  the  Harvard  Clinic  with  individual  audiograms 
completed  for  each  student. 

Because  of  space  limitations  in  the  office  of  the  Cochitu- 
ate  School,  the  dental  clinic  was  removed  from  that  room 
and  a small  medical  and  dental  unit  was  installed  in  the 
south  basement. 

(4)  Supervisory  program — In  addition  to  the  health  officers 
listed  above,  supervisors  at  the  present  time  render  s])ecial 
services  in  the  following  fields:  physical  education,  art, 
music,  penmanship,  nature  study,  and  remedial  reading. 

Although  the  last  named  supervisor  was  forced  to  give 
up  her  quarters  in  the  Cochituate  School  to  house  the  new 
first  grade,  the  utilization  of  office  space  in  both  elemen- 
tary buildings  has  afforded  an  opportunity  to  continue 
])rogram  o]:>eration.  The  present  schedule  provides  for 
two  and  a half  days  in  each  building.  In  conjunction  with 
this  jirogram,  elementary  libraries  have  been  established 
in  both  schools  and  the  high  student  interest  and  circula- 
tion rate  exemplify  the  worthwhileness  of  such  projects. 

(6)  Curriculum  appraisal — There  is  much  to  be  commend- 
in  the  continuous  professional  growth  of  the  teaching  and 
sujiervisory  staff.  By  means  of  administrative  bulletins, 
])rofessional  courses,  area  workshops  and  conferences, 
teachers’  meetings,  lectures,  testing,  and  observation,  our 
curriculum  is  under  constant  appraisal.  Among  other 
])rojects  launched  in  1947,  a vertical  appraisal  of  our  read- 
ing system  from  Grade  I through  Grade  XII  was  started. 
A long-term  enterprise,  the  work  to  date  has  jiroved  most 
beneficial  to  the  grade  level  chairmen  and  all  particijiants. 

( 7)  Audio-visual  aids — Recognizing  the  vital  role  the  visual 
and  auditory  senses  play  in  the  education  of  a child,  the 
School  Department  has  regularly  provided  for  the  pur- 
chase of  suitable  equipment.  Among  the  visual  aids. 


hooks,  magazines,  newspapers,  posters,  supplementary 
texts,  encyclopedias,  maps,  globes,  bulletin  boards,  pro- 
jection equipment,  and  the  like,  all  ])lay  a part.  Within 
the  held  of  auditory  aids,  such  equipment  as  pianos,  other 
musical  instruments,  phonographs,  radios,  recorders,  and 
])uhlic  address  systems  are  found. 

d'his  past  year  a tri-])urpose  35  mm.  film  stri])  and  slide 
projector,  a radio-phonogrra]di  and  recorder,  and  a single 
plK)nograph  were  ])urchased.  Previously  obtained  projec- 
tion equi]jment  includes  a 16  mm.  sound  him  j^rojector, 
and  a combination  stereoptican  and  0})aque  projector. 
Future  consideration  should  be  given  to  obtaining  one  or 
to  additional  16  mm.  sound  projectors  for  the  elementary 
schools. 

(8)  P.  T.  A. — Schools  succeed  best  where  ]>arents  are  part- 
ners who  help  to  plan  the  educational  j)rogram  and  thus 
give  intelligent  and  complete  support  to  the  professional 
school  staff.  In  this  regard,  we  are  most  appreciative  of 
the  interest  of  the  W’ayland  Parent-Teacher  Association 
which  was  re-organized  during  the  past  year.  Here  is 
one  of  the  greatest  and  most  constructive  forces  in  Amer- 
ican education  today.  Basically  the  schools  in  this  coun- 
try are  of,  by,  and  for  the  people. 

(9)  ProFESSIonaIv  associations — At  the  present  time,  there 
is  an  active  WAyland  Teachers’  Club  made  up  of  all  staff 
members  and  affiliated  with  the  Massachusetts  Teachers’ 
Federation  and  the  National  Education  Association.  In 
addition,  this  past  year  the  School  Department  was  ac- 
cepted as  a member  of  the  New  England  School  Develop- 
ment Council.  The  formation  of  this  Council  constitutes 
a most  significant  step  in  the  history  of  public  schools  in 
New  England  and  it  is  comprised  of  approximately  sixty 
member  school  systems  from  towns  and  cities  in  the  six 
state  area.  Its  objective  is  the  improvement  of  public 
school  education  through  cooperative  research  and  the 
mutual  exchange  of  information  regarding  effective  edu- 
cational practices.  In  1947  the  Council  published  several 
studies  on  the  long-range  ])lanning  of  school  buildings, 
teachers’  salary  schedules,  and  effective  practices  in  New 
England  schools. 

(10)  Classroom  furniture — Imllowing  the  plan  established 
three  years  ago,  the  School  Department  installed  modern, 
tubular  steel,  table-desk  and  chair  units  in  the  newlv 
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oj)cnccl  first  grade  in  the  Cochitiiate  Building.  This  fur- 
niture is  of  the  movable  ty])e  allowing  for  full  utilization 
of  classroom  space  in  conducting  all  curricular  activities 
involving  art,  music,  project  work,  dramatization,  health, 
and  physical  education.  Although  the  production  of  such 
furniture  is  still  almost  two  years  behind  schedule,  it  is 
our  hope  to  purchase  several  such  units  each  year  until 
all  obsolete  desks  and  chairs  are  replaced. 

Additional  equipment : As  a result  of  an  equipment  sub- 
sidy from  the  Federal  Government,  needed  replacements 
were  made  in  the  cafeteria  kitchens.  At  the  High  School, 
a six  burner,  two  oven  gas  stove  and  a ten  cubic  foot 
refrigerator  were  installed.  A similar  gas  stove  and  a 
twenty  cubic  foot  refrigerator  replaced  obsolete  equip- 
ment in  the  Center  School  kitchen. 

CONCLUSION 

Recognizing  that  the  progress  of  the  Wayland  Public 
Schools  in  1947  was  due  primarily  to  the  loyal  support  and 
untiring  efforts  of  the  School  Committee,  entire  school  staff, 
and  interested  citizens,  I hereby  record  my  sincere  appreciation 
and  gratitude.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  year  1947  has  witnessed  continued  growth  in  enroll- 
ment and  in  activity  at  Wayland  High  School.  It  is  particularly 
gratifying  to  note  the  ever  increasing  interest  and  active  coop- 
eration on  the  ])art  of  the  community  toward  the  development 
of  a more  meaningful  and  vital  secondary  school  program. 

The  Program  of  Studies 

The  ])rogram  of  studies  in  any  school  reflects  the  philos- 
o])hy  of  education  under  which  that  school  o])erates.  If  that 
philosophy  of  education  is  primarily  concerned  with  meeting  the 
personal  needs  of  the  individual  and  the  social  needs  of  the 
grou]),  certain  basic  imj^lications  must  be  recognized. 

First : The  program  of  studies  must  provide  all  pupils  with 
experiences  which  will  enable  them  to  understand  and  partici- 
])ate  efficiently  in  the  social  order  of  which  they  are  a part.  This 
will  necessitate  a general  education  which  trains  youth  to  think 
clearly  and  logically,  to  interchange  ideas  freely  and  intelligent- 
ly, to  understand  themselves  and  their  ])otentialities,  and  to 
recognize  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  which  belong  to 
members  of  a free  society. 

Second  : The  program  of  studies  must  provide  certain  basic 
skills  which  will  enable  pupils  who  will  terminate  their  formal 
education  on  graduation  from  high  school  to  obtain  and  hold 
jobs  for  which  they  are  best  suited  and  qualified. 

Third : A program  of  studies  must  provide  a necessary 
academic  background  for  those  who  are  to  continue  their  educa- 
tion beyond  high  school. 

At  the  present  time  Wayland  High  School  offers  forty-four 
different  courses,  some  of  which  are  closely  related,  others 
widely  differentiated.  Of  these  courses  twelve  are  college  pre- 
paratory and  are  geared  to  meet  the  entrance  requirements  of 
major  colleges.  Included  in  this  group  are  Algebra,  Plane 
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('ieonietry,  'Pri^ononietry,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Latin,  French, 
etc.  Seven  courses  are  ])lanned  for  ])upils  who  are  ])reparing 
for  office  and  secretarial  work.  They  include  Typing,  Book- 
kee])ing.  Stenography,  and  Machine  ITactice.  Five  courses 
are  devoted  to  the  fine  arts  and  music.  Nine  courses  deal  with 
general  ])rohlems  of  everyday  living.  They  are  ])lanned  solely 
on  the  basis  of  individual  and  grou])  needs  and  include  General 
Mathematics,  Consumer  Economics,  Home  Mechanics,  Reme- 
dial Reading,  'Pyping  for  Personal  Use,  etc.  The  remaining 
courses  serve  all  of  the  aforementioned  ])urposes.  Since  the 
enrollment  of  the  school  is  too  small  to  permit  homogeneous 
grou])ing,  it  is  necessary  for  teachers  to  differentiate  the  work 
in  each  classroom  to  satisfy  the  needs  and  objectives  of  the 
individual  pu])il.  Such  courses  are  English,  (xeneral  Science, 
Biology,  and  the  Social  Studies. 

On  the  surface,  this  program  of  studies  would  a]3pear  to 
satisfactorily  meet  the  majority  of  needs  of  the  youth  in  our 
community.  In  this  re])ort  it  seems  a]3propriate  that  1 should 
])oint  out  what  ap])ear  to  me  to  he  some  of  the  weaknesses  of 
the  program  of  studies  as  it  now  stands,  weaknesses  which  are 
ty])ical  of  nearly  all  small  high  schools.  First.  Since  less  than 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  our  pupils  prepare  for  major  colleges 
demanding  fixed  academic  requirements,  it  would  appear  that 
our  program  is  overbalanced  in  this  respect.  Yet  any  further 
curtailment  in  such  offerings  in  the  advanced  fields  of  mathe- 
matics, science,  and  foreign  languages  would  seriously  handicap 
pupils  who  desire  to  prepare  for  college.  Furthermore,  the  en- 
rollment in  some  of  the  courses  mentioned  above  is  very  small. 
This  requires  overcrowding  other  courses  and  frequently  makes 
it  necessary  to  ]:>lace  study  pupils  in  the  same  rooms  where 
classes  are  being  conducted.  This  has  proved  unsatisfactory 
both  for  the  pupil  who  is  attempting  to  study  and  for  the 
teacher  who  is  conducting  a class  and  supervising  a study  group 
at  the  same  time.  Second.  A number  of  boys  in  high  school 
show  greater  capacity  for  work  requiring  manual  skill  than  for 
that  which  requires  academic  aptitude.  For  these  boys  there  is 
a great  need  for  a general  shop  where  habits  of  neatness,  accur- 
acy, careful  planning,  logical  thinking,  and  social  responsibility 
can  be  expressed  and  learned  through  the  process  of  doing  in- 
stead of  atteni])ting  to  attain  such  habits  solely  through  the 
medium  of  the  printed  page  and  classroom  discussion.  Third. 
There  is  need  for  an  expanded  program  in  reading  improve- 
ment, speech  development,  educational  and  vocational  guidance. 
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and  o])])ortunity  for  ])Upil-teacher  ])lanniii^.  I'o  accomplish 
this  will  require  a larger  teaching  stafif  and  in  some  cases  addi- 
tional plant  facilities. 

At  the  present  time  pu])ils  are  free  to  select  the  great 
majority  of  their  studies  from  whatever  offerings  the  school  is 
able  to  make.  Tf  a particular  course  is  desired  by  the  pupil, 
sanctioned  by  the  parent,  and  recommended  for  that  pupil  by 
the  school,  he  is  free  to  elect  it.  Thus  each  year  it  is  our  intent 
to  fit  the  program  of  studies  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  rather 
than  to  plan  the  program  in  advance  and  fit  the  individual  into 
it.  Courses  are  introduced,  modified,  or  dropped  as  the  need 
indicates.  However,  such  changes  are  approved  only  when  the 
continuity  and  integration  of  the  whole  program  are  maintained 
and  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  can  be  accom- 
pli.shed. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

The  enrollment  on  October  first  was  200  pupils,  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  school.  Included  in  this  group  are  three 
veterans  of  \A^orld  War  II  and  one  student  taking  Post-Grad- 
uate work.  By  classes  the  enrollment  is  distributed  as  follows : 
Freshmen  (Grade  9)  66;  Sophomores  (Grade  10)  48;  Juniors 
(Grade  11)  47;  Seniors  (Grade  12)  38;  Post  Graduate  1.  Of 
this  number  106  are  boys  and  94  girls.  By  comparing  these 
figures  with  those  of  past  years,  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  more 
and  more  pupils  are  remaining  in  High  School  until  graduation. 
Again  this  year  the  graduating  class  will  undoubtedly  be  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

Headmaster  Clark  in  his  annual  report  for  1944  made  the 
following  statement : “The  per  cent  of  attendance  was  88.64% 
while  that  of  a nearby  town  was  94.2%.”  The  average  attend- 
ance for  the  year  1947  was  93.9%.  This  compares  most  favor- 
ably with  other  communities  in  the  State.  Tardiness  is  still  an 
unsolved  problem.  It  is  partly  due  to  limited  public  transporta- 
tion facilities  and  partly  to  poor  planning  by  pupils  and  their 
parents.  Seventy-one  per  cent  of  all  tardy  cases  in  the  school 
were  attributed  to  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  student  body. 
Most  tardinesses  could  be  avoided  if  pupils  would  allow  two 
or  three  minutes  leeway  each  morning  when  they  leave  their 
homes. 

Graduating  Class 

In  June,  1947,  thirty  pupils  were  graduated.  A follow-up 
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on  these  graduates  made  in  December  reveals  the  following 
data : Seven  are  now  attending  degree-granting  colleges  includ- 
ing Radcliffe,  New  Hampshire  State  University,  Boston  Univer- 
sitv,  Northeastern  University,  and  Framingham  Teachers  Col- 
lege. All  report  that  they  are  making  satisfactory  progress  to 
date.  Nine  are  attending  business  schools,  nursing  schools, 
agricultural  schools,  radio  schools,  etc.  They,  too,  report  satis- 
factory progress  to  date.  Eight  have  obtained  good  positions 
in  business  and  industry.  One  is  in  the  armed  service,  one  in 
farming,  and  one  is  married.  Three  have  moved  out  of  town 
and  as  yet  no  re])ort  of  their  activities  has  been  received.  The 
school  is  again  indebted  to  the  Wayland  Women’s  Club  for 
three  scholarshi])s  which  were  awarded  at  the  graduation  exer- 
cises. In  addition  to  these,  the  Parmenter  scholarship  was 
awarded  to  one  of  our  graduates  who  is  now  attending  Rad- 
cliffe College. 

Audio-J^isiial  Aids 

Over  one  hundred  films  were  used  during  the  year  to  sup- 
plement and  enrich  the  work  in  the  various  classes.  In  Septem- 
ber a wire  recording  machine  was  purchased  and  has  been  in 
frequent  use  in  English,  Dramatic,  and  Music  classes.  The 
possibilities  of  this  machine  are  unlimited,  and  it  has  already 
proved  a definite  asset  to  the  educational  program  of  the  school. 
We  are  indebted  to  the  class  of  1947  who  made  this  purchase 
possible  through  their  generous  gift. 

Testing  Program 

In  the  spring  a committee  of  faculty  members  drew'  up  a 
test  record  card  on  w’hich  all  standardized  tests  can  be  recorded 
for  each  individual  as  a part  of  his  permanent  cumulative 
record.  In  April  the  High  School  participated  in  an  experi- 
mental test  on  “Social  and  Scientific  Developments  in  ^he  World 
Today,”  conducted  by  the  American  Council  on  Education. 
One  of  the  primary  purposes  of  this  test  is  to  motivate  pupils 
to  keej)  thennselves  more  intelligently  informed  about  recent 
social  and  scientific  trends.  The  results  indicated  that  pupils 
who  were  required  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  as  part  of  their 
regular  school  w'ork  com])ared  well  with  pupils  in  other  high 
.schools  throughout  the  country.  Those  who  w^ere  left  to  their 
own  initiative  to  read  newspapers  and  periodicals  and  to  listen 
to  radio  programs  w'hich  w'ould  widen  their  knowledge  of  world 
affairs  failed  to  accomplish  this  end  and  made  a poor  showing 
on  tlie  test.  In  May  and  June  standardized  tests  were  given  in 
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all  subject  fields  and  were  recorded  on  the  individual  test  record 
cards.  The  Detroit  Ajititude  Test  was  given  to  a selecterl  grouj) 
of  Juniors  and  Seniors  as  ])art  of  the  guidance  jirogram. 

Activity  Program 

The  modern  high  .school  can  no  longer  he  judged  on  its 
academic  program  of  studies  alone.  O])])ortunity  must  he  given 
for  hoys  and  girls  to  develo])  their  ])ersonalities  and  social 
resjionsihilities  hy  exercising  their  own  volitions,  their  own 
initiative,  and  their  own  ideas.  A great  variety  of  activities 
were  undertaken  during  the  jiast  year  and  nearly  every  student 
in  the  school  jxirtook  in  one  or  more  of  these  activities. 
Although  partici])ation  in  the  activity  program  has  been  large, 
it  has  been  limited  hy  lack  of  late  afternoon  facilities  for  those 
who  live  a considerable  distance  from  the  school.  In  the  held 
of  athletics,  Wayland’s  haskethall  and  baseball  teams  met  with 
outstanding  success.  The  haskethall  team  won  the  Class  C 
championshij)  in  the  Tech  tournament  and  hnished  the  season 
with  a record  of  15  victories  against  ?>  defeats.  The  baseball 
team  was  undefeated  until  it  met  Somerville  in  the  Eastern 
State  Basehall  Tourney.  The  football  team  won  4 games,  lost  4 
and  tied  1,  winning  for  the  second  consecutive  year  its  tradi- 
tional game  with  WTston.  Early  in  January  a committee  of 
citizens  feted  the  football  team  at  a banquet  held  in  the  high 
school  gymnasium.  Over  four  hundred  people  enjoyed  a 
delicious  turkey  dinner  and  witnessed  awards  to  the  members 
of  the  team.  The  girls’  haskethall  team  lost  most  of  its  games 
to  strong  opponents  hut  showed  steady  improvement  as  the 
season  progressed. 

Five  of  our  students  participated  in  the  American  Legion 
Oratorical  contest.  Miss  Roberta  Buckingham  won  the  school 
contest,  the  district  contest,  and  hnished  third  in  the  county 
contest. 

A variety  j^rogram  was  given  in  the  high  school  auditorium 
in  May.  The  high  school  orchestra  and  some  of  the  talented 
pupils  in  both,  high  and  grade  schools  combined  with  adult 
talent  in  the  community  to  produce  a most  entertaining  per- 
formance. The  proceeds,  which  exceeded  four  hundred  dollars, 
were  used  to  help  defray  medical  expenses  which  were  incurred 
as  the  result  of  injuries  on  the  football  field.  This  year  all 
football  players  were  required  to  carry  an  athletes’  insurance 
policy,  and  as  a result,  more  than  80%  of  all  doctor  and  X-ray 
bills  were  met  at  a cost  of  less  than  two  dollars  per  athlete. 


In  June  the  Senior  Class  pul)lishe(l  “The  Reflector,”  our 
first  ycarl)ook.  A committee  of  sixteen  seniors,  assisted  by 
other  memhers  of  the  class  and  their  faculty  advisor,  produced 
the  sixty  page  hook,  replete  with  pictures  and  anecdotal  records. 
The  result  exceeded  all  expectations  and  set  a standard  of 
accom])lishment  which  will  he  very  difficult  to  surpass. 

During  the  year  three  issues  of  the  “Chatterbox,”  our 
school  ])a])er,  were  ])ul)lishcd.  A staff  of  over  thirty  |)ui)ils 
assisted  by  two  faculty  advisors  was  responsible  for  the  com- 
])Osition,  business  management,  and  distribution  of  this  school 
paper. 

In  March,  W'ayland  High  vSehool  ])artici])ated  in  the  radio 
])rogram,  "junior  Town  Meeting  of  the  Air,”  which  was  broad- 
cast from  station  WHZ  in  Boston. 

'fhe  Projectors’  Club  has  been  active  throughout  the  year, 
training  new  o])erators  for  the  various  him  ])rojectors  and  the 
recording  machine.  Not  only  has  this  group  been  responsible 
for  showing  many  films  in  school,  hut  frequently  its  memhers 
have  been  called  upon  to  operate  the  moving  ])icture  jirojector 
at  church  and  community  functions. 

W’ayco,  the  school’s  cooperative  store,  continues  to  ojierate 
as  part  of  the  Consumer  Economics  course.  Its  hrst  year  was 
completed  in  June  and  at  that  time  a substantial  dividend  was 
declared  to  stockholders.  This  jiroject  serves  a useful  purpose 
in  the  school  and  ])rovides  many  worthwhile  experiences  for  the 
piqiils  who  conduct  it. 

The  Junior  Prom  and  “Record  Hops”  have  added  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  students  and  have  provided  opportunities  for 
them  to  plan  and  participate  in  social  functions  of  both  the 
formal  and  informal  variety. 

in  December  the  Cantata,  “Petit  Noel,”  was  sung  by  the 
Glee  Club  assisted  by  the  orchestra  and  verse  speaking  choir. 
Over  one  hundred  pupils  participated  in  this  jierformance  which 
was  well  received  by  a most  appreciative  audience. 

The  Student  Council  selected  as  its  major  project  this  fall 
the  expansion  and  im])rovement  of  our  assembly  programs. 
After  considerable  study  of  available  programs  both  within  and 
without  the  school,  the  council  com])leted  extensive  plans  for 
assemblies  for  the  rest  of  the  school  year.  These  will  include 
both  entertaining  and  instructive  programs  which  ]u*omise  to  be 
most  successful. 
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The  Francis  Wayland  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor 
Society  initiated  four  new  members  in  the  spring.  In  the  fall 
the  members  of  this  society  drew  up  a “Success  Card”  in  which 
they  described  the  important  factors  which  make  for  a success- 
ful high-school  career. 

The  newly  organized  Dramatics  Club  has  already  produced 
three  plays  which  were  given  at  student  assemblies.  From  this 
group  was  formed  the  verse  speaking  choir  which  took  part  in 
the  Christmas  program. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  faculty  for 
their  loyal,  conscientious,  and  untiring  efforts  during  the  past 
year.  They  have  never  failed  to  give  generously  of  their  time 
and  energy  toward  the  fulfillment  of  their  professional  ideals. 
They  have  faced  courageously  growing  burdens  of  increased 
class  size,  additional  extra-curricular  responsibilities  and  have 
participated  enthusiastically  on  committees  which  have  been 
striving  to  develop  ways  and  means  of  improving  education  at 
Wayland  High  School. 

May  I also  express  my  appreciation  for  the  genuine  sup- 
port and  deep  interest  in  all  high-school  activities  which  have 
been  shown  throughout  the  year  by  the  superintendent,  the 
members  of  the  school  committee,  and  the  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION 


'I'o  the  Superintendent  of  Sehools: 

1 herewith  submit  the  following-  report  of  the  physical 
education  jmoi^ram  in  the  Wayland  Schools. 

In  l)oth  of  the  grammar  schools,  the  fall  ])rogram  consisted 
of  outdoor  games,  stunts,  object-handling  activities,  locomotor 
activities,  and  story  plays  for  the  first  two  grades.  In  grades 
three  and  four,  games  of  higher  organization  were  taught  and 
activities  involving  small  groii])  and  leader  ])artici])ation.  Aside 
from  a few  games  of  gronj)  j)articipation,  the  main  emphasis  in 
grades  five  and  six  was  on  team  games,  mainly  soccer,  fieldball, 
and  speedhall.  To  conclude  the  fall  season,  a game  was  played 
between  both  groups  from  each  .school.  In  Wayland  we  were 
able  to  have  a much  more  comjdete  fall  program  this  year  due 
to  the  new  field  which  was  available. 

For  the  indoor  program  during  the  winter  months,  the  first 
and  second  grades  participated  in  singing  games,  stunts,  class- 
room games,  and  rhythms  involving  fundamental  locomotions. 
The  third  and  fourth  grades  learned  simple  folk  dances,  stunts, 
and  self-testing  activities,  rhythms,  marching,  and  simple  move- 
ment exercises.  These  same  activities  jorogressed  through  the 
fifth  and  sixth  grades  to  a higher  degree  of  difficulty. 

An  efifort  was  made  this  fall  to  have  all  children  in  sneakers 
for  their  physical  education  ]:>criod.  This  was  carried  out  quite 
well  through  the  coo])eration  of  parents  and  teachers.  As  a 
.safety  measure,  this  requirement  cannot  be  stressed  too  much. 
Also,  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  the  girls  were  a.sked  to 
bring  some  sort  of  uniform  to  wear  for  activities.  This  project 
was  also  carried  out  well  through  the  cooperation  of  the  parents 
and  teachers. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  classroom  teachers,  the  boys  in 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  have  been  receiving  instruction 
in  soccer,  football,  and  basketball.  Also,  on  days  when  the 
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weather  was  inclement  for  oindoor  activities,  instruction  for 
bo  til  boys  and  girls  in  mixed  groups  was  given  in  ballroom 
dancing  and  folk  dancing. 

The  girls’  jirogram  in  the  High  School  includes  two  re- 
quired periods  of  physical  education  each  week  as  does  the  boys’ 
program.  In  these  jieriods,  instruction  includes  fundamentals 
in  individual  sjiorts  which  will  be  of  value  outside  of  school, 
leadership  and  participation  in  team  games,  basic  dance  forms 
and  patterns,  and  general  conditioning  activities. 

After  school  activities  include  basketball,  field-hockey,  bad- 
minton, bowling  and  softball. 

I wish  to  thank  you  and  your  staff  for  your  splendid  co- 
operation in  helping  to  carry  out  this  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Siihcyhitcndcnt  of  Schools: 

T herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  art  sujjervisor  of 
the  Wayland  Schools. 

Now  that  the  average  child  enters  public  school  with  some 
knowledge  of  color,  handling  of  pencils,  crayons,  clay  and  other 
media,  it  is  less  difficult  to  guide  him  along  the  paths  of  art 
instruction  than  formerly.  He  is  more  alert  to  all  sorts  of  out- 
side experiences.  He  can  express  himself  more  clearly  and  our 
problem  of  teaching  is  guiding  his  abilities  in  the  right  channels. 

Tf  in  this  early  stage,  a house,  tree,  or  person  is  not  drawn 
according  to  those  of  a higher  level,  the  child  is  expressing 
himself,  getting  ])ure  enjoyment  from  creating  and  not  sitting 
hack  and  becoming  a copyist.  Naturally,  the  teacher  must  be 
there  to  guide  and  suggest  when  difficulties  arise,  to  see  that 
those  with  less  initiative,  courage  and  experience  in  giving 
release  to  their  emotions  and  imagination  do  not  have  any  sense 
of  limitation. 

Art  is  an  emotional  outlet.  Here  is  a stronghold  to  explore. 
Can  we  direct  and  guide  the  young  people  under  our  super- 
vision in  a way  most  valuable  to  their  later  life?  Many  people 
still  want  a concrete  idea  expressed. 

In  reviewing  the  program,  it  is  not  the  actual  results  that 
always  show  what  has  been  accomplished.  Many  papers  are 
ap]:>arently  stereotyped.  However,  it  is  in  the  preliminary  build- 
up where  the  child  exj)ands  and  gets  away  from  the  sense  of 
everyday  happenings. 

The  past  year,  I had  meetings  with  the  principals  and  teach- 
ers to  see  wherein  the  art  program  could  be  more  beneficial  to 
the  room  program.  All  were  most  cooperative  and  wherever 
possible,  art  played  a part  in  the  routine  work.  Thus  it  was 
not  like  an  extra  curricular  subject.  I feel  the  teachers  took 
more  interest  and  saw  more  possibilities  in  the  use  of  art  as  a 
teaching  aid. 
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In  the  Little  America  ])roject,  the  children  used  knowledge 
gained  from  the  ])aj3ers  and  radio  to  construct  a re])lica  of 
Byrd’s  Kxjjedition.  Ex])erimentation  with  various  ty])es  of 
materials  for  homes,  clothing,  radio  stations,  etc.,  ]3ertaining  to 
this  ])rojcct,  kej)t  them  wide  awake  about  current  events.  The 
children  also  experimented  with  clay  to  dej)ict  the  ancient  beauty 
of  Rome,  Greece,  and  Kgy])t.  The  Hattie  of  Concord  and  Lex- 
ington in  miniature  form  was  carefully  laid  out  in  minutest 
detail.  Illustrated  maps,  homes,  and  costumes  of  other  coun- 
tries, hsh,  bird,  and  floral  life  are  only  a few  of  the  many  sub- 
jects correlated  with  the  art  program. 

The  High  School  classes  outside  of  their  routine  work  have 
made  posters  for  community  activities,  and  designed  and  j)ainted 
scenery  for  a variety  show  and  an  operetta.  \\q  are  fortunate 
to  have  s])lendid  material  with  which  to  work. 

I certainly  appreciate  the  splendid  coo])eration  of  the  prin-  # 
cipals  and  teachers.  Without  this,  the  work  would  be  difficult. 

May  I express  my  appreciation  to  you,  also,  for  your  read- 
iness to  help  on  problems  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL 
MUSIC 


'ro  the  Superintendent  of  Sehools: 

To  the  child,  singinj^  is  one  of  the  s])ontaneous  and  natural 
forms  of  self-ex])ression.  It  trains  the  ear,  voice,  and  memory, 
and  is  the  universal  means  of  hrini^ini^  the  child  into  close  con- 
tact with  the  art  of  music. 

The  fundamental  ])urpose  of  school  music  is  to  encourage 
and  develop  an  enjoyment  of  music  and  to  provide  an  adequate 
background  of  knowledge.  Su])ervisors  strive  for  the  musical 
culture  of  the  average  ])uhlic  school  student  rather  than  for  that 
of  the  gifted  few,  and  the  ordinary  hoy  or  girl  who  finishes 
high  school  with  a real  enthusiasm  for  good  music  is  their 
reward. 

Wayland  is  most  fortunate  in  having  as  executive  school 
heads  peojde  who  have  a great  interest  in  the  teaching  of  music. 
The  position  of  music  supervisor  in  a school  system  whose 
superintendent  and  principals  are  unsympathetic  toward  the 
subject  could  he  most  difficult.  But  the  coo])eration  extended 
by  Mr.  Kiernan,  Mr.  Morrill,  Mrs.  Draper,  and  Miss  Kerr 
leaves  nothing  to  he  desired.  Of  no  less  importance  is  the 
interest  and  capability  of  the  classroom  teacher.  The  interest 
of  the  pupil  naturally  follows  where  it  is  directed,  and  there  is 
no  greater  influence  exerted  upon  a boy  or  girl  in  his  school  life 
than  that  of  the  teacher  with  whom  he  comes  in  daily  contact. 
There  is  no  question  of  the  competency  of  the  grade  teachers 
employed  by  the  Town  of  Wayland,  some  far  surpassing  the 
average  teacher  in  their  unbounded  interest  and  understanding 
of  the  influence  of  good  music  iqxin  the  child.  1 would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  ex]>ress  my  great  appreciation  to  all 
those  with  whom  my  work  has  brought  me  in  contact.  The 
spirit  of  friendship  and  cooperation  existing  throughout  the 
schools  develo])s  a relationshij)  of  friendliness  and  contentment. 
A hai)py  teacher  is  a good  teacher. 

In  October,  a voluntary  grou])  from  the  sixty-five  students 
of  Wayland  High  School  who  take  chorus  as  an  elective  sang 
at  the  opening  of  the  Community  Chest  Drive.  On  December 
19,  1947,  the  entire  chorus  put  on  a very  creditable  performance 
of  “Petit  Noel,”  a musical  pageant  of  the  Christmas  story  based 
on  the  old  French  carols.  It  is  hoped  that  before  the  close  of 
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the  school  year,  the  interested  parents  and  friends  of  the  gram- 
mar school  students  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  see  and  hear 
their  capabilities.

1 am  ])leased  to  submit  the  followinj^  report  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  liandwritin^-  ])ro|:(ram  in  the  W'ayland  Schools  for 
tlie  school  year  1946-47. 

In  the  initial  handwriting^  tests  administered  in  January, 
1947,  8.6%  of  yonr  pii})ils  received  a grade  of  “A”  (Excellent)  ; 
18.4%  received  a grade  of  “B”  ( Good ) ; and  7v3%  were  graded 
less  than  “R.”  In  the  June  tests  administered  in  1947,  53.2% 
of  yonr  pupils  received  a grade  of  “A”  (Excellent)  ; 22.4% 
received  a grade  of  “B”  ((Rood)  and  24.4%  were  graded  less 
than  “B.’'  Handwriting  certificates  were  awarded*to  75%  of 
yonr  eighth  grade  pupils. 

During  the  last  school  year,  we  graded  approximately  3100 
formal  and  9500  informal  samples  of  handwriting  for  yonr 
pupils.  A formal  test  was  administered  monthly  and  a report 
was  sent  to  each  teacher  giving  a careful  diagnosis  of  the  hand- 
writing of  each  pupil  in  her  room. 

W e furnished  the  following  instructional  materials : month- 
ly teachers’  outlines,  pupil  folder  outlines,  room  motivation  cer- 
tificates, handedness  tests,  individual  handwriting  certificates 
for  eighth  grade  |)upils  who  qualified,  monthly  and  term  envel- 
opes, seals,  etc. 

]\Iy  supervisors  join  with  me  in  expressing  our  apprecia- 
tion for  the  splendid  cooperation  we  have  received  from  you 
and  your  teachers  at  all  times.  W e are  very  pleased  with  the 
results  obtained  in  your  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  CLIMC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Modern  education  recognizes  that  the  child’s  health  is,  in 
part,  the  school’s  responsibility.  Dental  treatment  plays  a large 
part  in  the  school  health  ])rogram. 

Each  pupil  in  the  elementary  grades  has  a detailed  dental 
examination  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  The  main  pur- 
pose of  this  annual  examination  is  to  locate  defects  in  the  teeth. 

In  each  case,  if  defects  are  located,  the  home  is  notified  as 
to  the  number  and  parents  are  advised  to  take  their  child  to 
their  family  dentist  or  have  the  school  dentist  correct  defects. 

All  dental  health  work  has  as  one  of  its  major  aims  dental 
education.  The  public  health  nurse  has  the  greatest  opportunity 
for  meeting  the  parents.  In  discussing  dental  health  problems 
in  her  contacts  with  children  at  school  and  mothers  in  their 
homes,  she  can  interjmet  matters  relating  to  dental  care  and 
education  in  oral  hygiene. 

Due  to  the  increase  of  enrollment  in  the  grade  schools,  con- 
siderably more  time  had  to  be  used  in  examining  the  children. 
For  this  same  reason,  there  naturally  would  be  an  increase  in 
dental  defects.  Due  to  one  reason  or  another,  especially  during 
this  period  of  increased  living  costs,  more  and  more  children  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  school  dental  services.  The  task  of 
controlling  dental  caries  in  the  teeth  of  children  of  school  age 
with  the  limited  time  devoted  to  this  work  at  present  is  one  to 
which  should  be  given  considerable  attention. 

It  is  with  deepest  regret  that  I find  it  necessary  to  give  up 
this  vital  work  and,  therefore,  have  tendered  my  resignation  to 
you.  I am  very  grateful  for  your  cooperation  and  wish  to  thank 
Mrs.  McNeil  and  all  the  teachers  for  their  help  in  connection 
with  this  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1947. 

Dr.  Corey,  the  school  physician,  was  assisted  at  the  yearly 
physical  examinations  in  the  fall.  Notices  of  defects  were  sent 
to  the  parents  and  in  some  cases  a follow-up  by  a home  visit  was 
made.  Several  defects  have  already  been  corrected. 

Diphtheria  immunization  clinics  sponsored  by  the  Board  of 
Health  were  held.  At  these  clinics  any  school  child  who  has 
not  been  immunized  is  given  the  opportunity  to  receive  these 
Toxoid  treatments  by  the  school  doctor.  In  January,  1947 
Toxoid  Booster  shots  were  given  to  all  pupils  who  already  had 
the  treatments.  This  was  done  because  of  the  prevalence  of 
diphtheria  throughout  the  State. 

Pupils  were  weighed  and  measured  every  three  months 
during  the  school  year. 

Dr.  Rawding,  the  school  dentist,  was  assisted  two  morn- 
ings a week  at  the  Dental  Clinic,  which  was  held  in  the  Way- 
land  and  Cochituate  Buildings. 

On  May  20  a pre-school  conference  was  conducted  in  Way- 
land  and  two  days  later  in  Cochituate.  Children  attending  were 
examined  by  the  school  doctor.  Parents  were  urged  to  have 
their  children’s  physical  defects  corrected  before  they  entered 
school.  As  in  the  past,  many  children  unable  to  attend  the  con- 
ferences were  examined  by  the  family  physician.  Miss  Morrill 
assisted  in  Cochituate  and  Miss  Salmon  in  Wayland. 

The  Massachusetts  vision  test  was  given  in  the  schools. 
Notices  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  children  found  to  have  indi- 
cation of  visual  defects.  In  some  cases  follow-up  visits  were 
made  to  the  home.  It  is  not  expected  that  all  sight  defects  will 
be  found,  but  the  child  who  indicates  a probable  defect  is  re- 
ferred to  a specialist  or  clinic  for  further  examination.  To  date 
many  visual  defects  have  been  corrected. 
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In  case  of  infectious  disease  or  accident,  pupils  were  re- 
ferred to  the  school  physician. 

Visits  were  made  daily  to  the  grade  schools  when  possible, 


and  absences  of  three  or  more  days  were  checked.

REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Nineteen  forty-seven  has  proven  to  be  a satisfactory  year 
for  the  Wayland  Free  Public  Library  in  two  respects,  at  least. 
First,  there  has  been  closer  coo])eration  with  the  schools,  even 
than  in  previous  years.  The  \\^aylancl  High  School  has  made 
more  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  ])ublic  library  than  usual,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  this  library  will  be  able  to  provide  sufficient 
material  to  efficiently  supplement  the  excellent  and  well  equipped 
school  library. 

Secondly,  the  Library  has  made  a good  gain  in  circulation 
of  books  this  year,  which  is  the  criterion  by  which  all  libraries 
are  judged  ; ])erhaps,  in  some  cases,  unjustly.  From  the  statis- 
tics below,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Tvibrary  has  made  an  increase 
of  l,60v3  in  hooks  loaned. 

The  registration  of  borrowers  shows  an  increase  of  203 
names  of  which  122  are  in  Wayland,  and  81  from  Cochituate. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  the  librarian  was  in- 
vited by  Mrs.  Draper,  the  principal,  and  the  teachers  of  the 
Center  School  to  a tea  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  acquain- 
tance, and  making  plans  for  continued  cooperation  between  the 
Public  Library  and  the  grade  schools.  Partly  as  a result  of  this 
meeting  collections  of  books  have  been  sent  to  most  of  the 
school  rooms.  Grades  seven  and  eight  with  their  teachers  have 
come  to  the  Library  for  an  introduction  to  the  Library’s  refer- 
ence books,  of  which  some  new  ones  have  been  acquired. 
Groups  of  boys  and  girls  from  Grade  five  visited  the  Library 
to  secure  appropriate  material  for  school  projects.  Pupils  from 
Grade  six  came  to  see  the  new  books  for  Book  MTek,  and  Grade 
two  has  been  to  the  Library  three  times  with  their  teacher  who 
read  stories  to  them,  and  encouraged  them  to  take  home  books 
suitable  for  their  own  reading.  The  teacher  of  remedial  read- 
ing selected  a deposit  of  books  to  be  used  in  her  work  with  stu- 
dents. There  are  also  two  deposits  of  books  in  the  High  School, 
particularly  for  the  use  of  Freshmen  and  Seniors. 

Another  improvement  in  library  service  has  been  inaugur- 
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atecl  this  year.  Beginning-  with  March  1,  1947  the  TJbrary  has 
been  o])en  to  the  public  one  evening  and  two  more  days  than 
formerly.  The  hours  are  now  as  follows ; Monday,  Wednes- 
day and  Saturday,  10 : 00  to  1:00  and  2 : 00  to  8 : 30 ; Tuesday 
and  Friday,  10:  00  to  1:00  and  2 : 00  to  5:00,  and  closed  all 
day  Thursday. 

With  these  increased  hours  it  has  been  necessary  to  have 
])art-time  assistance,  and  the  Library  is  fortunate  in  securing 
Mrs.  J.  Fred  Wheeler's  services  for  six  hours  a week.  It  would 
be  desirable  to  have  someone  for  longer  periods. 

The  information  as  to  the  new  hours,  and  the  fact  of  the 
Wayland  Library  being  the  first  public  library  established  in 
Massachusetts  in  1848,  and  the  second  public  library  in  the 
United  States,  may  be  seen  on  the  handsome  new  sign  placed 
this  year  in  front  of  the  building  near  the  sidewalk.  A small 
sign  calling  attention  to  the  location  of  the  Shaw  Memorial 
room  is  placed  on  the  side  lawn. 

The  Library  Trustees  celebrated  the  opening  of  the  Shaw 
Room  by  three  exhibits  which  were  attended  by  crowds  that 
rewarded  the  efforts  of  the  trustees,  exhibitors,  and  committees 
who  took  charge. 

The  Hobby  Show  was  a varied  assemblage  of  the  arts  and 
crafts,  the  work  of  Wayland  people,  which  was  a great  credit 
to  the  talent  and  artistic  ability  found  in  Wayland. 

F.  Wenderoth  Saunders,  a former  resident  of  M’ayland, 
and  well  known  illustrator  and  painter  presented  an  exhibit  of 
his  pictures,  mostly  landscapes,  in  conjunction  with  Ruth  Steed 
Fuller  who  had  a fine  display  of  her  work  as  a successful  por- 
trait painter. 

In  April  Marguerite  Elliott  Peaslee,  teacher  of  art  in  the 
public  schools  showed  many  of  her  oil  paintings  and  sketches, 
which  were  admired  by  many  visitors. 

Book  MAek  brought  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Cronan  of  Boston, 
who  for  many  years  have  reserved  Thursday  of  that  week  for 
Wayland.  The  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades  of  the  Wayland 
and  Cochituate  schools  with  their  teachers  came  in  two  groups, 
and  were  highly  entertained  by  the  stories  so  delightfully  told 
by  these  noted  story-tellers.  Also  for  the  week  a collection  of 
about  eighty  new  books  were  kept  on  display,  to  be  circulated 
later  to  many  eager  young  readers.

circulation  of  books — 445.  Their  book  stock  consists  of  6,835 
volumes  of  which  126  have  been  added  this  year,  not  counting 
the  set  of  ^^'orld  Rook  Encyclopedia  which  has  been  placed  in 
the  Reading  Room  for  an  indefinite  period.  Patrons  of  the 
Reading  Room  have  continued  to  donate  books,  papers  and 
magazines  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  Cushing  Veteran’s  Hos- 
pital. Weekly  loans  of  books  to  the  Branch  have  been  trans- 
ported by  Alfred  Damon. 

The  Trustees  of  this  Library  have  given  generously  of 
their  time  and  attention  to  make  the  Library  of  more  service 
to  the  community.  Libraries  everywhere  are  taking  a more 
important  part  in  global  education,  which  should  be  the  great- 
est agency  in  saving  the  world. 

In  this  efifort  to  improve  our  local  Library,  the  Friends  of 
the  Library  have  furnished  a good  share.  Their  report  is  ap- 
pended.

FRIENDS  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

Membership  in  the  Friends  of  the  M^ayland  Library  has 
increased  during  1947  from  about  90  to  over  150.  The  support 
of  these  members  has  made  possible  an  expansion  of  our  activ- 
ities to  further  interest  in  our  library  services. 

In  1947,  we  continued  the  Book  Chat  Teas  during  the 
months  of  February,  March,  and  April.  Our  chief  stress,  how- 
ever, was  placed  on  activities  for  the  children  to  draw  them  into 
our  libraries.  Story  hours  have  been  held  in  both  our  libraries 
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with  an  average  attendance  of  25  in  Cochituate  and  40  in  Way- 
land.  Movies  were  shown  on  four  Saturday  mornings  in  the 
Francis  Shaw  Room  to  an  attendance  ranging  from  50  to  100 
children  for  each  showing.  Both  of  these  activities  will  con- 
tinue in  1948  on  a more  regular  basis.  We  have  a contract  with 
Visual  Education  Service  to  supply  us  with  good  children’s  films 
at  regular  intervals  during  the  spring  and  fall. 

A Constitution  and  By-laws  were  adopted  at  our  first  gen- 
eral meeting  for  Friends  and  their  guests.  Speakers  were 
secured  for  our  other  two  general  meetings. 

In  celebration  of  National  Book  Week,  the  Friends  spon- 
sored a Children’s  Book  Fair  on  November  21-23.  Over  350 
titles  from  ten  leading  children’s  publishers  were  displayed  in 
the  Francis  Shaw  Room.  Those  who  visited  the  Fair  acclaimed 
it  enthusiastically  as  the  best  and  most  attractive  display  of 
juvenile  books  they  had  ever  seen.  The  80  persons  attending 
bought  114  titles  which,  after  expenses,  netted  us  $35.41.  This 
money  will  be  used  to  purchase  books  and  references  for  the  use 
of  our  young  people  using  the  libraries. 

All  activities  and  publicity  is  paid  for  from  membership 
dues.  We  hope  to  increase  our  membership  again  during  1948. 
A large  membership  will  enable  us  to  increase  our  contribution 
towards  making  our  libraries  a cultural  center  for  the  commun- 
ity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


The  season  of  1947  showed  excellent  development  as  far 
as  park  maintenance  was  concerned. 

First,  the  almost  obsolete  park  tractor  was  repaired  at  a 
nominal  fee.  Then,  a purchase  of  a pneumatic  tired  gang 
mower  gave  the  Department  the  hrst  piece  of  efficient  and  fairly 
modern  equipment  they  have  ever  had.  This  unit  is  usd  mainly 
in  mowing  the  athletic  fields  at  both  ends  of  town. 

The  new  high  school  field  was  turned  over  to  the  athletes 
for  their  programs. 

A\^orking  with  the  Planning  Board,  a survey  of  the  weed 
conditions  in  Dudley  Pond  was  made  by  professional  engineers. 
Their  report  recommended  an  extensive  and  an  expensive  pro- 
gram to  attempt  to  rid  the  pond  of  its  weeds. 

The  Selectmen  are,  at  the  present  time,  working  with  other 
town  officials  relative  to  an  efficient  manner  of  controlling  the 
weed  menace. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Town  Departments  who  have 
so  ably  assisted  them  during  the  1947  season.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  ATER  DEPARTMENT 


To  tlie  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  : 

The  Board  organized  with  Fern  Taylor,  Chairman;  Alfred 
C.  Damon,  Clerk,  and  George  W.  Lewis.  Alfred  A.  Lamarine 
was  appointed  Departmental  Engineer,  John  Phylis  Superin- 
tendent, and  Charles  Potvin,  Stationary  Engineer.  Mrs.  Caro- 
lyn Lewis  was  appointed  assistant  clerk. 

As  you  all  know  our  water  supply  has  not  been  adequate 
to  cover  the  peak  load  which  exists  in  the  summer,  therefore  a 
new  well  had  to  be  installed.  A series  of  test  wells  were  made 
to  determine  the  best  source  of  supply,  which  was  located  on 
the  Schofield  property  at  Old  Connecticut  Path.  A 24-inch 
gravel  packed  well  was  installed  at  this  location  and  upon  test- 
ing produced  approximately  500  gallons  of  water  per  minute. 
Pipe  has  been  delivered  to  said  location,  which,  in  the  near 
future,  will  be  used  to  connect  the  well  to  the  present  system. 

On  November  12,  1946  bids  were  received  for  the  installa- 
tion of  pumping  equipment  at  the  new  well.  The  contract  was 
awarded  to  D.  L.  Maher  Company  as  they  were  the  lowest 
bidders. 

A serious  condition  exists  at  the  Baldwin’s  Pond  Bathing 
Beach.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  has  condemned 
the  chemical  toilets  now  in  use  and  recommend  the  installation 
of  a flush  closet  in  the  girls’  room,  and  a flush  closet  and  3-foot 
trough  urinal  in  the  boys’  toilet  which  will  discharge  through  a 
6-inch  sewer  to  a cesspool.  The  cost  for  these  installations  will 
have  to  be  supported  by  the  Town,  therefore  an  appropriation 
will  have  to  be  made  to  cover  same.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


Your  Commissioners  res]jectfnlly  present  to  the  citizens  of 
the  town,  the  following  re]xjrt  of  the  activities  of  the  Cemetery 
Department  for  the  year  1947. 

Five  more  lots  have  been  placed  under  perpetual  care  by 
the  gift  of  the  following  Perpetual  Care  Funds. 

July  26  George  J.  Sumter  Fund,  $200.00 

Bequest  of  George  J.  Sumter,  for  the  care  of  Lot 
61,  Sec.  A,  Lakeview  Cemetery. 

July  26  Carrie  T.  Elkins  Fund,  $100.00 

Gift  of  Carrie  T.  Elkins,  for  the  care  of  Lot  82, 
Sec.  F,  Lakeview  Cemetery. 

Sept.  27  Y’illiam  Hardy  Fund,  $150.00 

Gift  of  William  Hardy,  for  the  care  of  Lot  40, 
Sec.  C,  Lakeview  Cemetery. 

Dec.  6 George  F.  Poutasse  Fund,  $150.00 

From  the  estate  of  George  F.  Poutasse,  for  the 
care  of  Lot  101,  Extension  North  Cemetery. 

Dec.  25  Leonard  I^ker  Fund,  $150.00 

Gift  of  Clara  K.  Loker,  for  the  care  of  Lot  75, 
Sec.  C,  Lakeview  Cemetery. 

Making  a total  of  $750.00,  and  increasing  the  number  of  Per- 
petual Care  Funds  to  158,  and  the  amount  so  invested  to 
$28,275.00;  and  providing  for  the  care  of  202  lots. 

In  addition  63  persons  paid  small  sums  totalling  $266.00 
for  the  care  of  their  lots  through  the  year. 

These  two  departments  provide  for  the  care  of  perhaps 
one-fourth  of  the  lots  in  our  cemeteries.  The  remaining  three- 
fourths  have  been  kept  presentable  by  the  Town  at  a constantly 
increasing  expense  drawn  from  the  tax  contributions  of  all  tax- 
payers whether  owners  of  lots  or  not.  This  is  manifestly 
unfair.  Believing,  as  we  have  repeatedly  pointed  out  that  it  is 
the  manifest  duty  of  all  lot  owners  to  provide  for  the  care  of 
the  lots  assigned  to  them,  your  Commissioners  are  carefully 
considering  ways  of  bringing  this  about  as  a requirement.  This 
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situation  is  met  in  one  town  in  this  state  hy  fixing  a yearly  fee 
tor  each  lot  not  under  perpetual  care  and  keeping  a strict 
account  of  all  payments  made;  with  the  requirement  that  all 
arrears  he  settled  before  a further  burial  may  he  made.  The 
Town’s  contribution  would  then  care  for  roads  and  walks,  up- 
keep of  tomb,  sii])])lying  proper  fencing,  tools  and  supplies,  lay- 
ing out  and  development  of  new  areas. 

Ivght  lots  and  two  single  graves  have  been  sold  in  Lake- 
view  Cemetery;  five  lots  sold  and  one  exchange  of  lots  made, 
in  the  North  Cemetery;  bringing  a total  of  $435.00. 

Forty-two  burials  have  been  made;  thirty-four  in  Lake- 
view  Cemetery,  seven  in  the  North  Cemetery,  and  one  in  the 
Center  Cemetery.  Two  bodies  have  been  moved  to  new  loca- 
tions, one  in  Lakeview  and  one  in  the  North  Cemetery;  and 
four  bodies  are  now  entombed,  waiting  burial  in  the  spring  in 
Lakeview.  $990.00  was  received  for  these  services. 

Twelve  foundations  were  prepared  for  the  erection  of 
stones,  and  one  stone  was  relocated  at  a total  expense  to  the  lot 
owners  of  $132.00.
